© 'But was there no way to ſecure Ireland without 
Sanguinary Laws and Inbuman Perſecutions? Yes 
fare, if People would in time have ſet themſelves to 
repair the State of Ireland; as the Jews under Ne- 
hemiah did to re-edifie the Walls of Jeruſalem, 
VIZ.” every one build over againſt his own Houſe, the

Prey-and: Plunder as they could get, and he 
was eſteemed the brayeſt Man that was moſt 
dextrous at thisSport of Plundering and Cow-

nifhed that Nation, nor perhaps never will be 
as long as there 1s a Raporee in it. 

Among their Laws may be reckoned the 
Cuſtoms of Taniſtry and Gavelkind ; Tani- 
# was a barbarous Cuſtom, which ( like 


Alexander's 
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Alezander's Will) gave the Inheritance to the 
Strongeſt ; for though the Cuſtom. be pleaded 
to be ( ſenior: of digniort puero, ) "yet 'tis certain; 
Seniority was little regarded, but for the pre- 
ſumption that 1t was accompanied with Ex- 
. perience and Policy ; - and therefore when it 
was divelted of thoſe Circumſtances, the 
younger Brother proved the better Man; this 
Cuſtom was the occaſion of many» Murders, 
and of frequent Civil Wars in almoſt every 
Family. ; . and ſo keeping the Succeſſion uncer- 
tain, and the Poſſeſſion -precaridus, it: was 
the greateſt Hindrance of Improvement that 
could be, and therefore was. juſtly aboliſhed 
by Judgment in the King's-Bench in Jreland, 
in Hillary Term, 3 Facobi1. ( $3524 

This Cuſtom was founded upon the Necefli- 
ty of thoſe Times when Ireland was. very ill 
governed, and every petty Lord had Power 
of Peace and Vyar.; for if a Child or Woman 
ſhould then poſſeſs a Sexgniory, it would cer- 
tainly be expoſed: to the Rapine' and Incarſi- 
ons of its circumjacent Neighbours. And it 
was this Cuſtom of Tamſtiry which made the 
Irith ſeek to be Popular; and to that end were 
Hoſpitable even»to Profuſeneſs, and above 
all things coveted an outward Appearance 
thereby to attract the Admiration of the Vul- 
gar,apd increaſe the number of their Follow- 
ers and Abettors.

Bat it 1s obſervable, as their Brehons had 
their Offices by Deſcent and Inheritance, ſo 
alſo had their Phyſitians, Bards, Harpers, 
Poets and Hiſtorians ; and therefore ſince ex 
quovis Ligno non fit Mercurius : We may be ſure, 
That ſome of theſe Hereditary Judges and +

remain as Monuments on Record, . That at 
leaſt ſome of them were learned in their Pro.

Men were by Pefſecution driven out'of their 
own Countries and flocked.into Ireland, 1b that: 
Ireland ſeemed to. be.a Mart of Learning, and

Ireland ſoon returned to its former Ignorance, 
ſo that long before, the aglnh Conqueſt, 
there were hardly any, F eps of Learning 
left in that Kingdom ; and to this Nay, very 
few of the I wy aim at any more than a little 
Latin, which every Cow-Boy pretends to, and 
a ſmattering in Logick, which very few of 
them know the uſe of. 

As for the Riches of the: Iriſh Nation before

116 1 by Rotherick-O.Connor, the Monarch, 
and for the rarity called Caftrum Mirificum, for 
when 0 Magaits, Archbiſhop of Armagh, be- 
ganto build a Church of Stone, ſuch-es he had 
ſeen beyond Sea, the Iriſh upbraided his Pride 
and defviſed the Novelty, and laught at his 
Folly, to undertake a Work 10 ch beyond 
his Ability; unde tibi pauperi ſumptus ad perfici- 
endum ( ſay they ) ; but what need. more be 

offered in this Matter, than that Taragh was 
the Seat of the Monarch, and thie old Head of 
Kinſale was. the Reſidence of Sowvercy King of 
half Ireland ; but neither Place has the Ruines 
of any thing like a Palace, nor is the old Head 
a ſituation fit for a private Gentleman, much 
leſs for a Prince.

Men have from Goll is of Graces, becauſe they have 
nothing of due. I, 

The third Chapter treats of Purgatory a 
Prayer for the Dead ; and'firſt he hes the 
Cheat: of S. Patrick's Purgatory, which that 
good Man never dream'd of; his Treatiſe' ds 
tribus habitacults relates to Heaven ,. Farth- and 


Hell, 
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Hell, and has not the leaſt mention.of. Pur- 
gatory,it was a later Invention of the Monks, 
and ſo firmly believed by their Votaries, that 
S. Ceſarius a German Monk+has, the confidence 
to adviſe all thoſe, who doubt of Purgatory, 
to go to Ireland (toy. Patrick's Pur gatory, in. Logh- 
dirge) and. he ſhall 'be' convinced: And Doctor 
Tyrry aſſures us, That it is famous over all Earope; 
but O Sullevan has gone farther, and in his Ca- 
tholick Hiſtory of :[reland has given us the de- 
ſcription of the Rooms and Furniture in this 
Purgatory, and the ſeveral ſorts of. Puniſh- 
ments inflicted there ; and has acquainted us 
with theMethods of getting in and ſafely get. 
_ ting out again: Bat after all, this has: proved 
the moſt fulſom Cheat that ever was impoſed 
on Mankind, and being about the Year 1636 
digged up, by the Order of the Lords Juſtices, 
this Purgatory was. found to. be a ſmall Cave 
under Ground, where the Damps ariſing from 
'the Earth, ſo influenced crazy Melancholy 
People,as to make them dream or fancy what: 
ever they were beforehand told they ſhould 
ſee. it 
But to proceed,thePrimate quotes theSayin 

of Sedulius and the Canon of an ancient Iri 
Synod, That after this Life, either Life or Death 
ſucceedeth ; and that Chriſt has looſed our Guilt and 
 faniſhed our Puniſhment: He ſhews the Forgery of a 
ſtory ons: Brendan,inſerted into the new Engliſh 
Legend, but not to be found in the Ancient Ma. 
nuſcript : He obſerves, That the Oblations made 
or the Dead, in former times, were Sacrifices of 
hankſgiving and not of Propitiation, becauſe they 
were made for ſuch as they were confident were in Hea- 
ven, as for S. Brendon, &c. And he concludes 
with the Saying of Claudius and Colombanus, That

when :we come to the Fudgment Seat, neither Job 
nor Daniel; nor Noah can intreat for. any one, * but 
every one-muſt bear his owpn'Burthen: To which I 
add the Saying aſcribed by the Synod to S. Pa- 
trick, mentioned page 46. He. who deſerveth not 
torecerve the Sacrifice in his Life, how can it help 
him after his Death © . 

In the fourth Chapter he cites Sedulius, tel- 
ling us, That 'tis Impiety to adore any other but God, 
and reproving the Heathen for Simplicity, in thinking 
that the Inuiſeble God would be worſhipped by a Ve 
fible Image; to which Claudius adds, That God 
is not to be worſhipped in Metal nor in Stone-: And 
S. Patrick aſſures us, That no Creature is to be 
ſworn by, but only the Creator: | 

And as for the Laturgy, there was no Uni- 
formity therein; but ſeveral Forms of Divine 
Service were uſed in divers Parts of the King- 
dom ; that the Roman Uſe began to be intro- 
duced by the Pope's Legate in the twelfth 
Century, and-was perfeCted by Chriſftianus Bi- 
ſhop of Liſmore, in the Synod of Caſhel, and 
confirmed by Henry IT, wherein it was order- 
ed, That all Divine Offices of Holy: Church, ſhould 
thenceforward be handled in all Parts of Ireland, 
according as the Church ofeingland did obſerve them: 

The Word Maſs is ſynonimaus to Liturgy, and 
therefore uſed for Evening Prayer, - but it 
commonly ſignifies the Sacrament, being the 
principle Part of Divine Service ; and the Word 
Sacrifice did import then, what wennderſtand 
by the Word Sacrament now, and might be ei- 
ther offered to God or given to the People,and 
not as the Maſs is now, wherein:the Prieſt 
doth all : He farther ſheweth, that they re- 
ceived the Sacrament in both kinds, and in- 
ſtances Hildmer's Wife and S. Bridget, and her 

pp, Com- 
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Companions, vc. and particularly that the 
Popiſh Legends mention, That one of S. Brig- 
git's Miracles happened when ſhe was about 
to drink out of the Chalice. 

He ſhews, that the Holy Men of thoſe Ages 
did uſe the Phraſe of Scripture, and called the 
Sacrament the Body and Blood” of our Sawiour, 
becauſe they thought the Impoſlibility and 
Unreaſonableneſs of * Tranſubſtantiation , 
would ſecure Mankind from: Miſtake ; for 
Chriſt being alive in; Heaven cannot be 
corporally in the Sacrament, becauſe he is 
there repreſented as Dead, and his Body Bro- 
ken and his Blood Shed, and there 1s no ſuch 
thing in rerum natura; for Chriſt being Raiſed from 
the Dead, dyeth no mare, Rom. 6.9. He quotes 
Sedulius and Claudius, 'Henry Cramp and Johannes 
Scotus, diſtinguiſhing between the Sacrament 
and the Rody of Chriſtthat was crucified,  - 

In Chap. 5 he proves by the Epiſtle of Lan 


frankto King Tirlagh, That the [1p did not 


uie. Chriſm m Baptiſm , and by the Feſts. 
mony of S. Bernard, That the Iriſh in his time 
did not underſtand or did negle& Confeffion, 
Confirmation and Marriage ; [he proves that 
Confeſlion in former Times was Pablick, and 
that Penance was but a Teftimony. of Pe- 
nitence.,- and always preceded Abfolution ; 


and cites Claudius to prove,that Sacerdotal Ab- 


ſolution 1s declarative and miniſterial, and 
not abſolute ; Sedubtus calls Marriage a Gift, 
but not Spiritual, ergo 'tis no Sacrament ; the'Sy- 
nad attributed to $. Patrick, prohibits the In- 
celt of marrying a Prother's Wife(which was 
the Caſe of Henry VHI ), and Kilianas ſuffer- 
ed Martyrdom for diſfolving ſuch an Inceſty- 
ous Marriage, by Gozbertus Duke of Franconia ; 

and 
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and that Clemens Scotus Was etiidennoed bythe 
Council of Rome, arino 54.5, as a bringer in of 
Judaiſm among Chriftians,by:inaintaing ſach 
Inceſtuous Marriages, which'Cambrenſts ſirys 
were common in freland ; he proves by Sedulites 
and S. Patrick, | I hat no- Divorces wete tb; be 
made,except for the Cauſe of Fornication,and 
that Coelibacy was 10 far from beitig enjoyned 
the Clergy, That S. Patrick's Father was Cal- 
phurnius a Deacon, and his Grandfather Potitus 
a Prieſt. There was Order taken in the Synod 
held by S. Patrick, Auzilius and Iſſerninus; That 
the'Wives of the Clergy ſhould not. walk- a- 
broad with their Heads uncovered; and G:/das 
reprehends the Clergy for corrupting their .. 
Children by evil Example ;. and he proves by 
the Epiſtle of Pope Innocent ITE, That the Sons 
andGrandſons did uſe to fucceed theirFathers 
and Grandfathers in Eccleſiaſtical Benefices. 
To which I add, That this was 10o true in the 
See of Armagh, that they feared that Archbi- 
ſhoprick w—_ be made hereditary ; no leſs 
than ten married Men, and ſome of them 
not in Orders, ſucceeding each other in that 
See; from the Year 966 to the Year 1130, fo 
that S. Bernard mu They were Epiſcope but 
not C/er:ce. 

The ſixth Chapter ſhews, That Monks for- 
merly lived by their Labour, and eat their 
own Bread ; they" thought Idleneſs a fin, 
whereas the later Monks and Fryers do rather 
extort than beg, ſince their Importunity 1s 
ſo great that no body can deny them, unleſs 
he caſt away natural ſhame, as FS. Richard of 
Dundatk affirmed, anno 1 357, at the Synod of | 
Avignion', as alſo that ſuch voluntary Beggery 
is ſinful, and was not known in the Church 
tor the firſt 1200 Years. He 
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He ſhews, That in Faſts they eat nothing 
at all till Evening, but did eat Eggs in Lent, 
andSunday was always excepted fromFaſting; 
and that it is infinitely more Chriſtian to ab- 
ſtain from Vice than from Meats ; and that 
the later is vain, if it be not in order to the 
former. | 

The ſeventh Chapter yields many Teſti- 
monies of Claudius, Sedulius, &c. That the 
Church contains the Lares and the Wheat, 
the Erroneous and the Orthodox ; That the 
Church may be brought 1o low, that fhe will 
ſeem for a time, as if Chriſt had utterly for- 
ſaken her; that the Enemies of the Church 
ſhall be able to do many Jugling Miracles and 
Lying Wonders; Sedulius warns us againſt 
theſe ſeeming Miracles, ſach as Simon Magus 
his flying in the Air, and ſays, That the Faith 
having increaſed; Miracles were to ceaſe, That Mi- 
racles are not a certain Sign of Grace, ſince man 
will ſay, That in Chriſt's name they have caſt 
out Devils, gc. which yet are not of Chriſt, 
Matth. 7.22. and that Miracles are not to be done 
in vain. . As to the Papacy Sedulius aflures us, 
By the Word Foundation 7s meant Chriſt, and that 
the Apoſtles (who ſometime are intended 
that Word ) are nevertheleſs to be accounted the 
MiniSers of Chriſt and not the Foundation, becauſe, 
ſays Claudius, other Foundation canno Man lay be- 
fedes that which is laid ; whuch is Jeſus Chriſt : 
Claudius interprets Chriſt to be the Rock, Matt. 
16. 18. but allows Peter a Primacy over the 
Circumciſion ; and alſo avers the like Prima- 
cy 1nS. Paul gver the Gentiles ; and concludes, 
T hat one was not inferior -to the other ; he ſays, 
The Power f the Keys was given to all the Apoſtles, 
and ſo was the Holy. Ghot, and that the Church was ©

Immediately the whole Country was up in Arms, and 
conſpired a general Rebellion, Donald More in Curraugh, Mac

The Poor Old Fitz-Stephens was ina ſad Condition, di-

Nevertheleſs, as ſoon as the King heard of the aforeſaid 
Treachery, he ſent Richard Cogan, Philip Barry, Giraldus 
Corlreafe, and a Good Party of Horſe and Foot, to help 
Fitz-Stephens ; by their ance the City and Kingdom of 
Cork were kept in Quiet for fome Time ; but the Old Fzrz- 
Stephens had but little Benefit of tt, for being much broken 
with Age and Misfortunes, he firſt loſt his Senſes, and not 
long afterwards his Life. | 

But Lacy, the Lord Juſtice, was again became ſuſpeRed ; 
for as he grew Great, tis Enemies grew Envious, and 
the King Jealous, foi that he was once more ſent for , 


and, 

Philip of Worceſter, Lord Juſtice or Governour of trelaxd, 
came over with a ſmart Party of Horſe and Foot ; he al- 
fo brought with him Flugh Tirrel, & Man of ill Repart : He 


was not long in the Government, before he ſeized on the 


Lands of O Catheſie to the King's Uſe, though Lacy had for. 
merly {old them : He allo went a Circuit, to viſit the Ga- 
riſons, and in March, came to Armsgh, where he exaQted 
from the Clergy-a great Sum of Many ; thence he went to 
Dows, andifo to Dublin, loaaden both with Curies and Ex- 
tortions. Tziryel took « Boewing-Pan from the poor Priefts 
at Armazh, and carried it #0 Dow», but the Houſe where he 
lay wasburnt, and ſo were alfo the Horſes in the Stable, ſo 
that he was'fain to leave the Pan, for want of Carriage ; and:

There were many Reaſons why Earl John's Voyage to Lre- 
lend was not Succeſsful. The Superſtitious People oblery?d, 
Thathe had.not pey'd his Devotions at S. Devids, before he 
imbarqued; and attributed it.to that. Others blamed him 
andihis Followers more for their Rude and Ungeateel Abuſe 
of the Jriſh Lords: and Gentlemen, Others. imputed all to 


the Debauchery of the Soldiers, who, by the exa of 
their.\Captains, were grown Idle and lent : Whereia 


they were the more-indulged, becauſe they were ill paid. 
To 4heſe maybe added the Litigiouſnels of the Natives in 
Taywas and Citiess who were perpetually wrangling with 
agd ſuing ſach-hew Jababitants as came to ſettle none 


tbem./ .\But shexe-was a, greater Cauſe than all theſe ; whic 
araſe. from the different Iotereſts then in Ireland ; which in- 
fluenced the Normans, Engliſh, Welch, and the Natives.

Moreover, many of the Engliſh and Welch were difpoſicſt 
. of their beſt and ſafeſt Caſtles, to make Room for the Nor- 
mans, and forc'd to take others, in Exchange,on the Frontiers; 
by which means they were impoveriſh'd and diſcourag'd. 

Add to this, That ſeverabof the faithful Iriſh, who had 
ſubmitted tothe Engliſh Government, - and lived within their 
Quarters ; and thereby became acquainted with the Engliſh 
Conveffations, Humors, Strength, Policies,' Seats and Ha- 
bitations, were likewiſe diſpoſſeſs?d, to make Room for the 

Normans, and thereby forced to revolt to the Iriſhj / and be- 
came the moſt Dangerous of all the Enemies, as being moſt 
Knowing and moſt Proyok'd. And thus it came-to pals, 
that after Earl Johz had waſted his Army in ſmall and unpro- 
fitable Skirmiſhes, and had Raid eight months, and done no 
other Good, than that he built the Caftle of Tybrach { per- 
haps Typerary) Liſmore and Ardfinin,- the King ſent for bim 
and his Beardleſs Counſellors ; and in his Room ſubſtituted 
John de Courcy Earl of Ulſter, Lord Lieutenant of Jreland; 
he brought over with him about four hundred Volunteers : 
And ſoon after his arrival, he made a Progreſs into Munſter 
and Connaught, to put thoſe Countries in order ; but it ſeems 
he fell into an Ambuſh, of had ſome Skirmiſh with the 1r;ſb, 
for itis ſaid, That heloft rwelve Knights in his Return from 
Connaught, On Midſummer-day the Prime of Limerick flew 
tour Knights,and a great part of the Garriſon of Ardfinin: And 
ſoon after, by a Slight, drew that Garriſon into an Ambuſh, 
by expoling a Prey to their View, which they thought to 
have taken ; but he fell upon them and ſurprized andilew 
moſt of them. - But the Iriſh had not ſo'good luck 4n Meath, 
where they of Ke»ally had made Incurſions and taken a Prey, 
for William Petit reſcued the Prey, defeated them with'great 
Slaughter, and ſent an hundred of their Heads to Dubliz. 

Old Lacy was now bufie, building his Caſtle of 'Derwazh, 
and himſelf working with a Pick-ax for Diverſion, when one 
of the malicious and ungrateful Workmery took the Opportu- 
. nity, whilſt he was ſtooping, and with another'Pick-Ax 
knock*d out his Brains : 'And it ſeems there was an Infurre- 
Aion thereupon ; for it is ſaid, That Coureyand Young: Lacy 
revenged the Murder, and reduced all things to quiet. -": 

But it ſeems, afterwards there grew ſome Diſtaſt-between 
 Courcy and Lacy, fo that Lacy, who was the better Gourtier, 
ſupplanted Courcy, who was the better Soldier, and por him-

1274 
ther, or put themſelves in a poſture, to prevent or reſiſt 
this unexpefte# Torrent ; bat not long after, Richard de 
Burgo and Sir Euſtace le Poer ſerved them in their kind, and 
entred the Iſlands, and burnt their Cabbins and Cottages, 
flew all they mer with, and ſmoakt out thoſe that had hid 
themſelves in Caves, after the ſame manner that is uſed in 
ſmoaking a Foxont of his Earth. 

Roſcomon-Caftle was once again repaired, or rather re- | 
edified, and Mortagh a ſtrong Tory ( being taken Priſoner *275: 
by Sir Walter le Faxnt) wasexecuted ; but the Lord Juſtice 
being recalled, | 

Sir Robert de Ufford was made Lord Juſtice; in whoſe , , 6 
time Thomas de Clare, Son of the Earl of Ghocefter, came *7 
into ireland, and married Julianes Daughter of Maurice Fitz- 

Magrice Fitz-Girald (though ſome ſay it was «no 1274.) 

There is little recorded of the Battel of G«naelory or 
Gliabary, as to the Captains Numbers, or other Circum-- 
ſtances, ſave that the Engliſh ſuffered a great Defeat rhere ; 
and that William Fitz er, Prior of the Kings Hoſpital- 
ters , and many others were taken Priſoners, and a great 
number ſlain; which ill Succeſs was ſomewhat ballanced by #mer, 2035 
a fore Battel, which Ralph Peppard and O Hanlon gave to 
the great O Neat:

V | afterward, E. 
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* make ſatisfaQtion' for O Bryax's Deat 


afterward, the Iriſh droye\ Thomas, and his Father-in-Law, 
into the Mountains of Sleveb/oom, and kept them there, till 
for want of better Victuals, they fed upon Horſe-fleſh, and 
thereupon they, yielded themſelves Priſoners ; and to obtain 
their Liberty,were forced to give Holages, that they would 

, and ſurrender the 
Caſtle of Roſcommon. 

And as if forme malignant Star had influenced all the In- 
habitants of Treland to contention ; the Iriſh alſo quarrelled 
with one another, and Mac. Diarmud of Mylurg, encounter'd 
the King of Connaught, and ſlew him and two thouſand of 
his Mea. K 

Wherefore the Lord Juſtice was ſent for over, to give ac- 
count of this Buſtle, and why he permitted it, as alſo to an- 
ſwer why he did not in perſon affiſt Thomas de Clare, againſt 
the O Bryans. To the firſt he anſwered, that it was no da- 
mage to the King, /that one Rebel deſtroy'd another ; andto 
the ſecond, he gave ſuch an Anſwer as was fatisfaQory. 

Stephen de Fulborne, Biſhop of Waterford, was left Lord 
Tuſtice till his,Return;: In his time were coyned in Engler 
ſeveral round Pieces of Money, viz. the Penny, the Half- 
penny, and the Farthing ; which, by Proclamation were 
made current.in Ezgland and Ireland, and yet the old Money 
was not cried down. 

About this time the Iriſh Petitioned the King, that they 
might have the Benefit of the Laws of Exgland extended to 
them; which produced the following Writ.

It is certain the Anſwer tothis Writ was in the Negative ; 
and I ſuppoſe the Reaſon was, Thar ſince the Iriſh generally 
were not ameſnable to the-Law, bur till uſed, and would 
uſe, their own Brehon-Law and Taniftry, it was not-fit they 
| ſhould have a general Benefit of the'Laws of -Exglavd; but 
rather, ' that every Perſon, Family or Septy/ who- would give 
ſome Aſſurance, or at leaft Promiſe of Allegiance and Sub- 
miſſion to the Engliſh Laws, ſhould by Special Writ, be ad- 
mitted to the Benefit-of them ; and theretore we find 'a Mul- 
titude of ſuch W rits and Licences, from this time forward ; 
and many of them are in'this Form, viz. Quod-ipſe. & libert 
ſui de corpore ſuo legitime procreati hanc habeant libertatem. And 
ſometimes it is to Them and Their Heirs ; and ſometimes 
to Them and Their Heirs of ſuch a Sirname :. Bus the moſt

Stephen Fulborn, Biſhop of Waterford ( afterwards Arch- 
biſhop of Twam') was Lord Juſtice ; it ſeems he had been 
alſo Lord Treaſurer : And then the Iriſh made great Stirs in

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' but the Loſs fell heavieſt upon the principal Rebels, Moy agh 
and Art mac Morough were {lain by Pengazrt at Arclow ; and 
MatGilpetrick alſo met with an untimely Death in Connaught. 
And theſe Publick Conteſts were accompanied with Private 
Quarrels, ſo that Adam Cuſack flew William Barret and his 
Brethren , about ſome Lands they contended for in Con- 
naught. | 

# to be remembred, That the Oaſtmen or Eaſterlings, 
had generally the benefit. of the Engliſh Laws, by Charters 
from King Henry to each: City : That of Waterford is to be 
ſeen in Sur John Davis his excellent Diſcourſe, pap. 94. And 
it was this Year confirmed by King Edward. 

Great- part of the City of Dubliz was this Year burnt, and 
the Steeple and Chapter-Houſe of Chrift-Church did not 
eſcape the-Flames ;\ but the Devout Citizens firſt made a 
Collefion for the Repair of the Church, ' and then ſet them- 
{{lves to the re-edifying their own Houſes. 

And ſo we come to a Trial, very unuſual in Courts of Ju- 
ſice in Ire/axd, tho? too frequent in the Field: ; viz. that of 
Battle ;- for Feofry Sxintleger, Biſhop of Ofſory, ina Writ 
of Right,, for the Mannor of Sirekeran, in Ely O Carol, re 
covered the ſame; and the Trial was by Battle, between 
uu Champion, and the Champion of his Ad- 
verſary. | 

The Lords and Potentates of Ophaly were grown ſtrong 
enough to take and burn the Caſtle of Ley ; and it ſeems 
Theobald Verdos going to revenge that Injury, loſt both his 
Men and his Horſes ; which was followed with a greater 
Misfortune, for the next Morning Girald Firz-Maurice was 
betrayed by his Followers, and taken Priſoner, 

Nor had the Engliſh better Succeſs at Razhdod, for in an 
unfortunate Skirmiſh there, Sir Gerard Doger, Ralph Peter, 
_ and many more were {lain ; and the Lord Grofry Genevil had 
much ado to ſave himſelf by Flight. 

Amidſt theſe Difturbances, the Lord Juſtice obtained 
from the. King a Penſion of five hundred Pound per annum, 
for his Expence and Charge in the Government, to continue 
as long as his Juſticeſhip ; but if any extraordinary Accidear 
ſhould require more Expence, than the Writ preſcribes, 
That a Vice-Treaſurer be appointed, to receive and pay the 
Revenue, as the Lord Juſtice and the Court of Exchequer 
{hall think fit. 

But the next Year was more favourable, fo that Philip 
Stavton, in November, burnt Norwagh and Ardſcol, and 
other Towns ; and the great Rebel Calwazh was taken at 
Kildare ; which ſuperſeded theſe Stirs for a Time. 
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Nevertheleſs, . this Year was fatal to many” Noblemen, 
vis. Maurice Fitz-Maurice, who died at [Roſſe;, as Girz/d 
Fitz-Maurice Oge, did at Rathmore ; and the Lord Thomas 
de Clare could not eſcape the Common Fate, to which the 
Lord Juſtice himſelf was forced to ſubmit : So that 

John Sandford, Atchbiſhop. of Dublin, was choſen Lord 
Juſtice : His Government was the more uneafie to him, be- 


cauſe Richard Burk, Earl of Ulſter, and Walter Lacy, Lord 
of Meath, confederated againſt T heobald de Verdon, and Be- - 


ſieged him in the Caſtle of Arhloay, and came with a great 
Army as far as Trim: However, this was ina great mea- 
ſure recompenced, by the Plenty of the Year, which was 
ſo great, (even in England ) that a Buſhel of Wheat was 
ſold for four Pence. 

| Ir was uſualin this King's Reign, To ſend the new Engliſh 
Statutes, in ſome reaſonable time after they were made, to 
be proclaimed and obſerved in Ireland ; Thus, in the thir- 


teenth Year of his Reign, he ſent by Roger Bretuz the. Sta-. 


tutes of Weſtminſter the firſt, of Glocefter, of Merchants, 
and of Weſtminſter the ſecond, to the Lord Juſtice ( Fulborne) 
to publiſh and notifie them to the People : is Year the 
like was done by the Statute called, OraznatioWro Stetu Hi- 
bernie, which was enacted in Englena, and ſent to Ireland, 
to be obſerved there ; and is to be ſeen in French, in the ſe- 
cond part of the Ancient Statutes, prifited at London, 1532. 
And the Statutes ol Lincoiz and of Tork were alſo.ſent to Ire- 
land, to be enrolled-inthe Chancery, and tobe publiſhed and 
notified to the People, 20 Novemb. 17 Edw. 1, Anditis to 
be obſerved, That after Parliaments were held in Jrelazd, 
yet the Engliſh Statutes did extend to Ireland j as the ele- 
venth of EdwerdIII, of Drapery, and the twenty ſeventh of 
Edward Ill, of the Staple ; and the fourth of Henry V, cap.6- 
touching the Promotion of Clerks of the Iriſh Nation; and 
many more. 

But it is time to return to the Lord Juſtice, whoſe Service 
the King had occaſion to make uſe of in Exgland, 
veral Foreign Embaſſies ; 1n all which he behaved himſelf 
honourably : He was ſucceeded in Ireland by 

William Veſcy, Lord Juſtice : Whoſe Government was 
diſturbed by O Hanlon in Ulſter, and O Mlaghlin in Meath, 
who were again-in Rebellion; but Richard Earl of Ulfter 
had the good Fortune to ſuppreſs O Hanlon with a few Blows « 
and the Lord Juſtice did as much for O Mlaghlin, and pur- 
ſued. him fo cloſe, that at laſt he was taken and ſlain by Mac 
Coughlan ; who grew {oproud, upon that Service, that he 
ſet up for himſelf, and gave a great Defeat to W;/liam Burk, 
at Delvin, and to the Engliſh in Ophaly. |

And tho? the King, in the thirteenth Year of his Reign, 
had a Grant from the Pope of the Tenth of all Eccleſiaſtical 
Revenues in Jreland, for {even Years, toward the Holy War, 
which was followed with a Grant of a Fifteenth, from the 
Temporality ; yet now, upon the Expiration of that Granc, 
he wrote to the Biſhops and Clergy for a Diſm of their Spiri- 
tualities, to defray his Debts 1n redeeming his Nephew 
Charles. But they unanimouſly anfwered, Quod conceſſions 
petitions prefate minime ſupercederent. But Cambden aſlures 
us, That the Temporality granted another Fifteenth. 

To this Lord Juſtice, Balio! King of Scotland did Homage, 
for ſome Lands he held in Ire/azxd4; and about the ſame time 
it wasordered, That the Treaſurer of Ireland ſhould account 
yearly at the Exchequer of Ezg/anud : And the ſame Year 
came over Gzlbert de Clare, Earl of Gloceſter, whoſe Wife 
( Joan of Acres ) was the King's Daughter. | 

But now there aroſe great Feuds between John Fitz-Tho- 
mas Fitz-Girald, Lord of Ophaly, and the Lord Juſtice ; 
whereupon the Lord Juſtice did (underhand) encourage the 
Iriſh to do all-the Prejudice they could to Fitz-Gzrald and his 
Partiſans ; ce aroſe mutual Complaints, and reciprocal 
ImpeachmentF; fo that both of them went, (or were fent for) 
into Exglazd : But it will not be unpleaſant to the Reader, to 
have the. Particulars of this famous Controverſie, in- the 
Words of Holizgſbead. 

The Lord Juttice hearing many Complaints of the Oppreft- 
ſions the Country daily received, which he thought re- 
flected on him,and infinuated his male Adminiſtration, there- 
fore. to disburthen and excuſe himſelf, he began, in miſty 
Speeches, | to lay the Fault on the Lord John Fitz Giralds 
Shoulders, ſaying ( in parable wiſe ) © That he was a great 
* occaſion of theſe Diſorders, in that he bare himſelf in Pri- 
© vate Quarrels, as fierce as a Lyon, but in thefe Publick In- 
* juries, as meek asa Lamb. The Baron of Ophal ſpelling 
and putting theſe Syllables together, ſpake atter this Man- 
ner.

The 
Baron of Ophaly not ſleeping, nor {lacking his Matter, ſcud- 
ded with all haſte into E-gland, where he was no ſooner in- 
ſhoared, than Yeſcie ( after he had ſubſtituted William Hay 
in his room.) was imbarked, making as hot foot after the Ba- 
ron as hecould. The King and his Council underſtanding 
the occaſion of their ſudden Arrivals, to the ead the Truth 
ſhould be brought to light, appointed a ſet Day for the de- 
ciding of their Controverlie, and that each of them ſhould 
ſpeak for himſelf what he could : Whereuon Ye/cie, being 
commanded to begin, ſpake to this effect ;

fourth Day of Auguſt, William de Burgo and Richard de Bre- 
mingham, encountred Fylemy O Connor, King of Connaught, 
and a numerous Army of 1ri, "near Arhevry, with prodi- 
gious Succeſs, for they ſlew the King of Connaighr andeight 
thouſand of his Men': The Valour of 'Huſſy, a Butcher -of 
Athenry, was very remarkable on this Occaſion, for he 
fought with O Kelly and his 5 wag] rogether, and flew them 
both ; for which be was knighted, and is Anceſtor. of the 
reputed Toros of Galtrim. *© 

They ſay Athenry was walled with! thi Plucider of this 
Battle, Ars, that the brave Brimino2ham was made Baron of 
Athenry tor this noble Service ; and his Heir is now the firlt 
Baron in Ireland. 


About the ſame time, ' viz. in Auguſt, 1316. O Hanlon 
came for Contribution 'to Duxdalk ; . but the Townſmen 
(under Robert Verdon, who loſt his Life in the Service ) Ei 


tertained them ſo valiantly Ys that O Hanlon was forced to 


leave two hundred of his wers behind him. | 

About the end of; Auguſ# died the” Noble Earl of Kjlaare, 
and was ſucceeded by his Son Thomas. 

On the fourteenth of September, Burk and Briming han 
another. Victory in Conaught, and flew five hundred Ty 
and their Captains Connor Uh Mac Kelly; and in the latter 
end'of Otober, John Loggan and Hugh Biſſet, routed the 
Scots in V/fter, and ſlew ene hundred Vith double Armour, 
and two hundred with ſingle Armour, beſides many of their 
naked Followers,and ſent Priſoners toDubliz Sir AlenSrewart, 
Sir John 'Sandale, and other Scotchnien. 

In December the Lacies procured themſelves to be Indicted 
and Acquitted 'of introducing the Scots into Ireland, and 
then had the King's Charter of Pardon ; whereupon they 
renewed their” Oath of Fealty, and took the Sacrament to 
corroborate the ſame. 

The Scots ( being joyned with the Iriſh of V/fer ) ga- 
thexed a numerous Army, computed tobe neat twenty thou; 
fand Men ; and in Lent they marched as: far as Slare, de- 
— the Country as they went, Thg 
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The Earl of V/ſter was then at S. Mary Abbey near Dublin, 
. but ſome Miſunderſtanding hapning between 'him afd the 
Citizens, Robert Notingham, then Mayor 'of Dublin, 'cauſed 


the Earl to be impriſoned in the Cattle of Dwb/iz, and'iin the 
Fray ſeven of the Earl's Servants were ſlain; - and the Abby 
was ſpoiled, and ſome of it burnt. | Foo 
Hereupon Brace marched toward D»biix, and took” the 

Caſtle of Kzock, and the Lord Hugh Tyrrel in it, who with 
his Wife, were afterwards ranſomed for piece of 'Mony. 
The Dublinians burnt the Suburbs to ſecure the City, ſome 
Churches were deſtroyed in this Hurry, and the Cathedral 
of S. Patricks did not eſcape : But Bruce underſtanding*+the 
City was well walled, and that the Citizens reſolved to de+ 
fend it, he «turned aſide to the Naes, being conducted and 
adviſed by Lacy, notwithſtanding his aforeſaid Oath. © Ac 
the Naas they itaid two Days, ſpoiled the Churches, opened 
the Tombs to ſearch for Treaſure, and at laſt burnt the Town, 
and thence marched to«Caſtledermot, Ganranand' Callan, - de- 
ſtroying the Country as they went. | 
And what better could be expeted, when the King's Au- 
thority was ſo little regarded in Ireland, that his Writ (to 
poor Earl of Ulfker ) was dilobeyed by the Mayor of 
Dublin. | 


Some of the V//er-Men pretended an Averſion againſt the _ 


Scots, and deſired Aid and Commiſhen from the King ; they 
had the Commiſſion art laſt, and the King's Standard was de- 
livered to them, but they did more harm with it than the 
Scots had done ; they ſo behaved themſcives (if you believe 
my Author ) that they purchaſed the Curſe of God and 
Man. | | 

Bruce marched near Limerick, to Kenlis in Ofſory, and 
about Palmſunday he came to Caſbel , and ore marched 
to Nenagh, waſting all the Lord Juſtice's Ettate in the Coun- 
ties offlieny and T yperary. ; 

In the mean time, the Engliſh Lords were Aſſembled at 
K;lkenny , and had gathered a numerous Army, confifting 
( of all forts ) of thirty thouſand Men, and under the Con- 
du of the Lord Juſtice and Earl of K;/dare, deſigned to pur- 
ſue the Scots ; when on Thurſday in Eafter-week there arrived 
at Toughal $524 | | 

Roger Mortimer T.ord- Juſtice, cum triginta & ofto Militi- 
bus; who immediately ſent word to the Engliſh Generals, 
not to fight till he came ; but Bruce (-upon notice of his Ar- 
rival ) marcht toward K;zidare, and ſo to:Naes; and tho? 
he lurkt almoſt a week in'ithe Woods neer Trim, to re- 
freſh his Men, yet afterwards he made ſuch haſte, that in 
the beginning of Mey he got "__ Ulſter.

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The Lord Juſtice (ſeeing Brace - had retreated ) ſuffered 
his voluntary Army, which the Iriſh call / a rifing out ) to 
recura to.their.own homes, the. better to refreſh themſelves? 

Il anew Summons, and went himſelf to Dubliz, and: with 
the Lord Wogan, Sir Falk Warres, and thirty Knights more, 
he held a Parliament at Kzlmainham ; where the deliverance 
of the Earl of UViſter was the chief thing treared of; and it 
was at laſt effteQed at a ſecond Meeting of the Parliament 
about Whitſontide ; that; Earl firſt taking an Oath on the Sa- 
crament, neither by himſelf, his ,Friends or Followers, to 
grieve thoſe of Dublin for his Apprehenſion. 

To all theſe Misfortunes was added that of a prodigious 
Dearth 3 Wheat was ſold for three and twenty Shillings the 
Cronoge, Oats fix Shillings, ; and Wine eighteen pence a 
Quart, and other things proportionably ; ſo that many died 
for want. 

The Lord. Juſtice, about MWhirſontide, marched- to T re- 
dagh, and thence to Trim ; and ſent for the Laces, who not 
oo refuſed to come, but murdered the worthy Mefenger 
Sir Hugh Crofts ; but the Lord Juſtice ſoon revenged that Af- 
front ; for he waſted the Lands, and ſeized on the Goods of 
the Lacies, ſlew many of their Men, and drove themſelves 
into Connaught, and proclaim'd them Traytors, and ſo re- 
turn'd to Dabliz by the way of Tredagh. 

The Lord Juſtice had now leiſure to affail O Fervil, whom 
he ſoon forced to ſubmit ; as did alſo ſoon after O Birxe, tho? 
not till there was fir{t a Battle between the Lord Juſtice and 
the Iriſh of Omayle, wherein the Iriſh were worſted. 

In October the Archbales ( or Aſpoles) ſubmitted to the 
Earl of K/zldare, and gave Hoſtages of their good Behavi. 
our; and in February Sir Hugh Canon, Chict Juſtice of the 
Court of Common Pleas was murdered by Andrew Briming-> 
bam, between the Naas and Caſtlemartin. 

The Pope by his Bulls commanded a two years Truce be- 
twixt the Engliſh and Scots ; but Bruce ( whoſe Qbarters 
pronenly were ſo deſtroyed, that they could not afford him 

ubſiltance ) refuſed to conſent thereunto. For about this 
time the Iriſh of U{fer were reduced to ſo great want, that 
they took dead Folk out of their Graves, and boyl'd their 

Fleſh in their Skulls ; ſo that by reaſon of Faming and Sick- 
neſs, there eſcaped but three hundred of ten thouſand men 
which were in Arms ; which my Author ſays wasa Judg- 
menk on them, for eating Fleſh in Lent, and other Waicked- 
neſles. e= 

Nor were the Men of Connaught in a mnch betterconditi- 
on ; for there happened a Feud between two of the,Iriſh 
Princes there, which occaſioned the Slaughter of tour thou- 
{land of their Followers. . On 
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On: Shrove-Supday the Lord Juſtice kept a great Feaſt in 
the Caſtle of Dublin, and dubbed Fohn Mortimer and four 
others Kaights. 

After Eafter, the Lord Juſtice received Command to re- 
pair to the King ; but before he went, he had the bad News 
that the Lord Richard de Clare, Sir Henry Capel, Sir Thomas 
de Naas, and two of the Cantrors,” and fourſtore others were 
{lain by O Bryan and Macarthy,on the 5th of May. This Lord 
Juſtice cauſed John de Lacy to be preſs'd to Neath at Trim, 
becauſe he would not plead to the Indictment againſt him ; 
and then ( a Month after Eaſter ) he went for England, be- 
ing a thouſand pound in debt to the Citizens of Daubliz; and 
he left in his room : 

William Fitz-John, Archbiſhop 'of Caſbe!, Governor of 
Treland ; in whoſe time, great Plenty was again in that King- 
dom, and ( which was very ſtrange ) new Bread was to be 
had on St. James's Day, which was made of New W heat of 
the ſame years growth. | 

Alexander Bicknor , who was confirm'd | Archbiſhop of 
Dublin, was alſo ſent over Lord Juſtice : He landed ar Toug- 
hal the 7th of Ofober, and ſoon after, Brace, with abour 
three thouſand Men came to the Fagher, within two Miles of 
Dundalk : The Lord John Brimingham, whom the Juſtice 
made General, with many brave Captains, and one thou- 
ſand three hundred and twenty four good Souldiers, marcht 
from Dublin to encounter him, and they managed theCon- 
flid fo valiantly, that they flew Brce and two thouſand of 
his Men, and the:General carried his Head to the King, and 
was therefore made Earl of Louth, and had ewenty pound 
per annum, Creation-Money, and the Mannor of Arhirdgrant- 
ed to him : Er ſic per dextram Dei, & manus communis Popu- 
li liberatur populus Dei & ſervitute 'machinata & pracogitata ; 
and ſo ended the Scotch Government 1n Ireland. 

It is obſervable, that the Primate of Armazb was at this 
Battel, and came purpoſely to abſolve, bleſs and encourage 
the Royaliſts ; and it ought not to be forgot, that a valiant 
Captain John Maupas was ſo reſolute todeftroy the uſurping 
Prince, that he ruſhed into the Battel with that Deſign, and 
was after the Fight, found dead, ſtretcht on the dead Body of 
Brace. | 
Roger Mortimer , Lord Juſtice, return'd from Enzlazad, 
and about Al/hallontide, the Pope fent over Bulls to excom- 
municate Bruce at every Maſs : The Towns of Arhejſel and 
Plebs were burnt by John Fitz-Thomas Nappagh , and the 
Bridges of Lejghlin and Kzlcullen, were in this, or the follow- 
ing year,built by Maurice Jake, Cannon of Kzldare; butit was' 
not long before the Lord Juſtice made another Voyage to 
England, and left in his room, Thomas 
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Thomas Fitz-John Fitz-Girald, Earl of Kzldare, in whoſe 
time Bicknor, Archbiſhop of Dablin, obtained Bulls from Pope 
Joh# 22th. to ere& an Univerſity at Dublin, and St. Patrick's 
Church was appointed to be the publick place of their Ex- 
erciſe, and it 1s obſervable that the King granted to this Earl 
of K;ldere, Quod poſſit recipere ad Legem Anglie omnes bomines 
Hibernos Tenentes ſuos qui ad eandem venire voluerunt. 

Nor mult it be forgotten, That Pope John the 22th did 
by his Bull ( 12 E4. 2.) acquit and dſicharge the Crown 
of Exgland from the Tribute or Peter pence, claim'd by the 
Holy See, out of the Kingdoms of Exgland and Ireland. 

On the Ninth Day of May 1321. the People of Leinſter 
and Meath gave a great Overthrow to the O Connors at Bal;- 
bogan, and the Earl of Carrick died about the ſame time at 
London, and was buried at Gaurary, not far from Kilkenny, 
and not long after, | 

John Bermingham, Earl of Louth, was made Lord Juſtice. 
Rex conceſſit Fohanni Comiti Louth Officium Juſticiaris Regis 
Hibern. cum Caſtris & aliis Pertinentiis, durante beneplacito, 
Percipiendum per annum ad Scaccarium Regis Dablin 500

ipſe unus de viginti hominibus ad Arma cum tot equis coopertis 
continue durante cuſtodio ſupraditt, 

The King-on the Third of Aprz/,. 1n the x 5th Year of his 
Reign, wrgte to the Lord Juſtice, to meet him at Carliſle in 
CabaT rip. following, with three hundred Men at Arms, a 
thouſand-Hoblers, and fix thouſand Footmen, armed with a 
Keton, a Sallet, and Gloyes of Mayl, to ferve againſt the 
Scots, belides three hundred Men at Arms, which Rzchard 
de Burgo Earl of Ulſter, had, for his own ſhare, undertaken 
to conduQ ; and though the Engliſh ſuffered a Defeat by O 
Nolan, ſo that Andrew Birmingham, Nicholas de Lowdop, and 
many others were {lain, and though the Lord Juſtice loſt his 
Son Richard, Lord of Athenry, who died about this time ; 
yet all this did not hinder him from attending the King ; 
but he left in his place 

Ralph de Gorges, Lord Deputy, or Governor, who conti- 
ned {; until the Second Day of February 1323, and then 
he was ſuperſeded by 

Sir John Darcy, Lord Juſtice ; in whoſe time Philip T alon 
and his Son , and eight and twenty others were kilPd by 
Edmond Butler, ReQtor of Tillagh ; and amongſt-the Re- 
cords'in the Tower of Loxdon, Anno 15. E. 2, This notable 
Memor audum \s to be found, viz. In Abbathia Melifontis tal;s 
mnolevit Error, quod nullus ibs admittatur in domum preaittam, 
niſi primitus faita fide quod Non lit de genere Anglorum, A- 
bout this time Sir Henry Traherne took Mac Morough, and 
kild O Nolan and four and twenty of his Followers. Ic

the Peter-Pence, the Pope did this Year (16-Eds; 2;) impole 
a Diſme on the Iriſh Clergy for two Years, payable to.the 
King, and commanded the-Dean-and Chapter of Dybli> £#.

and muttering ſecrely with her felf theſe Words ;

At the firft Conviction they abjured and did Penance ; 
but ſhortly after they were found in Relapſe, and then was 
Petronil burnt at Kztkenny;the other twain might not be heard 
of ; ſhe at the Hour of her Death accuſed the ſaid William, 
as privy to their Sorceries; whom the Biſhop held *#n Du- 
rance nine Weeks, forbidding his Keepers to -eat cor drink 
with him, 'or'to ſpeak'to hit more than once in 'the -Day ; 
but at letgth, through the Suit and Inftance of Arnold le 
Powre, 'theti Seneſchal 'of 'Kzlkemny, 'he was delivered, and 
afterwards he corrupted with Bribes the Seneſchal to'per- 
ſectite the Biſhop, ſo that he thruſt him into Priſon for 
three Months. _ | 

In rifling'the Cloſet of the Lady, they (found a Wafer 
of 'Sacramental Bread, having the Devil's Name ſtamped 
thereon : And a Pipe of Oyntment, wherewith ſhe 
'greaſed a Staff, 'upon 'which (ſhe ambled and galloped

It was a common thing for the Great Men of Fetend / ag 
well Irifh' as Engliſh ) upon private Quarrels to make War 
one with another, and ſometimes upon very ſhght occafions ; 
an Inſtance whereof happened at thrs time ;ifor Maurice Firz- 
Thomas ( afterwards Eart of Deſmond) being diſgufted with 
the Lord Arnold Per, for calling him Rimer, did affociate 
with the Butlers and Birminghams ( as Poer did with the 
Burks ) and began a War, that bad like to have been fatal 
to the Burki 'and the Poers ; many of them were ſhin, and 
more of them driven into Connaught, and their Lands were 
burnt and preyed. In vain did the Lord Juſtice interpoſe in

The Army of the Fitz-Giralds and (their. Confederates, 
was mightily increaſed, in apan et & greater reſift- 
ance thatt they found ; but aſloon as they underſtood that 
Poer was fled, they executed their Revenge 'upon the Lands 
of their Enemies, which had been to that fime. left unde- 
ſtroyed. They grew ſo formidable, even to the Cities and Canbicr, 181 
Towns, that they fortified and provided againſt them ; bus 
upon notice of this, the Confederates immediately ſeat word 
to the Lord Juſtice, that they defign'd no picjudice to the 
King or his Towns.; but had aflembled, to r6venge thetit- 
ſelves of their Enemies, and that they were teady to appear 
before him at Kz/kenny, to clear themſelves, | 

And accordingly in Lent, they did meet at Xz/tenny with 1327; 
the Lord Juſtice and the Kings Council, and humbly cray*d |

And now the Lord William Burk and Arnold Poer returned 
into Irelard, and a Parliament was call'd at D#blin, to com- 

leat the Reconciliation between them on the one ſide, and 
the Butlers,Geraldines and Birminghams on the other; which, it 
ſeems, was begun at the aforeſaid Parliament at Northamptoy, 


and noweffeCted at this Parliament in Ireland : Whereupon, 


the Earl of V/fer made a preat Feaſt in the Caſtle of Dubl;yn, 
and the next day after, the Lord Maurice Fitz-Thomas did 
the like at St. Parricks-Church, although it was 1a the time 
of Lent. | 

But a ſtrange Accident fell out at this Parliament ; for the 
Lord Juſtice was forc*d to purge himſelf of Herefie, which 
the Biſhop of Ofſory laid to his Charge, becauſe he had abet- 
ted one Sir Arnold Poer, whom the Biſhop had condemned 
of certain Heretical Opinions ; But the Lord Juſtice made 
appear, that the Biſhops Proceedings were partial and unjuſt, 
in favour of a Kinſman of the Biſhops, who began the Quar- 
rel with Poer ; and that therefore he { the Juſtice) _—__ 
ed the Cauſe of the Oppreſled ; and ſo, atter a very folemn 
Purgation, the'Lord Juftice was acquitted, and declared a 
true Son of the Church ; whereupon, he made a great Feaſt 
for all Comers. 

'Nevertheleſs, the unfortunate Poer (who had been ta- 
ken by the Kings Writ De Excommunicato capiendo, ground- 
ed on the Biſhops Certificate) died in Priſon, before this 
Matter was fully adjuſted,” and his Carcaſs was a long time

Sir John Darcy, Lord Juſtice, in whoſe time Macoghegar 
of Meath, ' and other Iriſhmen of Leinſter, O Bryan of T ho- 
0nd, and his Confederates in Munſter, broke out into Re- 
bellion; and yet this common Calamity could not unite the 
Engliſh, although” their own Experience had taught them 
( and frequent Inſtances have convinced the ſucceeding; Ages 
ſince ) that the Engliſh never ſuffered any great Loſs or Ca-

But the Lord: Juſtice fading himſelf. too weak toi deal 
with ſuch a vaſt number of Rebels,as were now in Armsin all 
parts of the Kingdom, he invited. Mawrice - (afterwards Earl

Pay : Maurice came accordingly, . with a. very ' conſiderable pauwy,132g

But the Lord Juſtice was not able to pay-{o great an Army, 
( being near ten-thouſand Men Þ} and therefore he was fain 
to connive. at their extorting Corn and Livery, which now 
was firſt praQtiſed by the Engliſh : ' But the Iriſh had uſed 
that barbarous Oppreſfſion long before, (and perhaps from 
the beginning) as appears by the fourth Conſtitution of the 
Synod of Caſhel, Ante pag.

3. conſtituting the Earl of Ormond Lord Licutenant of Ireland ; - 
but T'find nothing more of it any where elſe : But the ſame 
Year pany was made a Palatinate. 

The Iriſh had again petitioned the King for a general Li- 
berty-to uſe the Engliſh Laws 3 whereupon the King ſent a 
Writ to the Lord Juſtice,to conſult the Parliament in Ireland, 
and toadviſe him of their Opinions in that Matter. 

And by another Writ of the ſame Date, the King orders 
the Juſtice and the Chancellor to ſuperviſe the Exchequer 
twice every Year. 

And it ſeems there was alſo a Parliament at Dublin, this 
Year, : wherein it was ordained, That the King's Peace ſhould 
be fully kept,and that every Nobleman and Chieftain ſhould 
keep in his own Sept, Retinue and Servants. 

Roger Outlaw, Prior of Kjlmainham, was made Lord Depu- 
ty, and kept the Kingdom quiet all the Summer, and the 
Winter was ſo ſtormy and wet, that nothing could be- done 
till January ; and then the Macoghegans began to be trouble- 
ſome again in Meath ; but the Earls of V/fer and Ormond 
gave them a Defeat near Loghynerthy, about Lent, where- 
upon they were ſo enraged that they burnt fifteen Villages ;

This Year a Parliament was holden at Kzlkenny, at which 
were preſent Alexander Archbiſhop of D«b/in, the Earls of 
Ulfter and Ormond, the Lord William Birmingham, and the 
Lord Walter Burk of Connaught, and each of theſe brought a 
conftderable-Power with him, to purſue O Brian, and expel 
him from Urkiffe near Caſh1.

But the next Year was:more: propitious, for:on'the ewett- 
ty firſt of April the Engliſh gave the Iriſh an Overthrow in 
O Kegnſie:: And in May t Engliſh at 7havrles defeated 0 Brian, 
and many of his Followers : And: about the: ſame time 
0 Tool cameto Twllagh, 'and robbed the Archbiſhop of Deb- 
lin, took three hundred of his Sheep, and killed ſome of his 
Servants : tipon notice of it Sir Philip Brizr and: others fal- 
lied out of Dublin ; but they were tos forward and-carelefs, 
ſo that they fell into an Ambuſh in h, and were moſt 
of them ſlain ; whereupon the Iriſh were cleyared to'that 
degree, that they attacked the Caftle of 4rtlow, and took it ; 
but the Lord Birmingham with a ſmartPar undertook them, 
and mortified them to the loweſt degree of Submiſſion, and 
might have ruined them,- if he had not truſted to theit falſe 
Promiles. 

Sir Anthony Luey, a Man of great gras in, England, 

was ſent over Lord Juſtice 5 he brought with him the + Land 

h de Laty, who was now pardoned and in ſome Fayour : 
He alſo brought the King's Letters to the Earl of 'V/fer, and 
others of the Nobility, to give their beſt aſſiſtance to him 
the Lord: Juſtice. 

The Lord Juſtice defigned by a ſevere Government to 
corrett and retorm the Diſtempers ofthoſe Times; bur, alals, 
it was too greatan Undertaking for one Man, and required 
more time than he had-toſpend in Ireland. , 

However, his Goverament was auſpicared with a Viftory, 
which thoſe of the Engliſh Pale (onthe eleventh of June ) 
obtained over the Iriſh at Finnagh in-Meath. And though there 
wasa great Dearth and Scarciy ſtill-continuing, yet it was 
ſomewhat moderated by the great Plemty of large" Fiſhes cal- 
led Thurtehides, ſent by Providence into the Bay of Dublin, 
in a prodigious number, for the relief of the Poor. 

A Parliament was ſummoned to meer at Dublin at Mids 
fummer- (by which it, is manifeſt, -that rhey.did- not hicher- 
to practiſe the format eee ry Days Summons ); the Ap- 

rance was ſothin, t tiament was adjourned to 
Kilkenny, tothe Gvomh Gf Fa + And thither came Thom 
Earl of Kzldare, and ae whbe's ſag were not at Dublin, and 
were freely pardoned what was paſt, being firſt ſworn on 
the Holy Evangeliſts, and the Reliques of the Saints, to Al- 
legiance, and Preſervation of the peace for the future : 

But in Avguſt the Lord Juſtice received the bad News, 
Thax the Iriſh had taken and burnt the: Caſtle of Ferns : 
Whereupon 
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Whereupon he grew jealous, That fome of thoſe Engliſh 
Lords that abſented themſelves from the Parliament' at Kzl- 
kenny, did underhand abet the Iriſh, or elſe they durſt nor fo 
frequently rebel ; and therefore he. reſolved to: apprehend as 
many of them as he could get : And firſt, Henry Maendevil 
was, by Warrant from the Chief Juſtice, taken in Sep- 
tember ; and Maurice of Deſmond (being arreſted in Limerick, 
in the beginning of Oober ) was by warrant from the Lord 
Juſtice and Council brought to Dublin; Walter Burk and 
his Brother were ſeiſed in November ; and William and W al- 
ter Birmingham were ſecured in Clonmel, 1n February follow- 
ing, and afterwards ſent to Dublin. Is * 

It ſeems there was more than bare Suſpicion'in this Matter, 
for the Lord William Birmingham, who had often done good 
Service for his King and Country, was neyertheleſs:executed 
the eleventh of July 1332. and his Son Waltes had not eſcap- 
ed, but that he was in Orders; and Meaxrice of Deſmond was 
likewiſe kept in Priſon a Year and a half,and then diſcharg'd 
upon very great Bail, and ſent into Exglend, to the King.

In F«lz:the-Iriſh razed. the Caſtle of Bunratty to the ground, 
but in lighof that, the Engliſh (oa the 8th bf Avgu/f) took 
the Caſtle of Arck/ow, and re-edified it : They had alfa the 
good fortune to defeat the O Bryans, Mac Carthyes, and other 
Iriſh in wafer, and to kill a great many of their Men, and 
they alſo took the Caſtle of Coolmore. | 

The Iriſh Hoſtages that were kepz at Limerick and, Ve- 
42h, made notable Attempts to ſurprize and ſeize both thoſe 
Caſtles; and they purſued the ProjeQt fo-far, as to get both 
of theminto their poſſeſſion ; but the. Engliſh were xeſoly- 
ed to regain them ; which they perform'd in a very ſhort 
time, and the Hoſtages at Limerick, were put to death for 


| their Treachery, and thoſe at Nevagh, were {till kept in du- 


Fancc, | 
But the O Tools of Leinſter made a more ſucceſsful At- 


tempt on the Town of Nemcaftle inthe County of Wicklow ; 
tor they not only took it, bur alſo.burat it. 

Io the mean time, at the Engliſh Parliament ( holden in 
September , principally for the Aﬀairs of Ireland, and the 
Kings. Expedition thither ) it was fully agreed, that the, King 
ſhould paſs to Ireland in perſon, and that in the, mean time, | 
a Power ſhould: be ſens to that Conntry ; and Command- 


ment was given, that all fuch as have Lands there, ſhould 
repair 
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repair thither for defence of that Kingdom j and that all-ſuch 
Learned in the Law as ſhall be ſent as Juſtices, or otherwiſe 
to ſerve in Treland, ſhall have no Excuſe; arid that” Seatch be 
made amongſt-all the Kings Records, to ſee what hath been 
done for the Amendment of the Iriſh : - And ſoon after a 
Writ was ſent to Will:;am de Burgo and others, to attendthe 
King, to conſult of his Voyage to Ireland ; -but becauſe the 
time of year did-not ſerve for \the Kings Voyage, nothing 
more was done, than that the Lord Juſtice was recalled in 
November, and in February after came over, 

Sir John Darcy, Lord Juſtice, to whom the King gave the 
Mannors of Louth and Ballyogeny, which Simon Earl of Es, 
had forfeited by adhering ro the French King: Soon after his 
coming, the Birminghams took a Prey of two thouſand Cows 
from the O Connors 1n rhe County of Szgo. 

But this fmall Succeſs was quickly over-ballanced. by a 
great Misfortue ; for W://;am Burk, Earl of Ulſter, was on 


the 6th'of June baſely murdered by his own  perfidious . 


Servants at Carigfergas ; whereupon, his Wife and 'on- 
ly Daughter ſailed tro Exg/end; the Daughter was after- 
wards Married to' the Duke of ClaFexce, and had ohe onl 
Daughter, who was Wie to Roger Mortimer, Earl of Merch, 
and Lord of Trim: And from: her the Earldom of Ulfer, 
and Lordſhip of Connexgbt came by deſcent to {be annexed 
to the Crown, But two of the Burks ſeized upon moſt part 
of the Eſtate, and divided it between them ; and knowing 
they could not hold it by the Law of England, they confede> 
rated with the Iriſh, and changed their ge, Apparel, 
. Cuſtoms and Manners ;: Nay their very Names were altered 
into thoſe of Mac William Eighter, and Mac'William Ongh- 
zer ; and by theſe means the > made a ſhift to keep ſome 
part of that mighty Eſtate for many' ſcore years. The Lord 
Juſtice, to _—_— the Murder of the Earl of U/fer, (which 
made a great noiſe in Ireland) call'd a Parliament, by whoſe 
_ advice he went by Sea toCarigfergw,onthe firſt of Jaly, and 
by help of the Country People he deſtroyed the-Murderers, 
and their Abettors ; and thence with his Army he failed iato 
Scotland, where he did very good Service. ' - 
But the Parliament ſitting in Eng/ard, the 15th of March, 
it as there reſolved, That becauſe the. Kings Afairs requi- 
| im in France, ' his Iriſh Voyage ſhould be poſtpon'd for a 


year, ſo as Aid might be ſent in the mean time ; but it ſeems 


that the Scots {o allarm'd him inthe North, that he perform- 


ed neither the one nor the other Voyage : And thdugh borh' 


Houſes" ( apart) adviſed the King to ſend Stpplies of "Men 
and to lretend, and gave 'him one Dilme, and one 
Fifteenth to that purpoſe ; yet 1dd not find that any cdnſide- 
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rable Recruits were ſent thither ; but inſtead of that, a Com- 
miſſion was ſent to treat with the Rebels. | 

Whilſt the Lord Juſtice was beyond Seas, the Govern- 
ment was managed by Thomas de Burgh,” Lord Treaſurer ; 
but it was not long before Darcy return'd with honour, and 
releas'd Walter de Birmingham out of Priſon in February fol- 
lowing, and ſoon after, Sir Simon Archdtacon , and others 
were {lain by the Iriſh in Leiter. And'the young Lord 
Roch prevaiPd with the King to reduce ( to ten pounds) a 
Fine of two hundred Marks, itnpos'd on his Father for ab- 
ſenting himſelf from the Parliaments 'of 20 Eaw. 2. and 2 
Eadw.3. to both which he was ſummoned. 6 

Maurice Fitz-Girald broke his Leg by a Fall from his 
Horſe, and was thereby hindred from repairing to England , 
as he had promiſed and deſigned ; but now being recovered, 
he went thither, and was well received by the Kjog, and crea- 
ted Earl of Deſmond, 9 Ed. 3. | 

Oa the gth of Avguſt, the Engliſh gave the Iriſhmen a 
= Defeat in Connaught, and with the loſs of one man 

ew ten thouſand of their enemies, and not long after, the 
Lord Juſtice was removed ; and 

Sir John Charleton came over Lord Juſtice, and brought 
with him his Brother Thomas, Biſhop of Hereford, Lord Chan- 
cellor, John Rice (or ap Rees) Lord Treaſurer, and two 
hundred Welſh Soldiers ; he called a Parliament at D«bl;y, 
to which the Archbiſhop of Armagh deſigned to come, and in 
order to it, made great Preparations at S. Mary Abby, but 
the Archbiſhop of Dub/iz would not permit him to advance 
his Croſs in that Dioceſs, till the King ſent his Writs, as well 
to the Archbiſhop as to the Corporation of Dublin, not to 
moleſt the Primate. - 

Thomas Charleton, Biſhop of Hereford, Governour of Ire- 
lawd, he cauſed Sir Eyſtace Poer and Sir Fohn Poer to be im- 
priſoned in the Caſtle of Dublin, on the third Day of Febru- 
ary. And this Winter there was ſo great Froſt and Snow, 
from the ſecond Day of December to the tenth Day of Febru- 
ary, that they Plaid, Danced, and roaſted Fiſh on the Ice, 
upon the River of Lyffy. | 

And now again, were all the Iriſhin Arms, eſpecially in 
Munſter ; but the Earl of Deſmond 1o well managed Matgers 
there, that he {ſlew one thouſand two hundred Men 1n XS, 
and took Nicholas Fitz-Maurice, Lord of Kerry, Prifoner, 
and kept him in Durance the died, becauſe he had joyned 
with the Iriſh againſt the King and the Earl.

The King, who knew what they aimed at, was very 
unwilling to reſtore the Lands and Juriſdiftions he had re- 
ſumed, and therefore tryed all other ways to reform the King- 
dom and pleaſe the People : He turned out many of his 
Judges and Officers, that were moſt obnoxious, particularly 
Elias de Aſhbourn ( whoſe Eftate he cauſed to be ſeized ); 
Thomas de Montepeſſulano and Henry Baggott, Judges of the 
Common Pleas : He Tent a Writ to the Lord Deputy, to 
certifie the Qualities, Services, Fees, Number and Behd- 
viour of his Officers in tre/azd: He ordered that all Pardons 
or Suſpenſions of the King's Debts, that were by green Wax, 
or otherwiſe ( except Pardons or Releaſes under the great 
Seal) ſhould be vacated, and the Debts: levyed : He: alſo 
commanded the Lord Juſtice Darcy, or his Deputy, to em. 
ploy no others in any conſiderable Office than Engliſh- 
men, as had Eftates in England, and to turn out all thac 
were not ſo qualified : And alſo enjoyned him not to alien 
or grant any of the King's Lands, until he be fully informed 
of the Circumſtances by Inquiſition: And whereas the 
Treaſurer of the Exchequer did claim a Priviege to diſpoſe 
*of any Sum under one hundred Stullings totzes quoties, as he 
pleaſed, withour Voucher or Account, the King ſuperſedes 
that evil Cuſtom, and orders him to account for what 1s paſt, 
fince the beginning of his Reign, and to ifſue no more Mony 
without the Preſence or Conſent of the Lord Juſtice, Lord 
Chancellor and Council : And whereas the Treaſurer uſed 
to name Sherifts,- that Nomination is conferred on the Chief 
Governour, and Chancellor, and Council ; who are enjoyned 
to putin Perſons fit for the Office : And whereas the Trea- 
furer, for Rewards, uſed.o forbear the King's Debts, fo that 
many of them were loſt, that PraQiice is allo prohibited for 
the futore : And the Treaſurer is ordered, Not to receive the 
King's Mony in his Chamber or elſewhere privately, but only 
m the publick Office.

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The King allo ſent a Writ to be certified of the Particulars 
which were ſeized by virtue of the aforefaid Writof Reſum- 
ption : And John Dercy Senior. had an Order to have his 
Part of thoſe Lands reftored. The'Lord Juſtice, theDeputy 
and the Chancellor, or any two of ithem were 'authorized to 
{ſuperviſe and regulate the Exchequer. And yetall this and 
whatever elſe the King could do, did not quiet the Kin ;

: And this he ſays does regulate the Parliaments of Irglanad, 
according to the Inſtitution of England ; for before thisg 
the great Meetings in Ireland were rather general Aſſem 
of the Great Men, than properly Parliaments. I find it 
ſerted (in the Argument of a Caſe about the Precedency of 
the Lordof Kerry, beforethe Lord of Slaxe, 12 Jac. 1.) that 
the firſt regular Parliament in Ireland was held anno 12 Eadw,3. 
but I do not find-any other Authority that there was any Par- 
liament held that Year at all. Certainly the greateſt Aſlemg 
bly that was at any timein either of theſe King's Reigns, at 
Parliament, was a#»o 1302. being 3o Edw.

Dux, Captain or Chief ) of Orry, 0 Dorel, 
Duke of Tyrconnel, O Neal, Nuke of Tyrone, &c. and almoſt 
all the Engliſh Nobility in Ireland. 

M.Lam- Others make a diſtinftion between Grand and Petic Parlia- 
mm ments, the former were properly Parliaments, and in- them 
the three Eſtates were aſſembled ; and this ſort of Parliament, 
15 intended in the Submiſſion of Mac Mahon, 25.

In his time, the King ordered Proclamation to be made in 
Treland, That no Meer Iriſbmen ſhould be _— Bayliff, or 
Officer of any Town: within the Engliſh Dominion (5. e; 
the Pale ) nor be advanced to. any Eccleſiaftical :Benefice or 
Promotion ; but the next Year, the King, by his Writ explains 
the former Proclamation, and orders that it ſhall not extend 
to any Iriſh Clerks, who have Yone him Service, or are Loy- 
al to him. 

But it ſeems that the Lord Juſtice was ſent for into Exg- 
land, and until his Return, 

Maurice Fitz-Girald, Earl of K;zldare, was conſtituted

to aſſiſt the Kings Son in Defence of the Country. | 

And the ſame Day iffued a Writ or Proclamation, prohi

land by any of the Kings Officers without his ſpecial Licenſe,

Under him was Ralph Earl of Stsfford, who had fix ſhil- 
lings and: eight pence per diem, for himſelf; four ſhillings 
for a Baneret, two ſhillings apiece fur ſeventeen Knights, 
twelve pence apiece for ſeventy eight Eſquires, and fix pence 
apiece for an hundred Archers on Horſeback, and four pence 
apiece for ſeventy Archers on foot. 

And Femmes Earl of Ozmoxd had four ſhillings per diem, and 
two ſhillings apiece for two Kaights,and twelve pence apiece 
for twenty ſeven Eſquires, & {ix pence apiece for twenty Hob- 
lers armed, 8 four pence apicce for twenty Hoblers unarm'd.

[Liberty or Franchiſe , 
to apprehend Felons or Traytors : And-that four Wardens 
of the Peace ſhould be appointed 1n every County, equally 
to.aſſeſs every Man's Proportion of the publick Charge for 
Men and Armour. T4) 

But it ſeems this Statute did not affeft the Iriſh, becauſe 
they were not' ameſnable toLaw, tor. notwithſtanding this 
AQ, thelriſh did always uſe their Brehon Law, until the 
third Year of King Yewes#. | | 

Nevertheleſs this Law, together with the Preſence of the 
King's Son, and the Diſcipline he uſed, did very muchreform 
the degenerate Engliſh ; ſo that the Revenues certain and 
caſual of Uſer and Connaught were thenceforward accounted 
for, in the Exchequer, -and the King's Writdid run in both 
thoſe Provinces, and therefore this Statute was revived and 
confirmed by 10 Hey. 7. cap. 8. } 

It is to be noted, Thart-at this time the Price of a Cow was 
but ten Groats; and the Pay of a Foot-Soldier was but two 
Pence a Day, whereof he paid a Penny for his Vittuals. 

Nor muſt it be forgot, That about this time it was decla- 
red, in England, That the King could not by Law alienate 
his Dominions: And that King John his Submiſſion to the 
Pope, being contrary to his Coronation Oath and to Law, 
was utterly void. | 
But let us return to the Lord Lieutenant, who having con- 
cluded this Parliament to his Mind, went to Exgland; and 

Gerard Fisz Maurice, Earl of Deſmond, was made Lord 
Juſtice ; he procured a Parly between the B:rminghams and 
{ome Commiſſioners he ſent ; but they treacherouſly ſeized 
on Thomas. Burly, Prior of Kz/maynam and Chancellor, the 
Sheriff of Meath, and Sir Robert Tyrrel, &c. whereupon 
James Birmingham ( who was a Priſoner in Irons at Trim) 
was exchanged for the Chancellor, and the others were fain 
to pay their Ranſoms. But on the twelfth of July came 
over 

Sir William de Winſor, Lord Lieuten. who called a Parlia- 


ment at K/{kenny,which gave three thouſand Pound Subſidy : 


And ſoon after another at Ballydozl, which gave two thou- 
ſand Pound Subſidy, towards the Maintenance of the King's 
Wars.: Both which Sums were for ſome time forborn, by the 
King's Order, but were afterwards levied and paid to the 
Lord Lieutenant. And the King would alſo have had a Law 
made againſt Abſentees, and ſent Orders to that Purpoſe ; 
but it ſeems that he did not prevail in that Matter. | 
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King EDWARD HI 


This Loyd Lieutenant vigorouſly+profecuted «the 'Wat 
againſt the O Tools and the Rebels of Lez»ſfer 3 -but* was in- 
terrupted by a fatal Accident, for on the fixth'of July, neat 
the Monaſtery of Mayo, in the*County of Limerick, O Connor 
and O Bryan got the better of the Engliſh, and flew the Earl 
of Deſmond, . and took John Fitz Nicholas, Lord of Kerry, 
and the Lord Thomas Fitz-John, and many others Priſoners, 

Whereupon the Lord. Lieutenant -was obliged to march to 
the Defence. of Munſter, where he behaved himſelf ſo well, 
that John Macnamarra (a great-Man'in Thomond) was forced 
to ſubmit, and give Hoſtages for Performance of Covenants ; 
one of which was, To keep the ' Peace, eſpecially towards 
the Biſhops of Limerick and KHalow.. Another was, Not to 
annoy the City or Caſtle of Limerick, - nor poer that City 
in their Fiſhing, or in cutting down Woods ih Thomond, © to 
build or repair: their Houſes. And a third was, That he 
ſhould reſtore the Books', - Ornatnents and Chalices he 
had taken from the Church of Limerick. From whence may 
be obſerved, That Sacriledge was well known and praQtiſed 
in lreland, before the Reformation. But to proceed, The 
Lord Lieutenant wasfſent for to England; and therefore on 
the twenty firſt of Merch he deputed 
Maurice, Earl of Kzldare, Cuſtos of Ireland, and he was 
{worn the next Day ; and continued in that Office until 

Sir Robert de Aſhton, Lord Juſtice, arrived : In his time 
there were great Fewds between O Farrel and the Engliſh of 
Meath, ſo that many were killed on each Side, and particu- 
larly Huſſy, Baron of Galtrim, the Sheriff of Meath and Wil- 
liam Dalton were (in May ) flain by theIriſh*in Kznateagh. 
And whereas the Court of Exchequer had iffued Procels to 
levy Eſcuage, as well for the Lands ſeiſed by the Rebels, as 
for thoſe which the Engliſh kept in Poſſeſſion ; the King on 
the twenty ſecond of May ſent a Writ to the Exchequer, to 
order that Matter according to Reaſon and Equity. And 
whereas he was informed, That Cuſtoms and Impoſitions 
were laid upon them, which the major Part of the Parliament 
had not conſented to, he ſent the Lord Juſtice a ſtrange ſort 
of Writ, which ſhall therefore be recited.

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Sir Williams Windſor, Lord Lieutenant, who arived at 
Waterford on the eighteenth Day of April, 13754. aiid was

Cuſtody or Governtrient of 'Tre/and for eleven thouſand two 
hundred and thirteen Pound fix Shillings and eight Pence 
per annum, and obtained an Order from the King and"Coun- 
cil, That all thoſe who had Lands in Jrelad, ſhould repair 
thither, or ſend fifficient Merz itt their Room to defend the 
Country, on Pain of forfeiting their Eftates. Nevertheleſs, 
this Lord Jultice was fo far from fybduing the Iriſh, that he

James Earl of Ormond, Lord Juſtice: In whoſe time the 
Counties, Cities and Burroughs of Ireland ſent Commiſh- 
oners to the King to Treat and Adviſe about the Affairs of 
that Kingdom, ( and not to the Engliſh Parliament, as ſome 
have miſtaken it) : And the King did Iflue a Writ to the 
Lord Juſtice and the Chancellor, requiring them to levy 
the reaſonable Expences of theſe Commiſſioners { from the 
reſpeQtive Places that choſe them ) by Writ under the great 
Seal of Ireland: - And accordingly John Draper, ( whoſerved 
for Cork) had a particular Mandate to the Mayor and Bay- 
lifs of that City, to pay him his reaſonable Expences 
as aforeſaid. 

- It will not be unuſeful to recite this Lord Juſtice his 
Commiſſion, becauſe the Reader will thereby perceive what 
Authority he had, and will alſo note the Difference betweea

There was alſo a Conteſt between Adams Pory, Biſhop of 
Cloyne, and another Biſhop ; but itis probable that the for- 
mer Accuſation was ſupprefled , becauſe we find®no farther 
Proceedings upon them ; and becauſe the Archbiſhop ſeems 
to have been a more generousgort of Man ; for he not on- 
ly repaired the Cathedral of Caſbe/, and a Manſion-Houſe or 
two, for his Succeflors, but alſo was otherwiſe a great Bene- 
factor to that See, and liberal to Pious Uſes ; and the later 
Conteſt was tranſmitted to Rome.

Sir Thomas Stanly, Lord Lieutenant, returned, - and gave 
a Check to the Iriſh, who were inſolent beyond Meaſure, and 
incroaching every where on the Pale, making the beſt Ad- 
vantage ot the King's aver - and the Abſence of the Mili- 
tary Men in Frexce ; but the Lord Lieutenant, with the Pow- 
er of Meath and Uriel, took Moyle O Doze! Priſoner, and 
flew a great many of the Iriſh. And afterwards ' ( about 
Michaelmas) he went again to Exg/and, and left 

Richard Talbot Archbiſhop of  Dabliz, ( Brother to the 
Earl of Shrewsbury ) Lord Deputy ; he was ſometime Lord 
Chancellor of Ireland, and was eletted Primate of Armagh ; 
but he refuſed ro change his Biſhoprick. 

Lion Lord Wells, Lord Lieutenant, in whole time a ſecond 
Law was made in England, obliging the Iriſhmea to return 
into their Native Country. And another Statute was made 
in Ireland, to ſtop the Paſſage of any more into England.

1s mani wit, by innumerable Records, That the Kingdom of 
Cork did by the Heirs General deſcend to Carew and Conrcy, 
who are charged in the Exchequer for the Crown-Rent of it 
for many Years, viz. ſixty Pound 2 piece per 4mm; yet 
this Conveyance from Cogan ( the Herr-Mail ) was Pretence 
enough in thoſe Times, for the powerful Earl of Deſmond to 
ſeize on that great Eſtate. | |

John Cornwalſh, and to place Michael Griffin, Chief Baron, in 
his room, becauſe the King had granted him that Office for 
Life, though the other had a prior Patent from Ormond.This 
Lord Lieutenant was-a faft-Friend to the Earl of Deſmond, 
who probably was of his FaQtion,againlt the T albers, between 
whom and the Bu#lers the Feud: was ſo great,ſo general,and ſo 
violent, that no Juſtice could be had, oor any buſineſs done 
for a long time, becauſe either Party (as it got Advantage ) 
oppreſſed the other, to the utmoſt degree. It was about this 
time that James, Earl of, Deſmona-obtained a Patent for the 
Government or Cuſtody of the Counties of Waterford, Cork, 
Limerick and Kerry. 'And;not long after, for his good Ser- 
vice, in keeping thole'Counties in Peace ; and upon Pretence 
that he could not conyegiently be abſent from that Charge ; 
and that it was dangerous for a Man .( ſo hated by the King's 
Enemies as he pretended to be ) to travail to Dublzy, he ob- 
tained a Licence, ' To'abſent himſelf, during Life,; from all 
future Parhaments, ſending a ſufficient - Proxy in-his' ſtead :

And ſince that time this Example has been fo infeQtious, that 
it is no ſtrange thing in Irelana, to find a Tenant at Will pre- 
tend a Title, and a Leflee to claim an Inheritance, and' he 
that has a Right to ſomething, contidently to uſurp more. 

But the FaCtion of the Talbots began to get Ground among 
the People, it being in the nature of Mankind to be mutinous 
againſt an uneaſie Government, be the Fault where it will, 
for the Multitude conſider what they feel, and cannot perf®- 
trate into the Cauſe or Cure of their Grievances ; - and there- 
fore they naturally fall upon the moſt obvious Remedy, which 
is the change of the Governour.

This Duke behaved himſelf exceeding well in Ireland, he 
appeaſed the Tumults there, and erected Caſtles on the Bor- 
ders of Louth, Meath and K;ldare, to ſtop the Iriſh Incurſions, 
and was ſo well eſteemed in that Kingdom, that Multitudes 
of the Iriſh Subjects attended him into Ezglard, to purſue 
his Claim to the Crown. 

Nevertheleſs thePublickRevenue was but very low,becauſe

ENRT TUDOR, Earl of Richmond,

There is-not much mention made of any Diſturbances this war 3: 
Year, except that remarkable Conteſt between James Keat- - 
ins and Marmaduke Lumley, about the Priory of K;lmainham, 
Keating had been deprived-by the gr@rt Maſter of that Order, 
anno 1482, being accuſed | Daguaing or ſelling divers Orna- 
ments of. the Houſe, and parteularly a Piece of the Croſs ; 
and for alienating and incumbpring the Reyenues of the Priory, 
and Lumley was ſubſtituted in his room ;. 'butas ſoon as 
Lumley arrived at Clantarfe, to take poſſeſſion of his new Dig- 
nity, Keating with a Company of Men came thither, 
took him Priſoner, and detained him in Cuſtody until he 
reſigned all the Writings and Iaftruments of his Ele&ion and 
Confirmation ; and then Keating gave him the Preceptory of 
K/lſaran, in the County of Louth : But Lumley. complained: 
of this Uſage as well to the King of England as; to the great 
Maſter of the Order at Rhodes,. and at length prevailed to get: 
Keating excommunicated ; whereat he was ſoinraged, that: - 
he turned L«mley out of his Preceptory by Force, and put 
him in Priſon, in fſpight of OfFaveanus.de Palatio, Archbi- 
ſhop of Armagh, who did his Endeavour to prote&t Lumley : 
It is probable that Lumley died in Priſon, AA we: hear 
no farther-of him, and becauſe it is certain he never came to 
' be Prior : And as for Keating, although he did make a 
ſhifr to keepthe Priory almoſt nine Years afterward by ſtrong. 
Hand, yet at laſt he'was ignominiouſly ejected, and died in 
Poverty and Diſgrace, being ſucceeded by James Vale. .

In the mean time Lambert Symnel, a Youth of a lovely 
and: faſcinating Countenance, and of a- princely Behaviour, 
was well inſtructed by a crafty Prieft, Sir Richard Symon, 


: to perſonate the Earl of Warwick, only Son of George Duke of 


Clarence; for which Duke ' (berg their Countryman born ) 
the Iriſh hada wonderful Reſpett, as indeed they had pgene- 
rally for all: the Family 8f York. This Youth had learned his 
Leſſon ſo well; that Maygareg, Dutcheſs of Burgundy reſolved 
to ſet him up agaiaſt King Her, . although there were two 
great Flaws in this Contrivance : The 'one was, That the 
true Earl of Warwick was in King Henry's Hands, in the 
[Tower of Loxioz: The other, That he'was not right Heir 
to'the Crown, becauſe there were Children of King Edward 
the Fourth ill living. Nevertheleſs, ſhe ſent this Counter- 
feit Prince to Ireland, where he'met with all the Countenance 
he could defire, as well from the Lord Deputy, as from al- 
moſt-all the reſt of the Nobility, -Gentry, Clergy and Peo. 
ple, the Archbiſhop of 4A»megh, tho Biſhop of Clogher, and 
the Families of Butler and 8. Lawrence, and the City of Wa- 
zerford only excepted. | | 

: And though the King cauſed the true Earl to be taken out 
of the Tower, and ſhewnpublickly in London, which marred 
alk rheir Defigns there ; yet the Iriſh were not thereby Diſ- 


'couraged, bat confidently accuſed the King of Impoſture, as 


he did them, and therefore that Proje& was not ſo effeQuual 
to him, as was another of getting a Bull from the Pope, re- 
quiring the 'Clergy to excommunicate the Rebels, as often 
as'the King: ſhould defire it ; which did him a great” deal of 
Service.

But the good Archbiſhop of Armagh refuſed to be preſent at 
this ridiculous Pageantry ; for which they gave him all the 
Trouble they could. | 

But" it ſeems they ' were conſcious of their Miſdemean- 
our inthis Matter, and they knew how to purchaſe Abſolu- 
tion, and therefore they called a Parliament (or Aﬀembly ) 
in the Name of their new King; and the Clergy gave the 
Pope a Subſidy toabſolve them. , 

So eager were theſe People to follow the Fortunes of this 
Mock-King, that Thomas Fitz-Girald religned the Chancellor- 
ſhip to the Lord of Portlefter,. the better to be at liberty ; and 
ſo together they went for Exgland, and landed in Lancaſhire, 
where Sir Thomas Broughton and his Party joyned them # they 
marched through Torkſhire to Newark ;.and being ſtopt there, 
they turned aſide to Notinghamſbire, and neat the Village of 
Stoke,. on the the eleventh of Juze,. after a deſperate Fight for 1487; 
three Hours, they were totally defeated, and all the Com- 
manders, and four thouſand Soldiers ſlain, and Lambert and 
his Maſter Symon were taken Priſoners, and the latter was 
impriſoned, and* the! former made one of the King's Fal- 
coners. 

In: December James Fitz-Thomas, Earl of Deſmond, in the pecemb. 7; 
twenty eighth Year of his Age, was murdered at Rakele by 
his Servant Shave Maunta and others; who were all taken 
and executed for it, by Mazrice his Brother and Succeffor in 
that Earldom. 

The Earl of K;/dare and the other Miniſters of State that 
were Faulty, ſent Meſſengers to: the King, to implore his 
Pardon, which ( after ſome exprobration and reprimand ) 
was obtained ; and he was ſtill continued in his Office of 
Lord Deputy. And the ſame Year the Inconveniences of war, 14: 
SanQtuaries were ſomewhat lefined by the Pope?s Bull, for the 


better Regulation of them. 
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It ſeems ſtrange, That hitherto the King did not ſend any 
Soldiers into 1re/and, to ſupprefs the remainder of the FaQtion 
of Tork; perhaps he knew, That if he took any ſevere courie 
with them,it would utterly deſtroy the Pale,and by weakning 
the ſmall Colony of Emeliſh, would turn to the Adv : of 
the Iriſh, and href he contented himſelf with the Sub. 
miſſion of thoſe that had teen Faulty ; and ſent oyer Sir Ric 
ard Edgcomb to take new Oaths of Allegiance of the Nobility 
and Gentry, and to bind them in Recognizance to perform- 
ance, and thereupon to give them a Pardon. He brought 
with him five hundred Men, which was rather a Guard than 
an Army ; and he arrived at King ſale with five Ships, on the 
twenty ſeventh Day of Jane ; he did not intend to come on 
Shoar there, and therefore the Lord Thomas Barry (4.e. Barry 
oge ) came on Board, and there did his Homage for his Ba- 
rony, and took his Oath of Allegiance ; .. but the next Day, 
Sir Richard », wer at the Importunity of Jemes Lord 
Courcy, and the Inhabitants of Kzngſale, did come into the 
Town, and in their Pariſh Church, dedicated to S. Multatzes, 
the Lord Courty did Homage, and: he and the Townſmen 
ſwore Allegiance, and entred into Recognizance for the Ob- 
ſervation of it, whereupon they were pardoned : And' ſo, 
after Dinner, Edgcomb failed toward Waterford; where he 
arrived the laſt Day of June, and having applauded the Loy- 
alty of that City, and aſſured them, That the King would 
liberally remunerate their Fidelity, he ſet Sail for Dublzz ; 
and there he arrived the fifth Day of July, and was received 
by the Mayor and Citizens, in moſt humble and ſubmifive 
manner, at the Gate of the Abby of the Friers Preachers, 
where he was to lodge : The Earl of Kz/dare was then upon 
ſome Exploit againſt the Iriſh, fo that he did not come to 
Dublin until the twelfth of Jaly ; and then he ſent the Biſhop 
of Meath, the Lord S/aneand others unto Edzcomb, to con- 
duCt him to'S. Thomas-Court, where the Lord Deputy lay : 
Thither did Sir Rzchard come, and with a ſtera Countenance 
delivered the King's Letters to the Lord Deputy ; after which 
they had a Private Conference, but many of the Nobility be- 
ing abſent, nothing more was done at that time, and ſo 
they departed, the Lord Deputy went to Minooth, and 
Sir Richard Edgcomb returned to the Abby. The next Da 
( being Swndgy) Edgcomb cauſed to be read in Chri/t-Church, 
after Sermon, the Abſolution of the former Excommungication, 
which the Pope had lately granted ( at the King's Requelt ) 
unto all thoſe that ſhould thenceforward continue loyal to his 
Majeſty ; and after ſome time, and many Expoltulations 
between the Commiſſioners and the Nobility, they did at laft 
agree on the Form of an Oath, to be found at-large in Sir James

k ,- after-this, the Lord Deputy and Council ſent over 
the Biſhop of Meath, to obviate the Deſigns of their Ene- 
mies, and to thank the King for his Favours, and to: aſſure 
himof their future Allegiance; and he managed his Negoti- 
ation {b ſucceſsfully, that although the Archbiſhop of A4r- 
magh, who was of the Kings fade, and 'a Favourite, did ule 
his utmoſt Endeavours to get the Chancellorſhip, yet he 
could not obtain it, leſt thereby Kz/dare and his Party might 
be diſobliged , and the Kingdom juſt now appeaſed, and 
growing towards a Settlement, mighr again be diſturbed by 
new Jealouſies and Commotions. .

into Favour, and graciouſly difmiſs'd, I ſuppoſe not without 
fome Preſents, - h-only that of three hundred Pieces of 
Gold to the Lord of Hoath, be mentioned. 

But whilſt theſe things were doing'in Ezg lands Maurice 
Buckagh Earl of Deſmond, obtained two Vittories in Ireland, 
the one again{t Morovgh O'Carol, who was {lain in'the Bat- 
tel, together with his Brother Moy!

Sir Edward Poynings Knight of the Garter, Lord Deputy, 
whoſe chief Errand was-to ſuppreſs-the Abettors of Perkin 
Wavrbeck ; he came over the thirteenth of Seprember, and im- 
mediately made great Alterations amongſt the Miniſters of 
State ;\ Henry-Dean, Biſhop of Bangor, he conſtituted Lord 
Chancellor, Sir Hugh Conway was appointed Treaſurer, Tho- 
24s Bouring'was made Chief Juſtice of the Kings Bench, as 
John Topehf was of the Common Pleas , and Walter Ever 
was made Chief Baron of the Exchequer, all which were 
Engliſhmen -born, and good Lawyers, and were {worn of 
the Privy Council of Ireland.

Aſſurance of their future Governours, they did upon ſecond 
thoughts , and- in another Sefſion, make a Law ( 11 Ez. 
c. 8.) That no Bill ſhould for the future be- certified "into

There were many other Statutes made at this Parliament, 
although they are not Printed;One was, That the King ſhould: 
have a Subſidy of twenty ſix —_ and eight pence out of 
every lixſcore Acresof Arable Land, in lieu of Purveyance, 
which, it ſeems, was (together with Coya and Livery) fſup- 
preſt by that At ; Rox. Parl.c. 4. 

And another A& gave Power to the Lord Treaſurer to go- 
vern the Kingdom, on the Death or Surrender of the Chicf 
Governor, until the Kings Pleaſure were known. 

There was alſo an Act made; in favour ' of the Kni of 
St. John's of Jernſalem, to reſume all their Poſſeflions aliena- 
ted by Prior Keating, or his Predeceſior Thomas Talbot, and 
to reſtore the Jewels and Reliques 'they had pawn'd, to de- 
pole the Preceptors they had placed in the nderies, 
__- that no. man but an Engliſhman ſhould be Prior for the 

uture. | | 

Another A& made a general Reſumption of all the Grants 
made by the Crown ſince the laſt day of the Reign of King 
Edward the Second, except ſome- Particulars mentioned in 
the At ; and another AQ, w_ Paxl.c. 41, attaints the _ 
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of K;zldere, and his Brother James, for High Treaſon, for 
correſponding with O Harlow, and ſeizing the Caftle of Ca- 
zerlogh, for extorting Coyn. and Livery, and- for treating 
with the King of Scotland ; however he was afterward acquit- 
ted in England, and receivedinto favour ; and perhaps there 
was Zoothet AQ, to diſſolve the Fraternity of S. George; for 
it is certain that about this time that. Brotherhood fell ; and 
fo I have done with this Famous Parliament , when TI have 
told you that it is a Miſtake in the Printed Statute-Book, to 
place it «»»o 1495, becauſe it is manifeſt, That November, 
I494, was in the tenth Year of this King's Reign. 

It is ſcarce worth mentioning, That during this Parlia- . 
ment, the Lord Deputy made another Expedition into V/ſeer, 
becauſe the Iriſh fled into their Faſtnefles, . ſo that he reaped 
but ſmall Fruit for his Journey. In his Abſence he left a 
Commiſſion with the Chanchellor, to continue, adjourn, 
prorogue or diflolve the Parliament, as he ſaw cauſe. 

About this time Cormock mac Teige mac Carthy of Mawkry, 
was baſcly murdered by his Brother Owe» ( Anceſtor of the 
Mac Carthyes of Cloghroe ),- and was buried in the Abby of 
Ki;lcres, which he himſelf had founded. 

- But let us return to Perks» Werbect, who ſet fail from Flan- 
ders with 4bout ſix hundred Men, and arrived on the Coaft 
of Kent ; but he found ill. treatment there, for one hundred 
and fixty of his Men were taken Priſoners, and aftexgwards 
executed : Thence he failed tolrelavd, where he ftaid fome

© - And thus Sic Edward Poynings drove Perkin out of Ireland, 
and ſuppreſſed his Aberrors,and eſtabliſhed many good Laws, 
which rhough for the preſent they excended no further than 
the: Pale, yer their Effet and Iloftuence increaſed and in- 
larged'as faſtas the King's: Authority did, fo that thoſe Sta- 
tutesare' ac this day in full force over all the Kingdom: ' And 
the King finding Felavd in fo-quiet a condition, retalled the 
Eonk Deputy, and for his: good Service made: him Kgijgtic of 


the Garter; And in his place appointed ” 

. *:Henrx Dean, Biſhop'of Bengor, Chancellor of Ireleawd, and 

afterwwazds\Archbiſhop of C.nterbary, tobe Lord Juſtice, and 

on the-twenty ſixth of April, William Radiff was made 

Vice Treafurer and! John Pimp Treaſurer at War; and onthe 
twenty 
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twenty fifth of Fane the Lord Delviz was made General, for 
deferice of the'Pale ; and in July Oftavianus Archbiſhop . of 
Armagh held a Synod at Dro hedah, the Ats whereof are 
riot to be found; and in Argvſf Hugh O Donel being zeturned 
out of Stotand encountred atid defeated O Connor, near Stego. 
Whereupon he beſieged the Caſtle of $/;go, but without Suc- 
ceſs ; for being frightned with the News of the Approach of 
the Burks of Clenrickard, he raiſed the Siege, and retired in 
haſt towards Tyrcomnel : But Burk was not fo ſatisfied, but 
burat and deſtroyed all the adjacent Territories, that belonged 
to O Donel's Partifans. | 
Bir the Earl of Kz/dzre was ſtill kept in Priſon, in England, 
for Grief whereof his Counteſs died. The Earl was accuſed 
ef burning the Church of Caſhel, and many Witneſſes were 
readyto prove it, when cotitrary to al) their ExpeCtions, 
he readily confefſed the FaQt, and ſwore by Jeſus, That he 
would never have done ir, but that he thought the Arcbiſhop 
was in it : Whichbeing uttered with a bluatleſs, peculiar to 
this Lord, did exceedingly work upon the King ; for whil(t 
the Eart did fo earneftly urge that for his ce which was 
the greateſt Aggravation of his Crime, the King eaſily per- 
ceived, "Fhar a Perſon of that Natural Simplicity and Plain- 
nefs, could not be puilty of thoſe Fitieſſes and /Intrigues that 
were objetted againft him.” It is reported of this Earl, Thar 
he defired the King to permit him to have Council co manage 
his Cauſe, ſince he was altogether unqualified to deal with 
ſuch cttnning Kttaves as his Adverfaries. The King told him, 
He ſhould have what Counſel he would chooſe ; and that it 
concerned him to get Counſel that: wete very 20d for that 
he doubred his Caufe was very bad, The Earl re li 
he well piect uport the beſt Counſel in Englend, Who. is 
that? faid the King. Matry even your Majeſty, quoth the 
Earl : Whereat the King Iaughed. But nevertheleſs, he fo 
ited K;/dare, for his Complertient, that when the Ad- 
verfary conctuded his Oration, That alt ye/and could not g 
vern this Man ; the. King took that occaſion to, make 5 af 
That therefore he was the fitteſt Man to govern 1reland : And 
{> for his Jeſt-ſike mide him Lord Lieutenant of that King: 
domt, by his Eetrers' Parerit of the ſixth of 4uguf, and xe+ 
ftoted him to his Honour ard FONG Nevertheleſs, the King 
kept the Earls eldeft'Soti, Girald, as Hoſtage of the Earth's 
lity ; which' proved to-be a matter of Catttion rather than 
of Neceſfity, for no body could. behave himſelf with more 
Loyalty to his Prince, not more, Vigor againſt the Iriſh; 
char the Earl of KzIdare did from: henceforward. But to 
proceed. | =y 
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Girald Earl of Kz/dere, being made Lord Lieutenant, ina 
ſhort time after he had received the Sword, marched towards 
Thomond againſt O Brian ; he went through the City of Li- 
merick,and took the Caſtle of Feyback from Finin Mac nemarre, 
and afterwards took and raſed the Caſtle of Ballynits, or 
Ballynice, and ſo returned to Dublin, and was reconciled to 


.the Archbiſhop of Armagh, to their mutual Eaſe and Quiet, 


and to the great SO of Publick Afﬀairs, which often 
ſuffer ( eſpecially in Ireland) by the private Animoſities of 
the Grandees. | 

But the Biſhop of Baxgor was recalled into England, and 
Walter Archbiſhop of Dub/iz was made LordChagncellor,in his 
ſtead. This good Archbiſhop, in a Synod at Dublin anno 1492, 
procured a Penſion for a Divinity-Reader there, *to, be paid 
by him and his Suffragans, and their Succeſlors for ever : And 
it is reported of him, That being preſent when a famous Ora- 
tor made a molt eloquent Speech to the King, his Majeſty 
asked the Archbiſhop, How he liked the Oration ? The good 
old Man replied, That he ſaw no other Fault in it but Flartery, 
As God ſhall love me ( quoth the King ) That 1s the very 
Fault I my felt eſpied. | 

The King, by advice of the Lord Licutenant, reſolved to 
pardon thoſe great Men that'had been concerned with Perkin 
Warbeck, leſt Deſpair might induce them to new Difſturban- 
ces: And accordingly the Earl of Deſmond, the Archbiſhop 
of Caſhel, the Biſhops of Cork and Waterford, and: many other 
of the principal Men of Mu»ſtfer, were pardoned ; and the 
Liberties and Charters of Toughal were reſtored and confirm- 
ed, and their Priviledges enlarged. | 

In the mean tinie dyed Rowland Fitz-Enſftace Baron of Pore- 
leſter,, who at, ſeveral tirhes had been Deputy, Chancellor, 
and Lord High Treaſurer of Ireland; which laſt Place. held 
thirty eight Years : And about the ſame time died Cxoghor 
mac Trelagh O Brian, Chief of Thomond, and was ſucceeded 
by his Brother Gzl-d»ff, by Popular Election, according to 
the Cuſtom of Tanittry. 

But it is time to-return to Perkin» Warbeck, whom we left 
inthe Arms of a fair Lady in Scotland ; that King had already 
made ſeveral Eſſays in favour of this ſuppoſiticious Prince ; 
but now his Afﬀairs preſſed him to make a Peace with the 
Engliſh ; which King Hezry would not hear of, unleſs Perkin 
were delivered up : It was therefore neceſſary for the Impo- 
ſtor to ſeek new Quarters : And therefore being ſecretly ſup- 
plied by the King of Scotland, with Neceſlaries for his 
Voyage, he embarqued with his Wife and Family, - and land- 
ed ſafely at Cork the twenty ſixth of July ; he could not have 
pitcht upon a Place more prone to Rebellion at that time, 
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but curſt Cows have ſhort Horns, and their Ability was rot 
ſuitable to their Inclinations ; however, -he liſted one hun- 
dred and twenty Soldiers, and by the Aid (or at leaft Coun- 
tenance. ) of the Eatl of Deſmond, he got Conveniences for 
their Tranſportation: And 1o finding the Earl of K/dare 10 
firm nd potent, that no good was to be done in Tre/and, and 
receiving an Invitation ftom the Corniſhmen, he ſailed direQ- 
ly to Cormwal.in September, and'landed ſafely at Whitſand-bay: 
The City of Waterford ( which for its loyalty tothe Crown 
againſt Lambert Symnel, had received great Favours and Pri- 
viledges from his Majeſty ) was now altogether as vigorous 
againſt Perkin ; and by its diſcreet behaviour in this Aﬀair, 
well deſerved the Motto, Intatts manet Waterfordia; That 
City manned out four Ships, | and ſent them in purſuit of 
Perkin, but Fortune did not favour that Generous ard Loyal 
Deſign. ; | CY | 
This Impoſtor being thus arrived in Exgland, took u 
him the Name of Richard IV, King of Exg/and; and as ſuc 
behaved himſelf, and aQted his Part ſo well, that he would 
often lament the DeſtruCftion of his People, and would fre- 
quently bemoan the Tyranny and Oppreflions they lived un- 
der, which ſort of Deportment took with the common People 
exceedingly, infomuch that ſome thouſands of them came to 
him at Bodmin,& with them he beſieged Exceſfter,and afſault- 
ed the City with great vigour and Reſolution, which the Cou- 
ragious and Loyal Citizens, by the help of ſome of theit 
Country Neighbours, as valiantly defended : Hereupon Pex- 
kin raiſed the Siege, and marched to Taunton, and although 
the Corniſhmen continued reſolute to conquer or dye, . yet 
Perkin perceiving their Courage was greater than their 
Strength, and figding that the King's Army did daily increaſe; 
whillt his did decreaſe, he privately withdrew to the Santtu- 
ary of Beaulieu, in Hampſhire, and afterwards ſurreadred him- 
felf ; and being impriſoned in the Tower, he made his eſcafie 
once, and aztempted it the ſecond time, and was therefore, 
together with his Friend John Waters, Mayor of Cark, bang- 


ed at Tyburne, where he confirmed the Confeffion he had 


formerly made, which was to this effeft, 


ſelf in Service with a Britton, called Pregent, Meno ; the 
ich brought me with him into Ireland ; and when we were there 
arrived, is the Town of Cork, they of the Town ( becauſe 1 
was arrayed with ſome Cloaths of Silk, of 'my ſaid Mafters) 
threeped upon me, That 1 ſhould be the Duke of Clarence?s Son, 
that was before time at Divelin; and foraſmuch as T denyed it,

8 That the Earls of Del- 
mond ayd Kildare ſhould do the ſame, for they paſſed not what 
part they took, ſothey might be avenged on the Kjng of England ; 
«nd ſo againſt my Will they made me to learns Engliſh, and 
tang ht me what 1 ſbould do and ſay : And after this they called 
me Richard Duke of York, ſecond Son to Edward IV, becauſe 
Kzng Richard*s Baſtard-Son was in the Hands of the King of 
<6: Aur And npon this they entred into this falſe Quarrel ; 

ahd within ſhort time after, the French Kzng ſent Embaſſadors 
znto Ireland, viz. Lyot Lucas and Stephen. Frayn, and fo 1 
went into France, and thence into Flanders, and thence into Ire- 
land, thence into Scotland, and ſo into England again. 


But let us rerurn to the Afﬀairs of Ireland, which were 
briskly managed by the Lord Lieutenant ; He called a Par- 
liament at Trim, which met on the twenty ſixth of Auguſt, 
in the fourteenth Year of the King's Reign, which muſt be 
anno 1498, ( and not 1499, as it is miſtaken in the printed 
Statutes, for the King began his Reign the twenty ſecond Day 
of Auguſt, 1485.). There is but one AQt of this Parliament 
extant; and that is, To make all the Statutes in England, 
about the Officers of che Cuſtom-houſe, to he of force m Tre- 
land, after Proclamation at Dublin and Drogheda. A very 
needleſs Law certainly, fince it could have but four Years 
retro-ſpeq, all former Engliſh-Statutes being ratified here, 
by Poyning's AQt of 10 Hen. 7. cap. 22. . 

In the mean time, Henry O Neal, who had murdered his 
Brother Cox, was this Year ſerved in the ſame kind, by Tjr- 
lagh and Con, Sons of the former Cox : And not long after, 
the Lord Lieutenant invaded U/fer, in favour of the aforeſaid 
Tirlagh O Neal, who was his Nephew by the Mother ; he * 
was joyned by O Donel, Macguire, and all Tirlaghs Friends, 
and effeQtually beſieged Dungannon, took the Caſtle, and ſer 
at Liberty all the -Priſoners that Neal mac Art O Neal kept 
there; and forced Neal mac Art himſelf to ſubmit and give 
Hoſtages.

The Printed Book of Statutes has only the firſt of theſe 


AQs, and places the Parliament in a»no 1500. which is un- 
doubtedly a Miſtake, And Sir James Ware affribes the afore- 
faid AR againſt Cuſtomers to this Parliament ; which isalſfo 
a Miſtake : And both theſe Overfights will appear, and be 
rectified, if you rightly conſider the beginning of the King's 
Reign, the twenty ſecond of Auguſt, 1485. 'and that the 
Earl of K;ldare was Lord Lieutenant 1 4 Hey.

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And ſo we are come to the Year of Fubile, which concludes 
the Fifteenth Century, and brought with it = Indulgences 
from the Pope, Alexander the Sixth, to be diſtributed by his 


- Agent Gaſper Pow, to all the King's Subjects, who would 


contribute to the War againſt the Turks ; but if we may 
believe Polydor Virgil, the Iriſh had the good Manners to 
thank the Pope for his Favour, and'the Wit to keep the Mo- 
ney in their Purſes. 

But the Lord Deputy made another Expedition into V/fer, 
ptobably in favour of his Nephew Tyrlogh O Neal ; for as toon 
as he had taken the Caſtle of Kznard, he made Tyrlogh Go- 
vernor of it, and returned. 

On the Firſt of Auguſt the Charter. of Cork was reſtored, 
and their Priviledges enlarged by a new Charter ; which 
was followed by a fad Accident ; tor David Barry.

And ſo we muſt cloſe this Century with the accidental 
and unfortunate Conflagration of the Town of Galway(which 
was firſt governed by a Provoſt, then Sovereign and Bay- 
lits,then Mayor and Bayliffs,and now by Mayor and Sherifft) 
and with very wet and bad Weather, which continued from 
the middle of September to the End of Winter.

On the 18th of February Girald Fitz-Girald ( the Lord 
Deputy's Eldeſt Son) was made Lord High Treaſurer of 
Ireland, of whom we ſhall read more hereafter. 

But the Iriſh Lords finding themſelves too weak. ſeparate- 
ly to oppoſe Kzl/daye, as they uſed.to do to other Governors, 
many of them confederated together ; the Principal of them 
was , Ulick Bark, Chief of Clanricard,, commonly, called 
Mac-Will;am, Tyrlogh O Brian, Chict of Thomond, Melrony 
OCarol, &c. and: got together the greateſt Army that had 
been in Jreland ſince the, Conqueſt ; whereof the Lord Depu- 
ty having notice, he of o aſlembled his Forces, and being 
accompanied by the” Egids of Gormanſtown, Slixe, Deluin, 
Killen, Houth, Trimletſton, and Dunſany, John Blake, Mayor 
of Dublin, O Donel,  O Reyly, the Biſhop of Ard«h, the Gen: 
tlemen of - Annaly ( now Longford ) and ſome Townſmen of 
Dyogheda, and ſorns others from the North ; he marched in- 
to Connaupht, and on the 19th of Auguſt, at Knocklow, both 
Parties met, and fought a bloody Battel, which wax for ſome 
hours very dubious ; bur at Jaſt, the Lord Deputy got the 
Victory, with the Slaughter of four thouſand of his Enemies, 
Ae thouſand, ſays the Book of Houth ) and he allo took 
ome Priſoners ; amongſt whom rhe two Sons of Ul;ck Berk, 
were the chiefeſt ; it is prodigious, that not one Engliſhman 
ſhould be ſo mnch as hurt in this mighty Battel ; and yer ia 
the white Book of the Exchequer it 1s ſo recorded. The Con- 
ſequenct of this great Viftory, was the Surrender of Ga/lz- 
way and Athenry, the Deſtruction of that whole Country, 
and the overloading the Conquerors with Prey and Booty. 

Kjlaare being returned , beſtowed thirty Tun of Wine 
upon his Souldiers, and rhe King beſtowed a Garter on him, 
and made him a Companion of The Order and though ſome 
fay, this War was commenced on private Dilſtaſte, yer it is 
more certain that it determined to the Publick Advantage.

- In the "mean time the King was importunate with Pope 
Tulizs the Second, to Canonize his Predecefſor King Hemry 
the Sixth, and in order to it, he cauſed a Book to be written 
of his Virtues and Miracles, and had it Printed: And 
the Pope recommended the Examinatian of the Matter 
to the Biſhops -of Canterbury, London, Durham , and 
Wincheſter, by his Bull, which che Curious may find ar large 
in Sir James Wares Annals, pag. 73. But it _ nothing 
farther was done init ; and this is certain, That thoſe who 
ſay he was a Good Chriſtian, do nevertheleſs allow that he 
was a bad King ; for firſt he loſt France from England, and 
then he loſt Eze/and from himſelf. .

Manrice Fitz-Thomas of Lackagh, was baſely murdered by

vered : To-whom the Earl replyed, World to God thou hadft- 
alſo received the fourth Shot in my ſtead, I; 
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About this time. John Allen, who had been Cleik of the 
Council, and was now Maſter of the Rolls, -( a Creature'of 
the defioſed Chancellor 4lans ) was ſent by the Council" intro _ 
England about Publick Aﬀairs: His Inſtructions were, 'To =* 
acquaint the King with the Decay of the Land'; and that 
neither Engliſh Order, Tongue or Habit, nor the King's 
Laws are uſed above twenty Miles in compaſs; That thi: 
Decay 1s occaſioned by-the akage Coyn and Livery, with- 
out Order, after Men's own'ſentual Appetites ; - atid raking 
Cuddees, Garty and Caan for. Felonies, and Mneder, Alte- 
rapes, Bienges, Saults and Slanciaghs, &c. And that they 
want Engliſh Inhabitants, who formerly had Arms and Ser- 
vants to defend the Country ; but of late, the Engliſh Propri. _ 
eror hath taken Iriſh Tenants, that can live without Bread or 
good Vittuals; and ſome for Lucre, to have more Rent 5 
and ſome for Impoſitions and Vaſſalage, which the Engliſh 
cannot bear, have expelled the Engliſh, and made the Coun- 
try all Iriſh, without Order, Security or 'Hoſpitality. For- 
merly, Engliſh Gentlemen kept a Retinue of Engliſh Yeo- 
men, according to the-Cuſtom of Exzgland, to the great Se- , 
curity of the Country, but now they keep Horlmen and 
Kernes, who live by oppreſling the poor _ The great 
Juriſdi&tion of the Nobility is another Cauſe of deſtroying 
the King's Subjects and Revenue : And the Black Reats, 
which the Iriſh exaft, enriches them, and impoveriſheth 
the Engliſhman. Alſo the making of a Native chief Goyern- 
our, and often change of the Lord Deputy are great Faults : 
And ill keeping of the King's Records, and putting unskilful 
Clerks in the Exchequer, do occaſion much Miſchief : But 
the Alienation of the Crown Lands, ſo that the King's Re- 
venue is not ſufficient to defend the Realm, is the greateſt 
Grievance of all. : 

It is probable that theſe Inſtructions were kept ſecret from 
the Lord Deputy ; for it cannot be imagined, That he would 
have conſented, that Articles, which in effe& were an Im- 
peachment of himſelf, ſhould be communicated to the King ; 
and in truth Al/ex's Errand was to accuſe the Deputy, and 
he was imployed ſo todo by the Archbiſhop of Dublin, the 
Earl of Ofſory, Sir William Skeffington and others; and he mer, 131; 
performed his Commiſſion ſo effectually, that the Lord De- 
puty.was ſent for ( by the King's Letter) to repair to Eng- 
land, and anſwer the Crimes that were objected againſt 
him. 

K;laare did all he could to evade, or at leaft procraſtinate 
that Voyage which was to be fatal to him and his Family ; 
he ſent his Wife to uſe the Intereſt of her Friends, in Eng- 
land, and to alledg ſeveral vainPretences-; and particularly, 
M mm That 
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That the ill Poſture of Afﬀairs, in refed, could not permit 
his Abſence : But all theſe Contrivances proving inefteQual, 


at laſt he ſeriouſly prepared to begin the Voyage. 


But before he went, he furniſhed all his Caftles, eſpecially 
Mznooth and Ley, with Guns and Ammunition out of the 
King's Store, although he had the King's expreſs Command 
to the contrary, imparted to him by the Maſter of the Rolls 
( Allen) in the preſence'of the Biſhop of Meath and others ; 
and the ACt of Attainder alſo mentions, That he furniſhed 
the Wild Iriſhmen, being the King's Mortal Enemies, with 
Arms and Ammunition out of his Majeſty's Stores ; which is 
not improbable, becauſe of his Allyance with O Connor and 
O Carot. 

' Ir is certain, That, Quos Dems wult perdere dementat ; and 
the brave Earl of Xz/dare is a plain Example of it, for being 
ordered by the King to leave a Deputy, for whoſe Fidelity he 
would anſwer, he ſubftitutes his own Son, Thomas Fitz- 
Girald, a forward raſh Youth, ſcarce one and twenty Years 
old ; who nevertheleſs had Qualities worthy of his Houle, 
and perhaps would, in time, have exceeded all his Anceſtors, 
if by laying this too great Burthen on his -weak Shoulders, 
ſo early, they had not broken his Back in the beginning. 

It ſeems the Earl had ſome Jealouſies of what afrerwards 
hapned, and therefore to qualifie his Son's youthful Paſſions, 
in ſome meaſure, before he delivered him the Sword, he - 
ſpoke to him as followeth, before the Council, at Drogheda, 
where he preſently after imbarqued, and fet fail for Exg- 
land. 


Son Thomas, T aoubr not, but you know, That my Sovereign 
Lord the King hath ſent for me into England, and what ſhall 
betide me God knoweth, for I know not ; but howſoever it fal- 
leth, both you and I know, That 1 am well ſtept in Tears » ' And 
as I may ſbortly dye, for that I am Mortal, ſo I muſt in hafte 
deceaſe becauſe Iam old : Wherefore, inſomuch as my Winter is 
well near ended, and the Spring Hap Age now buddeth, my 


Will ts, That you behave your ſelf ſo wiſely in theſe your Green 
Tears, as that to the Comfort of your Friends, you may enjoy the 
Pleaſures of Summer, glean and reap the Fruits of your Harveſt, 
that with Honoar you may grow to the catching of that hoary 
Winter, on which you ſee me your Father faſt pricking. And 
whereas it pleaſeth the King his Majeſty, T hat upon my Departure 
here hence, I ſhould ſubſtitute in my room ſuch a one for whoſe 
Government I would anſwer : Albeit I know that your Tears are 
tender, your Wit not ſetled, your Judgment not fully redtified ; 
and therefore I might be with good cauſe reclaimed from putting 
a naked Sword in a young Mans Hand : Tet notwithſtanding, 

forſomuch 
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forſomuch as I am your Father, aud you my Son, I ant well af 
, ſured to bear that Stroke with you, in fteering your Ship as that 
upon any Information, 1rmay command you as your Father, and 


correct you as my Son, for the wrong bandl, ng of your Helm. 
There be here that ſit at this Board, far ek faſſetens Ty

' nages, for ſo great Charge than you are; But what theni' i 

| ſbould caſt this Burthes on their Shoulders ® it mxezht be; Th 
hereafter they would be ſo far with Envy carried, as' they 
would percaſe hazzard the loſs of one of their own Eyes , 
to be aſſured that I ſhould be deprived of both 'mine': But 
forſomuch as the caſe toucheth your Skin as near as mine, * be- 
cauſe ( 44 1 ſaid before) I reſt in the Winter, and you in the 
Spring of your Tears, and naw 1 am reſobved Day by Day0 learn 
rather, How to die in the, Fear of God, than ta Woe in the Pomp 
of the World. I think "you will not be ſo brain:ſick,” as to' ſtab 
your ſelf through the Body, only to ſcarifie my Skin with the 
Point af your Blade ; wherefore, my Son, conſider, That ## & 
eaſte to raze and hard to build ; and in all your Affairs be ruled 
by this Board, that for Wiſdom is able, and for entire Aﬀettion 
it beareth to your Houſe, will be found willing, to leſſon youwith 
Sound and Sage Advice; for albeit in authority you rule them, 
yet in Council they muſt rule you. My Son, you kuow that my 
late Maims ſtifle my talk, otherwiſe I would have grated lon- 
ger on this Matter, for a good Tale may be twice told, and 4 
ſound Advice, eftſoons iterated, taketh the deeper Impreſſion in 
the attentive Hearer's Mind.

Archbiſhop was ſomewhat out of countenance...

Having ended his Oration, which he ſet forth with ſuch a 
lamentable countenance, as his Cheeks were all blubber'd 
with Tears, thg Horſemen, namely,' fuch as underſtood: not 
Engliſh, began'to divine what the Lord Chancellor meant 
with all this long Circumſtance, ſome of them reporting that 
he was preaching a Sermon, others {aid, that he ſtood ma- 
king ſome Heroical Poetry, in the praiſe of the Lord Thomas ; 
Ang thus as every Ideot ſhot his fooliſh Bole at the wiſe 
Chancellor's Diſcourſe;, who, in effe&t, did nought elſe bur 
drop precious Stones before Hogs, one Bard ds Nelen,' an Hingſd. 91. 
Iriſh Rithmer, and a rotten Sheep, able to infet a whole 
Flock, was chatting of Iriſh: Verſes ( as _ his T 
had run on Pattens ) in commendation of the ' Lord Tho- 
ma, inveſting him with the Title of Silke Thomas, becaulc 
his Horfemens Jacks were gorgeoully embroidered with Silk ; 
and in the'end, he rold him, That he lingred there over-long - 
Whereat'the Lord Thomas being quickned, did caft his Eye 
towards the Lord Chancellor, and faid thus 3 OY: 


My Lord Chancellor, I come »0t hither to take Advice what 
F ſhould do, but to grve you-to underſtand-what I mind to do. It 
5 eaſie for the ſound to counſel the' ſick; but if the; Sore had - 
[marted you- as much as it feſtereth me, you would be percaſe as 
impatient as Tam, As you montd wifh' me to honour my Prince, 
ſo Duty willeth tne to-reverence my Father : Whemnfore be that 
will with ſuch Tyranny execute my innocent Parent, and withal

With theſe Words he retidred up the Sword, and flung 
away like a Bedlam, being guarded with his bruitiſh Drove 
of Braineſick Rebels. 


Mr. Sullevan blames him very much for ſurrendring the 
Sword, and faysit was fooliſhly done ; for under pretence 
of Authority ( had he kept it ) he might have held what 
Caſtles and Fortifications he pleas'd, and put in what Gover- 
nours he would ; he might have ſeduced many of the King's 
Subjects, and have cut the Throat of Alan,and the reſt of 
his Enemies ; but I ſuppoſe that Author di&not_ duly conſi- 
Ke the Perfidiouſneſs and Treachery of the Action he ad- 
viles, 

The Council ſent private Orders to the Mayor to appre- 
hend the Lord Thomas ; but the City being depopulated by 
the Plague, was too weak for ſuch an Attempt ;* and there- 
fore Archbiſhop Ala», and Chief Baron Firelaſs, for their 
ſecurity, got into the Caſtle, under the Protection of the 
Conſtable thereof, John White, who was afterwards Knight- 
ed for his Service in this Uproar. | 

Now was the Sword drawn, and the Scabbard flung a- 
way, and no rootn left for an Accommodation ;- and there- 
fore Fitz Gzrald did all he could to [trengthen his Party; and

Netled with this round Anſwer, Fitz Giralddefigns towns 
vade the County of K;lkenny ; hut firſt he forces 'an Oath of 
Fidelity on the Inhabitants of the Pale ; and thoſe who-ze- 
fuſed, he impriſoned as faſt as he caught them, and ſends 
Charles Rynold, Arch Deacon of Kells, his Amballador to 
Pope Paul the Third, and Domznick Poer to the Emperor 
Charles the Fifth ; to whom he ſent twelve great Hawks, and 
fourteen fair Hobbies ; bur theſe Ambaſſadors came. too lace, 
and not till their Maſter was executed. 

And fo great was this Rebellion, and the King's — 
ſo weak,that even the Territory of Fi»gal, which was wholly 
a Stranger to Depredations, now lay expoſed tothe Teolr and 
other Iriſh ; wherein they were affifted by Jahn Burzel, a

But the City of Dublin could not ſuffer this without their 
own Deſtruftion ; for Finge! was their Granary, and moft 


of their Proviſion came from thence ; wherefore: a Body of 


the Citizens allied to intercept a Prey at, the Bridge of Kz#- 
mainham ; but in the Skirmiſh, near the Wood. of Szlcock, 
( overpowered either in Number or Valour ) they werg 
beaten, and fourſcore of the Citizens killed. ls | 
Fitz-Girald makes the beſt of this Victory, and whilſt 
the Conſternation is on the City, he ſends them word, that 
although he could deſtroy their City, yet he will do them no 
harm, if they will permit him to beſiege the Caſtle. The 
Citizens wiſely ſend offe of their Aldermen (Francis Herbere)

made a-virtue.of N and not*thinking it" poſſible to 
defend-the'City, conlentedto the Detnand, provided he were 
i furniſhed with Menand Viftuals, which was done, and 
Alderman John Fitz Symionsent into the Caſtle twenty Tun 
of. Wine, twenty: four "Tun of Beer, two thouſand dry 
Ling, ſixteen Hogſheids of Beef, twenty Chambers, and 
att Iron Chain for the-Draw-Bridg. Ay | 
+> But the unfortunate Archbiſhop afraid of the Succeſs of 

this Siege, got on board a'Ship that Night, mear Dames-gate, 
in-order-to paſs for Evg/and ; but the Veſſel was ſtranded at 
Clentarfe,. and the Archbiſhop was forced to a Village hard 
by; called Tartain, thither came Thomas Fitz-Girald, and 
bis Unkles John and Oliver, Sir James Delahide and many 
gathers, carly the next Morning, having firſt had notice of 
' the Archbiſhops being there : The Lord Thomas commands 
Fohn Teling and Nicholas Wafer to bring out the Archbiſhop ; 
who they haled out of his Bed, naked in his Shirt, as he 
was, bare-footed and bare-headed. The poor Biſhop, on his 
Knees, and'with a pitiful Voice and Countenance, begged 
Pity for the Love of God, on a Chriſtian and an Archbi- 


ſhop. 

The Noble Fi:z-Girald was too generous to behold that 
SpeQtacle withour'Coinpaſſion, and therefore turned aſide, 
ſaying, Ber own a Budaagh, (which is, T ake away the Clown) 
intending to impriſon him ; but the Servants wilfully miſ- 
conſtruing their Maſter's Words, knockt out the Biſhop's 
Brains, and left a Revenge on themſelves, which overtook 
them all, for Tel/izg afterwards Died of the Leproſfie, and 
Wafer of the French Pox, and Fitz Girald and all his Unkles 
were publickly executed by the Common Hangman. 

Nor is it to be omitted, that all the, Murderers 'were ex- 
communicated- ; and in the Excommunication are theſe 
ſtrange Paſſages, That no man may be merciful tothem, but 
their Memory to be forgotten : That God would rain Flames

1n the mean time Fitz-Give/d, accompanied with 0 New, 
Sir Richard Walſh, Parſon of Low hſeway,  Burnet* of Bally- 
griffin, and ſeveral others, ae and burnt the County of 
Kilkenny, even to Thomas Town : The Earl of Offory <"S his 
Party were at the ſame time near Jer5ponr, conlulting what 
todo; and durjng their Conſultation, one. gf the Butlers 
ſtole away with ſixteen Horſe to make a Bravado ; Fitz- 
Giroldeſpying theo, ſent an equal number, which were ſoon 
followed wit th one hundred and forty Horſ&z the Butlers re- 
treated to their,main Body, which was ſurprized by this un- 
expeQted Accident, and ealily ſcattered: The Lord Butler 
was hurt, but made ſhift to eſcape to Dunmore, where” he 
was cured. 

In-the mean time, Alderman Herbert returned with an 
Anlwer from the King, encouraging the Citizensto a manly 
Defence, and promifing_Aid immediately:: Whereupon. it 
was reſolved by the Cirizens, That Faith was not to be kept 
with Traytors ; Ag their League with Fitz-Girald was 
void ; And they ordered their Gates to be ſhut ; And that 
the Traytors that beſieged the Caſtle ſhould be apprehended. 

Captain Field and his Companions having Notice hereof, 
began to ſhift for themſelves, ſome iwam over the River, 
but the moſt of them were taken Priſoners. 

Immediately Fitz-Girald leavts Kzlkenny, and ſummons 
the Pale tomeet him, with all their Power, near Dublin—— 
And in his w ay be ſeized upon ſeveral Dublin-Children, that 
were at School in the Country, and particularly Firz-Simons 
and Stainhurſt ; and ſent Dofer Traverſe, Peter Linch of the 
Kwock, and Oliver Grace, tothe Citizens, to expoſtulate the 
Breach of the League, and to require, That it might be re- 
newed, or at the leaſt the Priſoners enlarged ; but they met . 
with a croſs Anſwer to all their Demands. 
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_" . Whereupon | Fitz-Girald-began -in - Sheep-freet toubeliege 
the Caſtle, but was driyen thence by the Ordagnce,« andthe 
Houles being thacche were burnt by WildSite, -caft ig. from 
the Caſtle ; ho Ropt all_che Rivers abou the Town, and re- 
moved to Thomas-Court, pulled down that Street, and made 
a. fort of a Gallery to ſhelter his Men; he alſo burge the 
New Street, and planted a Gun againſt Newgare', which 
pierced that Gate, and. killed an Apprentice of Alderman 
Stephen's, fetching Water from the high Pipe. | 

 - Richard Stauton, Goaler of Newgate, being an excellent. 
Markſman, did great Damage to the Enemy, and- particu- 
larly, perceiving one of the Rebels level his Gun at the 
Loop-Hole where he ſtood, he was ſo nimble, that he pre- 
vented him, and ſhot the Rebel in the Forehad, and was fo 
hardy, as to iſſue out at the Wicket and to trip the Yarler, 
and brought in with him his Gun and his Cloaths.- This 
enraged the Rebels and excited them to Revenge ; wherefore 
they immediately brought Fire and Faggot to the Gate, in

pes to burn it. 

The Citizens wiſely conſidered, That. ExpeQation of 
Spoil would encourage the Rebels to enter the City, and ani- 
mate them more to fight within than without the Walls ; 
and they alſo believed, That very many of Fitz-Girald”s 
Army ( being Inhabitants of the Pale, and forced to the 
Camp) - were in their Hearts for the City ; and .this they 
were induced to'believe, becauſe moſt 'part of the Arrows 
ſhot over the Walls were unheaded. Upon theſe Conſidera- 
tions they reſolved to ſally, and gave out from the Walls, 
That new Succours were come from England, and as ifjt had 
been-ſo, ' immediately ruſhed out through Fire and Flame, and 
the Enemy believing they were new-arrived Soldiers, and 
that the Citizens durſt not adventure ſo briskly, immediately 
fled, leaving one hundred Gallowglaſles ſlain, and their Fal- 
con taken. Thomas Fitz-Girald himlelf lurked at the Grey- | 
Fryers, in Francs ſtreet, -till next morning, and then he got 
to the remainder of his{ſhattered Army. 

In the mean time the Earl of K;l/dare was committed to 
the Tower, becauſe he had contrary to the King's expreſs 
Comryand furniſhed his Caſtles out of his Majeſty's Stores : 
And though he anſwered, That it was done to defend the 
Pale againſt the Borderers ; and that if he deſigned Treaſon, 
he was not {uch a Fool as to fortifie his Caſtles, and- at the 
ſame time to adventure his Perſon into their Hands; how- 
ever he ſtuttered ſo much, and delivered his Speech in fuch 
Rapgering and maffling manner, that they concluded him 
Guilty, and committed him : And now hearing of his Son's 
Extrivagancies, he broke his Heart, and died in the Tower 
in Septeraber. Fitz> 
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Pom being in great want of Artillery and Ammuni- 
jon, and ſomewhat cooled by the late defeat, ſent Famer 
Delahide and gthers to treat with the City upon theſe Articles, 
C1. ) That his Men that were Priſoners, be enlarged.

W hich Wards coſt him his Life the next year. | 

It ſeems Firz-Girald agreed with the Citizens on their owe 
* Terms, and Hoſtages being given on bath ſides, he raiſe 
his Siege, and ſeat his Artillery to Hogth, but went himſelf 
to Mizzacth, to ſee that Caſtle fortified and furniſhed. 

In the mean time the two Hemertons, with one hundred and 
eighty Soldiers, arrived out of England at Houth, and on 
their March to Dwblis were encountred near Clanterf by 
Thomas Fitz-Girals,and two hundred Horſemen ; and thoug 
they fought valiantly, and one of the FHemertons wounded 
Fitz.Qirald 19 the Forehead, yet being ir ou they 
were all (lain or taken Priſoners ; and their Ships were forced 
from Houth, and a Veſſel freighted with choice Engliſh Geld- 
10gs, was alſo taken by Captain Rowks, Fitz-Girald's Pirate, 
and the Horles were ſeat to Fitz Girald. | 

And not long after landed both the Eg/ebees and Dacres, 
with their Horſemen, at the Skerries ; and Sir William Brere- 
tou and his Son Joby, with two hundred and fifty Soldiers, 
well gppoigted.; and Captain Salubyry, with two hundred 
Arch, 
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aſtly Landed at the Slip, near the Bridge of Dob- 
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Sir William Skeffington, Lord Deputy, | he was Mafter, of 
the Ordnance in England ; - and therefore was by the' Iriſh, 
( who put Nick-names upon every Body, even of themſelves, 
as Dermond Buckagh, Tiege Mauntagh, &c.) in -deriſion, 
called, The Gunner ; he was received with great Joy by, the 
City, and had the Sword delivered to him by the Lord of 
Trimletſtone, ''who was made Chancellor in the place of 
Archbiſhop Cromer ; Baron Finglaſs- { who wrote a M. S. 
Treatiſe of the Decay of Ireland ) was made Chief Juftice of 
the. King's Bench, as Lutrre! was of the Common Pleas, 
and Gzirald Ailmer Chief Baron of the Exchequer , and 
William Brabazon Vice-Treaſurer. This Deputy alſo broughr 
with him Leonard Lord Grey, ( deligned Marſhal of Ireland ) 
and Gracious Letters from the King to the Ciry of Dublzy. 

That part of the Engliſh Fleer, which failed near Tredagh, 
met with Brede the Pyrate, and forced him a Ground, fo thar 
he and nine of his Men were taken at Tredagh, and fent Pri- 
ſoners to Dublin ; whereat Fitz-Girald was ſo much enraged, 
that he threatned to beſiege Tredagh, and it is probable: he 
marched that way, for it was averr'd at Dublin, That he was 
actually before the Town : And therefore the Lord Deputy 
immediatly, v/z. the twenty eighth of OzZober, marched out, 
to raiſe the Siege of Tredagh ; and he {taied in and about that 
Town, tilt the fourth of November, . and then finding no 
Enemy near that Place, he returned ro- Dab/iz, having firſt 
proclaimed Fitz-Girald Traytor, at the- High Croſs of 
Treaagh. 

The Lord Deputy would have purſued Fitz-Girald and his 
Confederates, but that the Winter was too near, and him- 
{elf was indiſpoſed ; moreover, he daily expeQed Supplies of 
Men and Mony from Ezglaxd ; and he knewithat Fitz Girald 
had Rrengthned his Party by'a new Confederacy with © Neal! 
and'O Connor : Andtherefore being neceſſitated to poſtpone 
his Deſigns till the Spring, ſome ſay he-madea Trace with 
Fits:Girald until January ; but'that ſeems ' rmprobable, be- 
cauſe the Pale ſuttered exceedingly this Winter, the Preſer- 
vation of which, - mult have been the chief Conlideration' for 
a Truce, if there were _ $7 / rc, 

Fitz-Girald had in his Poſſeſfion fix principal Caſtles, wiz, 
Minooth, Portleſter, Rathingan, Catherlagh, Ley and Athy ; 
and having well manned and furniſhed them, he-tobk a 
Tourney tnro Connaught, not doubting but that his Caſtle of 
Minooth would hold out till his Return ; but he was very 
muct#out in his Calculation, for the Lord Deputy-onighe fit- 
teenth of March, laid Siege to that Caſtle;+ ad *Þ his 
Battery on the North Side of the ſame, towards the Park, 
and Sir William Brereton, who had ſlain one hundred of 

ITY LET Fitz Girald's 
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the Caſtle of Minooth, with Offers of Pardon and Reward ; 
ro-which a ſcoffing and ludibrious Anfwer'was' returned;Awit, 
much' boaſting, atter the Iriſh manner : Vhereapor the At- 
tillery began to play, but made no conſiderable Breachrin a 
Fortnights time ; and therefore though it was fo cloſely be. 
ſieged, that there was neither egreſs or regreſs from or tothe 
Caſtle; yer being ſufficientlyprovided of all Neceffaries, 
and particularly of a good Garrilon of an hundred choice men, 
it might have held out until Fz#z-Gira/d could come to' re- 
lieve 1t. | 
But the perfidious Governor Chriſtopher Pareſe ( Fitz.Gt- 
rald's Foſter-Brother ) a white-Liver'd Traytor, reſolvedto 
purchaſe- his own ſecurity with his Lord's Ruine ; and to 
that end, got Letters conveyed to the Lord Deputy, import- 
ing, that he would ſurrender the Caſtle-upon certain Arti- 
cles by him propos'd, all which concerned only his own Pro- 
fir,' without mention of his Safety. The Lord Deputy rea- 
dily accepted of the Offer, and agreed to the Conditions re- 
quired : - Whereupon, Pareſe, after ſome ſmall Advantage 
they had got in a' Sally, caus'd the Garriſon to rejoyce and 
carouſe to that degree that they were all dead drunk ; and 
then upon a Signal given, the Engliſh ſcaled the Walls, and 
entred the Calitle ; Captain Ho//and being one of the firſt, 
hapned to le-p down into a Pipe of Feathers, and there ſtuck, 
and Sir William Brereton being got in, cried out, S. George, 
S. George ; whereat one of the Garriſon awakened, and ſhor 
at Captain Hollayd ;' but he'being reſcued*our- of the Fea- 
thers by his Conipanions, killed the Souldier:: After that, 
there was little! or' no reſiſtance ; and Sir William Breteton 
ſoon adyanced-his'Standard/ on the Top of the Turret :''The 
Spoil and Plunderof this Caſtle was exceeding greatand rich, 
this being accounted the belt 'farniſhed Houſe belonging to 
any SuhjeC in the Kings Dominions.

And turning to 
his Officers, he bids them pay him the Mony, and then 
to chop off his Head, Had I known this, quoth Pareſe, your 
Lordſhip ſhould not have hag the Coftle ſo eaſily.

Sir William Brereton 'was likewiſe ſent to the Confines of 
Ulſter, to. parly with O-Nee!, who .complained , That the 
League (made between the Lord Deputy Skeffingron and him) 
was not duly obſerved on the ith fide ; ſo after ſome 
Expoſtulations upon that Point, the lame Agreement was re- 
newed and confirmed. _ 

And about the fame time, the King, to reward the City of 
Waterford, for its Loyalty and firm adheſion to the Crown, 
ſent to that City a gilt Sword, and a Cap of Maintainance. 

"But John, Earl of Deſmond, being dead, the new Earl, 
James ( who was a very attive, or rather a turbulent man) 
began new Diſturbances in Munſter ; but he was timely op- 

ed by the Lord Butler, who waſted his Lands in the Coun- 
ty of Limerick, and repair'd and Garriſon'd the Caſtle of

On the twenty third of Aprz/, the Lord Deputy began 
his Expedition into Off«/y,- againſt O Connor, to revenge the

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- And it 4s not to be doubted, - but the Iriſh had Solicitati- 
ons from many others beſides the Biſhop of Mets ; for in 
the beginning of the following Year, O Ned began to de- 
clare himſelf the Champion of the Papacy, and having en- 
tred into's Confederacy with O. Donel, Macgenis, Ortlne, 
Mac William, O Haxlon, and others, rhgy joyntly invaded 
the Pale, and marched to Navan, burning that and Arhirde, 
and all rhe Country as they marched, and thence they came 
to the Hill of Taragh, where they muſtered their Army with 
great Oſtentation ; and ſo having taken a vaſt Prey, and 
done abundance of Miſchief, they deſigned to return home. 
But the Lord Deputy, who foreſaw this Storm, had ſent 1529 
to England for Aid; and Sir William Brereton, who was muingh, 101, 
newly returned to Emg/and, was immediately ſent back with 
two hundred and fifty Cheſhire-Men : It is reported of him,

of the Pale, and continued.the Purſiit till Sunſer. | 

.The Deputy exceeded, the reſt as-much in Courage as An- 
thority, and behaved higſelt exceeding bravely.; and after 
the Battle knighted Chief Juſtice Ai/mer, Talbor of Maldhide, 
Fitz-Simons Mayor of Dublin, and Michael Curſy Mayor of 
Drogheda, in the Field ; and well they deſerved it, for their 
Ki Service in.obtaining ſq great a Victory, which broke 
the Power of the North,. and quitted the Borders for ſome 
Years; and yet there were not above four hundred of the Re- 
bels ſlain. p | | 

But whilſt the Deputy was tn V/fer O Connor and O Toole 
made Incurſions into the Pale, and though they did much Mil: 
chief, yet the Country ſuffered more by unſeaſonable Wea- 
ther, for the Summer was ſo hot, that even ſome Rivers were 
almoſt dried up ; and the Autumn was very Sickly and Un- 
wholeſome ; and the Winter ſo exceſſive cold, that multi- 
tudes of Cattle periſhed by reaſon thereof.

In the cloſe of the laſt Year, it happened that a Waterfora- 


| Ship, loaden with one hundred Tun of Wine, was in her re-. 
turn from Portugal put into Baltimore ; no ſooner was it heard 


of, 
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of, but Finil O Driſcol came on Board, and very kindly invi- 
ted the Merchant and Mariners on ſhoar,to refreſh themſelves 
at his Houſe, after the Hardſhips they had ſuffered at Sea ; 
they readily accepted of his Invitation, but met with another 
ſort of entertainment than they - expeQted ; for contrary to 
the Rules of Hoſpitality, he moſt perfidiouſly kept them all 
Priſoners, and diſtributed moſt part of the Cargo between 
himſelf and his Followers, as he thought fit : But as ſoon as 
the Citizens of Waterford were inform'd- of this Treache- 
ry, they mann'd two Sips and a long Boat, and although Cap- 
tain Dobins did eaſily recover the former Ship, and all the 
Goods that were left, which were about the fourth part of 
the whole, and all the Priſoners, yet the Citizens of Water- 
ford were not contented with that, but ſayPd to Inisherkin, 
and took O DriscoP's Caſtle there, and razed it to the ground, 
and deſtroyed the Ifland as much as they could, and thence 
they went to Inchypyle, which they ſerved in the ſame man- 
ner; and at length, after they had deſtroyed Baltymore , 
and the Country adjacent, they carried away O Driſcol's 
beſt Boat, and abundance of Plunder, and returned ſafely to 
Waterford. 


In the mean time, the King, that he might not be thought 
to abandon the Religion of his Anceſtors, enaCted in Exgland 
the Bloody Law of the Six Articles, and not long after revo- 
ked the Lord Deputy ; who left Ireland early in the Spring, 
having firſt ſubſtituted 

Sir William Brereton, Lord Juſtice, in whole time the Iriſh 
Potentates began generally and publickly to own themſelves 
Champions of the Papacy, and to aſſume the ſpecious Pre« 
tences of Liberty and Religion, the better to cloak their De- 
ſigns of Robbery and: Rebellion ; for ſome of them (being 
of a temper impatient to live as Subjeas any longer than 
they are diſabled to be Rebels) were glad of any Pretence 
that might ſeem co juſtifie their illegal Proceedings ; and 
therefore many of them confederated together, and eſpecially 
O Neal, O Bryan, O Donel, and O Carol, and in the begin- 
ning of July appointed their Rendezvouz all four in Weſt- 
Meath, in order to' invade and plunder the: Pale ; but the 
Lord Juſtice got his ſmall Army together, and was joyned 
by two thouſand of the Inhabitants of the Pale, whereof 
many were Clergy-men, who very well knew, That what» 
ever was pretended by the Iriſh, yet Plunder and Depreda- 
tion was meant and intended ; and therefore they were-for- 
ward and ative to defend their Country ; but as ſoon as the 
Rebels had notice of this Preparation ( which was counted 
oreat in thoſe days ) thoſe holy Champions diſperſed their 
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Preſent State 
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Forces into Woods and Faſtneſles ; ſo, that this terrible Bug- 
bear vaniſhed without Blows. | 

But the Lord Juſtice would not be fo ſatisfied ; for he pur- 
ſued O Conzor into Ophaly, and made ſeveralof the Faſtneſſes 
of that Country paſſable for Carriages, and brought O Cop- 
zor to that paſs, that he was forced to give his Son Cixophor 
for a Hoſtage of his future Behaviour ; but not long after, 
viz. on the 25th of the ſame Month of July, 

Sir Anthony Saintleger, Knight of the Garter, Lord Deputy, 
was ſworn (as was uſual ) in Chrift-Church, Dablin, and 
the Form of his Oath isto be found in Bur/ace's ReduQtion of 
Ireland, pag.

It ſeems the reaſon why they hay ſo little Foot was, be- 
cauſe the Lords and Gentlemen of the Country were bound 
by their Tenures to affiſt the King with a certain number of

Colonel Sazntlow {ucceeded him in the- Command of the 
Garriſon, andlived as quietly as could be defiredz for the 
Rebels wete ſo daunted by. the former Defeat, that they did *© 
not dare to make any new / Attempt ; but unluckily, on the 
twenty fourth day of 4pril, the Ammunition took Fire, and 
blew up: both the Town and the Fort of Derry, whereby 


'twenty Men were killed, and all the ViRtuals and Proviſions 


were deſtroyed, and no poſlibility left of getting. more ; ſo 
that the Soldiers were neceſſitated to imbark tor Dublin ; 
only Captain George Harvy and his Troop, being loth to kill 
their Horſes, took a reſolution to march round through Tyr- 
conneland Connaught, and valiantly performed. it ; and al- 
though they were forced to march tour days through an Ene- 
mies Country, and were all that time purſued by a multi- 
tude of Rebels, yet they got ſafe-to Dublin, to the great ady 
miration of the Lord Deputy and Council. 


But Mr. Su!levan makes a pleaſant Story of this, and tells 
us, That Saint Columbus, or Columkille, the Founder and /Tu- 
telar Saint of Derry, was impatient at the Prophapnation of 
his Church and Cell by the Hereticks, theone being'made the 
Repoſitory of the Ammunition, andthe-other being uſed for 
their Lutheran Worſhip; and therefore to be revenged on 
the Engliſh for this Sacrilege, the Saint afſſurhed the. ſhape 
of a Wolf,and came out f n adjacent W ood, ani paſſing 
by.a Smith's Forge, 'he. took-his Mouth full of red hot coals, 
4nd-xan with it to the Magagyne, and fiercely {pit the Fire 
into the Room, where the Ammunition lay, and ſo ſet all on 
fire, and farced the Hereticks:to ſeek for new Quarters. 
'It ſeems thay Share O Nee had deſired to have a Conference 
with the L, Deputy near Dwnaalk;to which the L. Deputy .con- 
ſented,and came accordingly on the 6th day of May,and ftaid

fher, That the Earl of Deſmond was in the Field with two 
thouſand Men, and that he deſigned tojoyn 0 Neat, or give 
' the Lord Deputy a Diverſion in Munſter; and it was true that 
the Earl of Deſmoxzd was inthe Ficld with #hat Force ; but his 
Deſign was to revenge private Injuries, which he preten 

to have received from the Earl of Ormond, the Lords Barry, 
Roch and others ; | and therefore on the Lord Deputy's Sum- 
mons he appeared at Dublin, ' and together with th 
Dunbeyne and Poer , he did according to Order, 'bring up 
one hundred Horſe, and accompanied Sir Warhem Saintleger, 
to guard the Borders of the Pale, - whilſt the Lord Deputy 
mads the following Expedition to V/fer, 

The Lord Deputy, accompanied with the Earl of X/daze, 
and fach. others as he thought fit, did ſet our from Tredagh 
on the ſeventeenth day of Seprember, and encamped that 
Nightat Roſskeath, and ſo marched through Ulſter to Galway, 
where he eſtabliſhed Sir Edward Fitton Preſident of C navale: 
and he alſo took the Caſtle of Roſcommon, and left Thomas 
Leftrange and twenty Horſemen to garriſon,it, and then 
marched to Athiove, where he came on the twenty fixth of 
Odober, and there diſcharged the Army, and gave Order to 
build the Bridge of Arh/ove. In this Journey the Rebels ne- 
ver appeared, . except once by a Wood neax .C/ogher, where 
they had a ſmall Skirmiſh, wherein ſeveral were hurt, but 
nevet an EngliſhmanAlain ; asalſothey appeared with a great 
Body of Men near Tw«rlogh Lynogh's Caſtle called the Salmon, 
but made no attack. of 

The Deputy in this Journey-reſtored O Doxel to the Pol- 
ſefon of his Country, and particularly to..the Caſtles of 
Ballyſhenon and Donegal, and received his Homage by Inden- 
rure and Oath, reſerving two hundred Marks per azzum to 
the Queen, and a number of Men. to every general. Hoſting 
in Ufer : He alſo received the Submiſſions of ſeveral that 
were weafy of the Tyranny of O Neal, and reſtored Roſscom- 
mon-Caſtle, which had been one hundred and forty Years in 
the Rebels Poſſeſſion, and took -O Connor Sligo's Submiſſion, 
arid 0'Cotnor Dun's, Offiyn's, &e. all which yielded taypay 
Reat, &c. And 10 he retrieved tothe Crop guuny 1 
Miles long arid 48 Miles broad, without the. Eols of one M 
in Battle. &-piil i | : 

 The:Army being diſſolved at 4rhlone, the Deputy took 
care to place Garrilobs ;in the Frontiers of the Pale ; Andit 
was well. he. did, for. ſoon after the Deputy's «Return O Nes 
io altentation ef his-Power, invaded the Pale, and waſt 
the Country with Fire-and Sword ; and at kkagth beſieged 
Dundalk, but was again repulſed with Shame and Loſs. 
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In the mean time the _ had ruined 0 Neal, without 
much fighting, for he not only deprived -him of the great 
Tra@ of Land aforeſaid, but alſo of many of his Dependen-. ' 
ces, particularly of *Macguire, a great Man in that Country ; 
alſd Alexander xge and Mac Donel, and the Scots offered their 
Service againſt himon the one fide, as O Dormel did on the 
other: Nor was Tu#logh Lynagh leis troubleſome to him than 
the reſt. Befides, there were four Regiments in the Fronti- 
ers, that daily infeſted him : and the Deputy - ( who in Per- 
fon nrade many Incurſions into O NeaPs Country, and conti- 
nued about the Borders of the Paletothat intent ) on the thir- 
tieth day of December iflued out of Tredagh, -and took a Prey 
of two thouſand Cows and five hundred Garrons, ſo that 0 
Neal was diſtreſſed on every fide, and. brought to ſo low a 
Condition, that he once deſigged to come with a Halter about 
his Neck, and ſubmit to the Deputy. 

But partly his Guilt, and partly the Advice of his Friends, 
and the Hopes he had to perſwade the Scots to his Aid, di- 
verted him from that Reſolution, and engaged him in a Jour- 
ney to Clandeboy, where Alexanagy Oge and (1x huadred Scots 
lay encamped : And the more to ingratiate himſelf wah 
them, he enlarged Surly Buy ( Alexander's Brother ) whom 
he had for ſome time kept Priſoner ; but the Scots were as 
fly as he, and pretended very fair to him, till they had- got 
him and O DonePs Wite, and their Attendants 1nto their Pow- 
er, andthen, inRevenge ofthe Death of the aforeſaid James 
Mac Conel, and the Injuries he had done the Scots anno 1564. 
and in Expectation of a Reward from the State , they 
fell upon and murdered Shane O Neal and all his Company, 
on the ewenty ſecond of June, 1567. and ſent his Head to 
the Deputy; pickled in a Pipkin; and it was afterwards ſet 
upon a Pole, on the Top of the Caſtle of Dublin. 

This Shane © Neal was a cunning, ſubtil Man in his way, 
but he could not write, or ſpeak Engliſh but very ner 
ly ; he was ſo great a Sot, that he had at once two Hundred 
Tun of Wine in his Cellar at Dunarun ; whereof, and of UV/- 
quebagh, he would drink tothat exceſs, that to cool him, he 
would be putanto a Pit, and-the Earth caſt round him up to 
his Chin, and fſo- he remain'd, as it were*buried alive, till 
his Body were in better Temper. This Shane O Neat:is re. 
corded to be the proudeſt Man upon Earth ; he pretended to 


be King of Ulfer, and had fix hundred Armed Mea for his 


Guard, and had'ready for the Field four thouſand Foot, and 

a thouſand Horſe ; he trained up his Tenants to the Uſe of

Months in Munſter ; and ha- 
ving heart the Complaints made agaidſt the Earl of. De/- 
ond, and his Defence ,” he adjudged: the Matter againſt 
that Earl, and made an Order, that Deſmond ſhould make 
amends for the Treſpaſſes he had; committed; - which Def- 
mond reluling to do, the Deputy had him apprehended and 
impriſoned at XAz//mailock, and by the help of three hundred 
Citizens, from' Limerick, had him fafely conveyed to thac 
City, where he was-Jadicted of High Treaſon, for Levying 
War againſt the Queen, and his Brother John was Knighted, 
and made Seneſchal of Deſmond, and for a while behaved 
himſelf ſo well, that in three Months time he made refara- 
tion to the People: his Brother (the Earl ) 'hadiinjured,: to 


the value of three thouſand Pounds ; nevetthelets the Eark 


of Ormond was not pleaſed. with this Preferftent -of Sir John 
Deſmond, as one whio plainly. . foreſaw, - that» he would in 
time prove as troubleſom as his Brother. \--- I 
But the Lord Deputy being tired with the Complaints of 
Oliver Sutton, a Gentleman of thayPale, againft the-Earl of 
K;laare, and others, and the Accuſations preferred by the 
Lady of Deunboyn, Mac Brian Ara; Oliver Fitz. Girald, and 
athers, againſt Sir Edmond Butler, and ' Pierce: bis Brothe 
was an earneſt Suitor, 'That a Lord Chancellor fitly quali 
might be ſent over to determine-ſome of thaſe- Nifterences-; 
and accordingly Dr.-Wefton, Dean of the Arches, was made 
LorFChaancellor, and arrived at-Dwblin in July, and exectt- 
ted that Office, to the great caſe of rhe Lord /Deputy,: and 
to the ſatisfaction: of the People ': He rr» 
adviſing the Lord Peputy to take care thet Shove O

like :-And fo the Deputy having:(etled that: P5ovince as wgll 
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. as "was poſſible , after many pithy Exhortations to Peace 


and Obedience, 'and a Promiſe to fend Commiſſioners 
amongſt them to decide all Controverſies , except thoſe rela- 
ting to Homictde and Free-hold, he-returned to Dabliz with 
the applauſe of the People; and at Dublin he received the 
Submiſhon of the O Reylyzes, by Indenture, on the' twehty 
eighth of November, and about the ſame time beautified the 
Caſtle of Dablin with ſtately additional Buildings, which 
yet remain. \ We. 

| But howlſoever theſe good Services were reliſhed in Ire- 
lzzd, where the Fruits of them were felt and perceived, yer 
in.Exgland they were (0 little regarded, that no mention was 
made of them in any of the Publick Diſpatches ; but on the 
contrary, the Publick Letters to the Deputy, were full of 
Reprimands and ſharp RefleQtions, becauſe of the Infolen- 
cies of the Earl of Deſmond ; - and therefore the Lord Deputy 
did endeavour his own Revocation ; and at length prevailed 
to get Licence to go for England; he carried with him the 
Earl of Deſmond, the Baron of Dungannon, O Connor Sligo, 
O Carol, and others: When he came to Hamptron-Courr, 
with two hundred Gentlemen in his Train, it hapned that

a Multitude, ſhe was thereat ſurprized, until ſhe was told, 
it was the Lord Deputy of Ireland ; and then ſhe replied; I 
was well enough ; for he had two of the beſt Offices in the King- 
aom.

ſent by the Queen ; butter a while, was told by ſome of the 
Courtiers, That the Scuffle in Ulſter was not worthy to be called 
« War,fince the principal Rebel ( Shane O Neal ) was but a Beg- 
gar and'an Outlaw. However, the Earl of Deſmond an O Con- 
#or:'were clapt 'up in the Tower, and Sir John of ' Deſmond 
was ent for, and impriſoned in the ſame place. 

But O Connor', by Indenture made his Submiſhon to the 
Queen, and thereupon wasenlarged ; and the next Year,viz. 
the twelfth of 'F#/y 1568, the Earl of Deſmond ſubmitted in 
moſt humble manner, and laid all his Eftate at her Majeſties 
Feet, and promifed to convey what part ſhe ſhould be pleal- 
ed to take of it, ' and acknowledges to have forfeited a Re- 
cognizance of twenty thouſand Pounds, 'which he had fof- 
merly made to the Queen, as hath been already related. But 
when Sydny'went to Exgland, he left ).1

and ſo making Religion their Pretence, they confederated to- 
gether : James Firz-Morris was the Bell-weather of this 
Flock, and the Ringleader of all this Miſchief ; he added - 
the 
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the general Grievances, the particular Injuries done to his 
own Family, by the impriſonment: of the Earl of Deſmond, 
and his Brother Sir John; and he inveigled the Earl of Glen- 
car, by telling him, That the Queen was to be married to 
the Earl of Leiceſter ; and that thereupon, the Lord Deputy 
( who married that Earl's Siſter ) was to be King of Ireland, 
and when the Earl of Glencar was once engaged, Mac Do- 
nogh, and many more of the Cartyes came in of courſe ; and 
Fitz Girald , commonly called Seneſcha] of Imokilly, was as 
forward in this Rebellion as any of them ;: and although Sir 
Edmond Butler, who.was Seneſchal to his brother the Earl of 
Ormond, and conſequently hated all the Family of Deſmond, 
and had formerly pretended to ſerve againſt James Fitz-Mor- 

7; Yer partly, becauſe he did not dare to appear before 
Commiſſioners ſent by the Lord Deputy to Kzlkenny, to 
examine and redreſs the grievous Complaints made againft 
him ; and pony for Zeal to the Catholick Cauſe, and Fond- 
neſs. of the Iriſh Uſurpations, he ſacrificed his private Re-

But the Lord Deputy was not idle ; but afſoon as he had 

. Notice of this Confederacy,. he proclaimed them Traytors, 
and ordered Sir Peter Carew, Governor of Leighlin, to begin 
the War, which he did; and being accompanied by the 
Captains; Malby, Gilbert, Baſner, and others, he took Sir 
Edmund”s Caſtle of Cloghzriman, and gave the Spoil to the 
Soldiers; and thence he marched to Xz/kenny, and upon in- 
telligence that three thouſand Men were within three Miles 
of that City, Sir Peter Carew ſent Henry Davels to diſcover 
them ; and being ſatisfied by him, thar they were not above 
twothouſand , he refolved to attack them ; Captain Gzlbert, 

. and Davels, and twelve more: began the Charge ; which 
was well ſeconded by Carew, Malby and Baſnet, and the 
Succeſs was accordingly ; four hundred Gallowglaſſes bein 
ſlain, without the loſs of any Engliſh Man, Captain Malby's 
Servant only excepted. 

Not longafter, James Fitz. Morris beſieged Kzlkenny, but 
both Garriſon and Citizens behaved themſelves ſo well, that © 
Fitz-Morris was fain to execute his Malice on the Country- 
Villages and ſmaller Towns, and thoſe he did not ſpare ; pars

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ticularly he robbed old Fulco Quiverford of Calan ( who had 
been Servant to three Earls of Ormond ) of two thouſand 
Pounds in Money, Plate ' and Houſhold-ſtuff, belides Corn 


and Cattel... 


Another Party went to the. County of Wexford, and at 
a Fair at I#iſcorthy, committed mgſt vile Outrages, raviſh- 
ing Women, and killing or impriſoning ever they met 
with ; nor did the Queens County and Ofſory fare any bet- 
ter. The Lord Power's Eſtate, and the whole County of 
Waterford were in the ſame condition ; and even the very 
County of Dublin had its fhare of Deſolation. 

But the Confederates finding no EffeQts: of their former 
Ambaſly, ſent new Meſſengers to the Pope and King of Spain, 
and alfo ſollicited Twrlogh Lynogh to procure the Aid of the 


Scots, and were ſo diligent, that nothing was left ugdoge 
' that might tend to ſubvert the Government, and clear the 


Country of all Engliſh Men and ay car Laws. 
The Earl of Ormond, then in England, troubled at the 


Diſloyalry of his Brethren, offered his Service againſt them, 
and-undertook to reclaimthem by Perſwaſion or Force, ' and 
to that end, he arrived at Wexford the fourteenth Day of 
Azvguſt,being the very Day of the aforeſaid Fair at Inzfcorthy.

Lord Deputy having notice that Sir Warhars Lady was (in

obſtinately iofiſted upon its Privileges, and * refuſed to 
ſend any Men ; however, Mr. Wiſe, and a few Volun- 
teers, and {onfe. Sea-men came to the Deputy, and were very 
kindly received, and the Diſloyalty of the City was remem. 
bred at another time. In Clonmel the Lord Deputy was no- 
bly Treated in the Town-Hopſe, which he requited by a

had Lodging, Diet, and Firing to their content, and without 
the grumbling of the Citizens, itgh hand) 21 wh] 

 TheEarls of Thomond and.Glencar, and the principal Gen- 
try of the Province came to wait on the Lord Deputy at Cork, 
and there they kept their Chriſtmaſs, and as loon as that was 
over, the Lor& Deputy began his Seffions, and fat in Court 
almoſt . eyery day from the ſeventh day of January. to the 
one -and thirtieth, Condom and' a' younger Son of the Lord 
Roch were Condentned, and though they were Reprieved, 
yet Mere were twenty three other notorious Malefattors Exe- 
cuted ; and the,better to diſcover Vagabonds and Tories, 
every Gentlemerpas commanded to give in # Lift of 'his 
Dependants, and to anſwer for them, and Proclamation was

try was entirely waſted, and innumerable complaints of Murs 
ther, Rape, Burning, Robbery, and Sacriledge were madg

" He,impriſoned:the Earl of Thomond, arid Teis Mac Muy- 
rough till they gave Bonds and Hoſtages of their good Beha- 
viour; he kept. the Earl's Brother in Irons, .and. made Sir 
Donald. O Bryan Sheriff, and left a Provoſt-Marſhal, and a 
Garriſon amongſt them at their Requeſt and.Charge; and up- 
on'ſhewing them that the uncertainty of their tenures was the 
. cauſe of all their Diſturbances, they. promiſed to. ſurrender 
their Eſtates, and take Patents according to Law, and-fo 
having appointed Commiſſioners to hear fuch of their Com-« 
plaints .as he had not leiſure to determine, and having pu- 
niſhed fome notorious Offenders, and ruined the. Rebelhous 
Mac an Aſpigs (Baſtard,Sons of the Biſhop of KzUlaloo, by 
name Brzens) he went to Galway. | 
To Galway came ſeven of the Family of rhe Clandonells,and 
after them came Mac William Eighter,who could ſpeak Latin, 
though he couldnot ſpeak Engliſh ; he ſubmitted by Oath and 
IndEnture, and agreed to pay two HiMdred and Fifty Marks 
per Annum for his Country, beſides Contribution of Men, 
on riſings out, and conſented the Clandonells ſhould - hold 
their Lands of the Queen, whereupon he was Koighted, and 
had ſome ſmall Preſents from the Deputy, .and an Engliſh 
Sheriff ſeat into his Country, as he defired;; O Mayle alſo . 
ſubmitted as did all the reft of the County of Mayo, and de- 
fired Juſtice and Engliſh Government, being weary of the 
devaſtations made by their civil Diſſentions. 
The Town of Galway was poor and diſorderly, and the

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Country deſtroyed by the Earl of Clamrickerd's Sons, againſt 
whom infinite Complaints were made : Neverthelels,. they 
had the Confidence to come unexpeRedly intothe Church of 
Galway in the time of DivineiService, ,and upon their Knees

begged Pardon for their Extravagances,-.which by Adyice 
of: the Privy-Council was granted unto them, although for 
the preſent they were confined,” and were. afterwards carri- 
ed to Dubliz, and _ ſo the Lord Deputy having ſtayed three 
Weeks at Galway, ſet out towards Dublin, and kept Seſſions 
in every County he marcked into, and ſetled Garriſons in

Bat the ſtate of Aft/airs and the miſerable Condition of 
Ireland, are beſt underſtood from the lively Repreſentation of

were taken, and him{&f fent cloſe Priſoner to Hs Teton 
he made many Excufes, but to no purpoſe, which done, the 
Deputy reſtored Caſtlebar to Mac William Eighter, and went 
ro Galway'to comfort and ſecurethe Townſmen and 'thence to 
Lymerick, where he ſetled the Prefident Drury, and thence 
rogether, they went to CorF, where the Preſident remained. 
The Lord Preſident Drury, being valiant in War, and di- 
ligent in times of -Peace, by executing Juſtice ſeverely on the 
diſobedient, and by cheriſhing thoſe. that were Loyal, 
brought Mu»fter into good Order, the oreg of Kerry only 
eXepted, "which Deſmond claimed to be his Palatinate, and 
exempt from the Preſidents Juriſdiction, whereby it.came 
ro be a neſt of Rogues, and a SanQtuary for Rebels, 
wherefore the Preſident reſolved to break through the pre- 
tended Priviledge, and to make” Kerry ameſnable to-the

Deſmond uſed all his Tricks to prevent it, but finding all 
other Devices fruitlefs, in ſhew of kindneſs he invited the 
Pre- 
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Preſident to his Houſe in Tray,” the Preſident accepted the 
lavitation, and with an Hundred andgorty.Perſons went in- 
to Kerry, keeping Seſſions as he went; Deſmond had ſeven 
Hundred,.or eight Hundred Men teady'to {urprize and Mur- 
ther him ; but when the Preſident underſtood -what conditi- 
onthe was1n, he encouraged his People all he could, and ma- 
king a Vertue of Neceflity, reſolved rather to give than re- 
ceive the Charge, which he did ſo bravely, that the Rebels 
were amazed, and fled. # | 

The Counteſs of Deſmond was much troubled at her. Huſ> 
bands Folly, and prayed the Prefident- to believe that. the 
Earl had afſembled thoſe Men only for a general Hunting to 
welcome his Lordſhip, and deſired him to be ſatisfied —He 
temporized with the Earl at her Requeſt, but nevertheleſs 
kept Court and Seſſions in Kerry, whereupon Deſmond ha- 
ving no other way, with great Clamour- impeach'd the Pre- 
ſident to the Deputy, eſpecially for taking of Ceſſe. 

The Mac an Earl's (Clanrickard's Sons) were up again in 
Connaught, and had gotten two thouſand Scots to their Afſi- 
ſtance ; they —__ Ballyriagh ( or Logreagh ) one of the 
Earl of Clanrickard's Caſtles ; but Thomas P72: An and Cap- 
tain Collier ( who lay in Garriſon there, with fifty Horſe and 
an hundred Foor,) defended the Place fo.valiantly, that they 
forced the Rebels to rajle the Siege, with the Slaughter of ſix 
Captains, and an hundredand fifty of their Souldiers ; where- 
at the Rebels were ſo netled, that they immediately fell upon 
Mac William Oughter, and waſted his Country ; but upon 
the Approach of the Lord Deputy, the Rebels diſperſed, and 
thereupon the Deputy divided his Forces, and by the help 
an "intelligence of Mac William Oughter, he met with and 
defeated ſeveral ſmall Parties of the Iriſh, and killed many, 
and executed ſome ; and ſo having reſtored Mac William 
to moſt of his Caſtles, and being informed that the Scots 
were retreated to the Routs and the Glinns, he Knighted Sir 
Nicholas Malby, and according 0 the Queens Orders, ,Jeft 
him Governor of Connarght, and then returned to Dublin, 
on the thirteenth of Ocfober. | 

"In the mean time, Walter Earl of Eſſex, who had made a 
ſecond Expedition into UV/fter, and proceeded ſucceſsfully 
there, by the means of his Enemies, received many Alrogts 
from Court, and at length was forced to reſign his Commhad 
i Viſer ; with the grief whereof { or as others ſay, with a

Country, and taking the adva of the Sottiſhneſs of the 
Inhabitants of the Nass (who celebrated their Anoiverſary 
with the ſame Riot and Exceſs as the Pagans did their Bu- 
chunalia, and ſo were dead Drunk) they ſurpriſed that Town;

-The Lord Deputy 1n his way to Limerick, lay at Caftleron 
Roch, but the Earl of Deſmond (being at odds with the Lord 
Roch) would not got go rhither, and the-Deputy was after- 
wards troubled chat he went thither, when he underſtood 
thatthe Lorch Roch cefſed his Tenants for the Deputies En- 
tertainmetit. - 

The Deputy fonnd the Earl of Deſmond, and the Earl of 
Glencar at fo great difference, that they were almoſt ready to 

aw-into the Field, as was uſual ; their conteſt was about the 
Bounds of Kzrry,viz. Whether Macerty's Lands were within the 
County Palatine of Kerry,or not ? Neither were the feuds be- 
tween the Butlers and Grraldines any thing leſs rhan the other ; 
both fides had made great Preparations for Battle;but the Lord 
Deputy interpoſed effeQtually todetermine, or at leaſt ſuſpend 
theſe ConrorerBics, and he alſo perſwaded Deſmond to take 
a certain Rent of his Tenants, inſtead of Coin and Livery, 
and he Executed twenty two Criminals at Limerick, and thir- 
ty fix at Klkenny, one of which was a Blackamoor, and 
two others were Witches, and were condemned by the Law 
of Nature, for there-was no poſitive Law againſt Witchcraft 
in thoſe Days. 

Moreover, the Lord Deputy bound ſeveral Citizens by 
Recognizance of forty Pound, to come to Church to hear di- 
vine Service every Sunday, purſuant to rhe Queen's Injun- 
tions ; and he adviſed the Biſhop of Ofſory to make a Rate for 
the repair'6f the'/Church, and to diftrain for it, and ſo ha-

| The Earl of Deſmond was as deep in this Rebellion as any 
body, as is manife(t from the following Confederacy. 


Hereas the Right Honourable Garret, Earl of Deſ- 

mond hath Aſſembled us his Kinſmen, Followers, Friends 
4nd Servants about bim, after his coming out.of Dublin, and 
made us privy to ſuch Articles ws 6 Lord Deputy, and Coun- 
cil was delivered untohins the eighth of July, 1579, To be per- 
formed, as alſo his Anſwers t0 4 ſaid Articles, which ſaid An. 
ſmers we 0" ſoreaſonable, 'as we with one accord do counſel and 
adviſe the ſaid Earl not to conſent nor yield to any more than 
in his Letter is already rg, and futher, the ſaid Earl de- 
clared unto us, that if he do not yield prefently to the Perform- 
ance of the ſame Articles, and put in his pledges for obſervation 
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- thereof that then the Lord Deputy will bend'his force, and makeW ar 
- apagnſt him. We the Perſons underwritten do adviſe and Coun- 

el the ſaid Earl to defend himſelf from the violence of the ſaid 
Lord Depaty,” that doth ask ſo unreaſonable a Demand, as in the 
Said Articles is contained, . and for to defend and ſtick to this our 
Advice and Council, we renounce God if we do ſpare Life, Body, 
Lands and'Goods, but will be aiding, helping, and aſſiſting the 
ſaid Earl, to maintain and "defend this our Advice againſt the 
ſaid Lord Deputy, or any other that will covet the Tad Earl's

Nevertheleſs the Earl diſſembled the Matter and «tempo. 
rized for a long time;he was building a Caſtle, when the news 
firſt came of James's Arrival, and immediately he diſcharged” 
the Workmen, and pretending to oppole 'the Spaniards, he 
ſent to Mac Carthy More, to ſummon him to afſitt him, Mac 
Carthy came accordingly, and ſhewed himſelf forward in 
the Matter, but as ſoon as he diſcovered Deſmond's Inclinati- 
ons, he took his leave and returned. 7 | 

Nevertheleſs, the Earl of Deſmond at the perſwaſion of 
Captain Appeſly was (againſt his Will) obliged to remove to 
Askeaton ; however he ſuffered, and ſecretly encouraged ma- 
ny of his Followers to go over to the Spaniards, but that did 
not ſatisfie them, for when they found themſelves diſappoint- 
ed of thoſe great Aids that were promiſed them, their Cou- 
rage began to abate, and they entertained Thoughts of re- 
turning home, and undoubtedly they had done fo, but that 
James Fitz Maurice kept up their Spirits by, large Promiſes 
of ſpeedy Afiſtance, and in order to procure it, he under- 
took a Journey to Connaxght, but pretended only to goin Pil- 
grimage to pay his Devotions to the Holy Croſs in Typerary; 
he took with him four Horſe, and twelve: Kerns, and being 

comtd. £35, Comeinto Bur#'s' Country, in the County of Limerick, 'and 
237.  Wantinga Horſe, he ordered his Mea to rake the firſt rhey =_ 
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with, which they did: out of a;Plow of Burt's; the Plow- 
men raife the Hue-and-Cry, whereupon Sir William Burks 
Sons purſued themyz'and at length overtook 'them, Headed 
by Fitz Morris, with whom-their Father had formerly join- 
ed 1a Rebellion ; Fitz Morris inimediately calls out Coz Theo- 
dore, Two Garons ſhall make no Byeach between you and I, TI hope 
you will do as Ido ; Burk replied, He had too mach of Rebell;- 
on already, and had* ſworn the contrary, and therefore would have 
his Horſes. Fitz Morris thought it diſhonourable to part with 
what he had gotten, and ſo to. Skirmiifh they go, which was 
brisk. enough, and ended. in the {laughter of both of them. 
Fitz Morris was quartered at Xz/mallock, and Sir William 
Burk was afterwards made Baron of Caſt/econnel, with Joy 
whereof he died. 

Upon notice «that Fames Fitz Maurice, and the Spaniards 
were.arrived, the Lord Deputy with the Army ( which was 
but four hundred Foot, and two hundred Horſe) marched 
ro Munſter, accompanied by the Marſhal Bagnal, Malby, Wing- 
feild, Waterhouſe, Fitton, Maſterſon, and others of that fort, 
and by the Lords of Kzldare, Moungarret, Upper Ofſory, and 
Dunboyn, who brought two hundred Horſe of their own, 
beſides Kern ; when they came to Kz/mallock, the Deputy ſen 
Meſſengers for the Earl of Deſmond, and ſome others whom 
he ſuſpe&ed. L500 

Deſmond after much lingring, and many vain excuſes, came 
tothe Camp well attended ; but ſome of his: tricks being dif- 
covered, he was committed to Priſon, and thereupon being fear- 
ful leſt all his ſecret Treaſons and Combinations might be unra- 
velled, tit ſo paſſionately bumbled himſelf to. the Deputy, that 
upon the renewal of his oath of Allegiance he was ſet at Liberty. 

In the mean time, his Brother Sir John Deſmond was at 
the head of the Rebels, and encamped near S/eaveloghey ; but 
the Deputy quickly feaſed them thence, and having divided 
his ſmall Army into three Parts ; he purſued the Iriſh fo cloſe, 
that he often lay in the place where they had lain the night 
before ; nevertheleſs, he could never overtake theſe light-foot- 
ed Enemies, and therefore having deſtroyed the Forage, he 
returned to K/jlmallock, and Encamped at Gibbings-Town, and 
continued nine Weeks, marching up and down thereabouts, 
with very great toil, but to no-great purpoſe. 

Only the Captains, Herbert and Price, being detached with 
two hundred Men, did ſome Execution on the Rebels at a place 
called the Blackwood : But in their return homeward, they were 
ſurprized by an” Ambuſh of Sir John Deſmond's, and them- 
ſelves, and moſt of their Company ſlain, without any great 
dammage <othe Iriſh, {aving that their Commander, Sir Johs 


Deſmond was wounded in the Noſe. 
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But the Army being recruited by the arrival of the 
Captains, Bourchier, Carew' and Dowaall, with fix hundred 
Men to Waterford, and of Sir Fohn Perrot with fix Ships to 
Cork, the Deputy made another incurſion into Connilo, but 
could not meet with the Rebels, and ſo finding himſelf Sick, 
he left the Army with Sir Nzcholas Malby, and retired to Wa- 
zterford, and having Knighted Bourchier, Stanly, Carew, More, 


- Pelham, Gorge Perrot, and Walſh, he died the laſt day of 


September, 1579. "4 
The Earl of Deſmond continued his Profeſſion of Loyalty, 


and pretended to aQ ſeparately, but would not by any means 
venture himſelf in the Camp, or 1n any walled Town, however 
he ſent his only Son to be a hoſtage of his fidelity,and theCoun- 
teſs brought the Child to the Deputy a little before his Death. 

During the Interval between the Deputies ſickneſs, and the 
Ele&tion of a new one, the Marſhal Malby managed the 
Army, which confiſted of. nine hundred 'Foot, and an hun- 
dred and fifty Horſe, whereof he left filty Horſe, and three 
hundred Foot with Captain Bourchier. at K;zllmallock, and 
marched with the reſt to refreſh them at Limerick. 

After they had a little Reſt, the Marſhal made an incurfi- 
on into Connilo, and at Monaſter Neva, about nine Miles from 
Limerick, he met with Sir John of Deſmond, and two Thou- 
{and Rebels, and it came to a Battle, wherein the Iriſh be- 
haved themſelves valiantly, and with great: reſolution recei- | 
ved the firſt and ſecond Charge ; however they could not 
forget the known Maxim of ſome Men, That if the | Enemy 
wont run, they will, and therefore at the third Charge their Sto- 
machs came down, and their General, Sir Johz, waSas nim- 
ble as any of them to ſhelter himſelf ina Bog ; however he 
left two hundred and ſixty of his Myrmidons behind him, 
who were killed upon the Spot, and amongſt them the fa- 
mous Legat, Dottor Aller. 

The Earl of Deſmond and the Lord of Kerry, from a little 
Hill, hard by, were the Melancholy SpeCtators of this Battle ; 
and although Deſmond did the nextday lend a Meſſenger to 
Malby to congratulate his Victory, and had put in his Son 
as a pledge for his Loyalty, and although the Lord of Kerry's 
Son Patrick, was a {worn Officer to the Queen in England, 
and was now come over by her Majeſties Leave, only ro ſee 
his Father, and although all of them are. of the noble Fami- 
ly of Fitz Girald, and conſequently of Engliſh ExtraCtion ; 
yet they were ſo bigotted with ſenfleſs Superſtition, that the 
Iriſh Prieſts (who are the moſt ignorant Clerks-in the World) 
could lead theſe Noblemen by the Noſe into the greareſt Fol- 
ly, Iogratitude, and Diſloyalty that ever-was known, fo that 


hencetorward we muſt expett to find theſe Engliſh Lords in

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open Rebellion with the Iriſh againſt" the Crown 'of - Exg- 
land.

The victorious Malby encamped that night by the Abby of - 


Monaſtey Neva, and after two or three days removed'to Ra- 
kele, and encamped there ;* a Party of the Earl of Deſmond's 
came confidently within a Mile of the Camp, 'but were well 


beaten for their pains, and ſome that were taken Priſoners, 


diſcovered many of Deſmond's Deſigns, and that he had been 
in the Field ever ſince the Battel of Monafter. News ; but they 
'needed:not to be ſo-nice in their Examinations , for that. ve- 
ry Night put- the Matter out of doubt, and Deſmond and his 
Brother did perſonally affault the Engliſh Camp, bur-came 
off ( as they uſed/todo) with Loſs and Diſgrace';: however, 
the Marſhal thought it neceſſary to remove to Asheatos, hav- 
ing firſt ſetled a Garriſon at Ratea/, and he performed what 
he deſigned, although the Enemy did frequently skirmiſh 
with him in his March ; and then having notice of the De- 
. puty's-Death, he placed Sir William Stanly and Captain C- 
rew at Adare, and ſent the reſt of the Army to other Garri- 
ſons. | 

Hereupon, the Rebels inſulted at a great Rate, bragging, 
that they would take all the Garriſons ; and Sir Johz of Deſ- 
-ona,with four hundred Foot and fifty Horle,aQtually belieg*d 
Adare;(o that the Garriſon durſt not peep abroad till their vi- 
Ctuals failed them;and then Neceflity whetted their Courage, 
and made their Swords as ſharp as their Stomachs ; ſo thar 
Sir John was forced to retire. The Engliſh had but one {mall 
. Cot, which would hold about eight Men, and by help.of ir, 
an hundred and twenty Men of the Garriſon of Adere-were 
waſted over the River, into the'Knight of the G/z»»s- Coun- 
try, and being unexpected there, they did great Execution ; 
but they ſtaid fo long, that- the Knight of the Glzz and Sir 
John Deſmond had got together thirty Horſe, -and four hun- 
dred Foot, ſome Iriſh, and ſome Spaniards, and overtook 
them, and entertain'd a brisk Skirmiſh for about eight hours; 
nevertheleſs the Engliſh made good their Retreat, without 
any conſiderable Lofs, and killed about fifty of the Enemy. 

Sir William Pelham,Lord Juſtice, was choſen by the Coun- 
cil, and ſworn in Chriſt-Church, Dublin, on the eleventh of 
Ottober, and immediately he Knighted the Lord Chancelor 
Gerard, and youg Edward Fitton. | 

After Dinner, the Council fate, and directed Letters toall 
the conſiderable Iriſhmen, to confirm them in their Loyalty ; 
particularly, tro Pheagh Mac Hugh, Sir Hugh O Reihy, Sir Tg 
Macguire, Turlogh Lynogh, &c. and they allo appointed t 
Earl of Ormond to be Governor of Munſter, and Sir Warham 
Saint-Leger, to be Provoſt Marſhal thereof, and ordered Deſ- 
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mond's Son to be conveyed to the Caſtle of Dublin, to be fafe- 
ly kept. 

: The Lord Juſtice having diſpatched the Chancellor to Exg- 
land, to inform her Majeſty how Matters RRood in Ireland ; 
and having committed the Care of the North-Borders to the 
Earl of K;ldare , marched into Munſter, , taking with him 
the three Bands lately brought from Berwick, by the Captains 
Walter, Caſe and Pikeman ; he came to Kzlkenny, the nine- 
teenth of OfFober,. and kept Seſſions two Days, and fate in 
Perſon, inſomuch that Edmond Mac Net, and other notable 
Traytors were then executed ; and he allo reconciled the 
Earl-of Orm8nd and the Lord of Upper Ofſory. 

At Caſbel the Earl of Ormond came to him with two hun- 
dred and thirty Men, and hence his Excellency ſent Letters 
to the Earl of Deſmond to repair to him, that he might re- 
concile him and Sir Nicholas Malby; thence he went to Lime- 
rick, where he was well received; and the Mayor Prefented 
him with a thouſand Armed Citizens ; here alſo he was met _ 
by Malby and the Army ; and the next day he went to a Vil- 
lage called Fannings, where he gave Orders for a General 
Hoſting or Riſing out; and thither came the Counteſs of 
Deſmond, with Letters from her Husband. | 

Hereupon the Earl of Ormond was ſent to expoltulate with 
Deſmond, upen ſundry Articles ; whereto he returned a tri- 
fling Anſwer, on the the thirtieth of Ofober, complaining of 
old Injuries, &c, Wherefore, other Letters were ſent from 
Crome, where the Lord” Juſtice then was; but to no pur- 
poſe ; for though Deſmond proteſted Loyalty, yet he would . 

. Not come to the Camp ; nay he was known to att rebelli- 
ouſly, even while he was writing his Proteſtarion ; for the 
Lord Juſtice being removed to Rakeal, was allarm'd by ſome 
Rebels ; whereof four being killed, one was found to be De/- 
-0nd's Butler, and himſelt was not far off; wherefore he 
was Proclaimed Traytor in the Camp, the ſecond day of No- 
vember 1579. unleſs he ſhould ſurrender himſelf in twenty 
days ; and immediately the Army proceeded to deſtroy his 
Country with Fire and Sword. Andit mult nat be omitted, 
that the Lords of Gormanſtown and Delvin (who were of the 
Council, and attended the Lord Juſtice in this Expedition ) 
were {o tainted and corrupted with Popery, that they refu- 
ſed to ſign the Proclamation againſt Deſmond; for which, 
they were afterwards ſeverely reprimanded by a Letter from 
the Lords of the Council in Exgland. 

On the #hird of November, the Lord Juſtice removed to 
Puble O Bryan, and Muſtered the Army, and ſo leaving two 
hundred and fifty Horſe, and eight Enfigns of Foot with the

Hereu > Deſmon grew. inſolent, that. he wrote an 
arrogant Letter to the Lord Juſtice, .zmporting, .that he and 
his Brethren were centred, into the Defence of the Catholick 
Faith, under the Protection of the, Pope and the King of 
Spaiz, and adviſed the Lord Juſtice tojoyn with him, and 
nine days after, he wrote Circular Letters to ſuch of the Lords 
and Gentlemen of Leinfter, as he rhaught to be revetlioully 


inclined; the Form of which Letters may be ſeen in the fo 
lowing Letter which he ſent to Pheagh Mac Hagh. 


TY well beloved Friend, I commend me to you ; It ® ſo, 

that I and my Brother are entred into the Defence of the 
Catholick Faith, and the overthrow of our Country by Engliſh 
Men, which had overthrown the Holy Church, and go about to 
over-run our Country, and make it their own, and to make us 
their Bond men ; wherein we are to deſire you to take part with us, 
according as you are bound by Conſcience and by Nature, to defend 
your Country: And if you be afraid we ſhould ſhrink from you 
after you ſhould enter this C aſe you [ball underfland, that we 
took this Matter in hand with great Authority, both from the 
Popes Holineſs, and from King Philip , who do undertake to 
further us in our Affairs as we Guy need: Wherefore you ſhall 
not need to fear totake one part of it ; and be aſſured we will ne- 
ver agree with none of your Adverſaries without your Conſent ; 
aud this our Letter hall be a ſufficient Warrant for the ſame.

Beſides the Nonſence and Illiterature paring in this Let- 
ter, is it not prodigious that Fi#z:Grrald, an Engliſh Man, 
ſhould rail againſt his own Nation,- and think that to be the 
worſt of Faults which was moſt*inſeparable from him,8& the 
Foundation of his greatneſs,viz.his extraQtion;or that he,who 
held his Eſtate by Engliſh Laws and-Patents, ſhould fo in- 
{iſt upon his Poſſeſſion, as to forget his Title, and by a ſtu- 
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id Contradition, look haps Engliſh as Uſurpers, whilſt 

e himſelf had no other Right ? Bur he, who could fancy , 

that any Authority in Trelan, «could'be derived from King | 

" Philip, might ſwallow impoſſibilities, and without fear or 
wit, run into deſtruQtion; as he did. 

In the tnean time, the Lord General Orm0xd invaded Corn- 
nilogh, to which Place Deſmond was again returned ; but did 
not at all expe that Attack, ſo that moſt of the Inhabitants 
were ſurprized , and either killed. or taken Priſoners, and 
the Villages- were either plundered or burnt ; the Earl 
was like to be ſurprized at Newcaſtle, and very narrowly eſca- 
ped: And not long after Ormond had a Bruſh with the Se- 
neſchal of Comnilogh ; and though Ormond got the better, yet 
he loſt many of his Soldiers; and therefore in revenge he 
burnt all the Country about Lefinnex, and then marched to 
Cork, and in the way he took a Prey of fifteen hundred Cows, 
and brought them thither. 

At Cork, Ormond diſpoſed of his Army into Garriſons, and 
then went to Caſbel, having by the way taken the Mayor of 
Toughal, who had formerly refuſed a Garrifon, andunder+ 
took to defend the Town againſt the Rebels ; and yet when 
Deſmond attacked it, the Mayor delivered it up almoſt with: 
out Blows ; and therefore, to appeaſe the Queen {who was 
mightily troubled at the ſcandalous Loſs of Towghal) the 
Mayor was deſervedly executed before his own Door ; and 
it is obſervable, that Towgha! was wholly deſerted ; ſothat 
there was nor one Soul left in it, except one Fryar, who was 
ſpared for the Humanity he had ſhewed to the Corps of 
Henry Davels, which he carefully buried ; but the old Inha- 


 bitants, were by Proclamation of the firſt day of February, 


invited to return, and to encourage them thereunto, a Gar- 
riſon of three hundred Foot was left in the Town under the 
Command of the Captains Morgan and Perce. 

In the mean time,O7mond made great Preparations to reco- 
ver the Caſtle of Sangically from the Spaniards,trom whom he 
expected ſtout and obſtinate Reſiſtance ; but on the contrary, 
they deſerted the Caſtle upon view of the Army , and fled 
over the Water,but were ſo hotly purſued,that moſt of them 
were {lain, and a Garriſon was put into the Caſtle. 

Ormond's Head Quarters were at Adare, and it being uſual 
for the Soldiers to range abroad for Forage or Plunder, Deſ- 
-ond placed an Ambuſh ſo luckily, that it once intercepted 
them; but being ſtout, and well diſciplin'd Men, they made 
good their Retreat without any Diſadvantage.

Juſtice, having ſtayed three Weeks at Waterford, removed to 
Clonmel, where Ormozd met him' again, and-thence he march- : 
£d to Limerick, and had his Baggage carried a [great part of 
the way on Mens Shoulders, for want of Carriage-Horſes, 
or becauſe of the badneſs of the Way, or both ; at Limerick 
the Chancellor of that Diogeſs, was found guilry of Treaſon, 
for correſponding with Deſmond:, but he made Shift to get 
a Pardon, whilſt the Biſhop of Limerick ( who was ſhrewd- 
ly ſuſpeed)) was confined to his Houſe. | 
On the Tenth of March, the Lord Juſtice and Ormond met 
at Rakele, and the next day they paſſed over the Bridge of

On: the eighth of July, the Popiſh Lords of Munſter 
appeared before the Lord Juſtice at Limerick, and being 
rged with Correſpondence with the Rebels, and negligence 
in Proſecuting them, all of them (except the Lord Barry) 
ſubmitted and promiſed future Loyalty, and were ordered 


to maintain two thouſand Men during the War, and to give 


Pledges of Performance ; but the next day they thoughe the 
Charge too heavy, and therefore were confined to their 
Chambers, till they ſent their Pledges ; foon after Sir Cor- 
mock Mac Teig was diſmiſſed: with Favour, and an Order to 
the Country to affift him in his Attempts againſt the Rebels, 
becauſe he had promiſed to do fome conſiderable Service, 
which he very luckily efteCted ; for James of Deſmond, on 


the fourth of Auguſt invaded Muskry, and took a Prey from 


Sir Coreſct Mac Teig, then Sheriff of the County of Cork, 
whereupon his Brother Daniel Mac Tezg , aflembled what 
Force he could get together to reſcue the Prey ; it was briskly 
diſputed between them, and the iſſue was, the Deſmonians 
being an Hundred and Fifty, were beaten, and moſt of them 
ſlain, and Sir James being taken Priſoner, was brought to 
Sir. Warhams Saint Leger, and Captain Rewleigh, who cauſed 

him to be Hanged, Drawn, and Quartered at Cork,

In the mean time the Earl of Deſmond was reduced to great

tels came with Tears in her Eyes to intercede for her Hul- 
band, and Sir John Deſmond, and DoCtor Sanders endeavour- 
edto fly to the Lord of Baltingl/aſs, who was up in Leinſter, 
butthey werelike to be intercepted by the Garriſon of Agþ 

mallock, who met them and their two Servants, and took the 
Servants whilſt the Maſters eſcaped, fo. they were - forced to 


 returato Kerry, and had been 'taken there, but. that a falſe 


Brother gave them notice of the Deſign ; however, they took 
two Fryers, and a Prey of two hundred and thirty Kine, 
andſlew divers of the Rebels. | 

In the mean time the new Lord Deputy landed at Dublin 
on the twelfth of 4ugu/t,and. immediately lent for the Sword ; 
but the Lord Juſtice did not think fir to part with it until he 
perſonally ſurrendred it, which he made.no haſte to. do, bur 
iaſtead of going direttly to Dubliz, (having left Sir George

Coſby, an experienced Soldier, difſwaded the Attempt, but 
having poſitive Orders, the Foot entred the G/izs, whilſt the 
Lord Grey with the Horſe ſcowred the Plains ; but the Rebels 
being well acquainted with theſe Woods, laid their Ambuſhes 
ſo cunningly, that the Exglsſb conld neither fight in that dive- 
liſh place, nos retire out of it : Courage could but little avail 
them,whilft being mireg in the Bogs,they were forced to ſtand 
ſtill like Butts, to be ſhot at : -Diſcipline or Condu@ were of 
no uſe in that place where it could not be praQiled; mn ſhort, 
the Engliſh were defeated, and the whole Company lain, ex- 
cept ſorne few that were reſcued by the Horſemen, ' and: a- 
-monegſt the reſt, Sir Peter Carew,Collonel Moor, and the valiant 
Captains, Avudely and Cosby were killed in this unfortunate 
- Conflict. WRT 

About the latter end of September, {even hundred Spaniards 
and Tralians under-the Command of Sa» Joſeph an Ttalien, 
landed at Smerwick in Kgrry,being ſent by the Pope, and King 
of Sp4in to propagate Catholick Religion in Treland; they im- 
mediately built a Fort, and called it Fort del ore, and t

fortified and furniſhed it the beſt they. could, having __

with them Money and Ammunition,and Arms enough for 
thoaſand Men. 

Ormond encamped at T raley, and the next day marched to- 
ward the Fort, which the Spaniards deſerted;and retired to the 
faſtneſs of G/anigall;but finding the Engliſh Army was ſmall, 
three hundred of them weat to their Fort again, and the next 
day fallied on the Engliſh, who came to view-the Fort, where- 
upon Ormond finding he was' not ' ſufficiently provided with 
Artillery and other Neceflaries, retired to Rukele, where he 
met the Lord Deputy. $=.: 

The Deputy accompanied with the Captains, Zguch, Raw- 
leigh, Denny, Macworthy &'c. and about eight hundred Men,dif-

"hat Night che Engliſh raiſed. a Battery with great @- 
rity,” which was ready by a of Nay. ;. oevercheleſs, the 
Spaniards made a Sally, but very faintly, and without efte& ; 
nor did they do any thing the third Day worthy their Repu- 
tation ; and oa the fourth Day, being clole prefled. from Land 
and Sea, and all Conditions refuſed, 'they yielded at Mercy ; 
which was too: {paringly/ extended to. them, every one be- 
mg put to death except the Commanders; which very much 
ditpleaſgd the Queen, although there was a neceſſity for it, 
by reaſon of the paucity of the Engliſh Army, and the num- 
ber of the Rebels approaching. j my 

Sir John Fitz. Gira/d, Lord of the Decies, being a Priſoner 
to the Earl of Deſmozd, was here found and ſet at Liberty ; 
the Fort was razed , and the Army diſperſed into Garriſons ; 
the Lord Deputy returned to Dingle, where Ormond met him 
with Supplies, and there Captain Zovchj with four hundred 
and fifty Men was left Governor of Kerry and Deſmond, and 


had all the Viftuals given him that were found in the Fort, 


and then the Deputy returned to Limerick. 

Now came out of Emnglexnd ſix new Companies, under 
Berkley, Cruſe, and others ;, whereof, Barkly and two hun- 
dred Men were placed at Askearon, and the reſt were ſent 
wto Conneght, where the Mac an Earl's, or Clanrickards 
Sons began to be unruly, as the .Lord Baltinglsſs and his 
Complices were in Leinſter. - ": 

* The Deputy having left Ormond Governor of. Munſter, re- 
turned to Dublin ; where he took care of the-other Provinces, 
and being ſupplied with an hundred and fifty Horſe out of 
England, winch were ſet out by the Engliſh Clergy, under 
the Command of W:/liam Ruſſel ( Son to the Earl of Bea- 
ford) and Bryan Fitz-Will;ams, he commitred to the Cuſto- 
dy of Wingfeld, Maſter of the Ordnance ) the Earl of Kz/- 
dare, and his Son-in-Law the Lord Delvis, who were ſuſpeQ- 
ed to favour theLeinſter Rebels ; whereupon the Lord Henry 
Fitz-Girald tetired into Ophalia. and was detained by the O 
Connors, till the Deputy font Ormond and ſeveral Perſons of 
Quality for him ; to whom, after much ado, he was deliver- 
ed, and with his Father ſent into Eng/end, together with the 
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Soon after this, Fitzgirald of Ballimartir, commonly call'd 
Seneſchatt of Imekilly, ſurpriz'd Towghall, and entred one end 
of the Town, but was ſo warmly receiv'd by Lientenant Cal- 
verleigh, and forty Shot he had with him , that the Sexe/ 
chal was forced to Retreat, and leave fifty of his Men dead 
behind him. 

About the end of Faxzary, the Farl of Ormond Landed at 
Waterford with 400 Men, which were diſpoſed of to the 
Captains, Boarcher, Stanley, Barkley and Roberts. This Earl 
was alſo made Governor of Munſter, and procured two Perice 
a Day to be added. to the Soldiers pay, which gain'd him 
abundance of Love and Reſpe& from the Army. 

Ormond's firſt Attempt, was in Harlow Wood in Purſuit of 
the Earl of Deſmond; he divided his Party into four Squadrons, 
and ſearcht the Wood throughly, Slew many Rebels, and fo 
diſperſed and frightned the reſt, that they never met in 
any conſiderable Body afterwards; but moſt of them, one af- 
ter another; ſubmitted and had Pardon ; and on the 5th of June 
Deſmond wrot a ſubmiſhve Letter to the Earl of Ormond, which 
is to be found in the Caballa of Letters, 223. 

In Auga/t, the Gariſon of X;/lmallock had treſh Advice, that 158 Js 
Deſmond with 60 Gallowglafſes, was come into Harlow Wood, 
whereupon Captain Dowda# fo timed the matter, that he took 
25. of them aſleep in their Cabbins ; and the reſt, who were 
boiling Horſefleſh, he quickly Diſcomfited and Slew. 

In September, ſome of the Lord Roches Men met the Earl 

. of Deſmond in Duhallow, accompanied by three Horſe-men 
and a Prieſt; they endeavoured to take him, but being well 
mounted, they all eſcaped except the Prieſt, who diſcovered 
what Miſery the Earl was in, and that he was ſupported chiefly 
by one Goron Mac Swiny, who was in ProteQtion ; whereof 
Ormond having notice, ſent Captain Dowdall and a Gariſon to + 
Dingle, whereupon the Earl retired into the Country of Deſ- 
mond, and got the __ number of his Followers together 
that he could ; and particularly, the faid Gorox and his Bro- 
ther Morrogh Mac Swiny, by whoſe Aſſiſtance he hoped to re- 
new the War. But it fell out otherwiſe ; for Goron Mac Swiny 
having taken a great Prey in Carbry; three 1riſhmen (who 
owned ſome of the Cattle) followed them at ſome diſtance, 
expecting an opportunity at night to Steal back their own 
Cattle, or an Equivalent ; and to that end they hid themſelves 
within a Musket-ſhot of Goroy's Camp or Lodgment ; and it fo 

; happened. that Goron and a Servant (both unarmed) walkt 

; that way; and came near the place where the three Men were 

hid; and as ſoon as they perceived that Goron, and his Ser- 
vant were unarmed, they ſurprized them, and cut off their 

Heads, and being fatisfied with this Revenge, they ran away 

to ſhift for themſelves. Bbbbb Deſmond 
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Deſmond was beyond meaſure diſmayed at this loſs, and 
faw there was-no way to recover. it, unleſs he could regain 
ſuch bf his Followers as had taken Protection of the Engifh ; 
and therefore, in order to it, or to be revenged of them, he 
ſent ſome of his Servants over the Srraud ot 7raly to take a 
Prey, which they did ; but a poor Woman of the Morzartas, 
(whoſe ſmall Stock was all taken away by theſe __ im- 
mediately repair'd to her Brother Owen O Mortarta als Drogh- 
bearla, and made ſuch piteous Complaint, that he reſolved to 

et her her Cattle again if poſſible ; wheretore he addreſſed 
Fimſelf to the Exgliſh Governor of Caſ/tlemange 1o eftectually, 
that he obtain'd 7. Musketteers, and 12. Kearne , and with 
them he followed the Tract of the Cattle ; that night they 
came to the Wood of Glawniginkty ( four Miles from: 7raley ) 
where they reſolved to lodg ; but about Midnight, ſeeing a 


'Fire, they drew towards it, and ſo came to a Cabbin, where 


they found an old Man alone ſitting, by the Fire. (the Ser- 
vants having ran away on their Approach.) Folly (who led 
the Soldiers, and was bred by the Zngii/h, altho a Native 
Iriſhman) ſtruck the old Man with his Sword, and almoſt 
cut.off his Arm whereupon the old Man cried out, that he 
was Earl of Deſmond ; and Xolly would have ſpared him, 
but finding that he bled ſo faſt, that he could not live, he 
immediately cut off the Earls Head , which was ſent after- 
wards into Eng/and., and placed on a Pole on Londoybridge, 
and for this exploit the Family of the Moriarta's are in diſgrace 
amovrgſt the Jriſh to this Day ; and Mr. Su/l;van lays, the 
place where his Blogd was Spilt, dorh ſtill continue red, 

Nor had John Burk better Succeſs ; for he being in Prote- 
ion, did nevertheleſs make an Attempt upon Adare, and 
endeavoured to Prey and Plunder the Country thereabout; but 
as he paſſed by, a Boy from the Caſtle diſcharged his Gun, 
ahd ſhot him Dead. 


And thus ended the Rebellion of Deſmond, in the Ruin of- 


Girald the fifteenth Earl of that Family, after whoſe Death the 
common People did maniteſt ſuch Deſires of living in Peace, 
that the Forces of Munſter were reduced to. 200; And not 
long after a. Commiſſion iſſued to Sir Henry Wallop, Sir Va- 
lentine Brown, and others, to take a Survey. of all ſuch Lands 
as had been forfeited within the four years laſt paſt.

And in Leinſter, things-were ſo quiet, that two of the 0 
Conners determined a Controverſy, in a form of Juſtice, which 
being a matter extraordinary, ſhall be related at large. 

Teig Mat Gilpatrick O Connor, was accuſed by Connor Mac 
Cormeck O Connor, before the Lord Deputy and: Council, for 
Killing and Murdering his Men , being under Protedion ; 
Teig anſwered, That they had ſince. the ProteRtion, confede- 
rated with the Rebel Cahill O Connor, and therefore were alſo 
Rebels; and that he was ready to juſtify his Aſſertion by 
Combal; Connor accepted the Motion, and the Weapons which 
were Sword and Target, being choſen by the Defendant, the 


next day was appointed for the Battle, and Patrons were af- 


ſened to each of them to, introduce them into the Lifts ;- the 
Day being, come, and the Court fat, the Combatants were 
likewiſe ſeated on two Stools, one at each end of the Inner 
Court of the Caſtle of Dub/iz; moſt of the Military Officers 
were preſent, to render this Action the more Solemn.; and 
then the Pleadings being read, the Combatants were ſtript.to 
their Shirts, and ſearched by Secretary Fenton, and then cach

The Commiſſioners were indulgerit to them; and they pro- 
miſed ſubmiſſion and acquielcence ; but nevertheles in few 
days after they ſeduced the Clandonells, Foyees, Ge. and wene 
into Rebellion, and manned Caſtle Nikally; and Thomas Ron's 


Caſtle. 
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At the ſame time Mahowne O Brian held the Caſtle of Clan 
Owen againſt the Queen, but Bingham in ſeven days time won 
it, and ſlew O Brian, and razed that Caſtle and another of 
Fardaraugh Mac Donels to the groundy and Richard Burk on 
Proof of Confederacy was executed by Marſhal Law. 

| However the Burks proceeded in their Rebellion, and mur- 
thered Sixteen of the Officers of Connaxgh, #nd invited the Sco- 
tiſhIflanders, who to the number of 2000 came to aſſiſt them, 
and contracted to expell the Engliſh out of Comnaugh, and 
were t6 have a Proportion of Land for their pains : The 
Deputy would have marcht againſt them, but was reſtrained 
by order from the Queen, not to march in Perſon without the 
conſent of the Privy Concil ; fo that he was forced to leave 
that matter to Sir Richard Bingham, who began his march the 
Twelvth of Fuly, and cai'ze to Ba/lmrobe, where the Earl of 
Clanrickard, Brimingham, O Kelly, and many others, met him ; 
and ſome Companies ſent bP the Deputy did alſo joyn him ; 
whereupon he ſent Commiſſioners to parley with the Burks, 
but to no purpoſe ; and' thereupon he took a prey of 4000 
Cows, whereof 3000 were divided amongſt the Army, and 
the reſt imployed otherwiſe in the Queen's Service, and flew 
140 Rebels, whereupon Euſton Mac O Donel, and Edmund 
Mac Richard Burk ſubmitted. 

But the reſt of the Burks, together with the auxiliary 
Scots, -being about 3000 ſtrong, marched to the River Fare, 
and were followedat ſome diſtance by the Earl of Clanrickard, 
| and Sir George Bingham, with three Companies of Foot, and 
a Troup of Horſe: The Lord Preſident himſelf with the 
reſt of ' the Forces was not fo far behind, but he could come 
to their relief, if they ſhould happen to be diſtreſſed. The 
Engliſh Army ſtaid fourteen days at Sligo, and the Rebels 
marched through Leitrim, over the Curlew Mountains into 
the County of Mayo ; Bingham followed another way, and on 
a ſudden turned aſide to Roſcomon to receive 50 Horle, and 
ſome Companies of Foot that came to his afſiſtence. Here- 
upon the Ribels encamped at Ardnary,or Ardanar, on the Ri- 
ver 'Moyn, and gave out that the Engliſh were fled, and that 
the Country was their own; but they reckoned without their 
Hoſt, for Bizgham on a ſudden turned upon them, and'ſur- 
prized them, and gave them ſuch a total defeat, that of the 
3000 there. did not above ſeven eſcape: The Lord Deputy, 
on the former report that the Engliſh were fled, came in 
Perſon as far as Molingar, notwithſtanding the former prohi- 
bition, and there he met the news of that prodigious Vidto- 
ry ; and fo having ſtaid her days to ſettle the Country,

The Duke , of York was - always more open and 
avowed in bis Patronage of them from the beginning ; 
and frequent Efſays were made by bis Power with the 
King to advance and diſtinguiſh thew by Marks of 
Favour. But the King was fo cautious of His own 
Safety, and He Reigned lo long, that the Engliſh had 
time to flouriſh. For there was an Army kept up of 
Seven thouſarld Proteſtants, and all the Commands 
and Offices, both Civil and Military , - were in the 
Hands of the Engliſh. However, as His Royal High- 
neſs drew nigher to the Throne, and as his Influence 
with the King increas'd, ſo began this Flouriſhing State 
of the Proteſtants to be undermin'd. And no ſooner 
had he gotten the Scepter, but he began openly to exe- 
cute, what ſurely was before intended, and the whole 
Frame and Contexture of the Engliſh Government 
was ſubverted and diſſoly'd. However, we live to ſee, 
as at this day, how dearly King James bath paid for 
that Experiment, aud for the Hopes He had, and the 
Attempts. be made, of an equal Succeſs i» England. 
And this alſo is worthy of ſome Remark, That thoſe 
very Proteſtants in the Army of Ireland, who were 
driven out by His Command, and took Refuge in Hol- 
land, ſhould ſo ſoon return ander the Prince of 
Orange, (our now Happy King) and. aſſiſt in dri-

this terriſying; Bug-bear did not add,one Acre to the Poſleſſions of the 
Crown,nor ope Engi;ſhPlantation to the Kingdom, as was at firſt deſign'd. 

In the Year 2636; Fohn Atherton was preferred to the Biſhoprick of 
Waterford and Liſmore, by a.Symoniacal Contrivance, as was believed, 
(lays the Writer of Biſhop Bedells Life, pag.

able ; becauſe that Biſhoprick was then ſo Poor, that it was too 
ſmall a Temptation to ſo great a Sin, it is mote likely, that being 
a buſtling Man of a&tive; Parts and a bold Spirit; he was thought a 
fit Inſtrument of State, to-promote ſome.

be much conſidered at another time, yet now was thonght a ſufficient 
Cauſe of Deprivation, and' Doftor Fob» Maxwell was made Biſhop 
in. his room ; butthe next Year after the Execution of Arher:on Biſhop 
of Waterford, Adair was made Biſhop of that See.

In the mean time, the Earl of Strafford came to this Tryal in Eng- 
land, and it was the moſt Solemn that ever was in that Kingdom, and 
at length he was Attainted by ACt of Parliament, and accordingly 
beheaded on the 12th. day of My, 1641. and the Earl of -Leiceſter 
was the ſame day appointed Lord Lieutenant of Hreland in his ſtead, 
His Tryal is excellently wrote at large by Mr. Ruſhwojth, to which

And to encourage as well as enable thoſe Papiſts, that the State 
had a good Opinion of, the Lords Juſtices diſperſed Seventeen hun- 
dred Arms to the Lords of Fingall, Gormanſtown, Dunſany, Slane, Ne- 
tervill, Merion, Hoath and other Roman Catholick Gentlemen for the 
Guard of the Pale, and Arms were likewiſe ſent to the Towns. of 7/- 
rerford, Wexferd and Trim, with a Licence to import more; they iſſued 
allo Commiſſions of Martial Law, for the more ſpeedy Execution of 
the Rebels, and thereby the more Expeditious Supprefling of the Re- 
bellion; and theſe Commiſſions were directed to Papiſts, viz, to Henry 
Talbot for the County of Dublin, Fohn Bellew Eſquire for the County of 
Louth, Richard Dalton and Fames Tuit in Weſtmeath, and Fames Talbet in 
the County of Cavan : . They alſo gave Commiſſions of Government,

But the Lords and Gentlemen of the Pak were deeper in this Gene- 
ral Conſpiracy than the Lords Juſtices fuſpe&ed, and therefore were ſo

OfFober explain*d-to extend to none, but ſuch as were in Rebellion. 

\ Their Second Attempt was, at the Seſſion of Parliament on the Six- 
teenth of Novernber, where they endeavoured to Palliate the Rebel- 
lioti,- and ſmooth and” foften their Proteſtation againſt ir, and com- 
plain'd at the Shortneſs of the Seffion, whereby they were hindred as 
they-faid of means, to poem the InſtrreCtion. 3 pg 

But finding neither of theſe ſafficient, they had afterwards Recourſe 
to- ether: as il] grounded Complaints hereafter mentioned, and in the 
mead time they excuſed themſelves to the Szare, that they*were not 
ableto raiſe Met according to their Commiſſions of Government, by 
which' Anſiggr, and ſome other Paſſages, the Lord Juſtices perceived, 


That \even tho of "the Pale were Tainted with the infetzon z and there- 
fore they recalted'the Arms they had delivered out to them, and. by 
a great'deal of indaſtry they recovered about Nine hundred of them, 
- and the reſt were treacherouſly made uſe of againft the State, that had 


too credulouſly truſted the Roman Catholicks with them at fo critical 
& JunCture, In 
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City, (the Metropolis of the 23d0Q,) 

Fifty Pounds, tho? upon. ſo great, an,Emergen 
was convinc'd, that the Rebelhon was Univerlal, 
(the Citizens) that did not dare to appear openly 
cretly Well-wiſhers to the Cauſe, and in their: Hearts devoted to the 
Perſons and Deſigns of the Rebels. 'And. this was the more manifeſt, 
becauſe the Popiſh Citizens did rarely, if at all, adminiſter any the 
leaſt Comfort to the poor and plunder*d Engliſh ; infomuch that the 
Proteſtants periſhed in fach Multitudes at Dubin , that the Church- 
yards being full of Graves, the Lords Juſtices were fain to proyide 
two large Pieces of Ground, for new Burying-places for them. 

The Lords Juſtices, by their Proclamation of the Twenty ſeventh 
of Ofober, cauſed Michaelmas Term to be adjourned, atid fent Four 
hundred Muſquets by Sea to. the. Lords Viſcounts of Clandeboys and 
Ardes ; and alſo ſent Commiſins ro them to raiſe the Scors, and to 
receive Submitting Rebels ro Mercy; and they allo wrote to the Lords 
Preſident of Munſter and Connaught to be on their Defence. 

And becanſe of the great Concourſe to Dub, and the danger that 
City was in, upon the Complaint of the Magiſtrates thereof, all 
Strangers were commanded by Proclamation to depart the City, upon 
pain of Death ; but no body was: puniſhed for diſobeying that Order, 
altho* there was a ſecond Proclamation againſt the Harbourers of ſuch 
Strangers, | 

But how general ſoever this Rebellion was, and how cruel ſoeyer 
the Authors of it wete, altho* the very Women and Children were aft;ve 
in ſtripping and murdering the” diſtre 
conld not be f6 great, nor with fo hetle Loſs to the .1r;ſh, but that the 
Engliſh were wheedled to put a Confidence in their 14h Landlords, 
Tenants, Servants, and Neighbors, with.whom they had lived kindly, 
and to whom they had given no manner of Prcoyocation ; and fo neg- 
letting the proper Means of defending themſelves, they were miſera- 
bly betrayed, and perfidiouſly deſtroyed, by thoſe they truſted ; it be- 
ing-eſteemed a Mortal Sin among(t moſt of the Rebels, to relieve or 
protett a Heretick, =. * | | 2 

But in ſome places the Engliſh, to conſiderable Numbers, were efm- 
bodied together ; and being in a condition to make ſome Reſiſtance, 
were promiſed Quarter, and good Articles, upon Oath : But as ſoon 
as they ſubmitted, they were alſo treacherouſly murdered : And thus 


they were ſerved at Loughell, Armagh, Belturbet, Longford, Tullogh, 


New-town, Sligo, and many other Places. 

At firſt the Rebels did pretend to ſpare the Scots, and to make a 
Difference between them (whom they profeſſed a Kindneſs for, be- 
cauſe they were Strangers, and their Religion likewiſe perſecuted by 
the parliament) and the Engliſh, againſt whom they expreſſed a moſt 
bitter and inveterate Hatred ;- and to diſguiſe their Deſigns, they did 
atually forbear them for about ten days, till the Eng/;h were de- 
ſtroyed ; and then they fell upon the Scors alſo, and made no farther 
diſtintion between Britiſh Proteſtants. : : 

By the Firſt of November the Proteſtants had very little left in

For now the Rebels were elevated, and had formed a Deſign againſt 
Tredagh, whereof Doftor Fones ( afterwards Biſhop of Aearh ) gave 
timely notice, ſo that it was prevented ; for tho? the Lord A4oor had 
made a ſeaſonable Entry into that Town, nevertheleſs the Iaclination

of His Proteſtant Subjects, and gaye more Colour ard Umbrage for 
the Suſpicions that were then entertained of Him, than any other 
ACtion of that Time could do : And indeed this ſingle A of theirs 
did His Majeſty more miſchief, than all the pretended Loyalty of that 
Party fince that time can atone for. However, t© obviate the diſ- 
mal Effects of that impudent Forgery as much as they could, the 
Lords 'Juſtices did, by their Proclamation of the Thirtieth of Ofober, 
1642. publiſh that Sham to be falſe and ſcandalous,

But whilſt ſome of them deſired: to be pardoned, others of them 
committed barbarous Crimes, that” were ynpardonable, and murdered 
all the Proteſtants at 4rherdee, to be revenged for their Loſſes before 
Tredagh;, and it ought never to be forgotten, as an eſpecial Providence 
of God, that during this Tong Siege, and in all theſe. Sallies, there - 
were but Twelve Proteſtants that fell: by; the Sword, or were. ſlain ; 
which nevertheleſs is very. believable; becauſe the like hath lately hap- 
ned in proportion at the famous Siege of Londonderry, 

On Munday the:Seventh of March, the Earl of Ormond, with Three 
thouſand Foot and Five hundred Horſe, marched out of Dublin, to re- 
lieve Tredagh, not knowing the Siege was rais'd ; and; baving burned 
Feildftown, Kilſalan, and Ratooth, and ſeveral Honſes in the County of 
Meath, he came to Tredagh on the Eleventh ; and having recruited the 
Governor and the Lord Moor with Four hundred Foot and . Two 
Troops of Horſe, and burac and pillaged great part of.the Pale, he 
return'd to Dublin on Buſigeſs of Importance, by the. ſpecial Order 'of 
the Lords Juſtices, | By | 

Nevertheleſs, the Lord ;Mor and Sir . Tichburne onthe Twen- 
ty firſt of the ſame Month, marched out; with One thonſand. Foot and

. The Ergliſh.encourag)d with. this Succeſs, advanc'd to Dundalk on 
the Twenty fixth of arch ; and tho? the Town was fortified with a 
double Wall and a double Ditch, and had a Bog os the one fide, and 
the Sea on the other, yet a Party of the Englſh, led by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Wainman, forced .the Gate with Pickaxes, and entred-the 
Town with their Horſe, and purſued.the Enemy on a full Gallop; 
but at the turn of a Street were warmly received by Five hundred 
Iriſh, who had mounted two or three Braſs Pieces, aud were forced to 
retreat ; and from a Caſtle at the end of that Street, the Rebels had 
killed Enſign Fiyreſcue (who. was the firſt Officer that was ſlain ſinge 
the Defeat at Geling#ton) and ſome. few Soldiers ; Whereupon' the 
Engliſh ſet Fire. to the Houſes near the Caſtle, ſo that the Smoak - 
blowing towards the Caſtle, the Englih came undiſcover?d to the 
Gate, and blew it up with Gunpowder ; whereat thoſe within were 
fo frightned, that they fled out of the Window, and a Serjeant and 

Five Men entred, and were afterwards reinforced with Twenty four 
more; and the Fire being quenched, Two Pieces of Ordoance were 
drawn vp againft the inner _ and the Engliſh: being end by

Forlorn, which ſtumbled on 29.b5ſh Ambuſcade, and drove them to 
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ſome Wooll. packs found in the Caſtle, an Opportunity to 'all 
the Enemy, whilſt Sir Henry Tichbowrne =_ Party of Horſe marched 
on the back ſide of the Town to the Notth Gate, and killed Forty 
Rebels in' his way, and entring at a Bye-gate, found the Town de. 
terted, whereby a hundred and twenty Proteſtants were relieved, and 
good Booty recovered, with the Slaughter of a hnndred Rebels, and 
not aboveFourteen or Fifteen of the Royaliſts ; which was the more 
conſiderable, becauſe the 1-;b in this Place were about Three thou- 
ſand, and the Aſſailants not full a thouſand. | 

Sir Ph;lemy and his Myrmidons were mightily.enraged at this Defeat, 
and in revenge: murdered the Lord Cawfeld and Mr. Blany, and about 
Fiſteen hundred other Proteſtants, whom till then they trad reſerved 
tor that purpole, "age pat $05 NS, LTH 

O Rely allo murdered Sixty more of the Engliſh at Belturbet ; and 
indeed it was ſeldom that the Trib met with any diſappointment, bur 
they vented their Rage on the miſerable Proteſtants thac they had in 
their Power; as+if by ſacrificing ſo many innocent Souls, they could 
expiate the Guilt of their Cowardiſe and Treachery. - "8 

But theſe Succeſſes of the Engliſh forced the Lords and Gentlemen 
Oo the Pale into Ulſter, where hoſe long Gameſters fell together by 
the Ears : for Sir Philemy O Neal and the Ulfer Men upbraided thoſe 
of the Pale, that they had formerly been their National Enemies, and 
falſe to them and their Religion; and that it was not paſt Memory; 
ſince the Papilts of the Pale had perſuaded UFer to a Religious Rebel- 
lion, and leit it in the lurch-; bur that now the Ul#er Men were oo 
with them, having firſt expoſed the Pale to the Fury of the En iſh. 
In ſhort, they renewed their Ancient and Hereditary Animoſities ; and Theis 
Confederacy and Aſſociation was too feeble to extinguiſh or even ſu- 
ſpend their National Antipathy, derived from their differen: Extra#tions. 

This unexpected and unſeaſonable Treatment from U!fer, made 
ſuch a deep Impreſſion on the Mind of the Lord Gormanſfown, that it 
broke his Heart, ſo that he died lamenting his great Folly i» /iding 
with the Iriſh againſt his own Country-men ;” and ſome that ſurvived were 
fully ſenſible of this Overſight ; but they were too far engag'd tO re- 
tire, and therefore they ſonght for Pretences, and fiſh*d for Excuſes, to 
coſour or extenuate their Crimes; many of . which being notoriouſly 
falſe, and ſome of them ex poſt fatto, and ſo not pertinent, were ne- 
vertheleſs jumbled together 1a an Apology, which they afterwards 
ſent to the King, | FE, eg ”' 

But we ought to caſt an Eye on the reſt of the Provinces, and firſt 
on Munſter, where the firſt Appearance of 'the Rebellion was on the

Troops of Horſe to Bapowyn, and purſued the Tories, killed ſome, 
and hanged others, and re ome part of the ſtollen Cartel: 
and afterwards, in Cromwel''s Time, Mrs. Kingsmill po ſome of theſe. 
Robbers, and got a Decree againſt them for 1500. | ak 

The Tri pretend , that ſome innocent People were killd in this 
Expedition, and that the Lord Dunboyn, and ſeveral Gentlemen. of 
the County of Typerary, came to the Preſident to Clonmell, and expgs; 
ſtulated with him about the Violence C = Proceeding ; and hs. he. 
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ſhould tell them, "that they were Rebels, and that -it was \more pru- « 
dent to hayg than to :ryſt any of them. And when they have rold this 
ſimple Story, they think they have' faid enough to juſtifie their en- 
tring into the Rebellion. | 

From Clmmell the Lord Preſident went into the Connty of PF/zrer- 
ford, upon notice that a Party of the Leinfer Rebels had paſſed that 
way into his Province ; and he had the good fortune to rout them 
on the Second of December, with the Slaughter of Two hundred of 
the Triſh, 

Sur in his abſence, the Inhabitants of Typersry, to the number of 
Fifteen hundred, afſembled rogether to ſeiſe on rhe City of Caſhel, 
and deſtroy the Ergliſh there ; and tho? they were (by the Perſualions 
of ſome lefs barbarous than themſelves) diverted tor that time from - 
ſo cruel an Enterpriſe; yet they cond not abſtain much longer, but 
on the laſt day of December, under the Leading of Philip O Duir, they 
took Caſhel, and in co}d Blood (for there was no Reſiſtance) they 
murdered 7/;lliam Beaves and his Servant, Thomas Sadler, William Bone- 
feild and his Wife, Fohn Baniſter, Mr. Car, Tobn Lents, Richard Lane, 
Fohn Anderſon, Mr. Franklin, Toby a Joyner, and Fob» Fowks, The 
reſt were ſaved for that time, chiefly by the Piety and Compaſſion - 
of Redmond Engliſh and Foſeph Everard, two Franciſcan Friars ; who 
for that very Reafon were in Cromwel”s Time not only acquitted, 
but privileged to live in the Country, whilſt others, viz. Colonel 
Teige O Magher, Lieutenant Colonel Dozough O Dwir, Theobald Butler, 
Hugh Ryan, Ulick Burk; &c, were In November, 1653. tried, con- 
 demn'd, and execnted for theſe barbarous Murders, | 

* And the very next day, being the firſt of Fanmuary, another Rabble 
ſeiſed on Ferbard,' where they plundered all the Engl, but murdered 
none except Mr, Low; for which Fatt three of the Murderers, 7x. 


Thomas Quigly, fumes mac Hugh, and Richard Nagle, were afterwards 
condemn'd and hang*d, The Loſs of Ferhard was followed with the 
Revolt of — Czrrick, and all the Towns in Typerary; and of 


Waterford, Limerick, Kilmallock, and Dungarvan ; And on the Twenty 
third day of Fanuary fome of the Kennedyes mardered Twenty 'two 
Engliſh, Servants to Sir George Hamilton at the Sitver Mines, and Two 
more, viz. Thomas Gallop and 7 homas Sadly, were left wounded amongſt 
the Dead ; but in the dark Night they made a ſhift to eſcape to Ne- 
nagh, and were there preſerved. 

But the 1; did not diſſemble the Matter any longer, but in this 
very Month of Fanmary began to form their Men into Troops and 
Companies, and hearing {ſays -an 7h Papift): that the Lord Mown- 
gafret had a Commiſſion from the Lords Juſtices to ratſe Arms to fup- 
preſs the Infurreftion, (as indeed he had a Commiſſion to the Earl 
of Ormond and him to-Govern the County of Ki/kemy, of the fame 
Tenor as Appendix 8.) they thonght to c/our their Proceedings there- 
by, -and therefore: invited him to be their General ; And it feems 
his Lordſhip was ready to embrace the Offer ; for in the latter end of 

rmuary he'came'with Fifteen Companies to Caſhel}, and being aflifted 

Percell Titular Baron of Loghmore, (to whom likewiſe the Lords 

_ Juſtices had \ent- Arms) and -by the Lords of Tkerim, Dunboyn, Cahir, 
and Caſtleconell, they took Ballyowen, and blockt up Goulin and Knock- 
ordan, and then marched to Kilmallick, and fotowards Malloy; but 
near the Mountain above Poneray] the Lord Prefident faced the Rebels. 
He had with him the'Lords Barymore, Dungarvan, and. Broghill, Sir 
Harareſs Waller, 'Sisx E#ward Denny,Sir fohn Brown, Major Searle, and 
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Captain King-mill, and about Six hundred Foot and Three hundred 
Horſe, Whilſt he ftaid there, the Rebels did not dare-to advance ; 
but his Preſence being necellary at Cork, he 'was'after eight days ſtay 
thereabouts obliged to retire to that City ; whereupon the Iſh ad- 
vanc'd to 1allow, and took the ſhort Caſtle there upon Articles, which 
they did not perform. | | 
At Mallow there aroſe a Difference amangR the 7, about the $u- 
preme Commarid of the Army : The Lord Roch and others of Adur- 
Fer thought they ought to have a General of their own Proviwce ; 
and to avoid Competition amongſt the Lords, they -pitch'd npon 
Garret Barry, and appointed the Lord Mws&ery and other Great Men to 
_ be the Council of War. 
Hereupon the Lord Mowntgarret return®d to Typerary, where he met 
the News, That the Men which were in Gowls Caſtle had eſcaped 
into the Mountains, where moſt of them were murdered, by, Fame; 
Butler of Ruskagh, (for which Fat he was tried before Colonel Sanky, 
Anno 1653, andatterwards hangd) and that the Women and Children 
left in the Caſtle were likewiſe inhumanly butcher?d by the 1-5; for 
which Barbarity, Peirce Butler, and his Son Thomas, Fames Butler of 
Boyton-Rath, and Thomas Kent, were likewile tried, condemned, and ex- 
ecuted, Anno 1653. | 
As for the County of Cork, -which, by the noble Plantations made 
by the Earl of that. Name, became the beſt inhabited with Eg/iſh of 
- any County in that Kingdom, "ir was-in a great meaſure preſerv'd by 
the Generoſity and Diligence of that Earl, who was then newly re- 
turn*d out of land ;, he raig?d 'Two Troops of Horſe under his 
- Sons the Lords .of''K; and Broghil, and Four hundred Foot ; all 
which he maintained for” Months at his own Charge, and ſent 
'a hundred' of them'ta Aketon, a hundred to Lj/more, and kept Two

Nevertheleſs, that 'Cqunty was not without its ſhare of Diſturbance,

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And altho? there were not many downright Murthers commited 
in this County, . yet by reaſon of the univerſal Robbiong and Plundring, 
and the great Want and Hardſhips this lnſurrection expoſed the mi- 
ſerable Engliſh to, many thouſands of them periſhed ;. and particalar- 

ly, inthe Town of Bandon, there died above a Thouſand in the firſt 
Year of this Rebellion; and great Numbers likewiſe met with the 
ſame Fate at Cork, Kinſale, and Toughal. | 

To ſtop this Torrent, the Lord Preſident raiſed a Regiment of 
Fogt and Two Troops of Horſe, and did what he could to prepare 
for his Defence : And it was but needful to do ſo; for the Rebels 
being extraordinary numerous, thought themſelves able to beſiege 
Cork, Kinſale, and Banden at the fame time. In order to this, Mr, Long, 

High Sheriff of the Couuty of Cork, form'd a Camp at Belgooly, abour 
Two Miles trom Kizſale ;, and to him came Mac-Finin*s Brother, cal- 
led Captain Sugane, and march'd from Kerry, (through Mwkery and 
Carbery, to the Camp) and Dermond ni Glack of Littergorman, with 
another Party, march'd down to Ki/goban-Caltle, on the River of 
Bandon, and ſurprized It, ; . 

'This Camp at Belgoo/y continued the reſt of this Winter, and was 
ſupplied with Ammunition and other Neceſlaries even ftom ſome of 
the Popiſn Inhabitants of Kinſale ; but at length balt the Lord BaJ- 
tinglaſs his Company (being Forty five Men) arrived by Sea at K;r- 
ſale, on the Fifth of April, and brought with. them Eight Barrels of 
Powder, whereof Six were the next day ſent to Bandon, guarded by 
the Bandon Troop, which fell into an Ambuſcade4 bur the Ki»ſale 
Treop { juſt then parted from them) return'd ſeaſonably ro their 
Succour, and between them they kilPd Eighty of the Rebels, and then 
each Troop return*d ſafe to their refpe&.ve Gariſons; and the next 
day the Camp at Belgoely was diffalv'd, and moſt 'of the Soldiers went 
to reinforce the Blockade at Cork. |

But on the Thirteenth of Apri/ the 1riſh- beat the Engliſh Sconts in- 
to.the Suburbs of Cork; whereupon the Lord T»/55uin and Colonel Va- 
wvaſor iſſued out with Three” hundred Maſquetiers add Two Troops 
of Horſe, and not only- beat that'Party, but alſo rooted the whole 
Army, and took the Lord Mackery*s Armor, Tent, and. Baggage, and 
killed Captain Swgane and above Two hundred of the Rebels, without 
the Lo of a Man. | | | 

And as. to Tughall, the 1r;h did plant Three Pieces of Ordnance 
on the other ſide of the River, to block up the Harbor 3 but that did 
not hinder the ſafe Arrival of Sir Charles YVawaſor and his Regiment in 
that Port, on the Twenty fifth day of February 1641. as aforeſaid. 


As to Convaught, the Lord Ranelagh was Lotd Preſident of that Pro- © 


vince, and being at Dublin when the Rebellion broke out,” he went*ro 
his Government 'the beginning of "Novernber, and found the Connties 
of Mayo, Letrim, Roſcomon, and Sleigo in open Rebellion : At firſt he 
thought to reclaim them by 'Mildneſs, and the Acquaintance he had 
amongſt them ; 'but he was quickly baffled in that Expectation, as 
every body elſe will be, that thinks a» Triſh Rebel will prefer the In- 
tereſts or Solicitations of a Proteſtant Friend before rhoſe of a Popiſh Prieſt. 
On the contrary,! to manifeſt their Sincerity to their Religion, per al;- 
quod facinus dignum, they are molt ſevere to their Proteſtant Friends; 
and the Lord Ranelagh fared av bad as others, being beſieged in the 
Caſtle of Arbone- all this' Winter ; and many Towns in his' Province 
(and particularly, Roſcommon and Elpbin) were burned by the Rebels; 
and fome Caſtles of the Earl'of Clianickard's, in the County. of Gal 
way, were by them likewiſe \{urprized, tho? generally that County 
was by the Condutt and Loyalty'\of the Earl of Clanrickard kept in 
pretty good order; OG 

And it is to be 'noted; That Commiſſions of Government and Mar- 
tial Law- were likewiſe ſent'to' the Roman Catholicks of this Pro- 
vince, viz, to the Lord of Mayo, &c. that nothing might be omitted 
to keep them quiet, if they were ſo-inclin*d ; but they, deſpiſing the 
weak Forces 'of this Province, were more forward than others to 
plunge themſelves into this Common and Univerſal Rebellion, and kept 
the Lord Preſident: beſieged in the Caſtle of Arblone all this Winter. 

In” Famuary the Iriſh, ro the number of Twelve hundred, beſieged 
young Sir Charles Coot in Caftle-Coor ; but he valiantly raiſed the Si 
within a Week, and not long after defeated Hugh O Commr and 
Forces, and on the Second of March encountred Con O Roawrk and his 
Followers, whg came to” fetch the Prey of Roſcomon, and took himſelf 
Priſoner, and killed moſt of his Party. Afterwards the Rebels, on- 
der the Condutt of Colonel Walſh, formed a Camp at KXregs ; but 
young Sir Charles Coor and the Garifon of Caſtle-Coor fallied ont upon 
them, and gave them a total Defeat, and took all their e and

Stewart of the Irry, who had Married the Earl of Tyrones Grand- 
Daughter; he had Six hundred Secvrs. together, and.might have pre- 
ſerved that Country; but being aſlur*d-by tome of his 1-5 Relatioas, 
that yo .harm was deſign*d 40; his/Country-men, ke. diſmiſt his Fol-

_ In thisExtremity was the Province of -Ulſter, ſo that every Maag'that

The Year 1642. began with Sir Symon Harcourt?s Expedition againſt 
Carrickmain, in the County of Dublin, on the Twenty fixth of March, 
which'proved fatal to him; nevertheleſs his Lieutenant-Colonel Gzb- 
ſen took the Caſtle, and put all within it to the Sword, refuſing to 
give Quarter to thoſe obſtinate Rebels that had ſlain his beloved Co- 
lonel. And about the ſame time, all the Popiſh Prieſts that could be 
found in Dublin were by the Lords Juſtices ſent in French Bottoms to 
France, 

In the beginning of April, 1642. Doctor Fones afterwards Biſhop 
of Meath, and Seven other Divines, who by Virtue of a Commiſſion 
dated the 23d, of December, 164i. had taken many Examinations 
about the Rebellion, and the Murders, Plunders and Robberies com- 


mitted by the 77h; did out of their Depoſitions form a Remon- 


ſtrance, and being recammended by-'the Lords Juſtices and Council, 
they did Preſent it to the Commons Houſe of Parliament in England: 
It ſet forth, That the Rebellion was occaſioned by the ancient Hatred, 
which Papiſts bear to Proteſtants, and by their Surfet of Freedom and 
Indulgence in that Kingdom , That the Deſign was to eradicate the Prote- 
ſtant Religion, and the Profeſſors of it, that the Rebellion was general and 
of a long Contrivance; that ſometimes they pretended the Kings Commiſſion, 
and ſometimes ſpoke Contemptibly of bis Majeſty, that they deſigned to extir- 
pate all of Engliſh Extra&#1on, even the very Papiſts, that they kicked 
Bibles up and down, and ſometimes tore and burnt them; and that they 
were inhumanly Cruel in ſeveral inſtances, of Men, Women and Children,

But becauſe there is great noiſe made about the Kings ſworn Ser- 
vant, Sir Fohn Read, and the Queſtions demanded of him upon the

Kingdom, and to {ce how their Money was diſpoſed of, They brought 
With them Twenty thouſand Pounds.in Money, and ſome Ammunition, 
and arrived fafe on the Twenty ninth of Oober, and on' the' Second 
of November preſented themſelves tothe 'State, and being O_—_

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with Reſpect, were placed on a Form behind the Council, and fate 
covered. They did. good Service in Felarnd, and particularly, gave 
great ſatisfation to the Army, that Care was taken for Pay and Sup- 
plies. Thev alſo made a Book, which contained a Subſcription of 
moſt of the Officers in the Army, to take Debentures on the Forfeited 
Lands, for a cettain- Proportion of their Pay, as believing they would 
fight the better, and end the War the ſooner, if they were intereſted in the 
Fruits of the Viftory, as well as-in the Quarrel.

of them being efſentially neceſſary to this Hiſtory, are in ſubſtance ad- 
ded, Appendix*s, & 6, But this Remonſtrance met with better, For- 
tune in the Triſh Parliament, which fat the Ninth of April; for the 

Engliſh were then unluckily dividing into the Factions of Proteftant and 
Puritan, and ſome of the former, very anwiſely, to back their Argu- 
ments againſt that Remonſtrance, compared it with the Scors Cove 
att, Which engendred fack Heats in the Houſe, that the Parliament 
was prorogued to the Sixth of May, 1643. 

- However, the Proteftant Army did not negle& to ſollicit their Af- 
fairs in England ; but by theit Agetits Sir Fames Mongomery, Sis Har 
dreſs Waller, Colonel Hill, and Colonel Mervin, they Addreſſed ficſt 
to the Parkament, (ro whom the King had committed the Care of 
Treland) and afterwards they prefented a4 handſodi Addreſs zo His Ma- 
jeſty at Oxford, (quod vide Burlace, 112.) and on the Firſt of December 
they received the following Gracious Anfwer from the King, 


Hat Hi Majeſty hath, ſince the beginning of that monſtrous- Rebellion, 
hatl yo preater Sorrow, than for the Ble ing Condition of that His 
ng dom z and as He hath by all Means laboured, that timely Relief might 
be afforded to the ſame, and conſented to all. Propoſitions (how diſadvanta-

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On the Eighteenth of ay, the Lord of T-/iquin defeatet! a Party 
of Iriſh in the Barony of Fermoy, and killed above One hundred of 
them, and on the Nineteenth Colonel Brocke: Landed at K3»/ale with 
Four hundred and ſixty Men, of Sir Fob» Pawlerr's Regiment of Foor, 
Whereupon Adountlong was deſerted by the Triſh on the Twenty fifth, 
and the ſame day the Caſtle of Ball;ncolly was taken by the Lord Pre-. 
ſident; and on the Twenty ninth, the Caſtles of Coo/main and Kilbrit- 
tain were taken by the Bandonians, as the Caſtle of Cloleigh was on the 
Twenty third of Fuly, by the Earl of Barrymore. 

But in the midſt of theſe ſmall Victories, the Lord Preſident Saint- 
leger died at Cork on the Second of. Fuly ,, whereupon the Government | 
'of that Province in civil Matters, was commitred to the Earl of Bary- 
22ore, and Lord of Infquin ; but the Military Afﬀairs were ſubjected ro 
the Lord of /5quin's ſole Command.

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Bur Proviſions beginning to' grow ſcant, the Lord T»/quin drew out 
One thouſand eight hundred Foot, and Three hundred and ſixty Horſe, 
and near Li/caroll met with the Triſh Army, under the Lord Mountgar- 
ret, who was accompanicd by the Lords Muſkery, Roch, Ikerin, Dunboin, 
'Caſtleconnel and, Britzgs ; and it came to a ſmart-Battel on the Third of 
September, whefein The Engliſh were Victorious, and killed Seven hun- 
dred of the Rebels, and took Fifty Priſoners, and onepiece of Can- 
non and two Field Pieces, without any loſs on the'Engliſh ſide, except 
that of the valiant Lord Viſcount Kinalmeaky yu was ſlain in the 
beginning of the Fight, by a ſhot in his Neck) and Sixteen private 
Soldiers ; In this Battel, the noble Earl of Cork (who 'never begrudged 
what he ventured for the Service of his King and Country) had no leſs 
than four Sons, viz. the Lords of Dungarvan,- Kinalmeky-and Brog - 
hill, and Mr. Francs Boyle, ſince: Viſcount Shanon, 

Abaut the ſame time, the Lord Forbes with his Regiment Landed 
at K»ſale, and marched to Bandon ; and being joyned with "Three Bar- 
don Companies of Foot and ſome Horſe, they went to - Rathbarry, to 
relieve Captain Freak, who had b&&fſbeſieged there ſince the Four- 
tcenth of February ; . but when they came to Cloghnikilty on the Eigh- 
teenth of Ofober they thought fit-ro leave Two Scorch Cnmpanies,. 
and one Bandon Company there, to ſecure that Town till their Re- 
turn, but it was not long after their Departure, before a numerous 
Rabble of the 77jſh ruſhed upon them from- all fides, whereupon Groves 
(who Commanded. the Bandon Company) adviſed to retreat towards 
their main Body, which was not above four Miles from them ; butthe

After the Death of the Lord of Kinalmeaky, Colonel Rewland 
Saintleger was made Governour of Bandin', in whoſe time --ic 
happened, that the Troops of Bandon and King ſale, had appointed to 
meet at a day prefixed, and to take aPrey, bac the Rebels who' were 
at Kilcres had notice of. it, and believing! that” the "Troop had 
marched abroad according to the Appointmeat, they boldly came to 
Bandon, and took- away the Cattel belonging-to the Town-; © but the 
Troop (being by ſome Accident delayed in Town longer than they 
deſigned) were juſt ready mounted when this Adventure happened 2 
ſo that they immediately iſſued out and recovered the Prey-at Brinny 
Bridge, and ſlew” Fifty of the Tories in Kilimare 'Bog, without the 
loſs of one Man.

to proſecute the War there, with the Bodies of Your Engliſh Subje&s, levied, 
tranſported, and maintained at their Charge; which You are pleaſed to 

to us, not as a Matter wherein Your Majeſty deſires the Advice of 
Tour Parliament, but as already firmly reſelved on, and forthwith to -be put 
in Execution, by granting out Commiſſions Cp the Levying of Two thouſand 
Foot and Two hundred Horſe for a Guard for Your Perſon, when You ſhall 
come into that Kingdom : Wherein we cannot chuſe but with all Reverence 
and Humility to Your Majeſty, obſerve, That You have declined Your Great 
Comncil, the Parliament, and waried from the uſual Courſe of Your Royal Pre- 
deceſſors That a Buſineſs of ſa great Importance, concerning the Peace and 
Safety of all Tour Subjects, At ab hrs they have a ſpecial Intereſt by Yowr 
Majeſty's Promiſe, and by thoſe great Sums which they have disburſed, and 
for which they ſtand ingaged, ſhould be concluded and undertaken without 
their Advice.

ton; but as we have in that Meſſage called God to witneſs the S mcerity of the 
Profcſſuon of Our only Ends, for the undertaking that Fourney : So We muſt 
—_ to all our good Subjetts, and the whole World, whether the Reaſons 
edged againſt that Fourney, be of weight to ſatwfie Our underſtanding, 
or the Counſel Preſented to kfwad; Us = it, be full of that Duty; as « 
like to prevail over Our Afﬀett ions, 
+ For Our Reſolving of ſo great a buſmeſs without the Advice of Our Par- 
tiament ; We mu#t remember you, how often by Our Meſſages We made the 
ſame offer if you ſhould Adwiſe Us thereumo. To which, you never gave 
Us the haſt Anſwer; but in your late Declaration told Us, That ye were nd 
to be (ati:fied with Words : So that we had Reaſon to conceive you rather 
avoided (out of regavd to our Perſon) to give Us Counſel to run that ha- 
Lard, than that you diſapproved the inclination. And what greater Com- 
fort or Security can the Proteſtants of Chriſtendom recezve, So by ſeeing 
a Proteſtant King wenture and engage his Perſon, for the defence of that 
Profeſſion, and the Suppreſſing of Popery ; to which, We Solemnly proteſted in 
that Meſſage, never to Grant a Toleration upon what Pretence ſoever, or 
an Abolition of any of the Laws there in force, againſt the Profeſſors of it,

ted ;, That the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland ow whom We relyed principally 
for the Conduit and managing of Aﬀairs there, is ſtill in this Kingdom, not- 
withſtanding our Earneſtneſs expreſſed, thas he ſhould repair to his Command ;, 
And when We conſider, the many and great Scandals raiſed upon Our Sehves 
by repert of the Rebels, and not ſufficiently diſcountenanced bere, notwithſtand- 
ing ſo many Profeſſions of Ours ; And had ſeen a Book lately Printed by the

Foe think not Our Self kindly uſed, That the Addition of ſo few Men to 
your Levies (for a Guard to Our Perſon in Ireland) ſhould be thought fit for 
your refuſal, and much more, that having uſed ſo many Caution: in that 
Meſſage, both in the ſmalneſs of the number ; in Our baving raiſed none un» 
til your Anſwer : In their being ſo raiſed only near their place of Shipping ; 
in their being there to be Armed, and that not till they were ready to be 
Shipped : In the Proviſion by the Oaths, that none of them ſhould be Papiſts, 
( all which appears ſufficient to deſtroy all Grounds of jealouſie, of any force 
mmtended by them, in oppoſition to the Parliament, or favour to any Malig- 
nant Party) any ſuſpition ſhould norwithſtanding be grounded upon it, 

* Neither can it be underſtood, That when We recommended the managing of 
that War to you, that We intended to exclude Our Self, or not to be concerned 
in your Ceunſels;, That if we found any expedient (which in Our Conſcience 
or Underſtanding, We thought neceſſery for that great Work) We might 
not put it in Prattice, We lock upon you as Our great Council, whoſe Ad= 
wvice We always have, and will (with great Regard and Deliberation) weigh 
and conſider : But We look upon Our Self, as neither d:prived of Our Royal 
underſtanding, or deveſted of any Right We had ; if there were no Parlia« 
ment ſitting : We called you together by Our own Writ and Authority (with- 
out which you could not have met) to give Us faithful Counſel about Our

winced for the General good) as if you delivered no Opinion. | 

For our Fourney it Self, The Circumftances of your Petition are ſuch, as 
We know not well what Anſwer to return, or whether We are beſt to give 
any. That part which pretends to carry Reaſon with it, *doth no way ſatis- 
fee Us : The other, which # rather Reprehenſion and Menace, than Advice 
cannot ſtagger Us, Our Anſwer therefore is, That We ſhall be wery glad 
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to find the work of Ireland ſo eaſie, as you ſeem to think it, which did not 
ſo appear by any thing known to Us, when We ſent our Meſſage, And tho 
We will never refuſe, or be umvilling to venture our Perſon, for the good 
and ſafery of our People, We are not [6 _ of our Life to hazard it im=- 
pertinently ;, and therefore, ſince you ſeem to have recerved Advertiſement of 
ſome late and great Succeſſes in that Kingdom, We will ſtay ſome time z0 
ſee the event of thoſe and not purſue this ellario till We have given you a 
ſecond Notice. But if We find the miſerable Condition ' of our poor Subjet?s 
of that Kingdom, be not ſpeedily relieved, We will (with Gods aſſiſtance) 


V fit with Succours as our particular Credit and Intereſt can ſupply Us with, 


if you refuſe to joyn with Uss And We doubt not, but the Leagues We ſhall 
make (in which We will obſerve punttually the former, and all other Cauti= 
ons as may beſt preverit all Fears and Tealouſies, and to uſe no Power but 
what us legal) will be ſo much to the Satwfattion x our Subjetts;, as no 
Perſon wil dare preſume to reſiſt our Commands, and if they ſhould, at their 
Peril.” In the mean time, We hope our E renrye 3. ſo remarkable to that 
Service, ſhall be notorious to all the World, and that all Scandals laid on- us 
in that buſineſs ſhall be clearly wiped away. 

We were ſo careful, that our earn) into Ireland, ſhould not interrupt the 
Proceedings of Parliament, nor deprive our Subjefts of any Aits of Fuſtice, 
or further Atts of Grace, for the real benefit of our People ;, that We made 
Free offer of leaving ſuch Power behind; as ſhould not only be ne- 
ceſſary for the Peace and Safty of that Kingdom, but fully provide for the 
happy Progreſs of the Parliament. And therefore, We cannot but wonder, 
ſince ſuch Power hath been always left here 4 Commiſſion for the Gover- 
ment of this Kingdom, when our Progenitors have been out of the (ame, du- 
ring the ſitting of Parliament, And = your ſelves deſired, that ſuch a 
Power might be left here by Us at our laft going mto Scotland : What Law

For our Return towards London, We have given you ſo full an Anſwer 
in our late Declaration, and in Anſwer to your Petition preſented to Us at 
York , the Twenty ſixth of March laſt, That We know not what to add. 
If you will not provide for our Security with you, nor agree to remove to ano- 
ther place, where there may not be the ſame Danger to Us, We expedited 
that ( ſince We have been ſo particular in the Gon and Grounds of our 
Fears) you ſhould have ſent Us word, That you had publiſhed ſuch Declara- 
tions againft future Tumults, and unlawful Aſſemblies; and taken ſuch 
Courſes for the ſuppreſſing of Seditiom Sermons and Pamphlets, that our Fears 
of that kind might be laid aſide, before you ſhould preſs our Return. 

To conclude, We could wiſh that you 2ould (with the ſame ſtriftneſs and 
ſeverity ) weigh and examine your Meſſages and Expre ſſions to Us, as you 
do thoſe ye receive from Us; for We are very Confident, that if you examine 
our Rights and Priviledges, by what our Predeceſſors have enjoyed; and 
your own Addreſſes, by the uſual Courſes of your Anceſtors : Ne will find many 
Expreſſions in this Petition warranted only by your own Anthority, which in- 
deed we forbear to take Notice of, or to give Anſwer to, leſt we ſhould be 
rempted (in a juſt ger, to expreſs a greater Paſſion than 2e ate yet 
willing to put on; God in hu good rome, Wi hope, will [0 inform the Hearts 
of all our Subjefts, That We ſhall recover from the Miſchief and Danger of 
this Diſtemper, on whoſe good Pleaſure We will wait with. all Patience and 
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But as ſoon as the Lords Juſtices and Council of trel/and had No- 
tice of his Majeſties intentions, to come perſonally into Ireland, they

Nevertheleſs, they do proteſt rip Almighty God, that they have as great 
a Compaſſion and Sorrow for their difreſtd Brethren in Ireland, as 5 
themſelves were in their Caſe, and will endeavour to relieve them, notwit 
ſtanding the Obſtruftjons of all Oppoſers ;, and that tho? they were forced to

But it is alſo neceſſary to inquire, how the 1rjſÞ managed their Af- 
fairs, and what Methods they us*d to cement their Confederacy, and 


manage the War. And firſt, We ſhall find their Titular Clergy aſ+ 
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 ſembling in a Congregation at Ki/kemy, on the Tenth of May, where 
they made Orders, which are recited at large, (Burlace, Appendix 7.) 
and are tO this effe&t ; That whereas their War u« undertaken againſt Se- 
ctaries and Puritans, for Defence of Religion, Maintenance of the King's 
Rights and Prerogative ; for their Gracious Queen, /o umworthily abuſed, 
for 'the Honor, Soft, and Health of the Royal Iſſue , for the Liberties of 
the Kingdom, and their Lives and Fortunes, as by the unanimous Conſent 
of almoſt the whole Kingdom in this War and Wnion appears, : They there- 
fore declare that War openly Catholick, ro be' Juſt and Lawful, And 
whereas the Adverſaries do publiſh Letters and Proclamations to be the Kings, 
which are not His ; none ſuch are to be believed, until it be known in a Ne 
tional Council whether they truly proceed from Him, left to His own Free- 
dom; and that there be an Oath of Union or Aſſociation ;, and that there 
be no diſt inition of Families or Provinces, or between Old and New Iriſh 3 
and that there be @ Council of Clergy and Nobility in every Province, and a 
General Council of the Kingdom; and that Embaſſies from one Proomce ſhall 
redound to the Good of all, and eſpecially to that Province which hath moſt 
need of ſuch Supplies as ſhall be ſent by Foreigners; and ſuch Embaſſadors 
ſhall negotiate for a Neighbouring Provmee, according to its Exigencies ;, and 
that a faithful Inventory be made of the Burnings, Murders, and Robberies 
done by the Puritans, with Circumſtance of Time and Place, and a faithful 
ſworn Meſſenger be appointed to that purpoſe in every Pariſh ; and that Pri- 
ſoners be not enlarg'd without Conſent of all the Provinces; and that Adver- 
ſaries to one down or Province, ſhall be ſo to all aud that Peace be not made 
but by Common Conſent , the whole Kingdom, and an Oath to be taken to 


that purpoſe, «and all ers of that Oath to be held Enemies, and proſecu- 
ted as ſuch; and that the Clergy preſerve Peace and Unity among#t the 
Confederates ;, and that Goods recovered, he reſtored to the right Owners ; 
and that all 2ho aſſiſt or favour the Enemies, or ſtand Neuter, be Ex- 
communicated ; and that all Invaders of any Iriſhman's Property, be Ex- 
communicated \ and that theſe Excommunicated, ſhall be excluded from Con- 
feſſion and Sacrament ;, and that Importers or Makers of Arms, Powder,&c. 
ſhall pay no Taxes ; and that in the next Congregation Embeaſſadors be ap- 
pointed to be ſent to the Pope, the Emperor, and the Kings of Fralice and 
Spain; and that a Clergyman or a Lawyer be of the Quorum 3» every 
Embaſſie ;, and that part of the Church-Livings be given to the Clergy, and 
the reſt to ſupport the War ; and that Two Confeſſers and One Preacher be 
appoimed for every Regiment, &c. 

And afterwards, viz. on the Twenty fourth of Ofaber, there was 
a General Aſſembly of the Lords Spiritoal and Temporal, and others 
the Repreſentatives of the Confederates at Kilkenny ; and they like- 
wiſe made many Ordinances, mention*d at large (Burlace, Appendix 8.) 
which are to this effeft : That the Popiſh Church in Ireland ſhall enjoy 
all Privileges according to Magna Charta, and that the Common Law 
England, #nd.all Statutes not inconſiftent with the Freedow of Religion and 
the Liberty of the SubjeF, be of force : That Allegiance ſhal{ be continue 
zo the King, and His Prerogatives ſupported ; That the Law ſhall be 
executed, as well as the Circumſtance of War, and the Abſence from Dublin 
will permit : That a Supreme Council of © Twenty four be eftabliſh'd, 
whereof Twelve conſtantly to reſide, and One of them to be Preſident, and 
Nine to be a Quorum, of which Seven muſt concur to make any Vote obli- 
gatory ; and if a greater Number be preſent, Two thirds muſt agree. This 
Council ſhall have Authority over all Officers Cuil and Military , ſhall 
name Sheriffs, Supreme Provoſt-Marſhals,'&c. and may do any thing for the 
Advantage of the Cauſe , and determine Cauſes Capital , and all other 
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Matters, except Title of Land ; and ſhall have a Guard of Five hundred 
Foot and Two hundred Horſe : That there be alſo Provincial and County 
Councils ; the former may receive an Appeal from the latter, and may try 
Cauſes as Fudges of Aſſize and Gaol-delivery uſe to do z but muſt not medale.

cil ſhall have the Power of Seſſions of Peace, and an additional Aut _ 
to determine Perſonal Atons : That the Sheriff in every County be Provelt -, 
Marſhal, and may execute apy Man not worth Five pounds for "") Capital 
Offence, giving the Offender Twenty four Hours time to prepare his Soul : 
And that no Temporal Goverament or Juriſdiction ſhall be aſſumed, 
kept, or exerciſed in this Kingdom, or within any County or Province 
thereof, during theſe Troubles, other than is before expreſſed, ex- 
cept ſuch Juriſdition'or Government as is or ſhall be approved by 
the General Aſſembly, or the Supreme Council ; And that every body

But in Comraught the Proteſtant Aﬀairs were in a worſe Condition, 
for tho? they made a ſhift to repell the Tocurſions of Owen Roe, and at 
lerghth to drive him out of that Province; yet in aa the Fort of 
Gallway was ſurrendred to the 1; whereupon the Rebels marched to 
the Siege of Caſtkecoor, to which, the Town of Galway contributed 
Three hundred Pound; and altho' the 1; had- Notice of a Ceſſation 
by a Meſſenger ſent on purpoſe, yet they impriſoned him as a Spy,and 
ſhot the more furiouſly againſt the Caſtle, until at length, perceiving 
their Labour wasin vain, they claimed the benefit of the Cellation”to 
ſecure their retreat, | 

And in U!fer I find noother Account, than what Aenroe gives in his 
Letter of the Twenty third of May, viz. that with Two thouſand 
Faot, and Three hundred Horſe, he did beat Owen Roe and his Son, 
and Sir Phelim O Neal being joyned together with their Forces, and com- 
pelled them to return to Char/emont , after quitting the Generals "oy 
to be burnt and ſpoiled by them, with all the Houſes in Log hg all, Þe- 
ing the beſt Plantation in one, and the ſtraighteſt for defence of the 

Rebels; only that my Lord of Caſt lebaven ſays, that Colonel Mervin, and 
Sir Theophilus Feones, and the Engliſh had a hand in this Victory ; and 
ſo we are come to the Treaty of the Ceſlation, which was managed 
in this manner, 

On the Twenty third of Funre, 1643. the [iſh Commiſſioners, wiz, 

the Lord Gorman#town, the Lord Mukery, Sir Lucas Dillon, Sir Robert 
Talbot, Tirlogh O Neil,Geoff ery Brown, Ever Macgenss, and obs Walſh; pre- 
ſented themſelves unto the Marqueſs of Ormond, in his Tent near Ca#tle- 
martin,his Lordſhip fitting in his Chair covered,and they uncovered ; his 
Lordſhip told them, He was come according to their Deſires,and expefted their 
Propoſitions in writing, and the next day = deſired a ſight of his Com- 
miſſion, alledging that they were ready to ſhew theirs and give a Copy, 
and fince no Body was named in the Kings Commiſſion, but his Lord- 
ſhip, and their Authority was likewiſe to treat with him only, they de- 
fired, The Negotiation might be kept ſecret, and concealed from all others 
till the matter be fully concluded, To which the Marqueſs replyed, That 
for the way of proceeding, be was by his Majeſty truſted therewith, and 
ſhould do nothing therein, but what he conceived to be fit, then having 
received a Copy of their Commiſſion, and ſent them a Copy of His Ma- 
jelties Letter of the Third of May, 1643, and Promiſed them upon 
concluſion of the Treaty, a Copy of his Majeſties Letter of the 
Twenty third of April 1643 ; they tendered Propoſitions, and having 
agreed, that the time of the Ceſſation ſhould be a Twelvemonth ; the 
Marqueſs propoſed that they would firſt declare, what they would 
contribute towards the ſupport of His Majeſties Army during the Ceſla- 
tion, to which they Anſwer, That when they know, what they have to 
givey they aſſiſt His Majefty according to their utmoſt Abilities, as upon 
all occaſions they have heretofore done, 

The next meeting was at S;gging/town,where on the Twenty eighth of 
Tune they declared, That the Ceſſation being firſt agreed upon, they will treat 
of Supply and not before ; on the Twenty ninth the Marqueſs not admit- 
ting the Name or Title attributed by the Commiſſioners to their Party, 
nor the Proteſtation, That they took Arms in defence of their Religion, 
Hes Majeſties Rights and Prerogatives, and the Liberties of tha K "A, ig 
and no ways to oppoſe His Majeſties Auzhority, gave an Anſwer in wri- 

Tackedao it Four demands,viz, 1. For ſup- 


ply. 2. A Declaration how far the Quarters of each Patty extended, 
3. For Caution of Payment of ſuchSupply, as they ſhould Py ; 
| n 
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And, 4. That all Caſtles, Towns, Forts, and Houſes, that may be ta- 
ken during the Treaty, ſhould be reſtor?d on the Ceflation. 
 Hereupon the Treaty was adjourn*d, that the Commiſſioners might 
conſult their Principals; and then, 12 Fuly, from Kilkerny they an- 
ſwer, to the Firſt, That *tis not — His Majefty*s Letter ; 
however, on the Concluſion of the Ceſſation they will do what is fr, To the 
Second, They agree to ſettle that Point, To the Third, That 'a Free Gift 
needs no Caution ;, .and for performance of Articles, they will agree #0 an 
Equal Courſe at Meeting. And to the Fourth, IF reduc'd to Particulars, 
they will anſwer it at the next Congreſs. 7 

On the Fifteenth of Fuly, Ormond writes to them, That tho? their 
Anſwers are neither ſo particalar nor ſo ſatufattory, as be expedted, yet he 


defign'd to meet them ;, but that bus neceſſary - Attendance on other Buſineſs 


prevents it ;, which being over, they ſhall have timely notice of a Day of 
Meeting, To this, on the Nineteenth of Fly, the Iriſh Commilſio- 
ners reply , That they are hoth to give an ill Conſtruttion of this Delay, 
until they know of that Service that taketh place of Thu ;, but muſt take 
notice, that they meet in Theſe, as in all other Proceedings whereby they may 
have any expettation to enjoy the Benefit of His Majeſty"s Grace and Favour, 
ſome Interruption and Slackneſs in conveying any part of Hs Good Intentions 
ro Hs Faithful Subjetts the Catholicks of Ireland 3 which they may add to 
their other Grievances, and will endeavor, in diſcharge of the many Harms 
which may enſue by reaſon of this Protraftion, to have # rightly-repreſented 
ro His Majeſty. 

To this Cart Reply, Orm0nd, on the Twenty firſt of Fuly, return*d 
this Anſwer, That he was not accountable with the Knowledge 4 any of His 
Majeſty's Services wherewith he had the Honor to bs intruſted, to any but 
His Majeſty : That nevertheleſs they were not ignorant of the Cauſe of that 
Interruption, ſince their General Preſton with their Forces approach*d ſo near 
as Caſtle Carbery in the Count CTR. | 

But on the Fitch of prone Lords Juſtices Borlace and 7:tchborn, 
together with the Marquis of Ormond, ſent the Commiſſioners a+ Let- 
ter, importing, That they had received His Majeſty's Letter, authorizs 
Them to conclude a Ceſſation for a Near ; and that purſuant to it, Ormo 
would meet the Commiſſioners at Sigginſtown on the Seventeemth of Augult, 
and proceed where he left off. But afterwards, at the deſire of the Con- 
federates, (their Commillioners being diſperſed) the Meeting was ap- 
pointed the Twenty ſixth of Augu## ; and then inſiſting upon the Title,

AuguFt, Ormond anſwers that Reply; and the Twenty ninth of Augu#, 
they anſwer that : And ſo aiter many alternate Meſſages and Expo- 
ſtulations, on the Firſt of Seprember they began to aſcertain the reſpe- 
Ctive Quarters z and the 77;þ Commiſſioners having on the Second of 
September propoſed, That the Limitation of Quarters ſhould relate td the 
Day of Conc the Ceſſation, the Marquis of Ormond on the Third 
of September did offer a Temporary Ceſſation <> that Day, that they 
might be at the more leiſure to e the Treaty, To which they 
anſwer, (the ſame day) 7hat the Moor aud Colonel Monk bad in 
wvaded their Quarters, and Gariſon'd ſome Undefencible Houſes and Ca#tles, 
and if thoſe be reftor'd, they are contented that both Armies may withdraw 
to their "ol petrue Gariſons, Ormond replies, That be will conſent to with- 
draw both Armies ;, and as to the Reſtitution of Places, it be conſidered 
in the Settlement of the Quarters , and that many of thoſe called Unde- 
fencible Places, tho* not thought worthy of a Gariſon, yet were for a long rime 

| + ſolurely 
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abſolutely in his Power, and in the Engliſh Quarters, and ſome of them nat 


far from the Gates of Dublin, and therefore not fit to be reſtor'd, On the 


Fifth of Seprember they proceeded about limiting the reſpeCtive Quar- 
tersz and on the Sixth of September, Ormond writes to them, 'That he 
heard their Forces beſieged Tully, a Gariſen Commanided by Sir George 
Wentworth, 2»bo a5 imployed m procuring Necefſary Proviſions for him, 
and. deſires the Siege might be ras?d: But the miſſioners reply*d, 
That Monk went ro Wicklow the Twenty ſixth of Auguſt, and continnes 
there ravaging and deſtroying the Country : That thus weryGariſon of Tully 
took away the Corn at Madingſtown, and therefore they coull not binder a 
Repriſal ; but if any of his Lordſhips Proviſions be intercepted, they ſhall be 
reſend. On the Seventh of September, Ormond infiſted on withdraw- 
ing their Forces from Twly, and thereupon they fent an Ocder to Ca- 
ſtlebaven to draw off his Army, (knowing, I ſuppoſe, that he had ta- 
ken the Caſtle) and propos*'d a Temporary Ceſſation to the Marquis. 
On the Eighth of Seprember , Ormond propoſes, That the Proteſtant 
Clergy and Proprietors may have a Proportion of their Eſtates in the Iriſh 
Quarters, to ſupport them ;, and that where Goods were delivered in truſt to 
any Iriſhman, they may be reftor'd. On the Ninth, Quarters were letled, 
and the Preſervation of Woods agreed vpon; but for the Clergy and 
Proprietors nothing could be done, becauſe the Ceſlation was Tem- 
porary, aad Sufferings of that kind, they ſaid, were reciprocal. 

. On the Tenth of Seprewber the 1rþ Commiſſioners denied to .con- 
tinue a Ceſſation as to the County of Ki/dare, unleſs it may be for the 
whole Province of Leinſter , which Or-202d would not conſent to: 
Then they offered a Supply of Thirty thouſand Pounds ; but on the 
Eleventh the Marquils ſent a Meſlage to the Commiſſioners, to order 
the Earl of Caf lebzwen to forbear farther ACts of Hoſtility , ſince the 
Treaty was ſo near a Concluſion ; which they did, and Ormond did 
the like to his Forces : But it ſeems Caft/ebaven, notwithſtanding their 
publick Orders, knew their private Meaning, and theretore marched 
farther off, to the Caſtle of Djſert in the Queens County, which he took 
after the Ceſlation was finiſhed; But on the Twelfth they inſiſted 
upon the Name and 73tle of His Majeſty"s moſt Faithful Subjetts the Ca 
tbolicks of Ireland, and ſaid, That they ufed it in their immediate Ad- 
drefies to the King , bur Ormend rephed, That be held it not proper at 
that. tiare to be uſed to him. \On the Thirteenth they agreed, That the 
Quarters Gould relate to the -Day of the concluding the Ceſſation ; 
bur the Marquis infiſted, That it was indecent for them to uſe Force 


iv the County where His Majeſty's Commiſſion of Favour was execu- 


ting; and therefore required the Reſtitution of what-they had taken 
in the County of K:/dare ſince the laſt of 4upyſt : But on the Four- 
teenth of September this was refuſed, on pretence thar the Eng had 
incroach'd upon them in the ſame County, by Garifoning undefenſible 
Places 3 but they oftered the fourth Sheaf of Tilly, and all ſuch Places 
io fabdu'd, or 8co /. in lieu of it. The Marquis then propogd to 
have the Ceſlation declar*d as from that time, fince all was agreed; 
but the Commiſſioners ſaid, the Articks might be perfefted by next day 
Noon, and £ill then the Ceſſation could not be ſaid ro be made. And 
{o' on the Fifteenth day of Seprember the Ceſſation was concluded, and 
the Articles and Inſtrument mentioned Appendnx 16. were perfected, 
and a Proclamation by the Lords Faſtices and Council, for the Obſervati- 
'on thereof, ifſaed accordingly, bearing date ar Duck, the Nineteenth 
day of September, 1643. and Circular Letters were likewiſe ſent by 
chem tO all Parts of the Kingdom, to give Obedience — _ 
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before the Marquis of Ord would finiſh this Treaty, he conſulted 
all the Great Men and the Chief Commanders then with him, who 


gave their Opinions as ia the following Ioſtrument is contained.

theſe Cauſes do conceive ut neceſlary for His Majeſty's Honor and Service, 
That the ſaid Lord Marquis aſſent to a Ceſſation of Arms for 6ne whole 
Year, on the Articles and Condition: this day drawn up, and to be perfe- 
fred, by wirtue # His Majeſtys Commiſſion for the Preſervation of this 
(—_ of Ireland.

But the News of this Ceſſation met with different Entertainment, 
according to the Intereſts and Inclinations of thoſe it was carried to, 
At the Court of England it was received with Joy, and Ormond's Con- 
duct and Fidelity magnified beyond meaſure : It was admired, that he 
could preſerve His Majelty's Grandeur throughout the whole Treaty, 
by not admitting the 7izle nor Proteation of the Confederates ; his 
Prudence and Integrity, in continuing the Triſb Parliament, were highly 
commended : But that he ſhould be able to get a greater Sum of Mo- 
ney from a beggarly Enemy, than the Parliament of Engin had ſent 
over at any one time till then, could never be ſufficiently applauded; 
and to this effe&t Secretary Nicholas writes in his Letter of the Ninth 
of O#ober, and adds, That it 5s believed there, that the Iriſh will not ob- 
ſerve the Ceſſation; and therefore adviſes his _— to be upon bis Guard, 
and to take care the King*s good Subjects do not ſuffer by their violation of 
it ; and that the young Lord Moor, purſuant to Ormond's Recom: FR 
on, hath all his Fathers Offices granted unto him. | | 

But the Parliament of England had different Sentiments of this Ceſ- 


fation ; they inveighed againſt ic, as deſtruCtive to the diſpoſſeſt Pro- 
teſtants of Ireland, who were kept out of Poſleſſion by it another 
Year at leaſt : They ſaid, it was a as to the a 
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whoſe SatisfaCtion was likewiſe delay*d hereby ; They faid, it gave an 


opportunity 'to the Rebels to recruit their Forces, and to ſupply 


all their Wants : But that which troubled them moſt, was, that they 
perceiv*d the King deſign'd to draw ſome of the Proteſtant Forces, 
and hoped for ſome of the Popiſh Army from Tre/and, to aſliſt Him 
apainſt the Parliament, In ſhort, they were enraged to that 4e- 
gree, that they Voted to Impeach the Marquis of Ormond as a 
Traytor againſt the Three Kingdoms, and to diſable him of his 
Lieutenancy, and of all Command in Ireland ; and they alſo made 
a formal Declaration againſt the Ceſſation, which is inſerted ar 
large here, Appendix 18, In anſwer to which, the King publiſhed 
The Grounds and Motives of the Ceſſation, which in effect were, That 
zhe'Engliſh Army in Ireland could 10 longer ſibſift without Supplies, and 
that the Parliament took mo care to ſend any ;, but, on the contrary, the Earl 
of Warwick intercepted thoſe that His Majeſty ſent 3 and that the Parlia« 


ment endeavor?d to draw the Scotch Army out of Ireland into England : 


So that, in fine, there 24s an abſolute Neceſſity of this Ceſſation, as prepara- 
tory to a Peace ;, which, nevertheleſs, he will never admit, unleſs it be ſuch a 
Peace as may be agreeable to Conſcience, Honor, and TFuſtice, But all 
this did not fatisfie thoſe that were periſhing for want of their 
Eſtates and Properties, 'which the Rebels poſleſt ; and were yet far- 
ther inrag*d by the freſh Inſolences and Violences daily commitred by 
the Confederates ; ſo rhat their Sofferings depriv*d them of that A4-- 


deration, which at another time would have conſidered the Diſtreſks of 


the Crown, the Neceſſities of the Army, and the other powerful Mo- 
tives to this Temporary Agreement, 

In like manner, the Eſtates of Scorland declar'd againſt the Ceſla- 
tion, and the Adventurers at London petition'd againſt it z and even 
ſome of the Cavaleers were fo diſlatisfied at this unfortunate Truce, 
that many of the Earl of Newca#tle*s Army laid down their Arms, and 
the Earl of Holland withdrew from Oxford, affirming, That after he had 
heard of the Ceſſation, his Conſcience would not give him leave to Say an 
longer there: And ſome others of Quality afterwards followed his 
Example. 

And indeed it appear*d by the Sequel, that the Ceſlation-was a mere 
Plot of the Confederates, to ruin thoſe by Treary, whom they could 
not deſtroy by the 7/:y : Not that it would have proved o, if it had 
been honeſtly performd, according to their Stipulations and Pretences ; 
but that by a thouſand Tricks and Subtilties they contraven*d every 
Point of it ; and beſides the opportunity of reinforcing and furniſhing 


, themſelves, (which no body blames them for) they left nothing undone 


that could tend to the Rum of the E7g/ih : For whereas before the 
Ceſſation the Army lived moſtly upon what they forced from the Ene- 
my, that Courſe being ſtopped by the Truce, there. was no way lcft to 
ſupport them bat the 308co /. promiſed by thoſe Articles, and which 
was depended ppon for that purpoſe z but moſt part of that Money 
was delivered in by fuch Driblets, and ſo very long after it was due, 
that it did little Service to thoſe that were to receive it. 
But that was not the worſt; for the Rebels made uſe of another 
Stratagem which no body could ſuſpect, and that was « Prohibition to a 
their Party mot to ſell Proviſions to the Engliſh, even Fi ready Money. 
There was no Defence againſt this Flail ; and therefore many Places 
were deſerted by the Warders, who were ſtarved out of them by this 
Contrivance : Carlo, Arby, Leix, Trim, Dundalk, and Naas, ſuffered 
much in this Particulat ; but it was worſt with the Garifons tn Comang hr, 
as 
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as appears by their Declaration of Grievances ſent to the Lord Lieu- 
renant, wherein they affirm a Conſpirecy among#? the Iriſh co ſtarve them, 
and that the Iriſh County Councils had mined out Warrants to ſeize the 
Goods and Eſtates of ſuch Confederates as ſhould buy or ſell, or »ſe any 
Traffick with the Engliſh, as appears Appendix 1 9. 

They alſo committed many. fecret, -and ſome publick; Murders, Peter 
St.George was lo ſerved at the Caltle of Lerrim, where William St George 
was likewiſe mortally wounded; and it is reported (but how truly, 1 
cannot ſay) of a malicious Jeſuit that fneltered himſelf at Kinmegad, 
well known thereabouts by the name of Father Roe, that he commirted 
many Murders even in the Highway ; but this is more certain, that the 
Engliſh were fain to pay Toll or Tribute for paſlage through the Iriſh 
Quarters in many places, and that particularly at St. Fohnſton's Bridge 
great Sums of Money were extorted upon that ſcore, | 

Morcover, they had, by cunning and ſecret Intruſions into deſerted 
Caltles and old Houſes, two or three days before the Ceſlation, gotten 
Polleſſioa of much more Land than did belong to them, or than they 
could have kept in time of War; neverthelels, this Poſſeſſion, though 
obtained by Fraudor Violence, was detained by them ander the umbrage 
of that Treaty. They had allo another Liberty by thele Articles, viz. To 
declare in whoſe Quarters they would chooſe to bez and by this fetch, whole Ba- 
ronlies were loſt, and particularly the Baronies of Barrymore and Imokilly, 
ſcituate between Cork and Nowghall,and which had been always in the Eng- 
liſh Quarters, and under the Protection of thoſe Garilals, did, a day or 
two before the Celſiation, declare themſelves to be in the 1r;þ Quar- 
zers, and ſo were privileged even to the Gates of Cork and Noughall, 
from Contribution to thoſe Gariſons, until the beginning of the 

car 1645. 
, - But beſides the Breaches of the Ceſſation in Conanght, contained in 
their Declaration of Grievances, and the Complaints of Aunfer, men- 
tioned hereafter Appendix 17,there were ſeveral other Violations of thoſe 


Articles, as, rx. That the Earl of Cafkehaven, after he had notice of 


the Ceſſation, did nevertheleſs batter the Calle of Deſert in the Queen's 
County, and when he had taken and plundered it, he ſhewed them the 
Articles of the Ceſſation, pretending that they were juſt then come 
to hand, and that he was ſorry they did not come ſooner. 2, By the 
like Action in continuiag the Siege of Caf Coor, after notice of the 
Ceſlation as aforeſaid, 3, By Publiſhing the Pope?s Bull after che Cel- 
ſation, which was an Encouragement to the Rebels to perſiſt in theic 
Rebellion, and did ſeduce others of the Papiſts that were not then 
engaged in it, 4. By taking 369 Head of Cattel from the Suburbs of 
Dublin on the 18th of September, 5. By ſeizing on the Black Cath of 
IVicklow, and murdering the Proteſtavts there, And, 6. Ia not ſending 
any formed Troops or Regiments to the King's Aſſiſtance, as they pro- 
miſed to do. And laſtly, In not paying the 30800 /. according to Agree= 
ment, 

But if we are curious to know what was done in Z£ng/2ng, in reference

The loſs of what they have already paid ; and whether 
the Power giverby this new Bill to Warner Towſe and Andrews, (whole 
Integrity he has no aſſurance of) be not too great, and whether Pur- 
chaſers and Creditors may not be prejudiced by the Extents mentioned 
in this new Act. 

' Andon the 16th of Fune both Houſes iſſued a Declaration, purpor- 
ting, That the Kingdom of 1rc/and is in a fad condition, but that the 
Papiſts are in as much want as the Proreſfamts; and therefore, if the 


later were well ſupplied, the former would be eaſily ſubdued ; that heir 


Ambition to be independent from England, and their inveterate Hatred againſt 
the Proteſtant Religion, have been the cauſes of their Barbarouſneſs to the 
Engliſh; that they have been aſſiſted by the Catholicks of other Coun- 
tries: And can it be, (lay they) that God*s Enemies ſhould be more violent 
and indefatigable for reſtoring Idolatry in a Kingdom foreign to theirs, than we 
zealous in propugning God®s Truth in our own, againſt Barbarous Traytors and 
Monſtrous Id;laters? Shall the common Incendiaries of both Kingdoms 
ſtrip themſelves of all they have to accompliſh our DeſtruCtion, by de- 
vouring that rich and fruitful Iſland ? And ſhall the good People of this 
Nation, of the ſame Blood and Religion with them, think any thing too 
dear to redeem them, ſeeing thereby we ſecure cur ſelves, by preventin 
the vg OM coming hither ? We will therefore, even in this diſtracte 
time, aſleſs 2000001. on the Kingdom of Ergland to be paid in two 
Years, which w" give credit for the preſent Relief of the Starving 
condition of Ind, and ſhall be reprized to the ſeveral Counties in the 
nature of the Adventurers for Land in Ireland: Therefore we cannot 
doubt of chearful Submiſſion hereunto, ſince we cannot expec, that God 
ſhould bleſs us, if we be wanting to our diſtreſſed Brethren, and indeed to our 
ſelves, for the malice of the Rebels is ſuch, that if they can root us out of that 
Kingdom, they will not deſpair of extirpating us out of this; and therefore 
we recommend all well-affe&ted perſons toa liberal Contribution to ſuch 
a pious and commendable Work. 

And on the 14th of Fuly they iſſued another Declaration, for the 
farther encouragement of Adventurers, 

And on the 25th of Fuly the Parliament publiſh'd their long Declara- 
tion, which deduces the Afﬀairs of Ireland hiitorically from the begin- 
ning of the King's Reign, and concludes, that the Iriſh Rebellion was 
projected and incited by thoſe Councils then prevalent with the King, 
and that the _ and her Prieſts, and the Papilts of all the three 
Kingdoms, have been principal Actors and Sticklers therein, 

And on the 5th of Seprember they made an Ordinance, That no man, 
upon paln of loſing his Ship, do tranſport any Perfon out of Ireland 
into E7p/and, without licenſe, &c. And on the 18th, they made an 
Ordinance, for a Collection for the Clergy of Ireland; and on the 1 8th 
of Ofober, they made a Weekly Aſſeſſment for the Support of ſuch 
Forces in 7reland as oppoſe the Ceſlation; and on the 24th, they order, 
That no Iriſh man, or Papiſt born in Ireland, ſhall have Quarter in 
England: and in November, they ordered, That the Solema League and 
Covenant ſhould be taken in Ireland. 

But the Ceſlation being confirmed by Patent under the Great Seal, 
the Lieutenant General, purſuant to His Majeſty's repeated Orders,was 
bulie in ſending Forces to the Kings Aſſiſtance in England; and becauſe the 
Soldiers were generally very unwilling to fight againſt their own Country 
men; whilſt the Iriſh Rebels would inſult over their diſtreſſed Compa- 
nions and Relations that ſhould be left behind, there was an * Oath of

The Ceſfation being made as- hath been already related, the Con- 
federates choſe the Lord Viſcount Muskery, Sir Robert Talbot, Dermond 
mac Teig O Brian, &c. As their Agents to ſollicite the King in Eng- 
land about the Terms of a Peace, -and the Lords Juſtices did likewiſe, 
as from the Council-Board, ſend Sir William Stuart, Sir Gerard Lowther, 
Sir Philjp Percival, and Juſtice Donelan;, to whom Sir George Ratcliff, and 
Sir Willam Sambach being then at London were added :; But the Pro- 
teſtants not knowing of this laſt, or not thinking that theſe Agents 
would effeftually inſiſt upon Their Senſe of Afﬀairs, or were prepared 
to prove their Grievances: Did on the Sixth of Ofober meet at the 
Earl of K:/dare*s Houſe, and _ upon a Petition, which they pre- 
ferred to the Lords Juſtices and Conncil, deſiring Jeave for their Apents 
t0 repair to the King, and that the Iriſh Agents might not be heard till 
they ſhould arrive, and that Care might be taken to continue the preſent Par- 
liament, which by Change of one of the Lord Tuſtices was in Danger ef be- 
ing diſſolved; To which, on the Twelfth of OZober they received a fa- 
vourable Anſwer, That they, the Lords Fuſt ices had taken care to ſend Pros 
teſtant Apents to the King, to aſſiſt in the Treaty ; and that nevertheleſs 
they wonld tranſmit a Cop f the Petitioners reque#F ta Hu rg and if 
Hu Majeſty would Licenſe their Departure, they would not- hi it : But 
the Proteſtants knowing, that even of late time, *Agents had gone to 
the King without ſuch ſpecial Licenſe from His Majeſty, they did onthe 
Fourthteenth of O#ober proceed to the Choice of Four Perſons fit to be 
employed, and prepared a Petition to the King ; and then Petitioned 
the Lords Juſtices and Council,. To tranſmit that Addreſs ro His Majeſty, 
and to Licenſe their Agents to repair unto him to England ; and on the 1gth 
the Lords Juſtices anſwered, That they had ſignified their former Petition to 
bis Majeſt y,and had importuned Secretary Nicholas for a ſpeedy Anſwer which 
the Petitioners ought to expett, and that inthe mean time they would not hin= 
der the Agents Faw going when they pleaſed, but could wot recommend them 
70 the King until His Majeſties Pleaſure were known, The Lord Chancellor 
Bolton took anException tothe Copy of the Petition,that it was not ſign-

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of the Quarters all* that they could, ſo that tho” a meeting was ap- 


pointed at Roſcomon abqug the middle of February ; and Major Orms-y 


accordingly came thither and watched three days, yet none of the 
Triſh Commiſſioners appeared, except offly Hugh O Conner, who had 
no Power to Act ſiogly-; and tho? the Lord Lieutenant had ordered 
the 1r;h, to fend ſome Beeves to the Gariſons of Conarght towards 
their Subſiſtence; yet did they likewiſe make ſuch unreafonable De- 
lays, in delivering thoſe Beeves (being but 2co 1n all) that many 
of the Soldiers were Starved to-Death for want of them, and when 
mere neceſlity (occaſioned by the Delay, aod Non-perſormance on 
the Iriſh ſide) compelled any of the Engliſh to take a Sheep or a Cow, 
preſently Complaints were made to the Lord Lieutenant, as if the 
Ceſſation were broken, or as. if the whole Country were up in Arms; 
' whereupon Orders were iſſued, bearing date the Eighteenth of March, 
and Twenty ninth of March,,to examine the 1-;þ Complaints againſt 
the Gariſons of Comayght ; and particularly againſt that of Calecoas, 
and more eſpecially about their Combination with Captain Cambell an 
IriſhScet ; and their caſting of Ordnance which the Confederates ob- 
jetted againſt them, and accordingly the Engliſh Commiſſioners re- 
paired to the place appointed yz but the 1r;ſh came not the Firſt day, 
and the Second day, when they did come, they pretended they 
were not prepared, nor had a ſufficient Commiſſion to proceed then, 
but deſired to adjourn to Thurſday in Eaſter week at Ryſcomon, which 
was agreed to; but when that day came, the 7riſþ Commillioners did 
not appear, but ſent a Letter, Tha: Roſcomon was not @ fir Place, and 
deſired to meet at Balmtober ” which place their Army lay,) but 
the Engliſh Commiſſioners reſenting this. Third diſappointment, ſcor- 
ned to make any more Aſſignations with them, well knowing, that 
there was no ground for their Complaint, but thatit was all Contci- 
vance and Clamour. 

But on the Twenty ſeventh of April, a Warrant iſſued to make 


Henry Viſcount Wilhnot, and Thomas Viicount Dillon, and the Survivor 


of them, Lords Preſident of the Province of Conaught, except the 
County and Town of Gahvay, the - Government whereof with Ten

But it happened not long after, that Major Ormsby being Gariſoned 
in 7ul;k (which place belonged to-Mr. Lane, afterwards Lord Lanes- 
burough,) the Proprietor demanded the Houſe, which could not be 
juſtly refuſed him ; tho? lis Right was unſeaſogable infiſted upon at 
that time, becauſe Ormby had done good Service, and was very trou- 
bleſome to the 7r;h, But the Major perceividg that be muſt tura out, 
and having no other Convenient oe to carry his Soldiers unto; he 
cunningly declared againſt the kept Correſpondence 
with thoſe of that Faction in U/fer; and. hereupon-he preyed upon 
the 1-;- to that Degree, that his Gariſon lived, whilſt moſt of the reſt 
of the Engliſh were Starving ; inſomuch, that as many as could did 
flock to him, wherehy the other” Gariſons were left almoſt empty, 
and ſo he continued until the Earl of Caftl:baven forced him to ſub. 
mit to the Ceſſation as that Lord wries in his Memoirs ; but I believe 
he continued fo, until his Caſtle was taken by the Lord Taaf, Ammo 1 6455 

And as to Ulſer,the Scots and all thoſe that had taken the Covenant, 
or were inclined to take it, were very much diſſatisfied with the Ceſſation; 
Monroe complained to the Lords Juſtices, That the Scots who were by the 
Agreement to be paid every Three Months, were now Eighteen Months in 
Arrear,and hay xx it was bard to put them off with a Ceſſation ; __ 
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he Promiſcs to avoid Hoſtility until the Earl of Leven (his General) be 
conſulted, but the Supream Council were fo netled at Mymroes averſion to 
the Ceſſation, That they op the Fifteenth of O#/ober wrote to the 
Lords Juſtices, That ſeeing the Scots continued their Oxtrages, and would 
admit of the Ceſſation, no farther than ſtood with their own advantage, 

* Whereby the Confederates were diverted from aſſiſting the King ;, they who 
coutd not accuſe themſelves of any one hollow thought, and deteſted all ſub- 
til Prattices, and cannot think of ſerving two Maſters; or of ſtanding New- 
ter 2hete their King is Patty, do deſire that none may reſide in the King- 
dom but gvod Subjetts, and that by the joynt Power of juch, the Oppoſers 
of Breakers of the Ceſſation may be chaſt iſed, and that till that can be done, 
their Preceedings in Proſecution of them may not be interpreted a Violation

But in the beginning of the Year, 16.44. ſonroe publiſhed, that he 
had a Commiſſion from the Parliament of England, and the Council 
bf Scotland to' govern the Province of Uſer; whereupon the Lords 
Mongomery and Blany, Sir Fames Mongomery, Sir Robert Stewart, Colo- 
nel Hl, and the Majors Rawden, Fones, and Gore came to Colonel 
Chicheſter at Belfaſt, to conſult what was fit to be done ;, but the next 
Morning (being the Fourteenth of May) Horree ſurprized the Town; 
becauſe Colonel Chicheſter had made proclamation againſt the Covenant 
(which'was a little before this time impoſed by Order of Parlament) ' 
and had refuſed to admit any Scors into the Gariſon, and had ſent a 
Convoy with Colonel Sreward and Colonel Seator, Agents to the 
King ; and had diſcountenanced all that were affefted to the Cove- 
nant, 'or to Monroes Party : However, Monroe diſtributed Viftuals out 
of the Magazine to Colonel Chicheſter: Regiment, aud quartered them 
in the adjacent Villages until (a little after) they went to Dublin, and 
he alſo wrote very civilly to the Lord Lieutenant, but would not re- 
ſtore Belfaſt according to his Order. | 

In the. mean time, Owen Roe (being weakned by the defeat al- 
ready mentioned, and the oppoſition he ſtill met *with., from the 
Britiſh) in the beginning of Winter left his Troops, and Creaghrs to 
ſhift themſelves, and came-to the General Aſſembly at #/-aterford to de- 
ſire aſſiſtance ; affirmiog, that otherwiſe he muſt be forced to retire 
Into the other Pcovinces. 

Hereupon the Aſſembly appointed Six thouſand Foot, and One thou- 
ſand Horſe and Dragoons, under the Command of the Earl of Caf l-- 
haven, to joyn with Four thouſand Foot, and Four hundred Horſe, 
which Owen Roe had promiſed from Ulſfer, - | 

Memoirs 45, And that nimble General (having ſome time to ſpare) did by the 
Commands of the Supream Cruncil march. part of his Fotces to Conaughr, 
and compelled Burk of Caſtle Carrow, and the Lord Mayo at Caſtle- 
bar-to ſubmit to the Ceſſation ; and having done the like to the Orms- 
bey*s in the County of Roſcomon, he went to his Rendezvouz at Gra- 
nard about Midſummer 16.44. Owen Roe being at the fame time near 
Portlefter ; but hearing that the Enemy approached, he was glad to 
retreat towards Portleſter; and having left 600 Foot,and One hundred 
Horſe to-Guard the Bridge of Feynagh over the Fany, which had a Ca- 
ftle on his ſide,he thovght himſelf pretty ſecure ; but the Scots marched 
on, and the. ignorant, or ( as this Earl of Caſtlehaven ſtyles him) the

Upon the retreat of the Scots, Caſtlehaven ſays, that he followed

In the mean time, the Marqueſs of Antrim ſound means to ſend 
1wo thouſand five hundred Iriſh to Scorland to joyn with Montroſ ; 
rat ſo by giving the Scors Employment in their own Country, he 
might divert them trom ſending Recruits into Ireland. 

And it is to be noted, that the Confederates did both ſend and re- 
ceive Ambaſladors, to and from foreign Princes, viz They ſent to 
France at ſeveral times, Mr. Rochfort, Father Mathew Hartegang 
Colonel Firz Williams, and Mr. Geofry Baron z and received from France, 
Mr La. Monarie, Mz,. Du Moulin, and Mr. Talloon; they ſent to Spain 
Father Fames Talbot, and had from thence Mr. Fuyſor, the Count of 
Beerhaven (1.e. O Sulltvan Beer ) and Don Diego de Ia Torres; they ſent 
to the Pope Mr. Richard Beling, and afterwadrs the Biſhop of Fernes, 
and Mr, Nicholas Plunket ; and the Pope ſent them firſt Peter Franciſcus 
Scarampo, and afterwards his Nuncio the Biſhop of Firmo: And theres 
fore it is fit I give the'Reader ſome Account of their Negotiation, 
which I ſhall, as I have information ard opportunity ; and for the, pre 
ſent ſhall feaſt him with ſome Extracts, out of Father Hartegar's 
intercepted Letters, who in November 1644. wrote to the Supream 
Council, to the Effect following, wiz.

In England the Lord Macguire and Macmahon were brought to their 
Trial, and found Guilty, Condemn®d,' and Executed at Tyburz ; bur 
becanſe Macguire was a Peer of Ireland, it was made a Queſtion, Whe- 
ther he could be Tried in Expglavd for Treaſon committed'in Ireland, 
ſince thereby he loſt the Benefit of his Peerage? And tho? it ſeems to 
me, that the Point had been formerly determin*d in the Caſe of the 
Lord Leonard Grey, who was Viſcount Grany, yet it held a long De- 
bate z and there being many Curiolities in that Trial, I deſign to add 
it by way of Appendix, unleſs this Book grow too Voluminous for ſuch

And in Fanuary began the Treaty of Uxbridge, where the King's

Nor is it to be omitted, that even whilſt this Treaty was in agita- 
tion, and in order to it, the Treaty with the 4 was in effect ſuper-+ 
ſeded,a certain 1; Lord was no leſs unſeaſonably than importunately 
preſſing His Majeſty to be made a Privy-Counſellor, and to have a 
Cuyſodinm granted him of Sir Robert King's Eſtate ; tho? either of theſe 
_ being granced, and divulg'd, wonld have da{h'd in pieces all Hopes of 
Reconciliation between the King and Parliament : So little did they 
conſider the King's Intereſt, when it ſtood in competition with their 
own. And when I have added, That the Confederates did publiſh a 
Declaration of the Terms upon which Proteſtants might live within 


their Quarters, which is to be found Appendix 1 1. and that the Citi- 
zens of Dublin being numbred on the Eighth of Auguſt, were found

But in My there was a General Aſſembly of the Þ;þh, which, pur- 
ſuant to a Deciſion of their Clergy, Appendix 29, did on the Ninth 
of Fune Vote, That as to the Demand of Reſtoring the ProtefFant Church- 
es, the Commiſſioners ſhall grve a poſitroe Denial : And the Truth of it 
is, that they thought themſelves fo ſare of what Conditions 
pleagd from the Earl of Glamorgay, that they little minded what An- 
iwer they gave to the Marquis of Ormond, or his Commiſſioners. 
And,” on the other ſide, the King thought himſelf ſo ſure of the Ten 
thouſand Men from them, that Sir Marmaduke Langdale was in Ful 
ſent with Seven hundred Horſe to Carnarvan, to receive and 
them as there ſhould be occaſion. But when their Expe&tation in Eng- 
lend began to tire, and no News came either of a Peace or of Succors; 
the Lord Digby (Secretary of State) wrote the following Letter to the 
Lord of Mwkery, and the reſt that had been Agents for the Confe- 
derates at Oxford.

But the Confederates little regarded this Importunity ; they had 
other Defigns of their gwn'to mind, and were buſie managing the 
Two Treaties with Ormond ard Glamorgan ;, and whilſt they proceed- 
ed diligently with-the Eax/, they dealt ſophiltically with the Marquis, 
{til raiſing new Scruples and Diffculties, varying and inhancing upon 
the King as. His Condition grew -worle ; ſo that on the Second of 4- 
&##t they demanded 70 be exempt from the Excommunication of a Prote- 
Fant Biſhop, becauſe they could not in Conſcience ſeek Abſolution frem thoſe 
of another Religon, And thus Matters continued until the 25th. of 
Augu3f, at which time the ſecret Peace with \G/2morgan was conclu- 
ded ; and then, to let him know that they deſlign?d no more effe&ual 
Compliance, with him thaa they: had perform?d-with others, they did 
on the 28th. of Auguit make the tollowing Order, viz.

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And tho? this Declaration (notwithſtanding ary Explanation they 
could make of it) was diametrically oppoſite to the Nature and De- 
ſign of a Peace, becauſe this would reduce them to the Obedience and 
Condition of Subjects, and that would ſtill keep them up in the Con- 
dition of a Separate State ; yet there was a deeper Intrigue in this Mat- 
ter, viz, That if they would not part with their 4/ſociation,. it nece(- 
farily followed, that they could not part with their Army, which was 
the Ligament and Support of ir : And therefore, notwithſtanding G/a- 
 morgan's Conceſſ®bns, yet that Earl muſt have Patience, and wait for 
the expected Succors, until the King ſhould publickly ratifie what his 
Lordſhip had privately done; and they did not doubt, but the ſame 
Neceſſities continuing, or rather encreaſing, would compel His Ma- 
jeſty to comply with their Expectations. 

And in order to bring about their, Deſigns, they continued the Trea- 
ty with Ormond until the 21th of Nowember , and to cloak their In- 
trigues, the whole Aſſembly on the Ninth of Seprember did Vote, That 
they would ſend Ten thouſand Men to aid the King, and would refer to Hit 
MajeFty's Pleaſure ſuch things about Religion as Ormond either had nor 
Power, or not Inclination Sch But on the Fifteenth of November 
following, they did in effect invalidate that Vote, by alledging, That 
they never undertook the Tranſportation of the Ten thouſand Men 
to help the King, but intended only their Aſſiſtance therein. 

Nevertheleſs, F muſt not conceal, that the Anti-Nunciotiſts do aver, 
That they deſign'd ſincerely to ſend Succours to the King, and to 
conclude a Peace with the Marquis of Or-70-:4 on the Terms after- 
wards agreed on, and to refer the Secret Atticles abont Religion to 
His Majeſty's Pleaſure, wherein they doubted not of as much Con- 
deſcenſion as His Majeſty could ſafely give, becauſe it had been ſo 
promis'd to them by'the Earl of Glamorgan: But the Nuncio arriving 
in Treland in the nick of this Buſineſs, quite altered their Meaſures

Nevertheleſs, he was ſo little mindful of that Oath, and had ſo 
ſmall regard to the Peace and true. Intereſt even of the Papiſts of Tre- 
land, that tho' he knew, that the King, in hopes of Succors from 
that Kingdom, did ſo earnefily. deſire a Peace, that the Fanaticks re- 
vid him with being an Humble Suitor 10 the Rebelgfor good Terms; 
yet he made adyantage of the King's Neceſſities, and refuy'd any

the Engliſh were totally ignorant of the ſecret Negotiations of the 
Earl ot Glamorgan, until after the Defeat at Sligo, which hapned on 
the 1th of Ofober, at which time the Titular Archbiſhop of Tam 
was ſlain, and in his Trunks was found, amongſt other Papers, a Copy 
of the Articles made with the Earl of Glamorgan, which diſcovered 
ſuch an Ocean of Contrivance and lntrigue, as amazed the whole Pro- 
teſtant Party. :

And tho? the "King was exceeding, angry at -the firſt News of this 
Aﬀair, as what he foreſaw would be made uſe of by the Parliament 
to juſtific all the Aſperſions they had laid upon him in point of Po- 
pay; yet when he had calmly conſidered, that the EarPs Error pro- 
ceeded from the Exceſs of :bis Loyalty, and that all: this 'was done to haſten 
the Conſiderable Succors of Ten thouſand Men unto him, That it was ta no 
purpoſe to conſult Ormond in the Point ſince it was manifeſt,(and he had 
often declar'd as much when the like Articles were formerly propos'd) 
that he would rather quic the Government, than conſent to OE

it did not come to. be diſcovered but by an extraorainary [Accident ; and 
that His Majeſty remain'd not poſitively obliged, becauſe of the De- 
feaſance mentioned alſo. Appendix .27 ; So that the Penalty was only, 
That the Army ſhould not ſerve bim till be did ratifie the Agreement ,, and 
when the Army was once in Erpland, the Earl thought that the Arti. 
cles would eaſily have been moderated by mutual Conſent, rather than 
it ſhould go back again re ivfe#a. All theſe things being conſidered, 
His Majeſty was at length reconciPd to the Earl, and on the Eighth

his Care, viz, 1. To haſten the Commiſſioners to conclude the Peace.

burb, on the Fifth of F«me, which expoſed the whoſe Province of U/- 
fer to his Mercy, if the Nuncio's Avocation: of him, to oppoſe the 
Szpream Council, had not prevented it, as ſhall be ſhewn hereafter : 
But theſe two grand Accidents muſt be handed apart, and it is but Rea- 
ſon and Duty that we give preference to that of the King.

And asto the ynfogtunate Battel at Bemburb, wherein.the Lord Blany 
was ſlain, and the Loxd Mongomery whs taken Priſoner, as ſoon.as it way 
over, Mr. Anneſly and Mr. Beale, by their Letters, importuned the Lord 
Lieutenant to declare againſt the Iriſh, whichWMt that time he could nor 
pronenty do, in regard of the Cellation, that was not then expired ; 
ut: upon the Tenth of June the Lord Folliat, Monroe, and Sic Charles 
Coot, joyned with the others in an Addreſs to the Marquis of Ormond 
to the ſame purpoſe; and the Lord Fulliot and Mr. Galbrech came with 
it, although chey had no ſafe Condutt or Palsport for doing fo,. which, 
is the more ſtrange, becauſe thoſe Commiſſioners (Mr. Ameſly and Beale) 
had refuſed a Pals to a Meſſenger, Ormoxd would have ſent to the King, 
unleſs they might know be Errand, and becauſe in this Addreſs they did 
not give Ormond the Title of Lord-Lieutenant, Nevertheleſs his Excel. 
lency anſwered them, That he would joyn with them, and ( as ſoon as 
the Ceſſation expired, viz. 13 July) would declare againſt the Com- 


mon Enemy ; Prevzded they would [ubmit t9 His Majeſties Authority. But | 


they ( who had all their Sypport from the Parliament) could not do 
that; and ſo this Negatiation determined yithour effect, © +» 
And in this condition ſtood Afairs, when on the Fourth bf Fulj 1646. 
the Lord Digby, one of the Secretaries of State, and afterwards Earl 
of Briſtol, returned to Dublin from France, and ex by the Marquis of 
Qrmond, That notwithſtanding the Kings Letter of the Eleventh of June, 
( which was extorted from him by Durels, and prÞceeded from igno- 
rance of the poſture of Affairs-in g/and, and particularly of the Ad- 
vances of the TOST of Peace) it was His Majefe Pleaſure, That a 
Peare ſhould be concluded with the Iriſh, and. that he had a poſitive verbal 
Meſſage from the King to that purpoſe; and thereof he made a ſolemn 
and formal Proteſtation before the Lord Lieutenant and Council, which 
being reduced to Writing, was -entred at large in-the Council-Baok 
at Dublin on the Twenty eighth of Jo ; and thereupon they proceeded 
to the Concluſion of the Peace, which was perfected. on the Thirtieth 
of Fuly, and is contained in the Articles mentioned, Appendix 24. And 
the next day they wrote to His Majeſty a full account of what they had 
done, and deſired His Majeſty to ſend them no more Verhs! Orders, eſpe= 
cially ſuc as contradict the Written ones, leſt they want Vouchers of their Obe- 
dience to His Majeſties Commands, and be thought Diſlojal in doing thoſe things, 
which nothing but Duty coold make them do. 0 LENT 
The Peace being thus made, was ſolemnly Proclaim?d in Dublin, and 
by General Preſton in his Camp and the King at Arms, and thoſe of 
the Hers/Zs-Offce, (to the number of Ten) with all their-Formalities 
were on the Sixth of Auguſt ſent to Proclaim it inthe other Cities and 
Corporations of the King m, of whoſe Journey I will give an account 
in dye time, The Lord-Lieutenant did alſo ſend a kind Letter of the 
Third of Auguft to Owen, Ree, to invite him to Dub/in, to give his AC 
ſiſtance towards the Settlement of the Nation; andthat General did on 
the Seventeenth return a very civil Anfwer, importing, That-as yet he 


. had no authemtick Notice of the Peace frog his former Maſter i,ghvit as ſoon

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as he ſhould have it, he would haſten to p97 his Duty to the Lord-Lieutgnant . 
And on the Eleventh of Awug«yſt the Proteſtant Clergy made a grateful 
Remonſtrance of Thanks to His Excellency, for his Care of Religion and 
the Kingdom. | | 
In the mean time,the reſtleſs and indefatigable Nuncio had ſummon*d 
all the Popiſh Clergy to Waterford, utider pretence of an Apoſtolick 
Viſitation, and to prepare for a National Synod ; the famous Nicholas 
French, Biſhop of Ferns, was Chancellor of this Congregation, which 
being aſſembled, ( notwithſtanding their holy Pretences) dtd nothing 
elſe but conſult how to break the Peace they had ſo lately conſented to; 
and being puft up with ghe Succeſs their Forces had met with this Sum- 
mer, and taking advantape of the diſtreſſed condition of His Majeſty 
2 and his Army, theſe Holy Fathers made ſhorr work with the Peace, for 
| on the 12th of Auguſt, which was juſt a Fortnight after it was made, 
they declared all thoſe perjyr'd thar would ſubmit to it, and by ſolemn 
#Appendix 30, ® Decree reje(ted it, as not having ſufficiently provided for the Libert 
and Splendor of Religion. And they afterwards ſtrictly prohibited a 
their people from oLeying the Peace, or paying Contributions to the 
King, or to any that obeyed it, on pain of Excommunication ipſo fatto 
which on the Fifth of OFober was formally iſſued, with Notes, as itis. 
recited, Appendix 31. 
-- But now it is time to look after our Heralds, who ( as hath been al- 
ready mentioned ) left Dublin on the Sixth of Augy/t, in order to pro- 
claim the Peace in the other Cities and Corporations : They came to 
Waterford the Eighth, where they were ſo unwelcome to all the people, 
that no body would ſhew them the Mayor's Houſe, until at length a 
little Boy did it for Sixpence; but the Mayor would not be ſeen for 
above four hours, and when he was told their Errand, he asked, wh 
they did not firſt proclaim the Peace at K:lkenny ; and they anſwered, 
That they purſued their Orders, and ſuppoſed the Reaſon might be, 
becauſe Waterford was, next to Dublin, one of the moſt ancient and 
conſiderable Cities in the Kingdom, However, after three day ſtay, 
they could get no other Anſwer, but that the Peace ſhould be-firſt pro- 
claimed at K:/kewny;, and the Rabble threatned to ſend them packing 
with 7/:hes about their Necks, unleſs they made haſte away. 

From F/aterford they went to Kilkemy, where they were received wjth 
Reſpe&, and the Peace was there proclaimed even with exceſs of Joy 
and Pageantry. It was alſo proclaimed at Calan, Fethard, and Caſtel; 
but Clomel! would not receive it until it ſhould firſt be publiſhed at 
Limerick. 

It was1n the Evening of the Twentieth of Auguf when they came 
to Limerick, where they found the Gates ſhut, ſo that they had no ad- 
mitrance till the next day Noon, and then were civilly treated by the 
Mayor, who was for the Peace; however that day they could not agree, 
but on the Twenty ſecond it was carried by the major Vote of the Al. 
dermen and Council, That the Peace ſhould be proclaimed, and all things 
were prepared accordingly : Whereupon Fryer Welf, with.an armed 
Rabble of above 500, came te the High-Croſs, and denounced Excom- 
munication againſt the Adherers to the Peace. Nevertheleſs the Mayor 
{ who lived near the Cro/7) was coming ont in his formalities to make 

. The Procjamation; but the Rabble with hideous Outcries drove them 
back azain, and followed them into the Houſe, and purſued them even 
from Chamher to Chamber ; they wounded the Mayor and the King at 

Arms, and drag*d them. to Priſon; and they mortally wounded the 
Purſivant gHenmry Kirg, and moſt of the reſt. were likewiſe wounded, * 
| aud 
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and all were Impriſoned for about 1 o days, and the Mayor's Houſe was 
broken and pillaged 3 and during all this Tumulr the Fryers cryed out, 
Kill, Bull, kill, and Ple Abſolve you. And what is yet more ſtrange, is, 
That the Mayor was afterwards turned out, and Dominick Eznning (a 
principal [ncendiary ia chis Commotion) was made Mayor in his room, 
and was by Letters from the Nuncio thanked for what he had done, and 
encouraged to go on, and the Apoſtolical Benedition was imparted 
to him, for committing ſuch an OQutrage upon the Privileged Perſon of 
an Herald, as all other Nations in the World would abhor. 

But to proceed; The Congregation at Waterford did allo, under the 

in of Excommunication, prohibit the Logds Mountgarrer and Muckry 

om going to-Dublin, to conſult the execution of the Peace; neverthe- 
leſs they went, and in the Name of the Supreme Corncil invited Ormond to 
Kilkenny, as well to countenance the Peace, as to ſtop In/iqui»'s progreſs 
in Mexſter, who triumphed: over all Oppoſers, and put the Country 
under Contribution as far as the Rack Water. 

Hereupon Ormond (having firſt ſent Danie/O Neal with great Offers to 
Owen Roe, whom nothing could fatisfie but rhe Britiſh Eſtates in Ulſter ) 
prepared for his Journy, and in the latter end of Auguſt he went to K;/- 
kenny with about 200 Horſe and 1200 Foot, which ſmall Party was a 
Guard more for State than Security, for what need an Army among 
Friends ? 

His Excellency was received at X;/kery with all _—_— Triumph 
and Reſpect, and intended if conjunction with the Iriſh to march into 
Munſter, to force Iyjyuis likewiſe to ſubmic to the Peace; but when he 
underſtood, what the Glergy had done, and were doing at Waterford, he 
ſent ſome of Quality thither, to perſwade them not to- interrupt the 
Peace, which was likely to be ſo advantageous to the King and the 
People, he offered his Lady and Children for Hoſtages, that they ſhould 


not be diſturbed in the Poſleſſion of the Churches they then had, (which 


was the Secret Article not mentioned in the Pablick, and purpo ely ſo 


contrived by the Popiſh up of Clogher, that on occaſion they might 
the eaſier incenſe the Rabble, by ſhewing that there was no proviſion for 
Religion inthe printed Articles :) But all that he or the Supreme Council 
could do was to no purpoſe, for the Nuncio and Clergy were reſolved 
. to* have their wills, or gertſh. : |

Cornty with great violence, and. had taken ſeveral Caſtles from the 
King's Party, and deftroy*d all that appos'd him ; and particularly, 
that his Soldiers had in Cold Blood murdered Major Pigget, and Filty 
others, at Di/ert, to whom they had promiſed Quarter. 

And about the ſame time the” Caſtle of Arb/ove was ſurprized by 
George Dillon, a Friar, Uncle to the Lord Preſident ; and that Place 
being the Key and principal Fortreſs of Covaught, was a great accel- 
fion of Strength to the Confederate Party. ; 

And fo the Triumphant Nuncio, not doubting but that all was his 
own, came in State to Kilkenny, where he cauſed all the Supreme Coun-

On the other fide, Ormond was erileavouting-to firaiten- Dublin; 
and the better to effe& it, the Lord Dios of Crftslogh, was: ordered 
to ſtay on the North ſide the Sr: Ace 2000 Foot and 5oo Hotrle ; 
and the Lord-Lieutenanrt,''with the reft of the Army, marched over 
the River to Rathpwines, ON the 25th of Ful; and the very ſame da 
the Collonels Reynolds, Venables, and Hunks arrived with 600 Horſz 
and i500 Foot, and other Supplies of Money, and all other Neceſ: 
faries into the City, from England. 

But theſe Succours did not ſo much contribute to the Preſervation 
of Dublin, as did a certain intelligence they: bronght with them, har 
Cromwell and hs Army intended to land m Munſter. *'Hereupon the 
Lord of In{iquin, with a great Party of the beſt Horſe, was detach'd, 
todefend that Province,«whereby the Army was weakned and expo- 
ſed ro the Misfortune it afterwards met with bh | 

Nevertheleſs, moſt of che General Officers bemg of Opinion, that 
Baggotrath might be Fortihed and made, Tenable, and being ſo, 
would ſtraicen the City, ſo that their Horſe could have no Forrage, 
and conſequently Dubliz would in a littk time'be forced to furren- 
der : they prevailed with the Lord-Lientenant to fuſpend his thoughts 
of retiring to Drumnagh, and to grve Orgers for the Fortifying of 
Boggotreth : Accordingly Major-General Purcell { whohad been the 
forwardeſt Man to this Advice) -had the charge of the Utiderraking ; 
and the Army was kept all night in Batalhia to covtitenatice the En- 
terprize : but when the Lord:Lieutenant {who had been'on 'Horle- 
back all night) came in the morning to-view the Foftification, he 
.did not find. it in that condition, he expeRed ; Purcell exculng him-

But they found themſelves. groſly miſtaken, and were quickly a- 
larum'd out of their Sleep ; for about ten a Clock, on the 2d of Au- 
26#, a Party iffued out of Dublin, and meeting with better ſucceſs 


than they could have the vanity.to hope for, they were ſeconded by -

was the Conſternation, that they could not be prevailed upon to try 
their Fortune, nor berely to provide. for their own Safety wichout 
Confuſion, tho? at length they ,did obſerve the Lotd-Lieutenant's 
Orders, of going half to Tredagh and half to Tr9m, to: fecare thoſe 
(erik, whillt his Excellency went to' Kilkenny 0 Rally his ſhat- 
roops.

. In this Batde 4000 Men were killed, and 2517 were taken'Þrifo- 
rs, whereof jk Officers of note; and all No pillar, and two 
hundred draught Oren, and indeed all the Baggage of an exceeding 
rich-Camp, became the Reward and Prize of che Conqueror, '* 
, This is that fatal Defeat at Rathmines, which the Þjſb ſay was {6 
improvident and unfortunate, that g has hapned in Chriſtiahi- 
more ſhameful: They did all that Malice could ſuggeſt to place 
the fault of this Misfortune on the Lord-Lieutenant ; but without 
any, manner of reaſon, for beſides the affurance we have from Perer 


Waſſh, that Edmond Reyly, Titular Archbiſhop of Armagh , did be- *: W- Remon- 
eral this Army ; and that the Nuntio Party at Rome rejoyced exceed- francy 583: 


at this Defeat : This one obſervation will determine where the 

Sl hay , viz. That Ormond was always wviftorious at the bead of an 
Engliſh Army, and the Iriſh werg always worfted, whoever was their 
General, except only at the Battle of Bemburb, © 

But, to proceed, on the 3d of Augui#, Ormend ſtopt at Balifanon, 
and having found means to make the Garriſon believe rhar Dublin 
was taken, that ſtrong Caſtle was preſently ſurrendered ; and there- 
by General ones was ſtopt from proonting his Victory, which elſe 
he would have done even to the Walls of Kilkenny. 
. | Nevertheleſs, that great Captaig reſolved to puſh on his Fortune, 
and whilſt the Confternation to make the beſt uſe of it he 
could ; and accordingly he immediately advanced to' Tredagh, but 
the Lord Moor valiantly defended the place ; and Ormond came to 
Trim, with what Forces he could rally ; ſo that Fenes was obliged to 
raiſe the Siege on the 8th of AuguF, which was the very day Owen 
Reg oped the Lord of Ards to draw off from Lendon-Derry.

| It is needleſs to make a long ſtory of a ſhort Siege;, and therefore 
it will be enough to ſay, That altho' the Governor had affiired the 
Lord-Lieutehant, That he. would find the Enemy play ;' and that the Gar- 
r}ſon being ſele# Men, was ſo ſtrong that the Town could not be taken by 
Aſſault ; and therefore, advs'd Ormond (then at Trim) ro hazard 730- 
thing by precipitating - to his Relief: Yet Cromwell, who beſieged the 
Town - but on one ſide, .and without the formality of regular Ap- 
proaches, began his Battery on the -gth of Seprember, and the very 
next day at five in the evening ſtormed it ; and altho? his Men were 
twice beaten"off, and Collonel Caſſels ſlain, yet he led them on him- 
ſelf, the third time, and capried. he Town, and put moſt of the Gar: 
riſon'to the Sword, and the relt, , being not above thirty, he ſent to 
Barbadoe's. - This terrible Execution ſo frightned the reft of the Gar- 
riſons, that Dundalk immediately” ſubmitted, and fo did ſome other 
Caſtles near Trim ; and then Cromwell returned to Dublin. 

But one thing is. very. remarkable, and ought not to be omitted, 
and that is, That tho' there were ſeveral Proteſtants in the Town T 
yet were the Popiſh Souldiers ſo infolent, and ſo unjuſt to their Pro- 
reſtant Companions, evenin the midiſt of their Adverſity, that on'$un- 
day, the 8th of September, they thruſt the Proreftarts out of 'St Pe- 
zer's Church in Drogheda, and publiquely celebrated Maſs there,' tho' 
they had Monaſteries, and other canvenient places beſides, for that 
purpoſe. - And ſuitable to this, isthat which the od. Derry,in his 


Letter of the 9th of Ofober, affirmed to the Lord-Lieutenant; viz. 
That the Earl of Roſcomon being then dead at Limerick, they were 
fin to be very private in their Devotions, and doubted whether they 
ſhould be permitted to uſe Funeral-Rites, even privately in the Cham- 
ber : But why do I inſtance ſuch Trifles, after thee Earl of Orery has 
aflured us, that an I; General told the Lord-Lieucenant, at Kilkeyny, 
That if the King came there in perſ#8, he ſhould not be allowed a Chatch to 
celebrate bis Devotion in : To which his Excellency replied, Thar he 'bop- 
ed to ſee all of that mind, without a Church to ſay Maſs is Ireland; 
In the mean time the King, who from the Hague had written the 
24d April, 1649, that he deſigned ſpeedily for Ireland, and bad accord- 
ingly been preparing for thac Voyage, did now (by his Letters of 
the 29th of AuguF) aſſure the Lord-Lieutenant, Thar he is not dif- 
couraged by the Defear at Rathmines, bur till deſigns for that King- 
dom, if his Lordſhip thinks fir.

his Honour. 
” But Cromwel having Caſhiered the ſeven old Regiments, ox 
and 


the Parliament Commiſlioners; Anno 1547, and ſetled Aﬀairs in 

lin to hjs mind, left Collonel Hewſon Governor of that City, 
marched Soxth-ward through the County of Wicklow ; and having 
taken: Arklow, Fernes, Insſcorfy, and ſome other leſſer places, and a 
good quantity of Proviſions, in a Monaſtery deſerted by the Fryers, 
he came before Wexford on, the firſt day of Ofober, and immediately 
Summon'd the Town. 

The Governour, Collonel Devid Synot, did thereupon ſend out 4 
Meſſenger with Propoſals of Surrender, but indeed fo! higlt and ex- 
travagant, as manifeſted his deſign was but to gain time by the Par- 
ly, as he did, until the Earl of Caf#lebaven found means to put a Re- 
giment of Foot into the place ; and within three days after, the 
Marqueſs of Ormond ſent in Sir Edmund Buthker, and 1000 Men more 
(all Papiſts, for the Town's Men would admit no other:) Never- 
theleſs it ſo happened, that within two hours after theſe laſt Re- 
cruts were come in, and whilſt more were waſting over the Ferry

Cowardize, preſently clapt Scaling-ladders to- the Walls, and took 
the Town by Storm, and put all they found in Arms te the Sword, - 
to the number of 2560 Men; and Sir Edwond Butler himſelf was 
ſhot in the head as he was ſwiming over the River. T 
But we muſt attend the Lord-Lieutenant, and enquire what he did 

towards the Defence of the Kingdom, and we ſhall find that he did 

. all that was poflible for one in his circumſtances ; his main depen- 
dance was upon the Conjun&tion of Owen Roe's Forces, and the brave- 
ry of the Lord of I/iquin's Horle ; and in expectation of ſome good 
effects from theſe, he ftaid at Trim, during the Siege of Tredagh, de- 
ſigning as ſoon as Owen Roe ſhould come up, to endeavour to raiſe 
that Siege ; but that General did not come in time, the Agreemenc 
with him not being finiſhed until the 12th day of O#ober, upon the 
Tearms mentioned by P. W's Remonſtrance, 597 : and Þ{iquin's Ca- 
yalry being moſt of them Ergliſh--men, did not care to fight againſt 
their Friends and Country-men, and therefore daily revolted to Croms- 
well, even by Scores and Squadrons, which drew that Lord back a- 
go to ſecure his Garriſons in Munſter ; which about this time began 
to Mutiny. bo . 

However, after Tredagh was taken, Ormond put a good Garri- 

ſon into Thi», and endeavoured to Rendezyouz his Forces at Kil- 
kenny ; he preſs'd Wexford to accept of a Garriſon, -but- they would 
have none, except a few Conipanies-of their own chuſing, under 
Lieutenant-Collonel Syner, who was a Creature of their Biſhop of 
Fernes. . | 

Nevertheleſs , the Lord-Lieutenant omitted nothing within his 

power, for their Defence ; but as he heard of CremwelPs March that 


way, he alſo went to Graz, and thence ordered his Forces to march 
Cccce forward 
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forward to Ref, whilſt himſelf went to: Duncamon to vigw that con- 


fiderable Fort, and the ſame night he game to the Army.to Rog, 
and from ' thence ſent the Lord of Cofthehayes to condut a Regi- 
ment into Fexford, which he accompliſhed, as hath been related : 
but that Recruit not being enough, Ormond himſelf marched to the 
Ferry on the North ſide of Wexford, and fent in Sir Edmond Butler 
with more Supplies, as hath been {aid : And having notice that Lieu- 
renant-General Fones lay about Iniſcorfy to intercept him in his re- 
curn, he marched round through the Mountains of Wicklow, and 
came to Leigblinbridge , where Lieutenant-Collonel Hiliam Butkr 
brought him the News of the loſs of Wexford. 

Hereupon his Excellency leaying the Horle to refreſh themſelves 
in the Counties of Carlow and Kilkenny, ordered the Foot to march 
co the Banks of the Riyer oyer-againft Ref, and went himſelf with 
bis Life-guard to Duncannon, where he left them under Callonel E4- 
ward Wogan, whom he made Go-ordinate with the former Gover- 
nour Roch, beligving that Crowwel!'s noxt attempt would be upon one 
of thele, two. places. : 

And accardingly Cromwel did march from Wexford to Roſs, where- 
upon the Marguels of Orzond ſent in Major-General Taaf and 1500 
Men into the Town, in view of the Englih Army, who by reaſon 
of the Riyer could give no oppoſition thereunta : But before this Go- 
vernor- would take charge of the Town, he deſired an Qrder from 
the Lord-Lieutenant, To. Surrender the Place whenever be” and has Off: 
cers ſhavld Judge it could be vo longer Defended. And it was granted 
him : and. akhough he was a Papiſt, and a principal Man amongſt 
the Gonkderates, yet did the Popiſh Clergy afterwards make this 
ons of their Complaints, That Ormond gave the Governowr Orders to 
Surrender: the Town, | 

And it is certain, that he could not have made a leſs conſiderable 
Reſiſtance, if he had had ſuch Orders; for as ſoon as the Great 
Guns began, to. play, the Governor began to GCapitulate ; and ha- 
ving, amongſt other things, deſired Liberty of Conſcience for ſuch 
as ſhould ftay : He was anfwered by Cromwell, That be medled with 
no May's Conſcience ; but if by Libenty of Conſcience, be meant a Liberty to 
exerciſe the Maſs, he judg'd it beft to uſe plain dealing, and to lt bim 
know, that where the Parliament of England hed power that would not 
be allowed. And fo the Governour finding he could get no better. 
Conditions, was content to march out with Bag and Ba Car- 
rying with him +500 Men over the River to Kilkemy, and the other 
600 ſtaid behind, and took pay under Cromwell. 

Upon this prodigious Succeſs without fighting, Cromwell fent a 
ſtrong Detachment to attempt Duneennon ; but that place heivg well 
provided, made a vigorous Defence, fo that it was thought fit to 
raiſe that Stege, and return to Ref, where Cromwell was buſie build- 
ing a Bridgeeof Boats over the Barrow, with deſign to march into 
the County of Kilkenny , and he periorm'd it tothe Admiration of 
the 1r;jh, who: never hed heard of tych a thing before ; and: foan 
after it was finiſhed, Collonel 4bbet with 2 P arty of Horſe and Nea- 
goons took Enifteig, a imall walled Corporation, which was deſerted 
by the Iriſb upon his approach to. the Gates ; and the whole Army 
marched chither, leaving Cromwell ſick at Roſi ; and finding that Or- 
mond was, retired to Kilkenny, they detach'd. Collonel Rewolds with 
twelve Troops of Horle, and; three of Dragoons, to attack-Corrik,

two parts, and whilft he amuſed the Garriſon with one party, the 
other entred at anogher Gate, and took the Town, and in it 2 hun- 
- dred Officers and Souldiers, and the reſt made their eſcape over the 
River. | 

In the mean time the Marqueſs of Ormond being joyn'd with the 
Lord of I»/iquin, who was again return'd from Munſter, was pretty 
ſtrong in Horſe, but exceeding weak in Boot ; However, he pro- 
pos'd to fight the Enemy ; but there was one good reaſon, and one 
111 accident, that diverted that defign ; the reaſon is , that Lieute- 
nant-General Farrell with ſome Regiments of Owen Roe's Foot was dai- 
ly expeRed ; and the accident was, that Sir Luke Fitz Girald ſent 
them word , that a Party of Cromwell's ſick Men were marchi 
from Dublin to Wexford ; whereupon it was refolv*d by the Counci 
of War, and the Commiſſioners of Truſt, that /iqzin ſhould march 
with 1500 Horſe to attack them ; ang accordingly he overtook them 
on #exford-ffrand, but was received fo warmly, that his I#5ſb Horſe 
ran away after the firſt e ; and though the reſt ſtaid to a ſe- 
cond le, yet having loſt many 'Officers and Men, they alſo 
thought fie to retreat'to the Marque of Ormond, who was then at 

rey if th ity of fighting Cromwel, ſince his 

nd if there were any opportunity © romwell, ſince hi 

arrival, it was at this time when his Army was a Thomaſtown ; but 
even then no wiſe General would have attempred it ; firft, becauſe 


there was no right underſt between the Prot and Pa- 
iſts in the Royal Army ; Secondly, becauſe the Horſe were lately 
batiicd, and much haraſsd : Andthirgly, becauſe Lieutenant-Gene- 


ral Farrell and his Foot were not yet come up : But there was a great- 
er reaſon than all this, which was , That Ormend had intelligence, 
that Cromwell _— for Kizlkeyny 3 and therefore he retired thi- 
ther to ſave that City, and to joyn Farrell who came to him there : 
and chen ivwas unanimouſly refolv'd to fight the Enemy : And altho' 
no more then ſeven days Vietuals could be got together, yer the Lord- 
Lieutenant with that flender Proviſion march'd out of Kilkenny, to 
find out Cromwell ; but that General had, upon notice of the taking 


of Carrick, («) march'd thither, and had paſſed over the Shure, to (a) 22 Ofober, 


the Siege of Waterford; whereupon jt 'was refolved that the Lords 
of In/iquin and Taef ſhould ftorm Carrick, and the Lord-Lieutenanc 
ſhould ieutenant-General Farrell,and 1500U!fter-men and put 
them into the City of Waterford : And this latter was done, but the 
former miſcarried for want of Spades, Pickaxes and other

rick, by Collonel Reynolds, and the fimall Party he had there in Gar- 
riſon, being but 150 Foot, fix Tropps of Horſe, and a Troop of

Nevertheleſs, the els of Ormond once mire attempted the 
Relief of Waterford, and t ſome of his Forces on the North- 
ſide of the Shure, oppoſite to the City ; whereupon Cromwell (who 


had (c) taken Paſſage-Fort) finding that be had loſt 'more Men by (.\,. 1, 


Sickneſs in this Winter's Siege than he could well ſpare, drew off his 
Army towards Duygarven, And though, Ormend ferried over to Wa- 
terford , and courted that City to ſend Boats to'waft over his Men 
to fall upon Cromwel?s Rear ; yet the Citizens (being afraid they 
would make that place their Wane-uanen) refuſed to admit any 
more then ſome few more of. the Uſfer-men into that City.

And it is obſervable, that though CromwelPs Army was much ha- 
rafſed, and but very ſmall, perhaps not exceeding 5000 Foot, 2000 
Horſe, and 500 Dragoons, when he came befote Waterford, yer the 
fame of this General had ſo frightned the T5, that the Mayor and 
Governour of Waterford hearing of his approach, did on the 28th 
of OZober ſend a Letter to the Marqueſs of Ormord, to conſult about 
the Terms to' be inſiſted on at the Rendition of the City : But Or- 


ond the next day by his Letter chid them for their forwardneſfs to 


Parly with the Enemy before any Battery was begun; and aſſured 
them, that if they did their Duty, Cromwell ſhould be baftied before 


that place; as indeed it happened, for he loſt a zooo Men with Sick- 


neſs before it, and went away without it. 


And it was about .this time in the Month of O&ober, that Mr. Sey- 
mour arrived in Ireland, and brought with him the Garter to the Mar- 
queſs ef Ormond: And it was by him that Ormend gave the following 


30 Oftob. from Account go his Majeſty , viz. That Ireland cannot be preſerved without 


Clonmell, 


Succours ; that to People in the World are more eaſily drawn by Reward, 
er forced by Fear, than the Iriſh : That he could not draw into the Field 
above Fooo Foot, and 1300 Horſe, nor keep them long together for want 
of Neceſſaries : That nevertheleſs, there is no want of Men, but of Mainte- 
nance for them ; that the Plague is in Conaught ; that the Iriſh and Eng- 
liſh 'in his Army cannot agree : That no Tru#ft can be put in Owen Roe's 
Army, longer than their own Intere#t obliges them. And therefore, if bu 
Majeſty comes, be ought to bring Ammunition and Money with him; and 
land « On at Galway. And ſoon after, from Waterford on the 15th 
of November, his Lordſhip wrote again to his Majeſty, That the Iriſh 
are ſo fickle, that for Trade's ſake they will correſpond with the Towns in 
the Rebels poſſeſſion : That the Iriſh Clergy are mutinows, and by means of 
the Lord of Antrim, will probably do ſome fooliſh and fatal thing. + 

| From Waterford, Cremwell marched to Dungarvan, which he took ; 
and there on the 18th of November died Achae! Fones, ieutenant- ' 
General of the Army, a Man of clear Valour, and excellent as well 
as fortunate Conduct ; and not inferiour to any body in a ſincere 
paſſion for the good of his Ln 

In the mean time the Towns of the Country of Cork, being in- 
habiced and garriſon'd no, could notendure the thoughts 
of joyning with the Iriſh againſt their own Country-men ; they con- 
ſidered how the Lord-Lieutenant was not only limiteU in his Au- 
thority by the Commiſſioners of Truſt, and was but partially and 
precariouſly obeyed by the ib : They knew the þ aim'd at their 
Deſtruction in the end, and continued the War .to that purpole : 
Finally, they remembred the reaſons of ſurrendring Dublin to the 
Parliament two Years before z and they thought they had the ſame 
motive to ſubmit now ; and therefore by the means of the Lord 
Broghill, Collonel Courtny, Sir Percy Smith, and the Collonels, Town- 
ſend, Tefford, and Warden, they revolted all at once ; and about 
2500 Men were drawn out of thoſe Garriſons, and they met Crom- 
well at Whitechurch, not far from Dungarvan. | 
This Revolution dfſolved all confidence between the Engliſh, an 

Iriſh, and as well for that reaſon, as in other reſpes, proved advan- 


' tagious. to Cromwell, * for otherwiſe he muſt have been forced to en- 


dure a long and dangerous March to Dublin, or to have embark'd 
his Men on board the Fleet, that coaſted all along as he marched, to 
attend him ; but by this Revolt he got excellent Winter-quarters in 
Cork, Bandon, Kinſale, and Toughball, which laſt place was m_ - 

ead- 
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Head-quarters ; and there we will leave him, and enquire into che 
Motions of the Marqueſs of Ormond. 


For although the Motions of that Lord could not be very confi- © 


derable, as well becauſe of the Seaſon of the Year, and his want of 
Money and all other Neceffaries, as alſo becauſe his Men did daily 
deſert him in ſach numbers, as that of all the Conanght Horſe he had 
but nine and mg > with him : yet he fo {truggled with all theſe 
Difficulties, that he ſtill kept ſome Forces together hovering between

And it hapned one day that he ferried over to Waterford with a- © 


bout fifty Horſe, in hopes to perſwade. that Ciry to all that was ne- 
ceſlary for its own preſervation, and the common good ; but when 
he came there, he found that the Governor (Lientenant-General Fax. 
rel) and Collonel Wogan from Duncanon, had formed a delign upon 
Paſſage-Fort 3 and though Ormond much doubted the ſucceſs , yer it 
was not fit for him at that time to diſfſwade the Attempt : And fo 
Farrell marched out, but he was not long gone, before a Party of che 
Enemies Horſe was diſcovered to march towards Paſſage ; whereupon 
Ormend defired the Mayor to permit a Regiment or two of his 
Horſe, which were on the other ſide of the River, to be waſted o- 
ver, and to march through the City ; but all his Commands and 
Intreaties were in vain; although the Citizens ſaw the danger 
their Souldiers were in, and the neceflity of the propoſed Relief : 
However, the Marqueſs marched out with his fifty Horſe, ſuch as 
they were, and met Farrei?s Foot flying towards Waterford, and Col- 
lonel Zankey's Horſe in purſuit of them : hereupon 
place of advantage, and the Enemy (thinking he had a greater Bo- 
dy of Horſe with him than in truth he had) leſſened their pace, till 


by advanced Parties they ſhould diſcover the truth : but Ormond pics | | 


keer'd ſo long with them, that the remainder of the Foot (being a- 
bout one half) had time to eſcape, which elſe had been cut in pieces, 
or taken Priſoners, as theit wr parent were. ; 

This very Accident ſhewed the neceffiry of the retaking Paſſage- 
Fert, which elſe would be a continual Nuſance to the City of Warer- 
ford ; and therefore the Lord-Lientenant propos'd, that he would 
tranſport his Forces over the River to accompliſh that Undertaking; 
if the City would permit his Army to Quarter in Huts under their 
Walls, where they ſhould be no ways burdenſom, but ſhould have 
Pay and Proviſions from the Country. 

But the Citizens were fo far from conſenting to this, that it was 
moved by one in the City-Council, 7hat they ſhoul# ſeize on Ormond's 
perſhm, and fall ow thoſe that belonged to bim as Enemies. So that it 


was time for the Marqueſs to depart ; and becauſe the prn_nl 
Towns like fo many petty Republicks, ſtood ſo ſtifly upon their pre- 
tended Priviledges, that they paid no farther Obedience to the Lord- 
Lieutenant than they thought fir, and reflſed to receive his Army 
into Garriſons, he was forced p diſperſe his Forces to provide 
for themſelves as they could : Luke Taaf went to Conaught, and Inſi 
quin into the County'of Clare, and the Lord Dillon into Weſtmeath; 
only Major-General Hugh O Neil and 1600 Ulfer-men were admit: 
ted into Clonmell, and* his Excellency return'd to Kilkenay. 

Ant it was from hence that by his Letter of the 24th of Decem- 
ber, he acquainted his 'Majeſty how bs Authority was deſpiſed by thoſe 
great Pretenders to Loyalty : to which his Majeſty anſwers by his Ler- 
ter of the 2d of February, That he wonders at the Ingratitude of the * 
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he drew up ina 
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in the apparent breach of their Recognition of him in,the beginning of the 
Articles of Peace, and their ſolemn Proteſt ations to himſelf : And orders, 
That if Ormond finds them incorrigible, he ſhould timely adviſe the King 
of it, that (not believing himſelf bound to the Conditions of Peace, 'whil;f 
they are deſtruttively infringed 7 the Iriſh, and made uſeleſs to his Maje- 

# Reſtitution ; and that Ormond ſhould 


) he may uſe other means for 
Ares - ſoon as he rell's fit. 

In the mean time the Popiſh Prelates and Clergy met proprio Motu 
at Cluanmacnoiſe ; and though it was expedted.that by the means of 
the Marqueſs of Antrim, they would do ſomething or other that would 
be very diſobliging and ſeditious : yet on the contrary, they made 
moſt pathetical and pious Exhortations to Unity, and to lay aſide 
all National and other Animoſities ; and declared, it was in vain to 
ex any tolerable Conditions for their Religion, Liberties, and 
Eſtates from Cromwell; in a word, they ſaid ſo much, and fo well, 
that the Lord-Lieutenant was almoſt deceived into freſh hopes of their 
Loyalty and Integrity. : 

But an Adder cannot be without a ſting, nor a .Popiſh Eccdeſiaſti- 
cal Congregation meet in Tre/ayd, without doing ſomething diſo- 
bliging to the Royal Authority, whilſt in Proteſtant hands, and even 
this meek and pious Aſſembly could not diſſolve, until it had ſpit 
{ome of its Venom in a Schedule of Grievances, 

P. W.'s Rz- But it is yet more ſtrange, that ſome body had the confidence to 
montrance,83. obtrude a ſpurious Paper of Grejvances on the Commiſſioners of 
Truſt, inſtead of the true one, and they gave it to the Lord-Lieute- 
nant 5 Whereupon he being highly incenled, demanded of the Bi- 
ſhops, whether they own'd that Paper ; and they denied it, and, 
on the firſt of April, and, not till then, produced the true one ; 
which was pragmatical egough, but not near ſo bad as the o- 
ther. 

But that the whole Kingdom might be ſatisfyed, that there were 
no real Greivances, nor juſt cauſe of Complaint, /i:ce all the Miſchiefs 
that had bapned were occaſion'd by the Obſtinacy of the Ungovernable Cor- 
porations. Ormond.did permit the Commiſſioners of Truſt to iſſue 
their Circular Letters, for Deputies from all parts of the Kingdom, 
to repreſent their Grievances ; and accordingly they came, in the 
latter end of Fanwary ; but being alarum'd at Kilkenny, theſe Deputies 
adjourned to F#ny (I ſuppoſe bs) in the County of Clare, where 
they made much noiſe, but never had the confidence to reduce their 
clamour, into writing ; and the Lord-Lieutenant left the City under 
the Government of the Earl of Ca{tleheven, and went himſelf to 
Limerick, to which place, by his Letters of the 27th of Februaryu he 
invited the Popiſh Prelates and Clergy, and they being come, ac- 
cordingly, on the 8th of March, his Excelle: Propo to them,

ſince he was ready to do any thing for the Peoples preſervation, that # con- 

ſiſtent with his Honour, and bis Duty to the King : And ſimce it was mani- 

 fe#t, that the Name withoat the Power of Lord-Lieutenant, could bring n0- 

thing but Ruins upon the Nation, 'and Diſhonour upon bim, they ſhould e- 

ther procure entire Obedience to bzs, Authority, or propoſe how the King dom 

' be preſerved by bis quitting at, . To all which.they anſwer, with 


many 
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many expreflions of Reſpe& and Attetion, and gave his Excellency 
a Paper of Advice, mention'd Appendix 45 : and ſo we mult leave 
them for a while, and ſee what was dene in the reſt of the Pro- G 
Vinces. | 
In- Ulfer the Presbyterians, and eſpecially the Scots,were fierce againſt 
the Parliament of England, infomuch, that the Presbitery. of Belfa#t 
did on the 15th Feb.1648, publiſh a Paper entituled, 4 neceſſaryRepre- 
ſentation of the preſent Evils and eminent Dangers to Religion, Laws, and | 
Liberties, ariſing from the late and preſent PraGiſes of the Seftarian Party 
in England ; together with an Exhortation to Duties relating to the Co- 
wvenant. The deſign of which is to exhort the People from aflocia- 
ting with Se&aries or Malignants : To which Sir Charles Coot, and o- 
thers of the Parliament party, made an an{wer, wherein they ob- 
ſerve, That if they decline the Parliament, they ſhut the door again#t all Burlace 207. 
Succours and Supplies from England. And ſecondly, They make a Rent 
and Diviſion among #t themſelpes. And thirdly, Mu#t joyn with the Re- 
bels, or deſert the Kingdom. And laftly, Muit fight againft an Army 
that bath been the Inſtrument of the Liberty of ie nt and the Quiet of 
Scotland. And ir is certain, that for want of due regard to the 
Dilemma, in the thicd Obſervation, the Presbyterian party fell into 
the Inconvenience mentioned in the ſecond : for the Lord of Ards, 
Sir George Monroe, and others joyned with the Lord-Lientenant, and 
the 1riſþ in ſubmiſſion to the King, whilſt many of the Preachers de- 
claimed ſo peflionately againſt both Malignants and Se#aries, (as they 
called the King's party, and the Parliament's) that Sir George Mon- 
roe was fainto ſend many Letters, and ſome Threatning Mellages to

But this Diviſion became the occaſion of eheir Ruine, for though 
they had once all Ulfer, except London-Derry, which was alſo be- 
ſieged ; yet they were in very few Months ſubdued, for as ſoon as 
that Siege was raiſed by Owen Roe, Sir Charles Coor' marched abroad 
and took in Colerais ; And Venables being by Cromwell detach'd from 
Tredagh, had Belfa#t ſurrendered to him ; and though Collonel Tre- 
wor did fall upon Venables in his Quarters on the Road to Belfa#?, 
yet he was bravely repulſed by the Valour of Captain Meredith ; and 
then Venables marched to Cargifergw, which ſubmitted to him even 
before his Foot came up, and being joyned with Sir Charles Coot, 
they beat Monroe and the Scots on the Plains of Liſnegarvy, on the 6th 
of December, and ſo the Parliament became Maſters of moſt part of 
what the A poſleſt in Ulfer. 
But it muſt not be forgotten, that Lieutenant-Collonel Owen O 
Conally (the firſt Diſcoverer of the Fiſk Rebellion) marching with a 
party of Horſe from Belfa#t to Antrim, was fallen upon by Monree, 
and totally routed, and himſelf ſlain.

Graige and Thomaſtown were eaſily ſubdued by their united Forces z 
ſo that they marched to Gowran, to joyn Collonel Hewſon, who with 
a Detachment from Dublin had taken Bally/annon, Kildare, and Leigh- 
kn, and met them at Gowran, which was, after too long Reſiſtance, 
ſurrendered by Collonel Hammond, upon hard Conditions, ſo that 
he and moſt of the Officers were ſhot to death.

Hereupon the Lord Broghill poſted to Cromwell, and having ob- 
tained 2000 Horſe and Dragoons, and 1600 Foot, he marched with 
incredible Celerity to Kilkrea, and thence to Carrigadroghid, which 
he found garriſon'd with the Biſhop's Souldiers ; however, he left 
his Foot there, and marched with the Jorle to Maccroom : Upon his

But we muſt return to Cromwell, whom we left at the Siege of 
Clonmell, where having made a breach, he cauſed it to be afſaulted ; 
but ( as himlelf expreſſed it ) he had like to bring hs Noble to Nine- 
pence ; for he loſt above 2000 of his beſt Men, and yet did not take 
the Town at that time : but in a_ few days, the Governor Hugh O

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Neal, having ſpent his Powder, and finding thar- the Town would. 
be loſt, he withdrew all his Souldiers, fecrerly.and by night, over 
the Bridge to Waterford ;. and Cromwell not knowing of. ic, gave the. 
Town's Men good Conditions for themſelves, upon which they ſur-, 
rendered. ca as  FISP 

It was at this Siege that Cromwell received pollicive . Ordets to 're- 
turn to England ; and in obedience uhto them, he embarqued at: 
Youghall on the 29th day of May, and left the Command. of the 
Artny with his Son-in-law Ireton, who was before Major-General of 
the Army, and Lord-Prefdent of Adunſter. 

But it is time to. return to the Marqueſs of Orz#&x4, whom we left 
at Limerick with the. Popiſh Clergy, and the Commiſſimers of Trait ; 
where, notwithſtanding the reſpe&ful Anſwer, and promiles of the 
Clergy, already mentioned, the Citizens of Limerick were lo far from 
complying with his expeation, that: they. were _ in corm-' 
mon and outward Reſpe& ; they did not permit acceſs to hini 
without ſpecial orders of the Mayor, which was fomerimes with 
difficulty obtained: And they impriſon'd the 'Locd Kmalbeck tor 
quartering ſome Horle one night within their Liberties, by his Ex- 
cellency's order. And the Officer of..the Gity-Guards, did neither 
come to receive the. Word from his Lordſhip, nor bring it to him : 
Wherefore, not willing to expoſe the King's Authority to ſo man 
Afﬀeronts, he went to Lagbreagh, and the Popiſh Clergy adjourned thi- 
ther alſo, and there he gave them the Anſwer to their Paper of 4d- 
vice, mentioned Appendix 45 3 wherewith- they ſeemed to be fo 
well ſatisfied, that on the 28th of +March, they ifſued the following

And after 
our parting from thence, in purſuance of our unanimous Reſolution 
taken in that Place, we have” accordingly declared to our reſpe- 
ative Flocks our happy Agreement among$t ourſelves, and our ear- 
neft defire to labour with them to thoſe ends; and made uſe 
our bei? perſwaſions for the purchaſing of their Alacrity and chear- 

 fal Concurrence to the Advantage of that Service. So that if a- 
ny thing was wanting of due Correſpondence, ſought by , your Excel- 
lency, we conceive it canyot be attributed to any want of care or 
diligence in Us. 


And for further intimation'ef, our hearty defixes on all accafions 
to ſerve our King aud Country, we declare, That we are not yet. de- 
terred for want of good Succeſs in the Afﬀairs of the Kingdom, but 
rather animated to give further Onſets, and iry-all other poſſible 
Ways ; Wherefore we moft humbly entreat your 'Excellency to give 
us ſome particular Inſtructions, aud ty proſerive ſome Remedies 
for, and touching the Grievances preſented by us to your Excellen- 
cy, for pacifying -of Difcontented Minds, and: put us in a way, how 
to labour further in ſo good a Cauſe : And we do faithfully promiſe, 
that no Induſtry or Care ſhall be wanting, in.us, to. receive and exe 
cute your Conditions, iy a” Vo : 


And in concluſion, We leave. to.all impartial. judicious:Perſons 
fad and ſerious Confiderations, to. ns hownaucredible it us, ap 
we ſhould fail to oppoſe, to the uttermoFÞ of our. power, the fearfal 
and inceafing —_ of a Rebellious and 7 a Kaas M a} of 
our late Soveraign King Charles; to which Enemy alſa nothing 
feemeth more odzous, than. the, Names of Kings\aud Biſheps.3 .and 
who aims at nothing ſo much. as the Dethraning\of our now Gracious 
King Charles the Second, and. the final Extirpation of our Natives, 
in caſe (as God forbid) Events .aud\ Succeſſes. would fall ſuitable.

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But notwithſtanding the ſpecious pretences and fair promiſes in

And. indeed from thay ime forward, Ormond had {þ .ſmall hopes 
of the bf, that he emplayed the Riſhop of Derry to. treat with ſome 
forreign Prince, abobtttan{portingis.or 6000 Mer into -their Ser- 
vice at uſual Rates, and he deſigned to go with them himſelf ; and 4 
having no means to ſupport Þ/iquin's Army, he did, atthe importu- 
nity of the Commiſſioners of Truſt,, who were as weary of the Eng- 
ling as the Engiiſh were of them, disband +y/iquin's Forces, except 
Collonel Buller's Regiment, which was deſigned to be ſent to the 


King 
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King from Galway. And on the firſt of May, Dean Boyle (now Lord 
P rirhace)+ was: employed by Ormond ahd Þſiquin, to treat with Crom- 
well, Upon what Terms the Proteſt ants of their Party might be recerved into 
Prote6tton. 

In the mean time the King; by his Letter of the 11th of March, 
from Beauvos, informs the Lord-Lieutenant , That one Rochfort, 
from Lieutenant-General Farrell, and one Daly, diſguiſgd under the Name 
of Dominico de Roſario, were with his Majeſty, and repreſented Or- 
mond as backward in granting Graces and Favours to the Iriſh. But 
the King adviſes him to perſevere, and if need be, rather to exceed in Con- 
ceſſions about Civil Matters, than in Matters of Religion; and that if there 
muFft be farther Conctſſions in Religion, that then they ſhould be made in 


general Terms, with reference to a future Parliament, and gives him full 


power 10 do as he ſees fit ; and deſires to know, whether if he fail with the 
Scots, be may conveniently come for Ireland. 

And indeed this had been the proper time for his Majeſty to have 
come thither 3 and the Marqueſs of Ormond did invite him to do | 
ſo: and the Queen Mother on the roth of March 1649, ſent the 
Lord Byron on purpoſe to preſs him to the Voyage, and to get the 
Scotch Commiſſioners conſent thereunto, And it ſeems the King did 
intend -it, for ſome of his Goods were ſent into Ireland ; and whate- 
ver it was that hindred him, it is certain, that in his Letter of the 
I5th of Ofober 1650, he lamented his misfortune in not coming to 
Treland, when Ormond invited him. Ft 

But to proceed, the Ulfer Army by their Capitulationg, had pow- 
er to chuſe their own General, and accordingly they dM ele& the 
Ticular Biſhop of Clogher ; and the Lord-Lieutenant being acquainted 
with it, ſent him a Commiſſion on the firſt of April ; and the ſame 
day the true Paper of Grievances, indited by the Biſhops at Cluan- 
macnoiſe, and ſigned by their Secretary,. the Biſhop of Clonfert, ( al- 
ready mentioned ) was given to his Excellency : Whereupon he 
ſummoned a General Aſſembly to meet at Loghreagh on the 25th of 
April ; and then he gave them an Anſwer to thoſe Grievances, and 
imparced to them his Majeſty's Letter of the 2d of Febraary, To with- 
draw himſelf when he ſhould think fit. Wherenupon on the 3oth- of A- 
pril they Addreſs to him reſpe&fully, as Appendix 46. And the next 
day his Excellency, reſolving-to rely no more on General Proteſtati- 


ons, ſends them ſmart Obſervations upon that Addreſs, as Appendix 46. 


W hereunto they make anſwer on the 2d of May, in a very dutiful 
manner, with many fair promiſes ; and aQually ſent the Archbiſhop 
of Tuan, and Sir Lucas Dillm, with prefling-Letters to Limerick, to 
receive a Garriſon, and obey his Excellency's Orders. Whereupon 
Ormond was once again cajoll'd by their fair Pretences, and diſmis'd 
the Frigat he had provided for his Tranſportation, and reſolved to 
ſtay ip the Kingdom. ' =, ; 

And though the Anſwer theſe Agents brought from the City of 
Limerick, was imperfe&t, yet it was ſuch as gave hopes to the Lord- 
Lieutenant; ſo that he drew-near the City to be ready to embrace 
the critical -Opportunities of. their good Humour : And accordingly

| I. To be received in like Manner, and with ſuch Refte8,' as Lord-Liew- 
tenants beretofore always have been. 


Il. To have the Command of the Guards, the Giving of the Ward, and 
Orders in the City. 


IL That there be Quarters provided within the City, for ſuch Guards of 
Horſe and Foot as be carry in, who are to be part of the Garri- 
ſon, whereof a Li#t ſhall be given at the Rendezrvout. Z1N 
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Ard fo not doubting of their Gompliance to ſuch reaſonable and 
neceſſary Articles, his Excellency came to the place of Rendez- 
vouz, where the two Aldermen waited on him, and told his Excel- 
lency, That the City bad agreed 10 all his Propoſals, but that of admitting 
bis Guards. Whereupon his Lordſhip ſent back this Meſſage : That he 
carried bis Guards becauſe of the Dignity of bis Place, and to prevent. any 
popular Tumults that might happen from looſe People, and not from any 
Diſgu#t or Fealowſy of their Loyalty or Aﬀettion of the Magiſtrates of the 
City : However, bis Guards ſhould not exceed Fo Horſe and loo Foot, all 
Roman Catholicks, and ſuch as had been of their Confederacy. And fo 
believing they would not reje& any thing that was fo reaſonable, 
he marched on towards the City ; but when he came near the 
Gates, the ſame Aldermen that invited him in, were ſent out; to let 
tis Excellency know, that one Wolf (a ſeditious Fryer) had raiſed 
ſuch a Tumule in the Town, that it was not ſafe for him to come 
in, until it ſhould be appeaſed : Whereupon he retired to Shanbuoll, 
and from thence ſent the following Letter 3 to which he could never 
get any fſatisfaftory Anſwer : On the contrary, they broke open his 
Trunks of Papers, which his Excellency had left in that City ; and 
ſeized upon the Stores of Corni'he had laid up there for himſelf and 
the Army. And though they afterwards refuſed to receive his Excellen- 
cy, even whilſt Irercy was before the City,yet they readily entertained 
ſome Tfvops that had contrary to Orders deſerted the Army ; and 


+ they forced Contribution from thoſe that had punctually paid itbefore, 


to the uſe of the Army, and according to Order. And when the 

Lord-Lieutenant wrote to the Mayor for Redreſs, that Magiſtrate 

did reply, That Hugh O Neal was Governowr. © And when he wrote 

to. O Neal, he did more truly anſwer, That he was but a Cipher, and 

the power was in the Corporation. And fo he could get no ſatisfactory 
wer from either of them, | 


+ Frer Our hearty Commendations : According to Our promiſe in Our 
A Letter of the 12th of this Month, from Clare, We came yeſterday to 
the Rendez,vouz,, with intent to have gone into that City, for the purpoſe 
defired by you in your Letter of the ſame day's date: but upon our coming 
zo the place, we received a Meſſage from you, by Alderman Peirs Creagh, 
and Alderman John Bourke, importing, That you conſented to all we had 
formerly propoſed to 'you, except the admitance of our.'Guards. Hereupon 
we returned the ſaid Meſſengers with anſwer, That we intended not the 
drawing in of our Guards out of any miſtru#t we had of the Loyalty of the 


' Magiſtrates of that City to his Majeſty, or of their Aﬀettion to us; but for 


the Diguity of . the. Place we bold, and to prevent any popular Tumult that 
might be raiſed by deſperate unintereſted Perſons again#t us, or the Civil Gos 
vernment of that City, whereunto we had cauſe to fear ſome looſe People 
might by falſe 'and frivolous Suggeſtions, be too eaſily inſtigated : And to 
take away all poſſibility of ſaſputton from the mot jealous, that we could 
bave any other end to the prejudice of that City, the Guards we propeſed, 
were but one hundred Foot, and fifty Horſe, and thoſe to conſift entirely of 
thoſe of your own Religion, and ſuch as by having been conſtantly of your Con- 
federacy, are intereſted in all the benefits of the Articles of Peace. To, this 
we. recerved 'no poſutive reply, but. in an uncertain manner were told,” by the 
ſaid: Aldermen, of ſome Uproar raiſed by a Fryer, in oppoſition to the deſires 
and intentions of the Mayor and principal Citizens, touching our coming thi- 
ther. Whereupon we thought not fit to ſubje& bis Majeſty's Authority placed 
its, to a poſſibility of being affronted by a wild Rabble of mean People,

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but rather to expet# the iſſnevof more ſetled Councils : Wherein, we hope, 
will be taken into conſideration, not only by what power you were firft made © 
a Corporation, and: by whoſe proteftion you bave ſmce flouriſhed, but alſo 
what- ſolid foundation of Safety (other than by recerving the 7 rom we of- 
fer) is or can be diſcoveretl to you, by the preſent Difturbers' of your Quiet. 
To conclude, We expett your preſent Anſwer, that in caſe we be encouraged 
' fo proceed in the ways we bave laid down of ſerving the King, and pre- 
. ſerving that City from the Tyranny of the Rebels, we may immediately 
ply ourſelf thereunto, or (failing in our defires therein) ave may apply earl 
and the Forces we bave gathered to that purpoſe, to ſome other Service

But we muſt leave this rebellious City for a while, to attend the 
Popiſh Biſbor of Chogher, who was ſo conſiderable a Man, and fo zea- 
lous in the Intereſts of the Church, that by help of the Nuntio Party 
he expected to be made Generaliſſimo of all the Confederates : and 
the better to fit himſelf for it, he revived the Natwnal Diftin&tion 
between old and new 7, and theſe latter (being of Engliſh extraQti- 
on)he turn'd out of his Army, and left none in but Macs and O's, and 
then he thought himſelf ſo powerful, that he gave his Forces the 
Name and Title of The Confident Viftorious Catholick Army of the 
North : Nevertheleſs, on the 2oth of My, he and all his Officers 
had publiſhed a Declaration to wheedle ſuch of the Scors and Britiſh 
as oppoſed the Parliament, wherein they pretended great Loyalty, 
And that as miſconſtrution and miſtake made the Scots at firft fd riſe a- 
gainft his Majeſty, who was their own fleſh and blood, ſo it was likewiſe 
aniſunderSendng that occafioned the falling out between the Iriſh and the 
Scots in the beginning of theſe Wars ; and therefore all ſhould be for- 
gotten, and all diſtin&tions of Nation and Religion ſhould be poſt- 
pon'd and ſacrificed to his Majeſty's intereſt and ſervice. 

But I ſuppoſe few of the Proteffants were ſo ſimple as to be cajol- 
led with that hypocritical Declaration ; for though many-upon the 
principlesof Loyalty did ſtill continue their deſires to ſerve the King, 
yet they would by no means joyn with thoſe that had purged their 
Army even of ſuch Papiſts as were of Fingliſh extra#iov. And that the 
Reader may know that Confidence in Ireland & n0 certain ſymptom of

C_ Army of the North-to their total Deteat at the Battle of Skir- 
folas. 

It was on the 14th of April, that Sir Chavles Coot, being in the La-+ yl 
gan, lent to Collonel Venables, then in Claneboy, to meet him at the * 
Rendezvouz near Charlemont, with what ſpeed he. could : but the 
Biſhop of  Cl?gher having about the ſame time ſurprized Toom, and 
paſſed over ſqme Horſe and Foot into the County of Antrim, Ven- 
ables was countermanded, and was ordered to retake the Caſtle of 
Toom ; and Cot at the ſame time marched into the Barony of Lo 
[olim to countenance that Ain | and to keep three hiſbh Regi- 
ments of Foot, aud five Troops of Horſe, that were in that ms 
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ſo employed, that they might not diſturbVenables ; and it ſucceeded 
according to expectation, tor Venables had Toom ſurrendred to him ; 
and Coot got good ſtore of prey, and returned to Dunganyon, but for 
want of Proviſions he was forced to march to Omagh ; and the Iriſh 
Army came - to Charlemont, {o that they were in the middle be- 


tween - Coot and Venables: Hereupon Coot, after ſeveral ineffectual 
" iments to get the Biſhop from his ground, or to joyn with YVex- 


bles, was neceſlitated to paſs the River of Loghfoil ; fo that the Bi- 
op ravaged over,the whole Country, and though he was manfully 
repulſed at Lemavaddy by Major Dudly Phillips, yer he took Durngeven 
by Storm, after a gallant defence made by Lieutenant-Collonel Be- 
_ and had Bally-caſtle pittifully ſurrendered to him: Neverthe- 
leſs, hs was ſometimes diſturbed by Major King, who had three 
Troops of Horſe, and three hundred Foot at bm«killing, but that was 
not ſo conſiderable as to hinder the Biſhop's reſolution of paſling over 
Clody-foard, to fall upon Sir Charles Coot's party, which he performed 
with great dexterity and courage ; but Coor, who was aware of this, 
had provided another retreat at Breagdough behind the River thar 
runs into Logh/willy,and though the iſ ſtrove hard for that pals, yet 
it was in vain, for Coot maintained the paſs: and by this means Yer- 
ables had an opportunity to march from Colerain to Derry, and thence 
might ferry over to the Camp : The Biſhop (who was a Man of great 
parts) ſoon perceived his Error, and ſaw there was no way to reme- 
dy it, but either to fight or ceturn over the River before Venables 
could come up, and accordingly he put his Army in Battallia, and 
faced the Enghſh; but Coot (who had with him but his own Regiment 
of Horſe, and four Troops of Coll. Richard Coot's, and 300 Country 
Horſe, under Coll. Sanderſon, and abont 2000 Foot) had no reaſon to 
fight until Venables ſhould arrive; however, they continued pickeering 
for many hours, and in the evening the Biſhop drew towards the paſs, 
but being diſturbed by Coor's Horſe, and having loſt ſixty Men, he 
poſted himſelf at Litterkenny, having before ſent a party to take in 
Caſtle-Doe, and to bring in Proviſions: Whereupon Coor, being re-in- 
forced with a 1000 of Venablers Foot, wafted over from Derry, took 
advantage of that opportunity, and faced the .Biſhop, and reſolved to 
Battle of Skir- fight 3 in ſhort, it came to a Battle at Skirfolas, two mile above Lit- 
folas. terkenny, on the 21ſt of June, the Engliſh being 8.0 Horſe and 3000 
Foor, and the Ii 4000 Foot and 400 Horle ; but the ground was 
ſo rough that the Horſe could do little ſervice on either ſide ; but the 
Foot fought ſtoutly, even to club-Musket and puſh of Pike ; but the 
iſſue was, that the Ir;þ were totally routed ; and then the Horſe did 
great execution in the purſuic, which was continued farther than ever 
was heard of before , wiz. above thirty Miles, for at Omagh Major 
King with his three Troops begun the purſuit afreſh, and gleaned up 
what had eſcaped from the Battle: fo that it was believed that 5oo 
of all this Army did not eſcape; and even the Biſhop himſelf was al- 
(a) Aſter- {o taken by Major (a) King, and by order of the Lord-Preſident was 
wards Lord the next day hanged.

Whereupon the Lord-Lieutenant appointed the Lords 
Taaf; and Athenry, and Feoffory Brown to treat with him, and pro- 
poſed to Mortgage Galway tor that Sum : But at length ic was found 
to be a juggle on Synor's ſide, and that either he had no Money, 
or no intention to part with it. 

And the Secret of this Aﬀair is, that the Duke of Lorrain was en- 
paged in a Negotiation at Rome, to Legitimate, ſome Children that 
he had by Madam' de Cauſecroix, in the life-time of his firſt Wife 
Nichol de Lorrain 3 and the eaſier to accompliſh his defign, he dif- 
ſembled ſuch an extraordinary Zeal for Religion as would tranſport 
his Arms into Ireland, to the relief of the Catholicks there ; but 
when he had effected his buſineſs at Rowe, his Devotion to the Iriſh 


Service abated ; ſo that being ſeperately and at ſeveral times ſollici- 


ted by the King; and by the Agents of the Confederates, to the firſt 
he anſwered, That the King bad nothing left in Ireland, and therefore it 
2245 irs vain to treat.

Commiſſions here men 
tioned to be given by us againit 
Limerick, : the many Provecations, 
Diſobediences, Aﬀronts, and | Chal- 
lenges of Dues ( by the Commiſfo+ 
ners) applotted on them, required 
much more at our hands than we 
did : Which you will find by the en- 
ſuing Diſcourſe ; though therein we 
are neceſſitated to re-aſſume in part 
what we formerly ſaid of the de- 
meanor of that City : 


That we having for a long time 
obſerved the great Diſadvantage! his 
Majeſty's Service, in the Condut# of the War, bath been ſubjef unto, for 
want of Garriſoning the Army in the principal Cities and Towns of 'this 
Kingdom, whereby the Army could not but be undiſciplined and unfit for 
 Attion, the Country (where we have been forced to Quarter them at large) 
burthbened, and deſtroyed, and the ſaid Cities and Towns (an the Defence 
whereof depended the Preſervation of the Kingdom, with the Lives, Liber- 
ties, and Fortunes of all bis Majeſty's good Subjefts therein) in apparent ha- 
zard of being loft upon the appr 


if placeg in another perſon. 


oach of an Enemy, as by ſad Experience 
bath been werified in the loſs of ſome Places of importance, for the wang 
. of 'the ſeaſenable- admitting into them of fitting Governours, and Garriſon 
Souldiers; We did on the 14th of January la#t, propoſe unto the Commije 
froners authorized by us, in purſuance of the Articles of Peace, that then im- 
mediately Limerick and other Places ſhould be ſtrongly Garriſon'd and For- 
tified : and in purſuance of the ſaid Articles, we offered 'unte them the 
Names of three Perſons of the Roman Catholick Religion, that-out of them 
they might chooſe one for the Command of Limerick. But the Plague mn- 
creaſmg at Kilkenny, together with the neceſſy of diſſolving tht Meeting 
then there, and for other important reaſons, the Elethion' of a Governour f 
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the ſaid City of Limerick was deferred, to the end that at cur coming thi- 
ther, we might, in the manner preſcribed by the Articles of Peace, make 
Choice of ſuch a Perſon and Garriſon as might be at once fit for ſo impor- 
tant 4 Charge, and beyond all poſſibility of being lyable to juit Exception 
from that Corporation..  . 

We leawe it to the Commiſſioners and others that then attended us, to 
witneſs what pains we there took to ſatiifie thoſe of that City in the neceſ- 
ſity of their ſpeedy receiving a Governour and Garriſon, in relation to all 
the Intereſts that can be of value with any Peopie : What qur Patience was 
in paſſing by many Diſreſpetts and Marks of an Umworchy Diſtruft put 
upon us there, as particularly the Officer commanding the City Guards, nei- 
ther came to us for Orders, nor imparted any to us ; that no Officer of the 
Army, nor any other Perſon could without ſpecial leave, (and that bardly 
obtained from the Mayor) be admitted to come to us, to receive our Com- 
mands and Direttions for reſiſting the Rebels, than by this means prevail- 
ing in the County of Limerick, and other places ; ' and that the Lord Viſ- 
count Kilmalloc, a Peer of the Realm, I an Officer of the Army, was 
(we being upon the place) reſtrained of his Liberty, for no other reaſon than 
for Quartering, by our Orders, for one night, ſome few Horſe under bis Com- 
mand in the Liberties of the City. | | 

When through ſuch their Deportment, we deſpaired of perſwading them 
to the ways leading to their proper Safety, and. alſo judged it far beneath 
the Honour of our Maſter, to remain any longer in a Place where ſuch Af- 
fronts were put upon bis Authority intruſted with us, we determined to, re- 
move from thence ta Logreogh, appointing the ſaid Commiſſioners, and as 
many of the Roman Catholick Biſhops as were within any. convenient 
diftance, to meet us there on the 9th of March ; IWbere, being met, we 
declared unto them the neceſſity of Garriſonarly, that City ; and gave them 
ſome notice of our reſentment of our Uſage there, yet ſparingly, m hope that 

their means they might be brought to conſent to what was ſo neceſſary 

or their own Preſervation, .and in time to a better underſtanding of their 
Duty to bus Majeſty. Authority. TR 

Whereupon the ſaid Commiſſioners, by two of their Number, dire&ed we- 
ry preſſing and rational Letters to that Corporation, to the effe&t propoſed by 
us 3 offering them their Choice: of five Perſons for the Martial Government 
of that City, all of the Roman Catholick Religion, of conſiderable Intere;t 
im the Kingdom, and of unblemiſhed Reputation. And the Biſhops do af- 
firm, That they accompanied thoſe Letters, with others from themſelves, 
perſwading, that Obedience ſhould be given to what was requirtd by as, 
with the Advice and Conſent of the Naw Commiſſioners. To all which 
they returned Anſwers to theſe employed to them ; wherein in dire& Viola- 
tion of the Articles of Peace, (whereunto they were obliged, and which 
was proclaimed im that Gity)) they preſumed to propoſe the raiſing of new 
Forces of their own ; chooſing what Men to recerve, how and whence they 
ſhould be ſupported, by whom their means ſhould be raiſed and collefted, 
into whoſe bands #t ſhould be put ; and in ſhart, wholly omitting to declare 
any thing coverrntyy a Governour ; aſſumed to themſelves all the Power in 
that City, that by bus Majeſty # placed in us, and by the Articles of Peace 
in the Commiſſioners. 

Theſe Propoſitions coming to us before our meeting with the Commiſſioners 
at Achlone,: we diretted our Letter of the gtb of April, to thoſe employed 
to them, with diretjion to_ impart it to the Corporation. : \ In theſe our Let- 
ters we manifeſted our. diſlike to ſuch parts of their Preſumption as tended 
to a dangerous Diſt inftion. and Dividing of the Nation, and to the Dimi- 
nution of hu Majeſty's Power, even as the ſame 1s for a time in ſome 
Mmmm things 
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things limited by the Articles of Peace, and added to therr Choice of Go- 
wernment the Lord Marqueſs of Clanrickard. But in their Propoſitions 
(which micht be ledocs to proceed only from a fear of being over- 
hurthened for the want of the punttual Payment of the Men that ſhould be 
admitted) we gave them aſſurance of Satwufattion as far as in us lay. * 
And the Coinmiſſioners being at Athlone, and made acquainted with their 
Anſwers, did again propoſe unto them ſome things nearer to their own 
ſence : But all their Forbearings, Condeſcentions, and mild Perſwaſions, 
have produced in them no other effec} than an obſtinate and peremptory Per- 
ſtance in thetr Diſobedience, with an Apgravation of it, by their rejetting 
fix Perſons free from all juft exception, and preſuming to offer three of their 
own naming to our Eleftion. | 

After this followed the breaking open our Trunks of Papers there; the 
forcing of the Stores of Corn laid up for his Majeſty's Army, and therein 
ſome Corn belonging 10 ourſelf, and diſpoſing of all to ſuch uſes as they 
thought fit. All which we paſſed-by until that Murtagh O Bryen going 
unto that City with his Regiment, and being there received and continaed 
contrary to cur Orders, to multiply bs Affronts unto us, (which rendred 
him the more acceptable to that City) came forth with the ſaid Men into 
the County of Clare, and drive away the Cattle of divers of the Inhabi- 
rants of the Country, who had formerly paid their Contribution mito ſuch 
as were appointed to receive ut, Upon whoſe Sufferance and Complaint 
thereof, wwe ſent cur Order unto the Mayor of Limerick, to ſend to ws the 
ſaid Murcagh O Bryen, in the condition of a Priſoner, by a party of Horſe 
and Foot,” that we ſent thither to receive him. To the Commander 
which Party, we gave order to ſeize upon the Cattle of the ſaid City ; and 
in caſe Obedience would not be” 'given to our ſaid Warrant, to drive them 
away : The Officer did actordingly ſeize npon-the ſaid Cattle ; but could get 
10 other anſwer, than that the Mayor would ſend 1s his anſwer ; which 
came not to us at leaft in a week after, neither did it then ſhew any thing 
of Obedience, the ſubſt ance of it being, That the Government of that Ci- 
ty was committed to Major-General Hugh O Neil, and therefore that be 
would not mtermeddle therein. Whereas \ they made the Governour a Cy- 
pher, and ſuffered him to a&# nothing but what they pleaſed ; who return'd 
us that anſwer unto our Command unto him to ſend us the ſaid Murtagh 
O Neil Priſoner. And whether the lkea#t of the ſaid Offences deſerwed not 
worſe Uſage than Limerick had from ns, at leaFt if all did not, let an 
indifferent or moderate Men judge. What ground we bad for giving the 
like Commiſſions againft Galway, will preſently be ſpoken of : That the 
purpoſe of thoſe Corporations was not to ſubmit unto us, ws doubtleſs well 
known to, and infuſed into them by thoſe Biſhops, and their Inſtruments, 


whom we admit not as competent Fudges of the Faithful Attions of thoſe 
Places to the Crown. | |

Secondly,, That notwithſtanding we , ſome time the laſt Summer, ha- 
wing. firſt: mgde tender of Farming the Cuſtoms to the ſaid Corporation, and 
they refuſing it, Farmed the ſame to certain Perſons, who were, at a day 
long ſince, in part of Payment of the Cuſtoms, to have delivered us a goad 
proportion of . Ammunition, wherewith to defend this His. Majeſty's Kingdom 
and People againſt the Rebels ; yet the [aid Corporation pretending there was 
Meney due of the Loan- Maney, promiſed by them in the beginning of the 
Tear before, (which they can mever make good, as appears by their back- 
wardneſi ts come to Accompt) gave, or ſuffered violent interruptionto-be gi 
wen to the ſaid Farmers, in recerving the benefit of . their ſaid Barp dim ; and 
notwithſtanding their Application to the Mayer, and our Lettef'1n thiir fas 
wvour, there was no Redreſs given them, nor Puniſhment inflicted en the 
Diſturbers. W bereby we bave wanted the Ammunition contratted for, and 
loſt many Opportunities of Service againſt the Rebels ;' \anil many Places 
were taken by them, for want of the [aid Ammunition, and the remaining 
part of. the Kmgdom \'in apparent hazard uf; becoming a Prey t6 the ſaid 
Rebel:. 

Thirdly, That the ſaid Corporation (when it appeared neceſſary to ms, 
to the Lord Marqueſs of Clanrickard their. Governour, and to the Com 
_ miſſioners Authorized in purſuance of the Articles of Peace, that for the De: 
fence thereaf a Garriſon. and Governour - ſbouldibe placed'in the ſaid Town) 
refuſed, and do ſtill refuſe to receiue any fuch Garriſon, or Gowernour, as 'by 
the Articles of Peace they were, | 
the [aid Peace, and Diſobedicnce of a highand criminal nature.” © 

Fourthly, That #n the. Memb of, September loft, there 1945 'Publiſhed, 
and Declared inthe Town of Galway, a Falſe, Scandalous, and Traiterous 
Excommunicaticn and Declaration, againſt any that ſhoud Obey 'or Adbere 
unto His Majeſty's Government aud | Authority in ws, who are onely 
therewith truſted as Lord-Lieutenant of this His Majeſty's Kingdom, and 
another Power and Government without, and againſt His Majeſty's ſaid 
Government, ſet up and prathiſed : And that the Mayor and Aldermen, 
with a multitude of others of the ſaid Corporation were preſent , countenan- 
cing and abetting the ſaid Traiterous Excommunication and Declaration ; 
and do yet countenance and abett the ſame, by entertaining, relieving, and 
cheriſhing the Contrivers and Publiſhers thereof : Which by the Laws m force 
in this Land s High-Treaſon. 

Fifthly, That #n ihe faid Month of Seprernber laſt, or in the Month 
of October, the Captain of the Guards of that Town, commonly called the 
Captain of the Young.

Houſe, for which Goods no Cuſtom was paid to His Majeſty, which were 
ſufficient grounds to cauſe the [aid Ship and Goods to be [44 on, the Goods 
belonging to Merchants of Limerick and Galway, as 1045 acknowledged in 
Letters from the Mayors of both Corporations, deſiring reſtitution. Fo 
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Eleventhly, The vaſt Sums 'of 
Money, and the Stock of the Peo- 
ple conſumed ( more being ſpenc 
to lole the Kingdom , than the 
Enemy beſtowed to conquer us ) 
not accompted for, tho' often de- 
manded., doth diſanimate- the 
People ro come again under his 
Government. 


Twelfthly, The Event of War 
being uncertain, if the Nation 
ſhou'd be reduced to the Condi- 
tion of agreeing with the Enemy, 
his Excellency were not a fit 
Man to agree for the Exerciſe of 
our Religion, Churches, Altars, 
or any thing concerning the ſame. 


Concluſicn. The beſt way offer- . 


ed unto us in this prefiing Exi- 
gent for the Union of the Nati- 
on, and keeping them from a- 
grecing with the Enemy is, that 
the Marquels of Clanrickard £ in 
whom, -according to the Senſe of 
the Congregation at Fames-Town, 
we deſired the King's Authority 
ſhould be left,. before the coming 
of the King's. Declaration) . may 
Govern the Nation with the con- 
ſent of all Parties, and the King's

And if 
to give and take away Governours 
at their pleaſure from the People, as 
theſe Men have done, be not to give 
Law to them , it is yet the higheſt 
Prerogative exerciſed by the Kings 
and Steres of the World. And if 
they can no otherwiſe, than by aſſu- 
ming this Power endeavour to defend. 
the Altars, and Souls truſted to them, 
the World bath ling wanted the Ex- 
ample given by them ; and the Apo- 
ſtles, and Primitrye Biſhops and Fa- 
thers of. the Church, have been wan- 
ting in Example and Precepr. 


For we'never intended-to hinder Aſſemblies, or to give Law to the 
People. All we endeavoured was to defend the Alrars,* and Souls 
entruſted to us. As we are of Opinion the: Souldiers will follow the 
Marqueſs of Clanrickard, and the People obey-him, fo will we contri- 
bute our. beſt Endeavours to that effe&.. We further give' aſſurance 


hereby, That if a Free and Lawful Aſſembly, upon: due Confidera- 
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tion of their own. State. and Condition, ſhall find it the beſt way for 
their {afery and preſervation, to make Agreement with the Enemy, 
as we intend never by the Grace of God, to grant away from us, by 
an affirmative Aſſent, our Churches and Altars Gf forc'd from us, we - 
are blameleſs) : So will we not hinder the People from! compounding 
with the Enemy, for-the wimy of on Lines on Eſtates, moon Fe 
way 'of Defence is appearing; t upon ſuch Agreement we lee, - 
rv we alone ſhall yy be the Loſers of Sees, Eſtates, Churches, - 
- Altars, Immunities, and Liberties. -But-in ſuch Contracts with the 
Enemy, if any ſhall happen ( which God av&rt) we ſhall pray and

For not long aſter this Conference, Antrim had a Paſs for his go- 
ing into E»g/and, and an Order from Ireton, to goamong his Tenants 
and levy what Money he could for his Journey ; by Vertue where- 
of he raiſed 1000 7. and ſo came to Cheſter, ; Wedneſday 3. December, 
160. and ſent two Servants before to London, to notifie his coming, 
and to ſend a Coach for him to Barnerd on Munday following ; he 
carried with him a Letter from Ireton to the Council of State, import- 
ing, That, He, the Marui of Antrim, had done the Parliament Army 
ſingular Service ſince the firſt day they came before Rols ; and ſo recom- 
mended him to their Favour, to compound tor his Eſtate ; and the 
rather, for that it did not appear, that he had a band in the beginning of 
the Rebellion ; and adds , that he had Nine Months time given him 
to make his compoſition, for two Months of which he was to be pro- 
reted from all Suits. 

On Munday, Decemb.g. he came to Barnard, and not meeting the 
Coach, he poſted to Londen, and.came through by-ways to the Earl 
of Newport's, where he met with Advertiſement from the Servants 
that he ſent before him, -7That he was like to fand but cold Entertainment 
from the Parliament, and that therefore he ſhould immediately return to 
Barnard rill further Notice : And he did endeavour it, but being be- 
nighted, he took up his Lodging at*High-gate ; but before Morning 
the Houle was beſet with the Conſtable and his Aſſiſtants, and Am 
trim was ſecured 3. whereof the Parliament being inform'd, they 
gave Thanks to the Conſtable for his Diligence, and ordered Antrim 
to return to Ireland within two days ; which he accordingly did, 
and took ſhipping at Neſſon, December 30. without being admitted to 
the preſence of the Parliament ; and undoubtedly they would have 
committed him to the Tower, and have usd him worſe ; if it were 
not for the regard they had to Ireto#'s Honour. 

But it is time to return to the Parliament Forces, which-deſpisd 
all- oppoſition, and met with incredible Succeſs, Tecroghan, Hariſtown, 
Naas, Ballymore, Ballymallock, Rabridge, Tullo, Athy, Maryburgh, and 
Caſtle-Dermond, were without much trouble ſurrendered to Reynolds 
and Hewſon ; as was alſo Carlow to Sir Hardref Waller, on the 19th 
of Augu#t.

Tflis mateer of fa&t was thus proved, Four Witneſſes {wore that 
the Priſoner was preſent at this Maſlacre, and did not oppoſe it, and 
that the Convoy were the Murtherers, and that the Lord Maye's Fo- 
ſterers, Servants and Followers were of that number ; and it was pro- 
ved, that the Lord Mayo (the Father) engaged by Capitulation to 
Gonvey the Engliſh lafe to Galway, and that they were diſarmed by 
his Command, and ſome@f them were Plundered and Stripe by the 
way by the Convoy; and could get no redreſs from the Priſoner or 
his Father ; that the Convoy pricked forward the Enghſh over the

fence was, That he had no Command of the Party, but with two 
Servants only came to attend his Father ; that on the Outcry, he 
went over the Bridge, and drew his Sword with deſign to preſerve 
the Engliſh 3 but being ſhot at by one of the Murderers, he got a 
Horſe, having lent his own to the Biſhop of K:lsls ro make his e- 
ſcape, and rode away before the Murther was commited, and if he 
had not fled, he had been killed himſelf; and that he was kind to 
the Engliſh, and preſerved many of them both before and after ; and 
that the Proteſtant Biſhop of Kilialls had declared, That he believed 
this Action was done in ſpight to the Priſoner, and by Letter ac- 
knowleged his Civility to himſelf.

Whereupon they immediately proceeded 
to the Diſtribution of Lands to the Souldiers for their Arrears, and 
to the Adventurers for their Money. 


And thus ended a REBELLION which began with T RE A- 
CHERY and CRUELTY, and continued with OBSTINA- 
CY againſt all the Tenders of MERCY, and the utmoſt CO N- 
CESSIONS a Gracious King could make, and was ſupported

But on the 5th day of Auguſt, 1672. Arthur Earl of Eſſex was Sworn 
Lord Lieutenant; and in September, his Excellency, and the Council, 
made Rules and Orders for Regulating of Corporations, purſuant to 
2 Clauſe in the Act of Explanation to that purpoſe 

And during his Government the Kingdom was very quiet in pub- 
lick Appcarance z for whatever Deſigns were fornv'd in favour of Po- 
pery, were private, and in England, and were fo dexterouſly coun- 
ccrinined by this Lord Lientenant, that there was but ſmall effe& of 
them perceived in Ireland; but his Excellency went for England, the 

day of , 1675. leaving the Lord Chancellor , and 

the Lord Granard, Lords Juſtices, who continued fo until the return of 

the Earl of Eſſex, who reſumed the Goverment on the day of 
2 1675. 

But in the beginning of the year 1675. Peter Fox, and five more, 
pretending to be Paſſengers in a very rich Ship in Holland, called the Sr. 
Peter of Hamburgh, bound for France, did Murder the Maſter, and three 
of his Crew.and brought the Ship into Ireland; but by theWiſdom and 
Dilipence of Robert Southwell, Eſq; Vice-Admiral of Munſter, five of the 
Malcfa&ors were taken and executed, and a great part of the Cargo 
preſery'd and ſecur'd for the right Owners. 

But the Earl of Eſſex being recalled, James Duke of Ormond was 
Sworn L ord Lieutenant on the day of Auguſt, 1677. and that year 
there was a Popiſh Regiment raiſed in Ireland, in pretence of Forcign 
Service, but the Duke would give them no Arms, fo that they were 
forced to Exerciſe with Sticks. 

But I (ſhould have mentioned , That the St. David , and forty Eaſt- 
India-Ships, and forty Merchant- men, arrived at Kingſale in Fwly 1673, 
where they found a ſecure SanQuary, until they had Convoy ſent them 
from England; and this perhaps might be ane motive to_ the Duke of 
Ormond, the next time he took the Sword, toconfider the Importance of 
that Place, which is the beſt Chamber for Shipping in His Majeſty's 
Dominions: There it was that the Spaniards landed in the year 1601, 
and there Sir Jeremy Smith 3nd his Fleet found a ſafe retreat Anno 1667, 
and therefore His Grace founded that Royal Structure of the New 
Fort of Rincorran, which he vilited in Auguſt 1678. and named Charles 

Fort, and it ſeems that King James and the French had no leſs value 
for this important Place , ince they choſe to land there, in March 
1688, 

In September the News of the Popiſh Plot arrived in Treland ; and 
thereupon Peter Talbot, Titular Archbiſhop of Dublin, was apprehended, 
and made cloſe Priſoner in the Caſtle of Dxblin ; and on the 11th of 
Ofober, the Lord-Licutenant ( Ormond ) came to Dublin, and on the 
14th of Oftober His Grace 'and the«Council ifſued a Proclamation for all 
Officers and Soldiers to repair to their reſpeiive Gariſons and Luarters, and 
not to depart from thence without licenſe. And on the 16th of Offober there 
came out another Proclamation, requiring all Titular Archbiſhops, Biſhops, 
Vicars-General, Abbots, and other Dignitaries of the Church of Rome, and 

ol other exerciſing Eccleſiaſtical Furiſdiftion by Authority from the Pope, as alſo 
all Feſuits, and other Regular Prieſts, to depart the Kingdom by the 20th of 
November ; and that all Popiſh Societies, Convents, Seminaries, and Popiſh 
Schools, ſhould diſſolve and ſeparate themſelves, &c. And that they wy 

avec 
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have convenience of Tranſportation, all Ships outward-bound were, 
by Proclamation of the 6th of Nuvember, commanded to give timely no- 
tice of their departure, and to take on board ſuch of the Popiſh Clergy 
as deſired to go with them. 

And on the 2d of November the Papiſts were by Proclamation required 
to bring in their Arms by a certain day, which being expired, *that the 
Juſtices, &c. ſhould ſearch for them ; And that all Papilts that had 
_ one Pound of Powder , ſhould ſend in an Account of their 

core, 

On the 2oth of November, a Proclamation iſſued, forbidding the Pa- 
piſts from coming into the Caſtle of Dublin, or any other Fort or Cittadel ; and 
ordering the Markets of Droghedagh, Wexford, Cork, Limerick, Water- 
ford, Youghall, and Galloway, to be kept without the Walls ;, and that nu 
Papiſts ſhould be ſuffered to refide or dwell in any Gariſon, except ſuch as had 
been Inhabitants there by the ſpace of twelve months before ; and that the Papiſts 
ſhould not meet in unuſual Numbers, or at unreaſonable times. 

And the ſame day ifſued anotfr Proclamation, for a reward of 10 /. 
for every Commiſſion'd Officer, 5 1. for every Trooper, and 4 5s. for 
every Foot-Soldier, that can be diſcovered to have gone to Maſs ſince he took 
the Oaths of Supremacy and Allegiance. And here it will be but Jutiice to 
the memory of the Duke of Ormond, to obſerve, That it was a conſtant 

Rule with him, ever fince his coming to the Government in the year 1662. 10 
order the Muſter- Maſter to check, the Pay of every Officer and Soldier that did 


not produce a Certificate of taking the Sacrament twice a year. 
n the 2d of December Circular Letters were ſent to the Juſtices of 


Peace, to make a firidt ſearch after the Titular Biſhops and Regular 
Clergy that did not tranſport: themſelves, according to the Proclama- 
tion of the 16th of Offoberz and on the 12th of December a Proclama- 


mation iſſued, to quicken the Juſtices of Peace in ſearching for 


Arms, &c. | | | 
On the 13th of December iſſued a Proclamation, taking notice of a 


Letter ſcattered in the Streets of Dublin , intimating a Conſpiracy a- 
gainſt the Life of the Lord-Lieutenant, and promiſing Protedtion, and 
Reward of 2001. to the Diſcoverer ; and at length one Jepſon, a young 
man newly perverted, and two Prieſts his Abettors, were taken, and 
impriſon'd for the Fac. 

In the mean time, the Lord-Lieutenant took great care to revive the 
Militia, and to Diſcipline, Arm, and Array them, And on the 26th of 
March 1679. there ifſued a Proclamation to ſeize the neareſt Relations of 
Tories, and to impriſon them until ſuch Tories are kjlled or taken, and to ap- 
prehend the Popiſh Prieſts of every Pariſh reſpedively, and tranſport them be- 
yond Seas, unleſs within fourteen days after any Robbery or Murther commit- 
ted, the Criminals be taken, killed, or diſcovered. And on the fame day a 
Reward of 10 /. for taking a Feſwit, or Titular Biſhop, was promiſed by 
Proclamation. | 

And not long afterwards the Lord-Lieutenant and Council , by 
their Letter, ordered the _ Inhabitants to he removed from Galloway, 
Limerick , Waterford, Clonmell, Kilkenny, and Droghedagh , except ſome 
few Trading Merchants, Artificers, and others, neceſſary for the faid 
Towns and Gariſons: and by vertue thereof, many were expelled ; 
but by the ſtupidity of the Proteſtants, and at their requeſt, and 
upon their Security, the Papiſts were readmitted into thoſe Towns. 

Some time before this, there was a great blow given to Popery, by 
the Converſion of Dr. Andrew Sall, a Learned and a Pious Man : He had 


been a Jeſuit of the Fourth Vow, and in great eſteem — thac 
arty ; 
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Party : He was afterwards made one of the King's Chaplains, and con- 
tinued a good Proteſtant till kis death. 

On the 3d of April 1680. the Earl of Angleſey wrote to the Lord- 
Lieutenant, That Hetherington is ſent over to Ireland, to make good bis In- 
formation jf be can; and that it i His Majeſty's abſolute and unalterable pleaſure 
(adviſed by all the Council) to have every individual of the Popiſh Clergy ſeized 
and impriſoned, till they petition to be ſent over Seas, and promiſe never to return 
or prattice againft the State ; for there is no other way to cure their Madneſs : 
And that there are thoſe in England that will undertake to apprehend them all. 

To which His Excellency on the 17th of April returned this Anſwer, 
That above a year ago two Proclamations did iſſue againſt the Popiſh Clergy, 
with promiſe of Rewards to thoſe that ſhould apprehend them ;, and that if any 
in England will undertake it, they ſhall bave the promiſed Reward, and his 
Thanks beſides : And that to tell bim of the inſolent Deportment and ſignal 
Perfidy of the Popiſh Clergy of Ireland, 3s to preach to bim that there is pain 
in the Gout ; and proteſts, That he would rather be rid of Them, than of That 
Diſzaſe. And, for his farther ſenſe o#them, refers to a Letter of his, 
printed near the end of P. W.”s Remonſtrance. 

In May 1682. His Excellency went to England, leaving his Son, the 
Ear of Arran, Lord Deputy until his return, which happened in Amuzgut 
168 

On the 14th of March 1683 iſſued a Commiſſion of Grace to the Chicf 
Governour, Chancellor, High-Treaſurer, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
the three Chief Judges, Maſter of the Rolls, Secretary of State, the (e- 
cond Juſtice of the Kings-Bench, and the two Barons of the Exche- 
quer, to grant His Majelty*s Title to thoſe that were in pofleſſion, and 
to grant Mannors and other Privileges for a reaſonable Fine, &«c. and 
by vertue-hereof, a Court, called the Comrt of Grace, late at the King*s-Inns, 
which at length diffolved by the death of the King, which happened on 
the 6th day of February 16384. 


As ſoon as the News of the King's death arrived at Dublin, the Duke 
of Ormond ſummoned the Council, and the next day they proclaimed 
King James II. with great Solemnity ; but with ſuch diſmal Counte- 


' nances , and ſo much Concern, as if they had that day foreſeen 


(as many did ) the Infelicity and Misfortune of the following 
Reign, 

The Iriſh axe generally a People that bear Adverlity better than Pro- 
ſperity : In Tribulation they have ſhewn ſome Fortitude and Pati- 
ence 3 but they never met with the Smiles of Fortune, without Tranſ- 
portation and Extacy 3 and upon this extraordinary occafion, they 
grew ſo extravagant and wild, that I dare aver, That the Iriſh in the 
ſhort Reign of King James, did commit more Inſolencies on the Englith, than 
Theſe did on Them in 500 years before. The Inſtances of this ſort are in- 
numerable, and the Circumſtances almoſt incredible. 

It would be too tedious to enumerate the particular Batteries, Per- 
juries, Afﬀronts, and Murthers 3 and therefore I will conhne my (elf to 
Generals : and of that fort was, T he deſertion of their Cabbins by the 
tiſh for ſeveral months together, under pretence of a fear of being 
murdered by the Engliſh z and this was done throughout the Kingdom, 
and in many Pariſhes where there were few or no Engliſh to be afraid 
of ;, and the delign of all this was to get zbe Engliſh diſarm'd, and to 
uſher in 4 praice which was as general, viz. Of impeaching the Englith 
for aſſembling together in the night-time. And although the Perjuries in 
this Aﬀair were ſo notorious, that the very Promoters of this Defign 

were 
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were aſham'd of it, yet near 3000 were indicted of this Offence, and 
for Treaſonable Words, and the like, in one Vacation, - and eſpecially 
in the County of Tipperary z and if the Courage and Integrity of 
Sir Fobn Mead had not fopped their Career there, the Conſequence of 
this Trick had been fatal to the Engliſh of that County 3 and, as it was, 
it did them a great deal of harm, - 

And in the County of Cgrk, Major Lawleſs, a waſpiſh and inveterate 
Fellow, was the grand Proſecutor z but he having more Malite than 
Wit, managed the matter with ſuch raſhneſs-and, unbecoming vehe- 
mence, asexpos'd him tothe Cenſure even of-his own Party. And, be- 
ſides a thouſand other feverities he did to the Engliſh, he cauſed Sir E- 
manuel Moore, Edward Rigs Eſq; and thirty-three Proteſtants more, to be 
indicted and tried for High-Treaſon, although he had nothing at all 
to ſay againſt the firſt, but that be was a Proteſtant 5 nor any more to ob- 
jc againſt the ſecond, but that he ſhould ſay, That he had 2 good Eftte 
in England ; and if be could not live quietly in Ireland, be wonld- go thither, 
However, he was ſo furious in this matter, and fo inhumane, that he 
kept one Henry Rice in cloſe Priſon 11x weeks in a Dungeon, and kept 
him waking a very long time , in hopes that Severity and Diſtra- 
Rion might induce him to accuſe the reſt of his Acquaintance; and 
when he found they were all acquitted, even by a Jury whereof the 
Foreman was a Papiſt, he was enrag'd and troubPd to the laſt degree, 
and died within a. week afterwards. 

' But on the laſt of March 1685. the Duke of Ormond came to London, 
leaving the Sword with the Lord Primate and the Earl of Granard,who 
were nominally Lords Juſtices ; but the Power was in effe& in the 
Earl of Tyrconnell, who was Lieutenant-General of the Army; and by 
his means the Engliſh Militia were not only deprived of their Arms, 
and by Proclamation ordered to ſend them into the Stores,but the Engliſs 
in the Army began alfo to be turned out, under the pretence of being 
Olierians, or the Iſſue of ſuch. 

But, not long after, the Proteſtants were revived by the arrival of 1678, 
the Earl of Clarendon, Lord Lieutenant, and Sir Charles Porter, Lord 
Chancellor ; for tho the Iriſh did every-where give out, That they were 
both Papiſts, yet they ſoon became ſenlibl> of their error, and, to theix 
great trouble, found that thoſe Lords wanted fio other Qualitications, 
but that of Power,to make the Proteſtant Religion and theEngliſh Intereſt 
Aouriſh in Ireland - In ſhort. they did all that wiſe and honeſt Men could 
do, and were too great a Bleſſing for that unfortunate Countrey 70 
enjoy long ; and therefore they were removed in February 1686. to 
make room for the Earl of Tyrconnell, who was then ſworn Lord 
Deputy. + 

For tho this Lord, being Licutenant-General, did, even in the Lord 
Clarendon's time , ſo model the Army, that molt part of the Englihh 
were disbanded ; yet he met with: ſo many rubs in That and Other of 
his Deſigns, that he deſpaired to accompliſh his Proje&, or to (atisfie 
" his Ambition, unleſs he were Supreme in the Government, * , 

: Tyrconnel having thus gotten the Sword of State into his hands, quick- 
Iy turned the Edge of it upon the poor Proteſtants, who were amaz'd to 
ſcehim a& & openly in ſuch a Deſpotical and Arbitrary manner ; for 
ſome of his Agents not only disbanded moſt.part of the remaining Eng- 
7, but inſulted on their Miſery, by doing it reproachfully ; and 
=dded to their affliction, by turning them out far from their Friends 
and their Habitations, and took away the Cloaths of ſome, and the 


Horſes and Arms of others, without giving them any proportionable 
Eeccece recom- 
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recompence : And he alſo changed the Iriſh Soldiers ſo often, that tho 
the Army did not'confift of more than ſeven or eight thouſand Men, 
yet five times that number ( by theſe frequent Changes ) were taught 
the uſe of their Arms ; and' by this means, he had a conſiderable Militia 
ready upon all occaſions | 

Moreover he iſſued ©#o Waranto's. againft all the Charters at once, 
and altho that procedure did manifeſt to the World , that it was, nor 
the Fault of any one, or more Corporations, that was endeavour'd 
to be puniſh'd or reform'd; but that It was a hxed deſign to Suh- 
vert the Corporations , and conſequently to Model the Parliament, and the 
Laws, to the Intereſt and Humour of the Papiſts ; yet being Maſters of 
ſtanding Armies, both in England and Ireland, they thought themſelves 
(are of their Game, and that it would be the more Generous and 
Brave, if they acted publickly, and as it were in dehance. 

And therefore they diſſembled the Matter no longer, bur appoint- 
ed two Popiſh Judges in every Court, that they might be fure of 
a Majority upon all Occaſions ; they alſo appointed Popiſh High- 
Sheriffs throughout the Kingdom , and they put fo many Papiſts 
into the -Commiſſion of Peace, the Privy-Council, and all Places 
of Authority , that they were able to Rule all ,, where-ever they 
came. 

And as ſoon as the Charters were Condemn'd, there were new 
Ones granted for the moſt part to ſuch inconfiderable and beggarly 
Fellows, as were unable to pay for them ; ſo 'that many were left 
with the Attorney General in Pawn for his Fees ; however, in all 
theſe Charters, they. put in near one third Eng/ih, moſt of which wee 
Quakers, or other Diſſenters, but at the ſame time 'took care to limit 
the Power; (and eſpecially, that of chaſfmg Parliament Men ) fo thac 
the Engliſh (if unanimous) ſhould not beable to give them any Impedi- 
ment. 

But the Engliſh being the principal Traders , and the moſt Wealthy 
Men in Ireland ; It mutt neceſſarily follow, that the removal of theix 
Plate, and other Effe&s into England, and the general Decay af. 
Trade that enſued, upon the Apprehenfions tliey had of theſe Violenc 
and Irregular Proceedings, did diminiſh the Publick Revenue to a de- 
gree of rendring it unable to ſupport the Neceflary Expences of the 
Government z this indeed was a ſenfible 'Stroak ,, and would hav 
changed all.their Meaſures, if any thing leſs had been in the Bottom, 
than a fixt Reſolution, to ſubvert the Eſtabliſhed Religion, and to introduce 
Popery , and to make Ireland a ſecure Retreat for thoſe, whoſe deſigns might 
perhaps miſcarry in England, | ; _ 

However theſe rapid Motions of Tyrconnel, made ſuch'a noiſe in 
England , as occaſion'd that Lord to be ſent for over , to meet x 
King at Cheſter z the poor Proteſtants flattered themſelves with hope 
of ſome intervals of Moderation from this Interview; but they ſoop 
found the fatal Effects of this Conference, not only in the Continuation, | 
bift in the encreaſe of their Grievances. | 

And thus the Iriſh having to their Advantage in Number, gained 
alſo the whole Power, Military and Civil, into their Hands, thought 
themſelves in a Condition, not only to ſecure Ireland, but alſo to ſend 
over conſiderable Affiltance to carry on THE CAUSE in Tapes 


and accordingly , Tyrcenel did ſend thither about 3ooo of his choice 
Men. ; 


This was the ſingle Action that conduced moſt to the Preſervation 
of theſe Kingdoms ; all other things were but ſubſervient thereunto, 
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or at moſt but concurrent with it ; for whilſt other Grievances did 
but difoblige a certain Number, or a Party; the bringing in of the Iriſh 
alarm'd every Body, and eſpecially the Army ; fo that his Preſent Maje- 
ſty Landing not long after, met with ſuch caſy and {peedy Succeſs, as 
amazed the preſent, and will be the Wonder of future Ages. 

Moreover, to compl=at the aforeſaid Number of 3000 Men, Tyreonel 
did very improvidently withdraw the Gariſon of Londonderry, without 
ſending another in its tiead, as not ſuſpcing the ſudden Revolution, 
which afterwards happened, nor thinking that Derry would dare to 
refuſe a Gariſon, whenever he ſhould think tit to ſend them cre. 

But it was not long, before he ſaw his Errox 3 and having, Recruited 
his Forces, he ſent a new-rais'd Regiment, under the Earl of Antrim, 
to poſſeſs themſelves of the City of Derry. 

This Regiment Quartexing in and about Newton, cn the 6th of De- 
cember, Collonel George Philips ſent one James Boyle to give notice there- 
of to Londonderry, and to adviſe. them to. ſhut their Gates, and ac- 
cordingly they did fo, .and refuſed Entrance to this Regiment on the 7eb 
of December. | 

On the 9th, Collonel Philips put himſelf into Derry, and gn the 104h, 
was by the People choſen Governour thereof; and on the 1 1th, the 
City ferit away Councellor Cairns, as their Agent into England, 

But Alarms every day encrealing of the Tri deligns to Maſſacre them, 
the Country flocked into Derry z and on the 15th of December, the 
Governor drew up a'Neelaration, to which they 2ll conſented... 
 Inithe mean time, Tyrcamnel knowing the Lord Mountjoy's Intereſt jn 
that Country, ſent him down to tfy if he Gpyld be admutted to Garilon 
the Town3-and upon Capitulations and Axticlcs ,: cancluded the 21F 
of December, he was permitted: to put in five Companics, of Proteſtants 
mto the City, under Gollonel Lundy, | | : 

* T ſhonild have mention'd,; that ghere was a currant Report ſpread 
abroad, andi'generMly believed, That +be Ixifh deſigned 4 Mpſſacre on the 
9th of December z this wasthe-true reafon of ſhutting Derry-gates , and 
of making-an Aﬀeciation inthe Counties.of Down and Antrim, 


There were but two Regiments, viz. the Lord of Antrim”s, and Sir 


Thomas Newcomen's in thoſe two Counties , fo that it had been eaſy to 
have Surprized them , aydithe deſign was laid to that purpoſe; but 
ſome of the Conſpirators were too Cautious, ard ſoit miſcarried. 

In the. mean time, the Lord Tyrconnel was openly railing ſome Men, 
and ſecretly Liſting, more z and having notice of his Maſter's Diſaſter in 
Egglard , reſolved to do his Endeavour to preſerve Ireland for him 
but he ſo cunning]ly difſembled his deſign, that he perſwaded the Lord 
Mountjoy to be Colleague to the Lord Chief Barcn Rice, in a pretend- 
ed Embaſſy to King Fames, to beg bis leave to ſurrender the Kingdom, ſince 
it was impoſſible to kep it. And it is faid , he promis'd ſolemnly to the 
Lord Mowntjoy, that he would raiſe no more Forces, nor innovate any 
thing in his Abſence. . 

Inſtructions; ſo that the Lord Mowntjoy was not 


But Rice had other , 
only treacherouſly fecured-in France, and thrown into.che Baſtile; bur 


alſo his Friends were baſely uſed in Ireland; and the Lord Deputy, 


as ſoon as the Lord Mowntjoy was gone, gave out Commilſions 


to every Body that would undertake to Subſilt their. Men for three 
Months. 

In the mean time, the Ir; in the Countries leaſt inhabited by Eng- 
diſh, :and/ particularly in the Weſt part of the County of Cork,, began 


immediately after Chriſtmas to Rob and Plunder openly 3 whereupon 
many 
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many then alive, who remembred that the Iriſh began the Rellellion of 
1641. in that manner , were - frightned- themſelves, and alarm'd- 0- 
thers, ſo that they flock'd into theWalled Towns in Crowds; nor did 
thoſe that had the Courage to keep their Houſes, fare any better , for 
the Iriſh being now grown Lawleſs, ſet no Bounds to their Inſo- 

lence; but in great Numbers, with a Piper before them , Robbed the 
Engliſh ot all their Stock at Noon-day, and before their Faces ; it was t@ 
no purpoſe to complain,for tho the Injur'd Party might get good Words, 
*tis certain, none of them got any Remedy ; and this was the Cale, and the 
Engliſh were generally plundered before they made the leaſt Reliftance 
in the Province of Mwnſter. 

But on the 25th day of February , The People of Bandon had notice 
that the Earl of Clancarty was marching with fix Companies to reinforce 
the Troop of Horſe , and two Companies of Foot, that were then in 
Gariſon there z whereuPon they took an immediate Reſolution to Diſ- 
arm the Gariſon, which they bravely perform'd with the Slaughter of 
eight Iriſh-men, and took all their Horſes and Arms, and would cer- 
tainly have done great things ſuitable to their Ancient Reputation z 
if they couſd have got Ammunition, and other Necefſaries, and any 
reaſonable Afliſtance ; but that very Night the Citizens of. Cork were 
difarmed, and the-next day Caſtlemartyr was taken; and ſo having no 
hopes of Succour, they nevertheleſs generouſly refuſed- to deliver up 
any of their Leaders, and at laſt, purchaſed their Pardon, for 1000 }. 

And thus Matters ftood , when King Fames Landed at Kingſale on 
the 12th of March, from whence he marched to Dublin , and immedi- 
ately ſent down his Army into the North , where he met with little 
Obſtruction , until it came before Londonderry; the Siege of which 
Place, will in after Ages be more renowned than thoſe of Oftend, or 
Candy, becauſe all the neceflaries for Defence were infinitely lefs, and 
yet the Succeſs was very much greater ; but it is altogether unneceſſary 
to trouble you with the Relation of that Siege, oFthe famous Actions 
of the brave Innikilling Men, becaule they are already Printed at large, 
in the reſpective Narratives of thoſe Matters, to which I refer you, and

. 7 Ho being duly Sworn and Examined faiths, That he eing at 
Marimore in the County of. Londenderry., on Tueſday laſt 
he received a Letter from Colonel Hugh Oge Mac Mahon, 
deſiring him to come to Connaught, in the County of 

Monaghan, and to'be with him"on Wedneſday or Thurſday laſt ; 
whereupon he this -Examinant came to Connanght on Wedneſday night 
laſt, and finding the ſaid Hugh come to Dublin, followed him thi- 
ther; he came hither about Six of the Clock this Evening , and

Our very Good Lord, o - | 
()* Allyance unto your Lordſhips Anceſtors and your ſelf, 


and the tryal of your and their performance of Truſt unto 
their Friends in their greateſt Adverſity, encourageth us, 
and engageth your Honour to our fruition of your future Favours; 
the fixjon of our confidence in you, before any of the Peers and Pri- 
vy Counſellors of the Kingdom, doubleth this obligation. Your 
Lordſhip may therefore be pleaſed to acquaint the Lords, Juſtices, . 
and Councel (to be imparted unto his Sacred M3jeſty,) with our 
Grievances and the cauſes thereof; the Reading of which we moſt 
humbly pray, and the Manner of ir. | 

Firſt, The Papiſts in the Neighbouring Counties are ſeverely Pu- 
niſhed, and their Miſeries might ſerve as Beacons unto us to look 
unto our own, when our Neighbours Houſes are on Fire : And we 
and other Papiſts, are and ever will be as Loyal Subjects as any in 
the Kings Dominions; for manifeſtation whereof, we ſend herein 
incloſed an Oath, ſolemnly taken by us, which as it receiv'd inde- 
lible impreſſion in our Hearts, ſhall be Sign'd with our Hand, and 
Seal'd with our Blood. my 

Secondly, There 1s an Incapacity in the Papiſts, of Honour, and 
the * Immunities of true Subjetts , the Royal marks of Diſtributive

and general Pardon without Reſtitution, or account of Goods taken in 
the time of this Commotion, - a Liberty of our Religion, a Repeal 
of all Statutes formerly made to the contrary, and not by Procla- 
mation, but Parliamentary way , a Charter-free Denizen in ample 
manner for meer 1riſh ; all which in ſucceeding Ages, will prove an 
Union to all his Majeſties Dominions inſtead of Diviſion, a Com- 
fort in Deſolation, and a Happineſs in perpetuity for an imminent 
Calamity. And this being granted, there will be all things, Que

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A Letter from the Lords, Fuſtices and Council, 
to King Charles the Firſt, to prevent a Peace 
with the Iriſh. 


May it pleaſe your Moſt Excellent Majeſty, 


” E your Majelties Juſtices, on the 3oth. of January laſt, 

V Receiv'd your Majeſties Letter of the 11h. of the 

ſame; We being then in. Council at this Board, 

which Letters we then immediately communicated to the Council, 

as wealways do, in all matters of Importance concerning your Maje- 
ſties Aﬀairs here. | | | 

By thoſe Letters, your Majeſty declared, that you had ſent a Com- 
miſhon to our very good Lord, the Lord Marqueſs of Ormond and 
others, Authorizing them to receive in Writing, what the Petitioners 
Catholicks of 7re/ard mentioned in thoſe Letters, would ſay or pro- 
pound, -and toreturn the ſame to your Majeſty: And by the ſame Let- 
ters your Majeſty Commanded us your Juſtices, to give thoſe Com- 
miſſioners our beſt aſliſtance'and furtherance, as there ſhall be occa- 
ſion; wherein (as in all things .elfe 'we have always done, and ſhall 
ever do) weſhall moſt readily obey your Majeſties Royal Commands, 
with all humble Duty and Submiſſion, havipg nothing more in our 
Care and Endeavours in theſe perplexed times, than to advance your 
Service, and to preſerve your Soveraign Rights and Intereſts here, 
where ſo dangerous Attempts have of late been made againſt them, 
by ſo aniverſal a Conſpiracy. of the Papilts of this. Kingdam, 

We do with. much Joy of heart Comfort our ſelves, to ſee your 
Majeſties gracious inclination , to hear your Subjetts whatſoever 
they bein themſelves ; and as therein we behold your goodneſs, ſo 
we, to whoſe Care and Circumſpe&ion your Majeſty hath committed 
the great Truſt of this your Kingdotn, cannot but eſteem it a great 
breach of Duty and. Faith in us, 'tq be ſilent in ſuchithings as may 
give light in this important bufineſs,] and which cannat come to your 
Majeſties knowledge but by your Miniſters. ' 

Theſe Petitioners do affirm, That.they had recourſe toArms for Pre- 
ſervation of your Royal Rights and Prerogatives; which if it were 
true, we. ſhould be ſubjeCt to the full Tax of Treachery, if we ſhould: 

 _ not with all Zeal andhearty AﬀeC@tion have joined with them ; And- 

37 if that had been the true ground of their entring into quarrel withus, 

it ſhould coſt little: Mony or Blood to the Kingdom of Exgland to re- 
conclle us. 

They well know, that before this Rebellion, in the Parliament held 


here, aud formerly we oppoſed them ſeveral times, where we _ 
them 
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them vehemently labour to abridge thoſe Prerogatives and antient 
Rights of the Crown here, and to derogate from your Royal Au- 
thority in many Parts thereof, as by particulars will appear. 
But we muſt upon full obſervation of their Courſes and Attions ſince 
the Firſt breaking out” of this unnatural Rebellion unfeignedly affirm, 
That they do but take up this for an excuſe of their moſt odious 
breach of Faith and Duty to your Moſt Sacred Majeſty, their inward 
intent being, as ſince hath appeared, to Aive your Majeſty of all =H 
thoſe Prerogatives they ſpake of, and evendf your Crown and King- 
dom ; reſolving alſoto deſtroy and extirpate ont of this Iſland, as 
well the true Proteſtant Religion, as alfo your Majeſties moſt Loyal 
Brittiſh Subjects, whom they hate chiefly, becauſe they Religiouſly 
love your Majeſty and your Children, and in that love were ſuch lea- 
ders of them in all their late ſeeming. Acts of Bounty and Duty 
towards your Majeſty , as without ſhameful bewraying their evil 
hearts, they could not ſhan the fame; whereat they often ſhewed 
much reluttancy , as appeared in reducing the ſubſidies and other 


things. 

In Vifer, where the Rebellion firſt broke forth, it is teſtified upon 
Oath by a Gentleman that was a Priſoner amongſt the Rebels, that 
he heard one of the Rebels, a man of Note amongſt them ſay, That 
if he had your Majeſty. where he than ſpake, tbas he would flea you 
quick,, but they would have the Kingdom and their will of you. 
Others there faid, that they had a King of their own in JTreland: 
Others faid, that they would have an 1r:þ King, and regarded not 
King Charles the King of England : Others, that they had a new King EP 
and had Commiſſion from him for what they did : Others, that 
Sir Phelim O Neal ſhould be their King, and that they would give a 
great ſum of Mony to have King Charles his Head; theſe Speeches 
were uttered in ſeveral Counties, in that Province, and by ſeveral 
Parties z, alſo thoſe in Uſer devis'd falſe Propheſies, and diſpersd 
and publiſh'd them, and amongſt others things fo devis'd by them, 
one Propheſie is ſaid to-be, that Tyrone or Sir Phelim O Neal ſhould 
drive your Majeſty with your whole Poſterity out of England, and 
that You and your Poſterity ſhall be hereafter, Profugs interra aliena 
inetermm, towhich Phelim O Neal Regal Attributes have been given 
by ſome of the Rebels, and he hathwritten in a Regs! Stile, and did 
Seal Letters witha Seal whereon there was a Regal Crown, which we 
have ſeen. ; 

When the RebeHious Lords and Gentry of the Pale and Leinſter, 
and after them-thoſe of Munſter and:Conangh, and the Iriſh in Leinſter 
roſe in Rebellion, whoappeared: not in Arms until thoſe in the Pale 
brake out ; thoſe in the Pale declared to Aſſault your Majeſties Caſtle 
and: City of Dublin, where reſide your Officers of State, and where 
are the Enſigns and Ornaments of your Royal Authority and Sove- 
raignty here, and all the Records of your Revennes and Intereſt; 
which they purpoſed to Seize, and by' holding that Place, to take 
away the means forarrival of Engi;ſh here, other than by main force ; 
' to which intent they Aſſembled in-great numbers hear this City within 
twoor three Miles round about it ; having then alſo ſtrongly Beſieg'd 
your Majeſties Port Town of Drogheda'as a ſtep to the gaining of 
this City, prefuming all this while that no ſuccour ſhould come out 
of Exgland; andall this done not only. by the barbarous Rebels of 
Ulſter, but. alſo by the degenerate ungrateful Lords and Gentry of 
the Pale; atid when (by Gods bleſſing and your Majeſties tender 

care 
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care of the remnant of your poor People left yet undeſtroyed, in 
ſending Forces hither ) we were enabled by your Majeſties Forces 
to beat off thoſe Multitudes, and to raiſe the Siege of Drogheda, then 
8s well the Old Engliſh as the Triſh, all Papiſts and now Rebels which 
drew themſelves farther off; and finding that they had not ſo ready 
a'way to rent the Kingdom out of your Majeſties hands, as they at 
firſt ſuppoſed, they then found it neceſlary to fall to new Conſulta- 
tions, how yet to bring#heir wicked ends and contrivances to full 
effeft, making the Seats of their Aſſembly at the City of X:lkenny, 
there with full advice of their Titular Clergy and Popiſh Lawyers, 
Withont any Authority derived from your Majeſty, they call a Parlia- 
ment, which being Aſſerbled, they turned into a National Afſembly 
utterly ſtrange to the Laws of England and Ireland, and to your 
Majeſties Royal Prerogative, which they falſely pretend to maintain ; 
there they Enafted, That no other Temporal Government or Juriſ- 
diction ſhall be Aſſumed, Kept or Exerciſed in this Kingdom, fave 
what ſhall be approved by the General Aſſembly, or Supream Council. 

T here they ſet up a new Form of Government, utterly oppoſite 
to the Laws of England and Ireland, and your Royal Authority ; Or- 
dering a Council for Governing in each County, a Council in each 
Province, and a Council for the Kingdom by -the Name of The Su- 
pream Council of the Confederate Catholicks, to be held at X:lkenny or 
elſewhere they appoint. 

Theſe Councils are to be the ordinary Judicatories, to hear and 
determine all Cauſes, as well touching Life and Member as amply as 
jour Majeſties Judges of Oyer and Terminer, and Goal-delivery could 
do; and accordivgly they give Judgment of Death, by Votes againſt 
your Britiſh Subje&s, whom otherwiſe alſo-they Hang and Execute 
by Warrants of their Commanders and others, without Proceſs or 
other proceedings ; as alſo to Hear and Determin all Cauſes for Goods, 
Chatrtels and Intereſts, and to eſtabliſh Rents and Poſleſſions as 
if a right of Conqueſt werealready veſted in them 3 And they Or- 
dain, that all Perſons of all profeſſions and degrees ſhall obey their 
Orders; there they eſtabliſh the Rowiſh Clergy in all the Poſſeſſions 
of the Church throughout the Kingdom, and appoint an Oath of 
Aſſociation to be taken in all the Pariſhes of the Realm ; there they 
form Armies and Commanders of all forts to reſiſt your Majeſties 
Forces, and if they may, to perfect their intended Conqueſt of this 
your Kingdom. 

They appoint Sheriffs, Coroners, Conſtables, and other Officers 
in each County, to execute their Orders; they in ſome parts have 
cauſed their Captains, Officers and others, to take Oath before their 
Titular Clergy, that they ſhall not ſuffer apy Engl:ſþ or Proteſtant 
to live in this Kingdom, or bear any Office, no not ſo much as a 
petty Conſtable ; they by their Popiſh Clergy ſollicited with all in- 
duſtry and trave], powerful Aids from Foreign parts to Aſſiſt them 
in this Conqueſt, whereby they ſeem to diſclaim all dependance on 
your Majeſty, either for Fayour or Juſtice. They did ſet up the 
Spaniſh Colours publickly at Wexford amongſt the Old Engliſh (but 
Papilſts,)) and Captain Aſhly, as we are credibly informed, did teſti- 
fie that they had done the like at Gallaway: They by the crafty de- 
Ivfion of the Popiſh Clergy, and the contr2fted hatred of the Pa- 
piſts againſt the Britiſh and Proteſtants, had got into their: Poſſeſſion 
the moit part of the Sea Ports, out of which they have murdered 


or expulied the Engliſh and Proteſtants, which Ports they uſe as Inlets 
to 
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and other Officers'ag«Sea," bc the En$ito becote Maſters of theſe 
Seasg.to your Majeſties diſheriſon and prejudice. 9. , T 

Whether theſe Expreſſions and; Adtions-being but: a: few gath 
out. of 'many which we know of them, either confidered' in the bar 
barous H#:ſb, or your:better educated::01d. E ngisfh,, or both:, be nd» 
tural- Streams: iſſuing/froim a Fountainiof! real: Intention; to preſerve 
and. maintair# your. 'Royal Rights. and-Prerogative, we ſubmir-to any 
equal. Judgment. ne 2 11 21 

Is.their Petition. 'they ſay, that their Adverſaries have miſrepre- 
ſented their Addreſſes ta your Majeſty ; your Majeſty may be plea- - 
ſed to remember that! we certified:thither, that: their Petition'came - 
not. hither till the Seventh of Azgx#t:laſt, which we: ſoon after ſent 
thither, they having ſpent all the preceding Winter, and the then 
{acceeding Summer in their Courſes of Rebellion, whilſt they had 
hopes all that time by force to carry the Cauſe, never in all that 
time making Application: in that! Nature either to: your Majeſties 
Army, or your Majeſties| Miniſters; that we could hear of, until they 
found your Majeſties: Forces fo:to. ſpread and prevail againſt them; 
as put them in great fear ; then: they'betook themſelves to the way 
of Petition, having: formerly moſt: contemptibly deſpiſed and diſo- 
beyed your Majeſties: Proclamation under your own Royal Signa+ 
ture, and Privy ſignet, commanding: them to:lay down Arms ; then 
preſuming by the: Otd Iriſn-ſhift: of feigned Profeſſion of SubjeCtion; 
to abuſe. your Majeſties boundleſs Mercy as their-Anceſtors had done 
the Royal Clemency of' many of your faraous Predeceffors in ſeye- 
ral Ages, to the continual Difquiet, fruitleſs Expence, : and as it fell 
out, diſhonour of 'themſelves: and-their Subjefts-of Exgland,. whereof 
Records and Hiſtories are full: And! as to their Addreſſes by Read; 
then a Rebel with them, it is moſt fraudulently.alledged; for although 
it be true that'in December, 1641. 'afew-of the Rebelli ous Nablemen 
and Gentry of the Pale'framed a Petition, and delivered it to Read, 
ſeeming to intend to ſend him away with it to your Majeſty, yet 
he tarried ' with them unſent-until March after; at which Time af- 
ter the Siege of Drogheda raiſed; and that he conld nolonger live in 
thoſe parts, he rendered himſelf to the Lord Marqueſs of Ormond in 
the. Field, not coming as a Meſſenger from them in| any ſuch kind; 
and in his Examination he declares, . that after ht.had received that 
Petition, he demanded of them ſeverat: Times. when he ſhould be 
ſent away, to which they only anſwered, there-would be time enough 
for'\that,they then making account to carry all before them by ſtrength 
of Arms. And as to their Charge againſt their Adverſaries, if there- 
by they mean us, we do unanimouſly and in all Truth deny our 
ſelves to be their Adverfaries, farther than they are fo to your Maje- 
ſty, your Crown and Royal Eſtate, as they are, of which their 
preſent Condition, we are ſo well aſſured, as we cannot without baſe 
Diſloyalty ſhew our ſelves to them in that behalf other than Adver- 
fariesz and it cannot be juſtified or. made appear, that eyer we or 
any of us have had Contentions with, or heart-burning againſt any of 
them in reſpect of ary our private Intereſt or! Intercourſe, but 
have always treated then»before this: Rebellion &s our Friends, and 
your Majeſties Loyal Subjefts as we then took them to be. And 
where they aſperſe thoſe Adverſaries with the Crime of Bloud, 
committed on their Wives and Children z We cannot deny bot that 
in tke Courſe of the War forced by them upon us for our- own ne- 
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e of their Blaod hath been ſhed'by your Majeſties 
Army in Fights withthem, which we wiſh they had-drawn upon them- 
ſelves ; but if they look back upon their own Beginning, and proce- 
ding in this horrid Rebellion, they ſhall find themſelves heavily loa- 
den with the crying Guilt of the innocent Blood, they moſt barba- 
rouſly- in time of open and ſetled Peace without any Provocation or 
Offence given, falling with armed Force upon the unarmed and harm- 
leſs Britiſh and Proteſtants; Murthering, hanging, drawing, bury- 
ing alive, and ſtarving them Men, Women and Children of all. Ages 
and Conditions, to the Number of 1 54000. before the End of March 
laſt, as is teſtified, was acknowledged by their Prieſts appointed to 
colleCft their Numbers, beſides many thouſand others ſince that Time 
ſo uſed in all Parts of the Kingdom, 
Sometimes they, profeſs they took up Arms to exalt and eſtabliſh 
the Romiſh Catholick Religion throughout this Kingdom, and they 
have taken a Publick and Univerſal Oath to maintain and defend the 


. publick Exerciſe thereof ; but in this particular, as in that of Prero- 
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gative, we crave leave to affirm that we well know, and their Adtions 
and Infidelity do abundantly demonſtrate that many of them, eſpeci- 
ally the Jriſh, have little ſenſe or inward Touch of Religon, other 
than what is preſſed upon them by their T raitcrous Clergy for their 
Pride and Ayarice, and the ſottiſh Superſtition of their Women ; and 
that thoſe Jriſþ aſſumed this only, as another Cover for their bloody 
and moft unchriftian Execution of their antient and never ceafing 
hatred to the Kings of England, and the Engliſh Nation ;. which doth 
now, and hath heretofore in all Ages undeniably appeared in their 
many furious Inſults and Murthers upon their Perſons, and Deva- 
ſtation of the Poſleſſions of the Engliſh ever ſince their firſt Entrance 
into this Kingdom : Even in the ſeveral Ages when no difference was 
between the two Nations in matters of Religion. | 

\ In the Conjuntture of Afairs here in theſe Times, we may not in 
Duty to your Royal Throne, and in the Truſt of your Afairs laid 
upon us, forbear to let your Majeſty know what divers Apprehenſi- 
ons ſeem to be entertained in the mind of this People. Oa the one 
fide the Papiſts here with us, and the Papiſt Rebels do with great 
Boldneſs and Alacrity give out that they ſhall have preſent Peace ; in 
that Peace they preſume ſhall be wound up all the bloody Maſlacres 
and fearful Deſtruftion committed on the Perſons and Eſtates of the 
Britiſh and Proteſtants, having now extirpated or baniſhed them, 
which was part of their Work intended, and demoliſhed their coſtly 
Houſes and Buildings throughout the whole Kingdom, except the Per- 
ſons, and but the Perſons only, of a few which we-have in Garriſons and 
Forts, their intent being to become ſole Maſters of the Kingdom; and 
they farther adjudge, that they . have gained ſo ſtrong a Bar of Ter- 
ror againſt any coming of New Ergliſh hither, or their inhabiting a- 
mongſt them,as if thoſe Rebels(in the Strength and Numbers they now 
ſtand) may gain Liberty and Freedom of Eſtates and Security of 
their Perſons, they ſhall hold themſelves for ever freed from the 
Cohabitation of Engliſh, or the Subje&tion to any Engliſh Govern- 
ment, which ( wh@ſoever in their frantiek Apprehenfions they now 
imagine,) would ſoan make them a {laviſh,diſtra&ted,wiſerable People, 
as did well appear in the late former Age ; before which by their con- 
tinual Aſſaults on the Engliſh in ſeveral Kings Reigns,and their ſtrug- 


ling to expel them,they almoſt got all into their own hands ; in which 
Times 


Times'the few "old Engiſb ' Colonies were driven almoſt Night- and 
Day with their Swords in their hands, to'peſerye their Lives and 
ſmall Livelyhood.- | v; what; 

On the other ſide,” the little Remnant of Proteſtants are ſtrucken 
into ſuch Aſtonifhment, at theſe Preſamptions of the other party, 
and the foreſight of their own DeſtruCtion, if your Majeſties Armies 
be ſaddenly laid down , as they began to deſpair of Safety eyer to 
be had here, and are therefore ready to forſake the Kingdom, and 
then the Kingdom being left wholly to Iriſh, and ſo bloody mali- 
cious Papiſts as the Rebels now are, it will be very queſtionable how 
your Majeſty and your Kingdom of England can have ſafety by them, 
they having boaſted that after this Conqueft they will invade Eng- 
land; and it will be as queftionable how England can make a New 
Conqueſt without more. Charge and Danger than this Kingdom is 
worth , this Kingdom now being in far other caſe for Towns, Forts, 
Ordinances, and Places of Strength, and Men trained to Wars, than 
in the Times of any former Conqueſt of this Kingdom. 

The Engliſh do fear, that if Peace ſhould now be treated of here, 
it would give a ſtop of farther Supplies of Men, Munition, Arms or 
Vittuals to be ſent hither, which the Rebels have long threatned a- 
 gainſt us, and ſothe Stores being kept weak here, the Rebels would 
not doubt ſpeedily to bring the Proteſtants into their mercileſs Pow- 
er, and fall upon them to the full Execution of their. former In- 
tendments. 

They conſider alſo (beſides what they know of former Apes, 
that ſeeing the Papiſts and r:ſþ before the Rebellion, could not a- 
bide to ſee the Engliſh dwell by them, and under them, when there 
was full amity and agreement between them, all manner of Obliga- 
tions of Afﬀinity , Conſanguiniwy , Marriage, Friendly Society and 
Commerce; no Oppreſlion , Injury or Offence offered toiany of 
them ; Rents of their Land, and all other Profits of the Kingdom, 
raiſed far higher than in any former Age, by the Husbandry and - 
Induſtry of the Engliſh: Now after ſo great encouragement on 
both ſides, and ſo great rancour and malice raiſed between them by 
the afts of Cruelty and Violence or all Parties, the Britiſh and 
Proteſtants Rand moſt aflured to be devoured by the 1r:ſh, if they 
ſhall ſtand in ſtrength and numbers they now do, when the Engliſh 45> 
ſhall offer to diſperſe and inhabit among them in the way of Peace. 

Beſides, if Arms could now be ſafely laid down on both ſides, 
and if then the Englzſb ſhould adventure to diſperſe themſelves a- 
mong, them, though no other violence ſhould be offered them, they 
would be deſtroyed by vety Stealthi and Robveries, their Remedy 
being only by Tryal of Jories, all 1r:ſþ;, who by Pofitions of Law 
lately broach'd by Popiſh Lawyers upon their Queries a little before 
this Rebellion , are not as formerly to be queſtioned for falſe 
Verdicts. | 

They conſider likewiſe, that the 1-jþ now combin'd in this Re- 
bellion, are a Slothful People, naturally inclin'd to Spoil, Ravage, >& 
Stealth and Oppreſlion, bred in no Trades, Manufa@tures, or other 
civil Induſtry. to live by in Peace, wherein they never did, nor can 
endure long to continue, naturally loving a Savage and Unbridled 
courſe of Life; though in theſe laſt Thirty Years, God bleſſed your 
moſt Renowned Father, and your Royal Majeſty-with a more ſetled 
Peace here, than had been ſeen in land for above Two Hundred 
Years before ; whereby it is evident, that if they were ———_— 
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live alone- here, they would not, for ever could raiſe any. con- 

ſiderable Revenve to their Prince, their Nature being to live e- 

ver in Blood and Contention one with another , as; they always 

were before- the: late Peace and fetled Erg/;ſh. Government among 
them. | | 

And'it- is obſervableyg that the. Ergl;h now ſee., that the more 
Civility, or- Civil Education theſe Ih Rebels obtained by the care 
and. pious inſpe&ion of the late Engl:;ſh Governors (which they did 
to recover and reclaim-them) the-more dangerous Enemies they 
now found them; and the more _the- Engliſh did -Enrich, Counte- 

23> Nance and Favour: thoſe ;Rebels, the more Scornful, Ungrateful, and 
Mortal Enemies they. haye ſhewn themſelves unto thoſe their Bene- 
; factors. 

They conſider farther; and now: find by dear experience, that the 
Towns and Corporations all conſiſting of Papiſts, though for the 
moſt part old Ergiz4, ; except Three or Four Towns lately Planted, 
which are Proteſtants, are apt upon every Inſurreftion againſt the 
Engliſh',, to run: with, tbe. Country. z: and; hereby they will be able 
onthe: ſadden to overwhelm them in-lefſer Numbers, either in Town 
or. Country, ſo as the Enzliſh can expeft no refuge. 

They: iconfider farther, that the; /rsſb being Maſters of the Body 
of ;that; Kingdom, Arm'd in great; numbers for War, and full of 
Malice.;,and now far too Haughty and Inſolent: to ſubmit to ſuch 
terms of Peace as may be ſafe for England, or honourable for ſo Juſt 
and - Pfous: a King as-your Majeſty 3, and that if the Blood of: Peace 
ſo unmeaſurably ſhed ' by the Rebels, -who have now Enrich'd them- 

B<z> ſelves by the, Spoils of the Britzſh, ſhould'be wiped out ina fained

- execute the Laws for-true Reformation.,/for fear: of Diſturbance, 
baving. ſome hope always by civil and fair intreaty' to win them in- 
to a Civil and Peaceable-Life ; ſo as if Peace ſhould now be granted 
them before the Sword or Famine have ſo abated them in number, 
as that in reaſonable time Engliſh Colonies might overtop them, and 
and ſo' perhaps frame the reſidue into Englib Manners, and Civil 
courſe of Life, by Trades or. other good Induſtry, to take com- 
fort in-a quiet Life, the Engliſh do plainly foreſee it can never be 
ſafe for them to cohabit. with\them , ſecure for England to enjoy 
them,-'or likely that: themſelves (ſeparate from the Engliſh, ) can 
ever, digeſt into a People good to themſelyes, or profitable to their 
King and Country. 

We hope it will not be conceived out of what we have here writ- 
ten , that we are Enemies to Peace; nay we do from our hearts 
delire Peace, and do pray the Eternal God of Peace, to grant it to 
your Majeſty in all your Dominions, as the greateſt Bleſſing on 
Earth that can be beſtowed on the Sons of Men, and we ſhall 

in due time, with all our Power, Skill and Induſtry (under the Pru- 

| dent Conduct and Direction of your Majeſty,) endeavour to fix it 
| here ; but we humbly crave Itave to affirm, that the ſettlement of 
| It inthis Kingdom, will be of a different conſideration from the = 
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of your Dominions, if we obſerve the preſent: State of theſe. Re- 

bels, the temperature and natural-inclination ofthe 1riþ, their An- 

ceſtors former geporiment to the Engliſh in all Ages, their antient E>$ 

and unchanged Reſolution to expulſe them by Force or Fraud, and 

their obdurate wilfulneſs to ſet up and maintain Popery here, with- 

out permitting the Proteſtant Religion ; and although by a preſent 

Peace, if the Rebels would conſent to it, we for our parts might hope 

to gain a2 breathing time, and perhaps for ſome years a little pro- 

fit out of our poor Eſtates here; yet we are not ſo vile as to value 

any thing that ſhall concern our own particular, when. it may not 4>$ 

conſiſt with the due care which we ought, and ever ſhall have of 

your Majeſties Honour and Safety, and the future ſafety and happi- 

neſs of your Poſterity and this your Kingdom : And howſoever it 

be true, that all the peril and. damage we rgo, and all the 

Arms we deſire to haye uſed and-borne here, isÞut by Gods Bleſling, 

to bring on a ſafe and laſting Peace, yet we can no way apprehend, 

that it can be ſo done, till the Sword have abated theſe Rebels in 

Number and Power , yet not to the utter extirpation of the Na- 

tion, which is far from our thonghts, (though ſome ro render us 

the more odious, report ſo of. us, ) but to the Levelling of the Re- 

bels, ſo as they may fully know it is not their ſtrength and Obſtinacy, 

but your own gracious Mercy and Indulgence that can make you ſhew 

your Princely Iove to Peace, and which ſhall alſo put theſe Iriſh Re- 

bels into ſuch. a Caſe, as not ſo eaſily as now to relapſe into their 

ever aftefted Commotions and Proſecution of their continued pur- 

poſe to extirpate the Engliſh, and ſhall alſo give your Majeſty more - 

liberty of Judgment, who. are. fit objefts of your Mercy or Juſtice 

to be applied, as in your high wiſdom you ſhall find cauſe. 

We confeſs we are at this time in a very terrible want of means 

to ſupport a War, as we often ;and lately to the full declared thi- 

ther,whence only we muſt expect reinforcement ; and we foreſee, that 

unleſs Supplies of Mony, ition , Arms, Cloaths and other Ha- 

biliments of War be ſpeedily Tent ns, we have little hope to eſcape 

utter deſtruftion, and loſs of the art rs't yet ſeeing the cauſe of 

God, and the perpetual ſafety of your Majefty, your Proſperity and 

your Dominions under Gods Providence is the matter and ground 

of our ſo deep engagement, and having had hitherto ſuch experience 

of God's mighty Suſtentation, we cannot deſpair of his goodneſs, 

in granting us even ſome expected aid. And being now at a very 

low ebb through theſe wants, yet having a wonderful comfort in 

the alacrity and conſtant courage- of our Men of War, amidlſt their 

exrteam Sufferings , we dare ſay in the confidence of Faithful Sub- 

jets and Servants to your Majeſty, that if thoſe Supplies can in any 

time come unto us; we ſhall be able by Gods guidance. to overcome 

and avenge the wickedneſs of theſe Unjuſt and Diſloyal attempts a- 

gainſt your Sacred Majeſty and your good People, and ſo find a way 

to that Peace which may befit the greatneſs and ' Wiſdom of your 

Majeſty to grant , and which we. heartily long for , being at this 

time -preſſed with as much calamity as Men can bear, yet - not able 

in our Judgments to perceive, that a preſent Peace can free us and the 

Proteſtants here from a certain, though perhaps a Lingering Ruine, and 

the dangerous conſequences thereof. And we in like manner affirm, 

that nothing under God, could have brought us to this hard Con- 

dition, or ſubjefted your Majeſties affairs here, to the hazard they 

now ſtand in, but the unexpetted failing of Priviſions — 
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niſtred unto us, without which, we always ſignified thither , that 
this Kingdom could not be ſuſtained out of any ſubſiſtance here. 
Theſe things, moſt Dread Sovereign, are of ſo great and impor- 
tant conſideration towards ſecuring the furure Peace and Safety of 
your Sacred Majeſty, your Royal Poſterity, your Kingdoms and good 
Subjects, as we could not without breach of Faith and Loyalty to 
your Majeſty , forbear thus truly and plainly to repreſent them 
and howſoever the Rebels are pleaſed unjuſtly to traduce and ca- 
lumniate us and our proceedings without any cauſe given on our 
parts, other then our Faithfulneſs to you our moſt Dear and Gra- 
cious Lord and Maſter, (which Reproaches from them we are con- 
tent for your ſake to bear, as we are ready to Sacrifice our Lives 
for you.) Yet we humbly beſeech your Majelty, to give us leave with 
the freedom of Faithſyl Servants, to affirm to your Majeſty in the 
preſence of God (to whom, and to your Majeſty we are accounta- 


| ble foruprightneſs in all our Conncils and Actions, ) that we fall 


upon no Expreſſions herein out of any hatred to the Perſons of them 
or any of them, or out of any ſiniſter ends of advantage to our 
ſelves, but only out of neceſſary duty to God and to your Majeſty, 
for whom we hope God hath reſerved the high honour of that 
great work of full ſettlement and reformation of this your King- 
dom, to which none of your Royal Anceſtors could attain ; although 
your Royal Father King Fames of Bleſſed memory, made a fair en- 
trance towards it, by a ſweet and peaceable way , which glorious 
beginning of his, the Rebels have quite overturned and defac'd. 

and now having clearly and in Koen duty laid open our hearts 
to your Royal Majeſty, we in all humility ſubmit and 1ntirely de- 
pend 6n your Majeſties Commands,” whether for Peace or War, and 
ſhall with all fervency imploy our Bodies and Minds to execute 
whatſoever you ſhall in your high Wiſdom preſcribe , humbly be- 
ſeeching the Almighty Guider of all Humane Councils, to grant you 
his Divine Aſſiſtance from the Wiſdom which is ever about his 
Throne. And ſo we humbly remain, from your Majeſties Caſtle of 
Dublin, the 16th day of March, 1642. |

vation of their Religion, the Maintenance of His Majeſties 
Rights and Prerogatives, the natural and juſt Defence of 
their own Lives and Eſtates, and the Liberties of their Country, have 
often attempted to preſent their humble Complaints to His 
Majeſty, but were prevented therein by the Power and Vigilancy af 
the Lords Juſtices, &c.” Who by the Aſſiſtance of the Malignant party 
now in Rebellion in Exgland, the better to accompliſh the Extirpa- 
tion of their Religion and Nation, have hindred their Acceſs to the 
Kiogs Juſtice, which might have prevented much miſchief, and ha- 
ving notice now of a Commiſſion to hear their Propoſals, in which 
are theſe words ( albeir we do extreamly deteſt the odjious Rebellion; 
which the Recuſants of Ireland have without Ground or Colour raiſed 
againſt us our Crown and Dignity ) they conceive them to have pro- 
ceeded from the miſrepreſentation of their Enemies, and do proteſt 
they have been therein traduced to the King, for that they never en- 
tertained any Rebellious thought againſt His Majeſty, his Crown or 
Dignity, but are his faithful Loyal SubjeCts, and defire to be own- - 
ed fo, and as ſuch they preſent the enſuing Grievances, and Cauſes of 
the then preſent NDiſtempers. 

1. That the Catholicks, whom neither Reward nor Perſecntion 
could tempt from their Religion theſe 1300 Years, are by the Sta- 
rute of 2 Eliz., made incapable of Places of Honour or Truſt, their 
Nobles are become contemptible, their Gentry debar'd from Lear- 
ning in the Univerſities or Publick Schools, and their younger Bro- 
thers for want of imployment, are forced to live in Ignorance and 
Contempt at home, or to their great diſcomfort and iunpoverifhing 
of the Country, to ſeek Education and Fortune abroad ; Misfortunes 
made incident to the Catholicks only (their Number, Quality and 
Loyalty conſidered ) of all the Nations in Chriſtendom. 

2. That Men of mean Condition and Quality for the moſt part, 
were placed in all Offices of Truſt and Honour, who being to be- 
gin a Fortune, built it on the Ruines of the Carbolicks, and to ingrati- 
ate themſelves, ſcandalized the Papiſts, and rendered them ſuſpefted 
and odious in England ; whereby aroſe the Oppoſition to the Graces 
promiſed or intendedto the Natives,by His Majeſty or his Father; and 
the falſe Inquiſitions on feigned Titles againſt many Hundred years 
Poſſeſſion, and no Travers or Petition of Right admitted thereunto, 
nor 2ny Bar to it, except Letters Patents, which when produced were 
alſo 


T HAT they being neceſſitated to take Arms for the Preſer- 
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3. That the Graces granted by the King and his Father, were 
rendered unprofitable and fruitleſs to the Natives, by the immortal 
Hatred of Sir William Parſons, and the impeached Judges, and their 
Adherents ; fo that the publick Faith inyolved in thoſe Grants was 
violated. | 

4. That by the many wilful and erronious Decrees in the Court. 
of Wards, the Heirs of Catholicks were cruelly dealt with, de- 
ſtroyed in their Eſtates, and bred in Diſſolution and Ignorance, their 
Parents debts unſatisfied, their Brothers and Siſters unprovided for, 
Meſne Tenures unregarded, Conveyances for valuable conſideration - 
avoided againſt Law, and the whole Kingdom filled with Swarms 
of Eſcheators, Feodaries, Purſivants, &e. 

5. That the Catholicks have without Reluftancy, or repining, 
contributed to all the Subſidies, Loans, and extraordinary Grants 
made to His Majeſty, amounting to well near One Million of Pounds 
over and above his Revenue, and thereunto were the moſt forward, 
and thereof bore nine parts of Ten; yet their Adverſaries by the 
Opportunity of their continual Addreſles to His Majeſty, to increaſe 
their Reputation in getting in of thoſe Moneys, and their Authority 
in diſtribution thereof to His Majeſties great Diſſervice, aſſumed to 
themſelves to be pracurers thereof, and repreſented the Catholicks 
as obiſtnate and refraCtory. 

6. That' the Army raiſed here with great charge was disbanded by 
the preſſing importunity of the Malignant Party in England, becauſe 
they ſaid it was Popiſh, and therefore not to be truſted ; and although 
that Malignant Party did invade his Majeſties Prerogative, and 
Sir William Parſons and Sir, Adam Loftns did declare, that an Army 
of Ten Thouſand Scots would come to Ireland to force: the Catholicks to 
ehange their Religion, and that Ireland would never do well without a 
Rebellion to extirpate the Remainder of the Natives ; and though Wa- 
gers were Jaid at the Aſſizes, that within a Year no Catholick, ſhould be 
left n Ireland, and though they ſaw the -1r:ſþ Parliament unjuſtly 
incroach'd upon by the Acts and Orders of the Parliament!of Eng- 
land, in ſending for, and impeaching one of the Members then fit- 
ting, and that it was declared in Print by their order, that Ireland 
if nam'd, is bound by an Engliſh Statute, which is againſt Law and 
Cuſtom for Four Hundred Years paſt ; and though they had notice 
of the Proteſtation made by the Engliſh Parliament againſt Catho- 
licks, and their Intention to make Laws for the extirpation of that 
Religion in the Three Kingdoms, and had notice of the cruel 
and bloody Execution of Prieſts in England, meerly for being 
Prieſts, and that his Majeſty had not power enough left to ſave 
one condemned Prieſt, and that the Catholicks of England, being 
the Parliaments own Fleſh and Blood, muſt either ſuffer or depart 
the Land ; and much more muſt the 7riſb, being not ſo nearly re- 
lated to them, if they ſhould once get Furiſdiftion in Ireland, yet all 
this did not prevail with the Remonſtrants to take Defenſwe, much 
leſs Offenſive Arms, they ſtill expeCting that His Majeſty in a ſhort 
time might be able to yeild them Redreſs. 
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7.:That the Lords Juſtices, &ec. by untrue Informations, and other 
"malicious Contrivances, did endeavour to hinder His» Majeſty from 
granting Graces''to' the 1r:/þ Committee of Parliament ; but not 
prevailing in that, they endeavoured to delay and ſtop them, and by 
miſconſtruftion and miſrepreſentations' of the 1r:;ſþ Parliament; en- 
deayoured to poſleſs His: Majeſty with an ill Opinion thereof, and 
That it- had not Furiſdiftion in Capital Cauſes; thereby aiming. at the 
Impunity of thoſe Impeached, and the DeſtruCtion of the Pariaineat, 
to which that power is eſſential; and that the Lords Juſtices and 
their Adherents, with the height of Malice, envying their Union, 
endeayour'd to fow Diſſention- in the 1r;ſþ Parliament, and to raiſe 
diſtiaQtion of Nation and Religion, and thereby'made a Fafion, which 
(to prevent the Graces paſling into Atts) Tumultuouſly cryed to Ad- 
jorn the Houſe 3 but being over-voted, the Lords Juſtices ſaid, that 
if they did not Adjorn the Satwrdey, themſelves would Prorogue or 
Adjorn the Parliament on Menday, by which means, and the multi- 
tude of Proxies from Lords that have no Eſtate in Treland, (which 
is deſtructive to the Liberty and freedom of Parliament here) the Par- 
liament was Adjorn'd on the 9tb. of Auguſt; and tho' the Graces 
were brought over ſoon after, and the Committee deſired the Lords 
Juſtices would give notice of them to: the People, to prevent miſun- 
derſtanding or deſpair, and an inſtrument was provided accordingly, 
yet the Lord Juſtices, willing to add Fuel to the Fire of the Subjetts diſ- 
content, did forbear to'make ſuch Publication. | 
8, That many Petitions containing matters Deſtruftive to the 
Lives, Eſtates and Religion of the Carbolicks, and direfted to the 
Houſe of Commons in England, were promoted at publick Aflizes to 
get hands unto them, by Sir Wilkam Parfons, Sir Adam Loftus, Sir Fobn 
Clotworthy, and Arthur HillEſq;: and others of the Malignant Party, 
which were the more dreadful becauſe of the ſaid Clotworchy's power 
in the Parliament of England, and' his Barbarous and Inhuman ex- 
preſſions in that Houſe. againſt C atbolicks z and ſoon after an Order + 
made by that Parliament, Not to bow at the name of Feſus, came to the 
knowledge of the Catholicks, as alſo, that the Malignant Party there 
did contrive and Plot tocextingiſh the rib Religion and Nation : 
Henceſome of them conſidered the deplorable condition they were in. 
by a Statute of 2 Eliz. found amongſt the Records, but never exe- 
cuted in the Queens time, nor diſcovered till moſt of the Members of 
that Parliament were dead, which if executed, no C.xtholick could en- 
joy his Life, Liberty or Eſtate, and yet nothing hindred, but the 
Kings Prerogative, which the Malignants endeayoured to deſtroy z 
and then the Plot of Deſtruftion by an Army out of Scotland, and ano- 
ther of the Malignant Party in England mult beexecuted ;, the fear of 
theſe twofold DeſtruCtions, and their ardent deſire to aſſert the Pre- 
rogative, Neceſſitated ſome Catbolicks to take Armsin maintainance 
of Religion, His Majeſties Rights, their own Lives, Liberties. and 
Eſtates; and immediately thereupon took a ſolemn Oath, and ſent 
ſeveral Declarations to the Government, and offered to ſubmit to the 
Parliament of Jreland, but the Offers were lighted, and the Parlia- 
ment Prorogued, and a Declaration Iſſued on 23Ofober, Acculing all 
Cathelicks of Diſloyalty ; but upon' Application of Carbolicks of 
Quality, that the Prorogation was againſt Law, and that a Seſſion 
of Parliament was the only means to compoſe matters, the Lords 
Juſtices knowing that bus few would appear , yielded to a ſhort 


Seſſion, but limited it ſo, that no —_ Grace, or any thing on 
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the Peoples ſatisfation might paſs; that-the few that met, "tho? diſ- 
Id not permitted a Servant, and awed with Muskets preſent- 
to their Breaſts, yet defired leave to fit a ſhort time to expect. their 
fellows and to quiet the Infurreftion, and that the Graces might be 
- Enacted; but this was denied, and «inſtead of it a Declaration-was 
propounded, that theſe DISCONTENTED Gentlemen took Arms in 
Rebelttious manner, which was much reſented by the beſt affefted 111 both 
Houſes ; but being informed chit the Muſqueteers had Order to ſhoot ſome 
of them at their going out, they through terror gave way to that De- 
claration. | 

9. However the greater part of the Catholicks, and all Cities and 
Corporations, and whole Provinces ſtood quiet, and- yet the Lords 
Juſtices knowing that many powerful Members of the Engliſh Par- 
liament ſtood in oppoſition to bis Majeſty, they ſent their Addrefles 
to that Parliament, ſtuffed with Calumnies, and propos'd to ſend over 
Forces to Conquer the Kingdom; and they alfo Arm'd the Malignants 
in Ireland; and the Catholicks even-in Dublin and other Cities, were 
not only denyed Arms for their Mony, but alſo Diſarm'd ; and when 
the Parliament had ordered a Pardon to all that ſhould ſubmit by a 
day limited, Sir William Parſons contriv'd it fo, that it was publiſh'd 
only in two Counties, and a ſhort day prefix'd, and Freeholders were 
therein excepted, whereby it was manifeſt, the Eftates of C atholicks 
were firſt aimed at, and then thiir Lives. 

Moreover Sir Charles Coot was ſent into Wicklow, where he deſtroy?d 
Man, Woman and Child, that had neither Will nor Power to- do 
hurt ; and others at Sanrry near Dublin, Murdered innocent Husband- 
men, ſotne whereof were Proteſtants miſtaken for Catholicks, meerly 
toforce Fingal to Arms: And tho' Complaint was made, yet no Re- 
dreſs could be had, and therefore the fear of be:ng Muraered oblig'd 
the Catholicks to quit their Houſes, and to ſtand together in their own 
defence, unprovided of Arms as they were ; hereupon a Proclamation 
iſſued 13 December, not publifhed till the 15th. requiring George King 
and others to come in, and promiſing them ProteCftion, and another 
toſummon the Lords of the Pale t& meet at Council the 17th. But to 
preventthe effect of theſe Proclamations, the ſame 15th; of December, 
Sir Charles Coor was ſent to barn Clamarf, Mr. Kings Houſe, and uſe 
all afts of Hoſtility, which he performed, and this breach of Faith 
diſcourag'd the Lords of the Pale from appearing at Dublin, and 
forc'd them to defend themſelves ;/ however they fent his Majeſties 
fwornServant,Lieutenant Collonet Read,to eſent theiriCaſe to his 
Majeſty; but he was not only ſtopped, but alſo Racked at Dublir, 

10. That the Lord Preſident of Munſter, by direftion of the Lords 
Juſtices (that Provinee being quiet.) put todeath Men Women and 
Children, without diſtinEion,. and miſtruſted and threatned the Ca- 
cholick Nobles and Gentry, and Arm'd inferior fellows; and- the Pro- 
vince of Conaught was uſed in like manner, fo that in theſe Provinces 
the Catholicks were forc'd on their defence, ſtill waiting his Majeſties 
Pleaſure and ready to obey his Commands, whilſt the Lords Juſti- 
ces, '&c. were buſie by Addreſſes to the Malignant Party in England, 
todeprive the iſo of all hopes of his Majeſties Juſtice and Mercy, 
and to plant a perpetual enmity between the Enemy and them. _, 

ti. That whereas Ireland ſince the Reign of Her. 2. hath had its 
own Parliarnerit with equal Power, Priviledpges, &c. to that of Eng- 
land, and only dependant 6n the Crown, inall which time there is no 
Preſident, that a Statute made in England had any force in _ 
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turers 17 Car. hath paſt in England, whereby the [riſh anſummor'd and 
unheard are declared Rebels, and two Millions and a half of Acres of 
their Land difpos'd of, which po rkr ford on bns Majeſty, and in it 
ſelf nnjuſt and void, yet continues of evil conſequence and extream 
prejudice to his Majeſty, and totally deſtruCtive to the 7r:ſh+Nation 
for tho' the ſcope ſeems to aim at Rebels only, yet the words include 
all the Iriſh, and takes away many of his Majeſties Tenures, and much 
of his Revenue, and therefore they ' proteſt againſt it as an A with- 
out Preſident and againſt the Kings Prerogative, and the Fandamen- 
tal Laws of the Kingdom z and by colour whereof the Proteſtant 
Army difavow his Majeſties Authority, and depend on the Parliament. 

12. That ſtrangers in Dublin being baniſld thence by Proclama- 
tion, were by direQ&ion of the Lords Juſtices, pillaged as ſoon as they 


got withoutthe Town, and what they left in the Town was confiſca- 


. ted, and their defire to return under ProteCtion was denyed ; that 
Catholicks quiet and underProte#:on were by the Lords Juſtices Order; 
ſooner deſtroy*'d plundered or killed than thoſe in A#:or, and Quar- 
ter daily violated, and others that came to Dublin for retreat and 
ſhelter were Impriſoned and Tryed for their Lives; and Dublin, 
Cork, Yonghall, Kinſale, and Tredagh, that opened their Gates to his 
Majeſties Forces, are worſe us'd than the Iſraelites in Egypt ; ſo that 
it will be made appear that more murthers, breaches of publick Faith 
and Qparter, more deſtruction and deſolation, and more cruelty not 
fit to be nam'd, were committed in leſs than Eighteen Months by the 
direftion and advice of the Lords Juſtices their Party of the 
Council, than can be paralle!l'd to haye been done by any Chriitian

13. That the Lords Juſtices have againſt the fundamental Laws pro 
cured ſeveral Seſſions of Parliament, tho' Nine parcs of Ten of the 
gennige. Members are abſent, it being inconſiſtent with their ſafety, 
to come under the Power of the Lords Juſtices, and in their room 
are Clerks, Soldiers, and Serving-men introduc'd into the Houſe of 
Commons,not at all Elected or: not Legally Choſen, and not having 
Eſtates , however they have made Orders, and releaſd Traytors 
Impeach'd in ful} Parliament, and paſltd, or zvight have paſſed ſome 
AQts againſt Law, and prejudicial.to his Majeſty and the Nation, and 
 havealfo kept Terms, only by 'falſe and illegat Judgments and Out- 
laries to Attaint many thouſand good Subjefts without Summons or 
Notice ; and obſcure Men are made Sheriffs, and Servants and Mecha- 
nicks are made Jurors to paſs upon the Lives and Eſtates of thoſe who 
came in upon Protection and publick Faith. | 
Wherefore, and to ſettle the Revenue,and prevent deſolation and 
. effuſionof Blood, and to procure the ſatisfaCtion of his Subjefts who 
were willing toimploy 10000 men in defence of his Royal Rights,they 
pray his Majeſty to give gracious Anſwers to theſe Juſt complaints, 
and to call 'a Free Parliament, \in an indifferent place; before ſome 
Perſon of Honor and Fortune, of approved Faith to his Majeffty, and 
acceptable to the: People of treland, who may be ſpeedily inveſted 
with the Goyernment, and that in- ſuch Parliament their grievances 
may beredreſs*d, 2nd Poynings Act ſuſpended pro bac vice, and either 
continued or. Repeal'd as ſhall be thought fit, and that no matter 
whereof complaint is made in this Remonſtance may debar Catholicks 
from Sitting and Voting in ſuch Parliament, &c. |

fant Committee, to the-falſe and ſcandalous 
Remonſtrance of the inbumane and bloody Re- 
bels of Ireland, given unto His Myjeſty at 
Oxford, in May 1644-

HAT the Remonſtrants were not neceſſitated to take up 

Arms for their Rel:gior, for. they were not troubled, or 
| ſo much as queſtioned about it for a long time before the 
Rebellion, nor for His Majeſties Prerogativez for there were no 
Opponents of it in retard, except the Remonſtrants, who have 
uſurped all the King's Prerogatives, as well as the Subjetts Eſtates, 
and have pcinted an Order of their general Aſſembly, to exclude all 
Temporal Government and Furiſdition, but what is approved or inſtituted 
by that Aſſembly or the _ Council ; nor for their Lives, Liber- 
ties and Eſtates ; becauſe they had the ProteCtion of the Law and 
His Majeſties "Government ; and not one Inſtance'can be produced, 
that a. Papiſt, quatenus a Papiſt, ever ſuffered unpuniſhed Violence 
from a Proteſtant either in Perſon or Eſtate, except in open Re- 
bellion: And as to the juſt Liberties of Subjefts, (wherein the Pro- 
teſfants are as much concerned as the Remonſtrants ; ) they were 
never ſo fully and freely enjoyed in reland, as at the Time of the 
Inſurreftion; ſo that there was no Neceſlity to murther and rob 
the Proteſtants for the Preſervation of the Confederates. 

Nor have any of their Addreſſes ſince the Rebellion, been lighted 
or ſuppreſſed. Their firſt was from Cavaz of the Sixth of Nevewber,and 
received a mild and favourable Anſwer, and was forthwith certified 
ta, the Lqrd Lieutenant. The ſecond was from ſeven Lords'of the 
Pale then in Rebellion, who refuſed upon ſafe Condutt to come to' 
the Srate, but delired Commiſſioners might be appointed to confer 
with them; and though ſuch a Condeſcention was thought diſho- 
norable, fince'it was the. others duty to come to the Government, yet 
both: the Requeſt and Anſwer were tranſmitted to the Lord Lieu- 
tenant. Their third Addreſs was from the united Lords, by the Me- 
diation.of the Earl of Caſtlehaven 23d. of Mareb, when His Maje- 
ſties Army had raiſed the Siege of Tredagb, and were Maſters of the 
Field ; however, even this was ſent to the Lord Lieutenant, and His 
Majeſties DireCtions were prayed therein, and the like was done 


by a Paper of Grievances ſent by the Lord Mowuntgarret, to the 
Earl 
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Earl of Ormand at the' ſame time; and in Augn# 1642. the Rex 
monſtrants ſent to the Earl of Ormond a Petition direted to His 
Majeſty, which accordingly the Lords Juſtices tranſmitted to him. . 
T bat the Lords Juſtices did endeayour to ſtop the ſpreading of 
the Rebellion, and*to reduce the Rebels to Obedience by fair means; 
Viz. by their Proclamations of 234, of OFober, and rf. of November, 
promiſing Mercy to all that ſhould defiſt from force, by imploying 
a Committee of Parliament to treat with them ; bat they ſeorofabs 
rejefted the Meſſage, and contemptuouſly tore the Committees Letter, and 
| the Order of Parliament ;, and by imploying DoCtor Cale, and ſome of 
their own Clergy to-treat with them, whom they likewiſe abuſed, 
and by authorizing the Lord Mor, and afterwards Sir Richard 
Barnwall, and Patrick Barmwall to perſwade them to Submiſſion, and 
by giving Commiſhons to the Lord Gormanſtown, and other of the 
Remonſtrants ; but whilſt they found Succeſs, they were deaf to all 
Perſwaſions z and now that they are baffled, they forge Canſes of 
Complaint ;, {© that His Majeſty is not miſinformed, nor the Remon- 
ſtrants unjuſtly traduced, nor miſrepreſented to the King. | 
To the firſt Article they ſay, that it is too general, and gene- 
rally untrue, that Popery is a New Religion midwived into the World 
by the Council of Trent, which ended 1563, and therefore could 
not be profeſſed by the Remonſtrants, nor their Anceſtors for 1300 ]. 
Years ; that the 7r:ſh were at firſt Proteſtants; as Biſhop Uſber hath - 
proved at large, and in Henry the Eight's Reign were averſe to the 
Papal Uſurpations, and eonſented to Laws to ſuppreſs them, and ge- 
© nerally came to Church until 13 El:z. ſome: of them flew off upon 
the Bull of Pint V. and 30 El:z. upon the Arrival of ſome Spaniards 
ſhipwrackt on the Coaſt of Ireland, the Apoſtaſie became more com- 
mon ; however the Recnſancy of coming to Church, was not gene- 
ral until about the middle of King Fames- his Reign : 'But however 
that be, this is certain, that the Papiſts were ſo far from being per- 
ſecuted, that all Laws againſt them were ſuſpended, and they en- 
joyed a Connivance little differing from a Toleration ; ſo that even 
their Eccleſiaſtical Heirarchy publickly executed their FunCtions, and 


the Clergy ſwarmed to that 0 Us that Paul Harris wrote to 
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Pope Urban 8ht, That it was as diffieult to number the Friers in Dublin, 
as to reckon the Frogs in the ſecond Plague of Egypt. 

That notwithſtanding the Statute of 2 Ez. there have been ten 
chief Judges ſucceſſively, and all the inferior Judges of 1r:ſþ Birth 
and Education that the firſt Engliſh Judge that came over after that 
Statute, was Sir Robert Gardiner, 29 Eliz. That ſeveral Iriſh Papiſts; 
had commands in the Queen's Army, and were Governors of Coun- 
ties; 'as the Earls of Thomond, Clanrickgrd, &c. And even 
now at the Time of the Inſurre&tion Papiſts were admitted to be 
High Sheriffs of Counties, Juſtices of Peace, Magiſtrates of Gorpo- *$ 
rations, Marſhals upon Occaſion, Councellors at Law, Doctors of 
Phyſick, Clerks, Attornies and Sollicitors, &c. ſo that none go a- 
broad but for their Improvement; as the Gentry of all Countries 
do, or to Seminaries to become Clergymen. And theſe Popiſh Na- 
tives have had their ſhare of His Majeſties Fayour, in diſpenſing of 
Honour ; ſeveral of them having been made Lords, Baronets and 
Knights, and ſuch as were capable-of it by Conformity and Edu- 
cation mere preferred in the Church, and even thoſe that were un- 
fit for ir, and were Papiſts, were nevertheleſs upon an external 
and partial Conformity only, _— in their Spiritual Dig- 
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nities by Queen Elizabeth, notwithſtanding the Statute of 2 El;z. . 
Their Nobility had all the veſpeft and privildedge which good 
manners and the Law gives to their Quality ; and by the induſtry 
and improvements of their  Exgliſh Tenants, lived more Regularly, 
Plentifully and Gentilely than any of their Anceſtors ever did or 
could-; and that: the Popiſh Youth were never denied admittance 
into any Free-School, nor into the Univerſity, nor any Queſtion 
made about their Religion 3 only when they come to be Graduates, 
they muſt then conform to the Laws of the Land, and the Statutes 
of the Colledge ; and the Anſwerers think, that the Remonſtrants 
have ſmall reaſon to complain, whilſt they enjoy thoſe Liberties and 
Favours which are denied to. the Popiſh Natives of England , who 
though leſs in number , are much. ſuperior to the Remonſtrants in 
Quality, Loyalty and Riches. . But if theLaws of the Land do exclude 
Recuſants from Offices of Truſt and Honour, they ought to have 
patience til} his Majeſty ſhall think fit to conſent to a Repeal of 
them ; nay if their Oppreſlions were without Law, their proper Re- 
medy were by Supplication and: Petition to the King ; and not by 
Murther, Rebellion and Depredation. | 
To the Second, they ſay it is an aſperſion on the King, for the 
ill choice of his Officers, and is fo undutiful, that no Perſon of Ho- 
nour. will appear init ; It was deviſed by the Popifh Clergy , and the 
Jeſuited Lawyers, who are the Firebrands of theſe horrible Flames 
which have almoſt conſumed. the Kingdom z and it is notoriouſly 
falſe, for the chief Government hath been placed either in Men of 
Nobility or great Eſtate, or in Men of great Merit, and in a high 
Station, none of which ever built their Fortune on the Ruine of the 
Kings Subjects, but ſome of them have been undone by the nnjuſt cla- 
monr of the Iriſh, who never endure long any Engliſh Governor that gn- 
deavours their legal obedience to the Crown. So that of One and Twen- 
ty chief Governours ſucceſſively, Thirty Privy Councellors, Twelve 
chief Judges, and ſeveral inferior Judges ſent oat of England ſince 
the Statute of 2 El:z. not one of them left any Eſtate there, nor 
were enriched by that Service; and even the Earl of Strafferd paid 
great Sums of Mony for what he bought there, whereas ſuch of 
the Natives of that Kingdom as were Judges have left great and 
viſible eſtates; whereby it will appear who built moſt upon the Ruines 
of the Natives. 2 oa In 
That the Natives became ſuſpeCted and odious in England, not by 
any ſcandals caſt upon them, but by their degeneracy and frequent Re- 
bellions, whereby Ireland whilſt managed by them, was always in 
diſorder, and ſo poor, that it was a continual charge to England; 
whereas ſince the management of it by Exgliſh, the dependancy of 
the People is placed in the Crown, Legal Properties are ſecured, the 
Iriſh pernicious Cuſtoms aboliſhed , Civility introduced, the King- 
dom improved , ſo that it was better able to give Ten Subſidies 
now, than one in former times; Trade and Commerce increaſed, 
the Revenue advanced from 8000 to 85000. per Anmum, the Laws 
duly adminiſtred, Religion propagated, the Army maintained, with- 
out oppreſling the Subjet, and a Navy kept to guard the Coaſts ; 
the People ate grown Rich and Numerous, the breed of Cattle 
bettered and increaſed, Uſory reduced to Ten per Cent. which was 
formerly at Twenty and Thirty, and every thing mended ; where- 
by it is manifeſt, that the Eng;fb ſpent their time in improving the 


Kingdom, and not ir. building their Fortunes on the Ruings of the ro 
lic ſy 
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licks, nor in hatchjyg Rebell.ons. That \the Engliſh were ſo far from 
malicious differences with the /riſb, that they endeavoured to unite 
with them, and had done fo, if the Popsſh Clergy and Lawyers envy- 
ing their happy condition, had not ſowed difcord between them 
the former, by publiſhing that the Proceftants were Heretichs , that it 
was meritorious to deſtroy them, and that. they would have immediate paſ- 
ſage to Heaven that ſhould dye in that aftion ; and that the Pope was 
of that opinion, as appear®d by his Bull, (Appendix 1 5,) which the 
Iriſh publiſhed eyen after the Ceſſation ; and the Lawyers, by alledg- 
ing Grievances, which either were of no Importance, or were redreſſed as 
faZt as the Government poſſibly could, and by declaring that men killed in 
Rebellion, could not forfeit their Lands , and by reflefting on the illegal 
Turiſdiftion aſſumed by the Council Board, which nevertheleſs thoſe 
Lawyers promoted and encouraged for the advantage of their own 
PraCtice, and to heap up matters of Complaint : And after all, there 
are leſs Grievances in Ireland than in moſt other Kingdoms of Exrope, 
and ſo their own Parliament declared, Amo 1634. 

As to the Graces, moſt of them have been performed to them x 
only one Warrant of Affiſtance was granted to the Biſhop of :Down, 
which was ſoon called in, and the enrolling the Surrenders of Cs- 
naught, and the grant of thoſe Lands and Tenures were ſtopt for 
a time,'and the/limitation of his Majeſties Title to Sixty Years was 
not ſetied, but Bills for theſe and ſome other of the Graces were 
ſent to England, and returned back approved, and would haye paſt 
the next, Seſſion, if the Rebels had had patience. And whereas it 
was one of the Graces, that all diſtinitions between Britiſh and Iriſh 
ſhould be aboliſhed, which was deſired by the Proteſtants, and Thir- 
teen old Statutes againſt the Jriſh were Repealed to that Purpoſe z 
yet it is manifeſt, the Remonſtrants deſired no ſuch thing, for hey 
have done their utmoſt to extirpate the Proteſtants, an## have thereby en- 
tailed an everlaſting difference berween both Nations. | 

And as to Traverſes to Inquiſitions, they were admitted accordin 
to Law in particular Inquifitions, but in general Inquifitions fou 
for Plantations, becauſe the chief Governour and Council, and the 
Kings Council and other chief Officers were preſent, and the Jurors 
were always the Prime Men of each Territory-, and the Offices 
publickly found ( moſtly by conſent) and all Parties fully heard, 
and the Parties had neither Fitle nor evidence to countenance a 
Traverſe , nor could an indifferent Tryal eaſily be had, in theſe 
Caſes, and for theſe Reaſons, Traverſes were not admitted to 
theſe Grand Offices but upon cauſe ſhewn ; nor was any Jury Pu- 
niſhed for not finding theſe Inquiſitions, except one in the County of 
Galway , which was willful and obſtinate againſt full evidence as 
their own Lawyers afterwards confeſs'd. 

That the allegation that an Hundred and Fifty Patents were a- 
voided in a Morning, is a notorious untruth z what was done, was 
promoted by James Cuſack, one of the Kings Council and Clerk of 
the Commiſſion for defeCtive Titles, now a Remonſtrant, the man- 
ner thus: A Committee of ſome Judges and Kings Council were 
appointed to conſider the Patents produc'd , and the Patentees 
Council were heard, and if they confeſſed the Patent void, it was 
ſo declar'd ; if they conteſted, it was referred to a Tryal at Law, 
which being done to avoid needlefs trouble and charge , was a fa- 
vour and not a grievance, and was done to Proteſtants as well as 


Papiſts, and had been ſo, formerly; and in imitation of -- h 
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the Remonſtrants ſent Queries to the Judges, not long before the 
Inſurreftion; and if they had hslf ſo much regard to the great Seal 
and the publick Faith as the Proteſtants have, they would never 
have entred into this Unnatural and horrid Rebellion ; eſpecially 
ſince this Grievance (if it was one). was by his Majeſties orders re- 
dreſſed before the War broke out. 

In the Third Article, the Remonſtrants (unwittingly) confeſs the 
goodneſs of his Majeſty and his Father, and how gracious both thoſe 
Kings have been to them , which ſhould have obliged them to re- 
turns of duty and obedience ; but inſtead of that, they return Com- 
plaiats, and without cauſe, againſt the Kings beſt Officers, and ſuch 
as have done more good to the Kingdom of 1reland than the Remon- 
ſtrants either offered, or could do. But their deſperate hatred a- 


B<=> gainſt Proteſtants in general, and Engliſh Governors and Officers in 


particular , is the cauſe of all this; but if thoſe Officers would 
have. joyned with the Remonſtrants in ſetting up Popery, and di- 
miniſhing his Majeſties Prerogative , then they ſhould have had the 
good word of the Remonſtrants: In the mean time, they can be 
charged with no particulars, except that of deteſting the Cruelty 
and Perfidy of the Rebels ; and if the Miniſters of State had been 
faulty , {what is that to the /nmocent common People ? certainly the 
Robbery and Murther of them proceeded from a National Antipa- 
thy,. which is no new thing in 7reland, but was often cruelly exer- 
ciſed even in and before the Reign of Edward the Third. 

. To the Fourth Article that it is untrue, and the Remonſtrants 
would have inſtanced particular cafes if there were any to be 
found ; for the Decrees of the Court of Wards have been Regular 
and Juſt, and the execution moderate ; above Two Hundred Ward- 
ſhips have been granted to Friends in truſt for the Heirs, to pay 
Debts, ſupport Younger Children, &c. and none were granted to 
Strangers, but by his Majelties immediate Warrant, except in ſome 
few Caſes where the Party negleCted, or was obſtinate ; and in all 
caſes care hath been taken of the Evidences, Marriage and Educa- 
tion of Wards. And as for the Swarms of Officers complained of, 
there are but Five Eſcheators, and Eight Feodaries, and Two Pur- 
ſivants in the whole Kingdom, and all of them Men of Judgment, 
Moderation and Integrity ; ſo that the Remonſtrants have not cauſe 
to complain of theſe things, but their real grievances are, that the 
Wards are bred Proteſtants, and the Taniſt hindred from intruding into 
the Eftate, and the great Lords deprived of their Dependancies, and his 
rs Revenue duly Collefted, and their Licentions Appetites re- 

rained. 

To theFifth Article they ſay that all that was given made his Majeſty 
never the Richer, for it was ſpent again upon themſelves in de- 
fraying the publick charge of the Kingdom, and particularly in pay- 
ing the new Army which was moſtly Papiſts ; however the Catholicks 
were ſo far from being the moſt forward in granting the Tax, that 
it was firſt moved by the Proteſtants; and mainly oppoſed by the 
Papiſts both in England and Ireland, as his Majeſty may remember, 
and they ry it with LuQation and Clamour, and never reſted till 
in lieu of it they obtained more Graces from his Majeſty than their 
contribution was worth. And the Subſidies were not only Firſt pro- 
poſed by the ProteZ#ants, but would never have been conſented to by 
the Papiſts, if they had not found the number of the Proteſtant. 
Members ſufficient to out-vote them ; and therefore when ſeveral - 
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the Proteſtants were abſent with the new. Army near Carrigfergms, 
and upon ſeveral pretences excluded, and Popiſh. Members choſen 
in their Room, ſo that the Popiſh Party was moſt numerous : Then 
the Subſidies which before were One and Forty Thouland Pound a- 
piece, were by them reduced to Twelve Thouſand Two Hundred 
Pound apiece, whereby the forwardneſs they boaſt of ſufficiently ap- 
pears to be untrue. b 9 os | 

And as to Proportion , the Protefants (beſides what the Clergy 
contributed) paid above a Third part of the whole; and how it 
was diſpoſed of, appears by the Accounts of the Officers, and very 
much contrary to what the Remonſtrants have' ſcandalouſly ſug- 
geſted : And if they were as well devoted to the Crown as the 
Proteſtants are , his Majeſty would ſoon reap conſiderable profit 
out of ſo fruitful and Flouriſhing a Kingdom, to be diſpoſed of as 
he ſhould think fit. "I 

To the 6th, that there was ,an abſolute neteſſity of Disbanding 
the new Army, there being neither Victuals nor Mony left for them, 
and the charge being too great upon. the Kingdom , as the Remon- 
ſtrants declared in Parliament, when they were moved to contribute 
towards itz however the Lords Juſtices did not Disband them with- 
out his Majeſties Warrant for it, and they had alſo the Kings ap” 
probation when it was done. And now the Reaſon is manifeſt w x 
ſome of the Remonſtrants (who were engaged in the COONGs 
were {o loath to have that Army disbanded, +z. becauſe they ſaw 
themſelves diſappointed of ſuch a help and thoſe Arms, with a more 
full hand to. execute their Bloody Deſign upon the Proteſtants , 
wherein many of that Army concurred ; and for the ſame reaſon 
they oppoſed the Tranſportation of any of thoſe Forces to Spain, 


and the Prieſts diſſwaded the Soldiers from going , elſe certainly . 


_ they would not be backward to rid the Country of. thoſe looſe 
Idle Men, nor to aſſiſt a Catholick Prince of whom ſoon after they im- 
plored Aid againſt his Majeſty. But they had another uſe of thoſe 
Soldiers in proſpe&t, and. which is ſince executed on the Proteſtants 
to the full, and their fiction that one of the Earl of Srrafford's Ser- 
vants had threatned to blow them np. ; (whereupon a Committee 
was appointed to ſearch under the Parliament Houſe for Powder) was 
only a Trick to diſcover the Stores, for when they found none 
there, they continued their importunity, to ſee where the Magazine 
was, and were diſcontented at the denlal, 

As for the Chimera of bringing Ten Thouſand Scots to force the 
Papiſts to change Religion, and the Speech that Ireland would never 
be well without a Rebellion, to the end the Natives might be Extirpated ; 
it is no wonder the Remonſtrants whoſe thoughts were full of Ex- 
tirpations , which they have too fully, effefted, ſhould think the like 
deligned by others , but that. it is incredible that the Perſons named, 
whoſe Eſtates are in /reland, and Families are ſetled there, ſhould 
diſturb that Peace they have ſo long endeavoured to Eſtabliſh, of 
ſhould deſire a Rebellion, which would be doubrful in Succeſs, but cer- 
tain in Deſolation. _ | | 

And in like manner ridiculous is the Story of Wagers, the truth 
of which is, that at the Sheriffs Table at Wexford Allizes, a Pro- 
teſtant propoſed to a Papiſt , that be would give him Five Pounds, 
and the other ſhould give him Fifty Pounds for 1t, if . be did not come to 
Church within a Twelve Month, whereat the Papiſt not underſtandii 
the Joke, ſeemed ſurprized , and proteſted he would not come to 
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Church within that time; why then'fays a Third Perfon you will 
toſe the Fifty Pound, for it is to be paid if you dont; whereat the 
Jeſt was underſtood, and it became matter of laughter there, though - 
It be one of the Grievances here, pickt up to ſtuff this Remonſtrance, 
and one of the Grounds to juſtifie their bloody Rebellion. 
:-The Pofition that Ireland if named is obliged by an Engliſh Parlia- 
ment," affets the Proteſtants as much as the Pap:##s of that King- 
dom, however it ought to be decided by Arguments, and not by 
Arm; Nor ſhould the Reſolution of that Point be written in the 
Blood of ' fo many murthered Innocents ; put how the Remon- 
Rrants ſhould before their Rebellion have note of any Intention or 
Proteſtation of the Parliament of Enpiara, tointroduce a Law for 
extirpation of Popery, is very unaccountable ;. becauſe the Vote that 
did paſs was ſubſequent t6 the Inſarreftions of rhe Iriſh, and in Dete- 
ſtation of their inhuman Cruelties ; Nor in truth were the rſh afraid 
of 'any Hardfhips from the Engl:ſh, who lived amongſt them, even 
with ſuch kindneſs and confidence, as hath proved fatal to the whole 
Py. | zan9%; log | 
And though now they pretend that the Priviledges of Parlia- 
ment, are violated by ſending for a Sitting Member to anſwer an 
Impeachment. in wc aut} yet when that Point was debated in the 
Caſe "of Sir George Rarcliff, who craved the Aid and ProteCtion of 
the Houſe; then one of theſe Remonſtrants could adviſe the Houſe 
to rake 'no notice of it, left any variance ſhould ariſe between the 
two Parliaments; but when the Proteſtatit was ſent over, then in- 
deed they inſtraQted their Committee, to ſollice and ſettle that Point 
for the future. | 
* To the ſeventh, the readineſs in His Majeſty to hear their Grievan- 
ces, ( which they confeſs ), ſhould have obliged them to Hoyalty and 
Obedience to him, and at leaſt Neighbourlike Demeartbur to his 
Sibje&ts, and not to ſcardalize His Majeſty through his Miniſters 
by falſe Accuſations againſt them; for the Lords Juſtices did nei- 
ther hinder 'the going of the 1r:þ Committee to England, nor ſend 
any ter them to croſs or 'impede their Defign, nor in any Caſe 
miſinform His Majeſty: But on'the contrary, when they received a 
Commiſſion dated the 4th. of Famnary 1640, to continue, prorogue 
or detertnine the Parliametit as they thovgh fit ; they believing 'that 
the' Parliament deſigned rhe general good of the Kingdom, not 
only continued it, but alſo ore it all the Countenance'they could ; 
So that a Noble Peer tmoved'in the Lord's Honſe, That it 'might be 
recorded to remain to Poſterity, That 'the Lords Fuſtices had always 
rhearfully. received their Requeſts and Meſſages, and wers ready to com- 
ply with them', and ſince the Remonſtrants by His Majeſties Order 
had view of all the Private Letters ; if they could have found any 
ſach miſinformationas they complained of, they 'would have inſtan- 
ced it to His Majeſty, and'not give him Sappoſitzons for Certainties. 
And as tothe Power of Judicartire of the Houſe of Lords in' Caſes 
Capital, His Majeſty wrote to know whether there were any Pre- 
ſidents of it, and the Lords Juſtices ( having conſulted -the Upper 
Houſe ) returned a true Anſwer, that wore were to be found; nor 
do the Remonſtrants regard that Power z but at that JunCture ( their 
party being'prevalent,) they thought they had an Opportunity to get 
rid of ſome of His Majeſties Ergliſh Fudges and Officers, whom- they 
cannot endure*to bear rule over them, though they ſaw the King- 
dom proſpered above apy former Times, under their Labour =

on any point, ( how reaſonable ſoever ) they preſently clamour, 
that it 1s done ont of Malice ay ainſt them and the Nation, which is an 
unjaſt Obloquy ;/ and though” the Papiſts made daily  Cabals, yet the 
Proteſtant Members never had but one private Meeting, and that 
without the Lords Joſtices knowledge, and at that Meeting there 
were ſome Papiſts, and the Deſign of it was, to prevent an1 
ment intended by ſome of the ri, againſt thoſe that were con- 
cerned in the Grand Inquifitton of the Kings Title to Conaught ; 
the Plantation of which Province with Engliſh, the Natives abhorred, 
as that which wonld have fruſtrated all their Evil Deſigns. 

And as to the Seſſion of the 11th. of May 1641, it continued very 
long, viz. to the 7th. of Anouft, and was unprofitably ſpent in 
Proteftations, Declarations, Votes upon Queries, the Stay of Sol- 
diers from going over Seas, / and private Petitions ; and it is untrue 
that there was any Certainty of 'the Committees being at the Wa- 
ter-{ide at the Time of Adjornment ; fo on the 14h. of 7uly, the 
Lords Juſtices fert ro both Houſes to-confiderof a Time of Adjorn- 
ment, becauſe the Harveſt was approaching and the Houſe was thin, 
and on the 3orh. of Fuly, the Commons dekred the Adjornment might 
be delayed till the 7th. of Aupuift; and on the 24. of Avgnft, the 
Lords licenfed the Jndges to go their Circuits, and the ſame Da 
the Commons defired the Adjornment might be from the 7:b..of Augs 
to the grth. of November, to which the Lords agreed ; and on the 
5th. of Anuzaſi a Committee of both Houſes attended the Lords Ju- 
ſtices with notice thereof, and they conſented therennto by Order 
to be entred in -the Honſes as by their conſent. On the 6th. of 
Auguſt there arrived the Earl of Roſcozwen, with a Letter from the 
Committee, importing that 'they were buſie about their Diſpatch 
at Londort;' wheteupon the Lords fent to the Commons, that they 
continued their Opmion'for the 'Adjornment, and accordingly they 
did adjourn the next Day ;*ſothat'there is no Ground for-the Ca- 
lnmny onthe Lords Juſtices: that they threatned to prorogne them, 
or purpofett to: Prevent the paſſing the Graces ( not then arrived ) 
into Ads. But thoſe Remonſtrun1ts hnving broken Faith with "His Ma» 
jefty, and all his faithful Subjrts, do tube liberty to aſperſe bis Governors, 
and well affefted Officers, whom they defire for ill Ends to make odions 
ro the People. | Th 

Laſtly,” They cloſe this Artide with an Untruth ; for the Lords Ja- 
ſices did immediatly after' the Arrival of 'the Committee, write to 
all the Ports of the Kingdom, with Briefs of the Graces concern- 
ing matters cf- Cuſtoms, ' commanding the Officers to obey thoſe 
DireCtions; 'they alſo publiſhed Proclamations for GET 
Wool, and what Cuſtoms were payable for the fame: "They 
Warrants 'for free Entries 'of Tobacco, and what Cuſtoms were 
Payable for it; they gave Order*for a Bill tobe drawn, for aRepeal 
of the preamble of the AEFof Subſidies z-they alſo wrt ry 
Meangomery, * and''Sir 'Wilkain Cole, to give notice to'the Un 
kers of Ol#er, of the Graces'intended to'them'; and they had for- 
merly ſent over the Bill for a'General parddfi, and moſt of 'thereſt of 
the'Graces'were to be execnted ih Dublin, and refpected the Regula- 
tion of the Coutts there, fot which the Approaching Term was the 
proper 'Seaſon: 'But the Remonitrants- had aaa: -* 
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that, but reſolved to be their own Carvers, and diſpeſe of the King's

_ ,Asto the Eighth Article, the prodigious Tale of the Petition is 
untrue; And but that theſe Remonſtrants Care not what Detrattions, how 
untrue and improbable ſoever, they print or publiſh againſt thoſe they hate, 
they would not have averred this Story without producing a Copy 
of a Petition ſigned by ſo many Thouſands ; but the Truth is, the 
four Perſous named had nohand in any Petition ; but there was indeed 
a Petition which reflefted more upon the Proteſtant than the Popiſh 
Clergy .; but as ſoon as the Lords Jaſtices had notice of it, they got 
the Original into the Clerk of the Councils Office, where it {till 
lies. 

What Sir John Clotworthy did or ſaid in the Parliament of England, 
was not known to the Proteſtants of Ireland, nor is it material ; 
nor do they believe that any thing was then moved, plotted or con- 
crived againſt the Remonſtrants, or that the Exgliſh Parliament re- 
ſolved any deſtructive Courſe againſt thew, till after the Rebelli- 
on begun ; though the Remonſtrants by confounding Times, would uſe 
it asa Cover for their inhuman Perpetrations. | 
As for the Statute of 2 E1;z. the Remonſtrants find fault with it, 
becauſe by repealing Queen 4ary's ACt of Repeal, it revives the ne- 
ceſſary Statutes made by Henry 8tb, againſt Papal Incroachments and 
Uſurpations ; without which, the Papiſts being diſſolved from their 
dependence on the King's Auchority in matters Eccleſiaſtical, would 
transfer that balf of his Severeignty to the Pope, who might diſcharge 
their Allegiance in civil Cauſes, as he hath often done here and 
elſewhere; for as to the Penal part, that Statute mitigates the 
Crime of Advancing foreign Furiſdiftion, which being Treaſon be- 
fore, is by that At not made Treaſon, till the third Offence after 
two Convictions ; and as to that part of the Statute about Officers, 
and ſuers of Livery, to take the. Oath of Supremacy ; they have 
found ſo many Inſtances of His Majeſties indulgence to them in 
that particular, that it is ingratitude in them to complain. 

And if they mean the ſecond Chapter of ſecmndo El:z. it is anſwer- 
ed, that what Noiſe ſoever that Statyte hath made, yet t hath done 
very little Exccution ; but the Complaint, as if thoſe Statutes were 
forged, or had lain dormant till moſt of the Members of that Parlia- 
ment were dead, is .of all other the moſt ſhameleſs ; for thoſe Sta- 
tutes were publiſhed in print with the reſt, Amo 16 Eliz. and 
were ſoon after ( too ſparingly indeed ) put in Execution, as appears 
by the Records ; but 'tis true, the ſecond-Chapter could not be exe- 
cuted, becauſe the Papiſts univerſally came to Church, till of later Days,

ept in relation to- the Earl of Seraffard, whom the Remonſtrants moſt

But in Conanght the caſe was far different from 4unfter, though 
the Remonſtrants (er caring whether right or wrong) have mingled both 
Provinces in the ſame accuſation; for the Preſident of Conaught was 
then. at, Dablin, and -in the beginning of November, when he went 
to Athlone, he found many of his Provincials (whereof ſome Gen- 
try) in open Rebellion, who had committed many Murders ,- and 
more Robberies, he preſently endeavoured a Treaty with the Gen- 
try that had not yet declared, preſuming on his Alliance to ſome of 
them, and his fornier private Friendſhip with them, but all in vain 
ſo that his Caſe was miſerable, 'being ſurrounded with Multitudes 
of Rebels, who took the Town, and kept him Beſieged in the Caſtle 
of Athlone all that Winter : His -whole force in' the Province was 
but a Troop and a half of Horſe, moſt riſk, and Six half Compa- 
nies of Foot, whereof One was Surprized, and another ſent to Dub- 
lin ; ſo that he was in no condition to reſcue the Diſtreſled Engliſh, 
and much leſs to make any offenſive War on the r;h, or by any 
cruelty toeforce them into Rebellion, as they have moſt untruly 
ſuggeſted. The Lords Juſtices did alſo ſend Commiſſions of Go- 
vernment to the Lords of Clanrickard, Mayo and Coſtile, and Com- 
miſſions of Martial Law to ſome of the beſt of the Natives, and the 
Lord Clanrickard did aſſure the 1r:ſ of his Majeſties condeſcention to 
the Graces; and yet all this could not prevent nor ſuppreſs their 
Rebellion. _ 

To the Eleventh, Whether the Parliament of /re/and bave :<qual 
Power and Priviledges with the Parliament of England, and whe- 
ther an Exgliſh Statute can bind Jreland, is fitter to be diſputed by 
Arguments than Arms , but it is falſe that-the Aft of Adventurers 
in England was grounded or occaſioned by any miſinformations from 
Ireland. Ner doth it extend to other Eſtates than thoſe of the moſt 
Deteſtable and Sanguinolent Traitors that ever were heard of, 
and therefore the Loyal Remonſtrants ſhould not be concerned ; bug 
admitting the Act unjuſt, yet it was /a6ſequent tothe Rebellion, and 
ſo could not be a caſe of it : Nor can' we believe it was forced upon 
his Majeſty, it being for his own advantage, and- for the benefit of 
his Beloved and ever Loving People ; and if his Majeſty ſhould loſe 
by it at preſent, yet he loſes. to Loyal and obedient Subjetts , 
who will in time reprize him, as well by ſaving charge and pre- 
venting Danger and Rebellion, as by ſtraining themſelves at any 
time for his Majeſties Honour and Profit. And ſince there is no 
Authority nor Command Civil or Military in Jreland, but what is 
derived from his Majeſties Authority, and a&s in obedience to it, 
"tis ſtrange that the Remonſtrants ſhould cloſe this Article, with a 
loud and known untruth to the contrary. 

To the Twelfth, That the Proclamations enjoyning Strangers to 
leave the City were iſſued not only upon ſaund Reaſons and good 
cauſe ſince approved of by his Majeſty , but alſo were publiſhed xt 
the reque#t of the Popiſh Inhabitants of Dubling however no Perſon of 
Quality or Credit was affronted thereby, but were civilly permit- 
red to ſtay. And the Third Proclamation, viz. that of the 11th of 
November, was deſigned to ſend the Gentry home, to keep the Coun- 
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» try quier, unleſs they had cauſe of ſtay'in the City ; however not ſo 
much as one Gentleman was *ither threatned'or puniſhed for difobe- 
dience therennto : But many (and'even ſome Citizens that had liberty 
to ſtay in Dablin) went voluntarily, and did joyn with the Rebels ; 
and now they cover their Treaſon with a pretence that they were for- 
ced to go: Andir is not true that any of the Rebels offered to ſub- 
mit, until after the relief of Tredagh, when his Majeſties Army was 
Maſter of the Field ; nor that any of the Cizens were pillaged, or 
their Goods ſeized until after the Remonſtrants were in open Re- 
bellion : Nor then with the conſent of the Government, who did 
what it could to prevent and puniſh Pillaging , as by their ſeveral 
Proclamations may appear» And as the Lords Juſtices did nothing 
without the Council, io neither did they countenance any diſorder ; 
nevertheleſs they are not accountable for all the Irregular atts of an 
H1-paid Army, eſpecially againſt Rebels that had given ſuch barba- 
rous Provocations. 

-"'That the Lords Juſtices did give Commiſſion to two Papiſts that 
defired it, to treat with the Rebels ; but that indulgence (as the 
reſt) was abuſed to baſe ends, and produced nothing of the effe&t _ 
Fopos'd, and that no Houſes were willingly burnt, unleſs they be- 
Jooged to Perſons in open Rebellion ; and for ProteCtions the Go- 
vernment granted very few, having found by Experiencey that Pro- 
reftions always turd to his Majeſties diſadvantage , becauſe the Pro- 
tected underhand' relieve the Rebels, and when they find a fit oppor- 
tunity, do themſelves relapſe. However thoſe few ProteCtions that 
were granted, were punCtually obſerved, and the publick Faith ne- 
ver violated by the Lords Juſtices connivance or conſent ; and when 
It was diſcovered, that the Protefted did Murther ſtragling Soldiers, 
and carry Powder &c. to the Rebels, their Paſſes were revoked and 
ſuperſeded by , wn Proclamation, and timely notice given them, 
and no man. ſuffered. quatenus a Catholick, or Triſh-man , unleſs he 


were alſo a Rebel, as they generally were. Nor ought the Remon- 


ſtrants to complain even of the unjuſtifiable inſolence of . the Sol- 
diers;. ſince all inconveniertes conſequential to the Rebellion, and occaſioned 
by it, are juſtly chargeable on thoſe that begun it. | 
 And'as touch Slaughters as' have happened amongſt the Confe- 
derates in the courſe of a juſt War, and in defence and neceſlary 
Preſeryation of an innocent People, they are no Murthers, but the 
juſt Chaſtiſements of a Religious Prince on unnatural Rebels, and 
do not amount to the Tenth part of the number they Murdered in 
cold Blood, and without Provocation. 
To the Thirteenth, It is ſtrange that thoſe who are ſo angry at 
the Sitting of the Parliament and the Courts of Juſtice, and have 
overturn'd all Laws, and plucked them up by the Roots, ſhould yet 
; keep ſuch a ſtir about Fandamemal Laws, or that they ſhould think 
themſelyes genuine Members of Parliament, which is a Court of Peace 
and Order, who have rent aſunder all Bonds of Peace, Order and 
Humane Society ; can they imagine, that becauſe they will Rebel, 
we muſt have no Courts of Juſtice? will nothing ſatisfy them, but 
an uniyerſal concurrence in Confuſion? and is it becauſe they are guilty | 
of To many crimes themſelves, thar they take liberty to ſpeak evil of 
all others ? If this be the Lzberry they Fight for, certainly they eſ- 
pouſe a very bad cauſe; however it is better than Liberty of extir- 
paing the Proteſtants, which is what they really aimed at. 


But 
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pen that what Proteſtants are keft undevoured by the Sword, ſhonſd > 


Poynings ACt, the Repeal or Suſpenſion of it is deſired to depriye the 
King of the Advice of his Privy Councils of England and Ireland, and 
if it were done, perhaps they would without his Majeſties Knowledge 
transfer the Spiritual half of his Sovereignty to the Pope, and attaint 
his Proteſtant Subjects, and eſtabliſh their Supream Conncil, and alter 
the very form of Government ; but to be fure they would acquit 
themſelves, and deprive his Majeſty of all the Forfeitures belonging 
ro him by their artainders ; and therefore it is unfit at this time by 
ſuſpending that AC to.make ſuch criminous Parties their own Judges. 

Laſtly, Theſe Remonſftrants who ſo loudly clamour againſt others, 


have nevertheleſs violated their own Publick Faith , in breach of ; 


their Articles of the Ceſlation, by taking and detaining feveral Pla- 
ces and Eſtates they were to reſtore by that agreement ; and by not 
paying any part of 30800 /. payable by thoſe Articles at the time 
ſtipulated, and in not paying. above half of it yet, to the Ruine of 
the Army that wanted it, and depended upon It:

The Depoſition of Henry Jones, Dofor in Di- 


vinity and Dean of Kilmore. 


Henry Fones, Door in Divinity, in obedience to His Majeſties 
Commiſſion, requiring an Account of the Loſles of his Loyal 
Subjects, wherein they ſuffered by the preſent Rebellion in /re- 
land : Requiring alſo a Declaration of what traiterous Words, Pro- 
jets or ACtions were done, ſaid or plotted by the Aftors or Abetters 
in that Rebellion ; do make and give in this following Report of the 


Premiſes, to the beſt of my knowledge. As for the preſent —_, 
OW- 
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howſoever the breaking out of this Fire into a Flame, began firſt 
on the 234. of Otfober, yet-was it ſmoking, as may well be conjeftu- 
red for many years before ; God having given-us many and appa- 
rent Grounds for the Diſcovery of it, had they been duly confide- 
red or fully proſecuted to a diſcovery ; of which kind we find theſe 
following four partjculars.” - 

1, The firſt, that about three or four years ſince, amongſt many 
Books brought into Limerick from foreign Parts, and ſeized upon by 
the Reverend Biſhop-of that See, as prohibited, being thereunto 
authorized by the Srate-, One had a written Addition to the firſt part 
which was printed ; the Manuſcript containing a Diſcourſe of the 
Fryers of the, Auguſtine Order, ſometimes ſeated in the Town of 
Armagh in Viſter, but by reaſ5n 'of the Times at that preſent reſi- 
dent ( as that writing imported ) in the City of Bimerick in Munſter ; 
that while it flouriſhed at Armagh, it was protected and largely pro- 
vided for by the then Earl of Tyrone; Since whoſe expulſion out of Ire- 
land, that Convent was alſo decayed, - and driven to thoſe diſtreſles 
it did for the preſent -undergo ; but that within three years ( this is 
as I remember, the time limited ) /reland ſhould find that he had a Son 
inheriting his Fathers Vertues, who ſhould reſtore that Kingdom to its for- 
mer Liberty, and that Convent to its firſt Luſtre, or wards. to that ef- 
feft. This was related unto me by that zealous and. learned Prelate, 
Doctor Webb, now Biſhop of Limerich, who ſaw and read:the ſaid 
paſſage ; purpoling as his Lordſhip told me,' to ſend that Book to 
the Lord Preſident of Afunſter, to be taken into further conſidera- 
tion. | 

2. Hereunto was added a ſecond paſſage, about the ſame time at 
Limerick aforeſaid ; where a Popiſh Prieſt gave out, that within 
three years, there ſhould not be a Proteſtant in Ireland, or words to 
that purpoſe, with ſome other material Circumſtances, which I do 
not now remember; yet all ſo concurring with the former, or the 
firſt to this ( for which preceeded I know not, both being 'about 
one time ) that it was thought fitting to be conſidered of; "the 
ſaid Prieſt being ſent unto the Lords Juſtices at D#b/i», and he com- 
mitted to the Caſtle. a 

3. Thethird did agree with the two former, and fell out about 
the ſame time in the County of Weſtmeath, in the Province of Lin- 
ſter ; where Walter Nagent of Rathaſpeck, in the ſaid Gounty, Eldeſt 
. Son to Walter Nugent Eſquire ( a Man of great Fortunes) upbraid- 

ing an 1riſþ Proteitant, who was the Pariſh Clark of Rathaſpeck, a- 
foreſaid, with-his Religion ; and both ſpeaking Latin, the ſaid New- # 
gent uttered theſe words ; Infra tres Annos veniet fempus & potentia 
in Hibernia quando tu lorpe ( likely meaning dis ) pendebis 3n crute 
propter Diabolicam veſtram Religionem. The party to which this was 
ſpoken, ( feared the power of the man) and durſt not ſpeak of it, only 
in private ; yet being called upon, and examined juridically upon 
Oath, he depoſed theſe words. And being demanded whether the 
words were in Hiberniam, or Hibernia; the firſt importing an Inva- _ 
ſion, the other an Inſurrection at home 3 he depoſed the latter, ha- 
ving time given him to conſider of it. Theſe Examinations were 
ſent to Sir George Ratcliff; Newgent was ſent for, and committed-to 
the Caltle of Dmblin, and remained in long durance, but after was 
diſmiſled. | 

4. Hereunto was added the fourth, about the ſame time near the 
Naas, about Twelve Miles from Dublin ; where a Popiſh Preiſt nonly 
arriy 
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arrived out of Flanders, did make his Addreſs to the then Lord- 
Deputy, and informed his Lordſhip of an intercourſe of Letters 
between the Earl of Tyrene with others'in Flanders ; and the Popiſh 
Primate of | Armagh, ( Rely ) concerning an Invaſion - within aſhoct 
time intended upon Jreland;; the ſaid Prieſt .offering, ( ſo his Per- 
ſon might be ſecured ) to direCt ſuch as ſhould he thereunto appoint- 
ed, to the place where the ſaid Letters were in the Cuſtody of the 
ſaid Rely-: Rely was thereupon ſent for, together with the Popiſh Vi- 
car General of Armagh; as/lI remember it, iboth were committed to 
the ſaid Caſtle of Dubl:,, but ſoon after releaſed, and the informer diſ- 
miſſed with-ten pounds, and -a- Suit . of -Cloaths or ſome ſuch Re- 
ward. Hor 

5. Hereunto-may be-further added another, not ſo plain as the for- 
mer ; that about the ſame time the. Lord Baron of Dunſany did ride 
in diſguiſe throughout all the parts. -of AunFer, pretending to ſa- 
tisfie his curioſity-in the knowledge of Places and -Perſans, he not be- 
ing diſcovered until his return at the Birr, where having offered him- 
ſelf to bebound for one of his-Company, he writ himſelf in his own 
ſtile; being'loath to leave under his Hand a teſtimony of his diſguiſed 
Perſon and aſſumed Name. 

Hereunto*may'be added a Motion made by the Recuſant Party in 
.the Parliamerit of Ireland, for hindring the'ſending away of certain 
Colonels with their-Forces raiſed in the Kingdom, gndpretended to 
be for Service of 'Foreign' parts; many wondring it ſhould proceed 
from them, but' therein, - conſidering theſe their former Prattices 
their intentions may be diſcovered tobe far different from what others 
conceived thereof, who affented thereunto; the imploying ſo many 
Thouſands abroad, being a great weakening of the Forces they pur- 
poſed for this their ſoon after following Rebellion. 

Todeſcend now from the Antecedents of this Treaſon, to the fal- 
ling in thereupon ; and Iaftly to the conſequents, and what thereby 
hath been-intended, ſuppoſing it to ſucceed, and+that it attained the 
deſired effe&t, which by them was not doubted of. And firſt for the 
efitrance thereinto; howſoever that the ground-work were long ſince 
laid, yet would they not have it ſo to ſeem: Bat new occaſion muſt 
be found, as the ſole'Cauſe of their breaking Out; this being intend- 
ed for the ſatisfying the minds of ſuch of their own, as have not 
hitherto been acquainted with the depth and myſtery of this iniquity, 
that they might not ſtand amazed at the ſuddenneſs of theundertaking, * 
or ſtand off from joyning with them in the worſt part of their de- 
ſigns, it beingan apparent Rebellion. The fitteſt meansfor this,muſt 
have been by caſting aſperſions on the preſent Government, which 
if long tolerated would prove extreamly dangercus, not only to their 
Religion-but their Lives and-Poſterity. For effeCting hereof, reports 
were calt out, that in the Parliament of Englazd, the cutting off of 
all the Papiſts in 1Feland of what degree ſoever-was concluded upon ; 
the"Execution of that reſolution being committed to the Counſel in 
, Jreland, TheLords Juſtices (faid they) had laid down a day for this 
work, being the 234. of November then next following, and now laſt 
paſt or thereabouts ; for the better, more ſecure and more ſecret 
managing of this pretended Plot, fuch of the Popiſh Nobility and 
Gentry of both Houſes as appeared in Parliament at Dabl:in ſhould be 
ſecured ; And for the drawing together of the reſt amongſt other 
pretences, this alledged to be one, That his Majeſties Rents were 
purpoſely omitted and not called upon in Eaſter Term, with that 
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etrnefifreſs as formerly, and that fuch as rh#de defauit ſhould be Sumh- 
moned t5 appear in A#ichatlmks Term at Dablin, and there furpriſed ; 
fach of them as were in the Conftry(wanting the Heads) being eafily 
cut off, They ſay that this pretended Plot was I know not how dif- 
covered to them ; i that for the ſafety of their Lives and Profeſſ- 
on they were inforced to ſtand vpon: their Guard , and to Counter- 
work that day of the 234. of November, laid for their DeſtruCtion, 
by their declaring themſelves in Arms on the 234. of Ofober, a Month 


before. The ſerious part of this diſcourſe was - related to me by a 


Fryar intimate in their Counſel, and by a Prieſt, a Popiſh Vicar Ge- 
neral, thereby to give. me ſatisfation and to juſtifie their proceed- 
ings, whoſeNames I do for the preſent fagbear, in reſpect of his Ma- 
jeſties Service. 

By others alſo it was informed, that this Plot was mainly intended 
in that Seſſion of Parliament next after the Earl of Straffords behead- 
itig, and the manner concluded upon in the Popiſh private meetings, 
which were then obſerved to be frequent; and by ſome ſuſpefted 
might, prove dangerous, and that for diſcovery of what proviſion of 
Aris and Attmunition- our ſtore of Dublin afforded ( it being by 
ſome ſuſpeCted that moſt was ſent before to Carrickfergns,) one of the 
Popiſh FaCtion in the Houſe of Commons, put one of the Proteſtant 
Members to move, that forme of the Earl of Srraffords men had caſt 
out ſome threathing Words againſt the Parliament in revenge of his 
Lord, which<ould not be conceived to end inleſs than a Blowing up 
of the whole Hotſes of Parliament, the Store lying under then ;

Perſons; that if the contrary courſe were taken, and their Blood 
ſpilt, beſides the Corſe it would draw fromeaven upon their cauſe, 
it might withal incenſe and provoke the Meighbor Kingdom of Eng- 
land, andthat juſtly, totake a more ſevereTevenge on them and theirs 
even toextirpation if it had the upper hand. . 

2. On the other ſide was urged a contrary proceeding, to the utter 
cutting off all the Engliſh Proteſtants ; where to the Inſtances of the 
" diſmiſſed doors it was anſwered, that that was the ſole att of the 
King and Queen of Spain contrary to the Advice of their Council, 
which howſoever it might gain that Prince a name of Mercy, yet 
therein tbe event ſhewed him to be moſt unmerciful, not only to his 
own, but to all Chriſtendom beſides. That this was evident in the 
great and exceſlive charge that Spain hath been ſince that time put 
unto by theſe Moors and their Poſterity to this day. All Chriſtendom 
alſo hath and doth ſtill groan under the miſeries it doth ſuffer by the 
Piracies of Argiers, Sally and the like Dens of Thieves. That all this 
might have been prevented in one hour by a general Maſſacrt; ap- 
plying that it was no leſs dangerous to expel the Engliſh: That theſe 
Robbed and Baniſhed men might again return with Swords in their: 
hands, who by their hard uſage in ſpoiling might be exaſperated, 
and by the hope of recovering their former Eſtates, would be in- 
cenſed far more than ſtrangers that were ſent againſt, them, being 
neither in their Perſons injured nor grieved in their Eſtates; that 
therefore a general Maſſacre was the ſafeſt and readieſt way for free- 
ing the Kingdom of any ſuch fears. 

3. In which diverſity of Opinions, howſoever the firſt prevailed 
with ſome, for which the Franciſcans (faith this Fryer, one of their 
Guardians) did ſtand, yet others inclined to the Second ; ſame again 
leaned to a Middle way, neither to diſmiſs nor kill. 

And according to this do we find the event and courſe of their pro- 
ceedings.. In ſome places they are generally put to the Sword, or to 
other Miſerable ends , ſome reſtrain their Perſons in durance, know- 
ing it tobe in their hands to diſpatch them at their pleaſures ; in the 
mean time they being reſerved eitheir for profit by their Ranſom, or 
for exchange of Priſoners, or gaining their own Pardons by the lives 
of their Priſoners, if Time would ſerve, or by their death (if the 
worſt did happen) to ſatisfie their fury. The Third ſort at the firſt, 
alrogether diſmiſſed their Priſoners, but firſt having ſpoiled them of 
their Goods, and after of their Raiment, expoſed the miſerable 
wretches to Cold and Famine, whereby many have periſhed by deaths, 
worſe than Sword or Halter. . 

Hitherto of their Councils and the effefts of them. Now for their 
intentions, all being reduced (which God forbid) into their Power 
and thereof they do as by ſome Law, give ſuch peremptory conclu- 
ſions, that it may well be wondred the thonghts of men profeſſing 
themſelves wiſe, ſhould be ſo vain ; and herein I do ſtill follow mine 
Informer. | 

Firſt, Their Loyalty to his Majeſty fhall be ſtill reſerved. Thus 
fay they of the modeſt ſort ; but both his Revenues and Government 
maſt be reduced to certain bounds z His Rents none other than the 
antient Reſeryatiovs before the Plantation, and the Cuſtoms ſo order- 
ed as to them ſhall be thought fitting. . 


Secondly, 
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Secondly, For the Goyernment ; ſuch as world be efteemed Loyal, 
would have it committed to the hands of two Lords Juſtices, one of 
the antient r;ſþ,race, the other of the antient Britzſh Inhabitants in . 
the Kingdom ; Provided that they be of the Romiſh profeſſion. 

Thirdly, That a Parliament be forthwith called , conſiſting of 
whom they ſball think fit to be admitted, wherein their own Religi- 
ous men ſhall be aſliſtants. | | 

Fourthly, Poinings Alt muſt be Repealed, and Ireland declared fo be =>: 
a Kingdom Independent on England z and without any reference unto it 
in any caſe whatſoever. | 

Fifthly, All Adts prejudical to the Romiſh Religion ſhall be aboliſhed, 
and it to be EnaCted, That there be none other Profeſſion in the Kingdom 
but the Romiſh.. . IL 

Sixthly, That only the antient Nobility of the Kingdom ſhall ſtand, 
and of them, Such as ſhall refuſe to conform to the Romiſh Religion to be re- 
moved, and others put in their room ; howſoever the preſent Earl of 
Kildare muſt be put out, and another =_ in his place. 

Seventhly, All Plantation Lands to be recalled, and the antient Pro- 
prietors to be Reinveſted in their fermer Eftates, with the limitations ih 

their Covenant expreſſed z That they had not formerly Sold their 
Intereſts on valuable conſiderations. 

-Eighthly, -That the reſpeive Counties of the Kingdom be Subdi- 
vided, and certain Bounds or Baronies aſſigned tothe chief Septs and 
others of the Nobility, who are tobe anſwerable for the Government 
thereof; and that a ſtanding Arty may be ſtill in being ; the re- 
ſpective Governors being to keep a certain Number of men to be rea- 
dy at all R:ſizgs out (as they term it: ) They alſo being to build and 
maintain certain Fortreſles, in places moſt convenient within their 
Precins; and that theſe Governors be of abſolute Power, only re- 
ſponſible to the Parliament. | 

Laſtly, For maintaining a correſpondence with other Nations, nd. 
for ſecuring the Coaſts ; That alſo they may be rendred conſiderable 
unto others, a Navy of a certain number of Ships is to be maintained : 

That to this end, five Honſes are to be appointed, one in each Pro- 
vince, accounting, Meath for one of them : That to theſe Houſes ſhall 
be allotted an Annual Penſion of certain Thouſands of Pounds to be 
made up of part of the Lands appropriate to Abbies z- and a further 
contribution to be raiſed in the reſpeCtive Provinces to that end - 
That theſe Houſes are to be aſligned to a certain Order of Knights, 
anſwerable to that of Malta, who are to be Seamen: And to. main- 
tain this Fleet, that all prizes are to be appointed, ſome part for a 
Common Bank, the reſt tobe divided ; to which purpoſe the fellin 
of Woods ſerviceable for this uſe, is to be forbidden. The Houſe 
for this purpoſe to be Aſſigned to the Province of Leinſter is Kilmain- 
ham or rather Howth, the Lord of Howthto be otherwiſe accommoda- 
ted, provided that he joyn with them; that place being eſteemed 
moſt convenient in reſpect of Situation. 

For effeCting of all which, they caſt up the Accounts of the whole 
Forces of this Kingdom ; that it is able to make up readily Two hux- =H 
dred thouſand able men, wanting 'only Commanders, and ſome expert 
Soldiers for the preſent with Arms and Ammunition ; of all which, 
they expe& a ſpeedy ſupply out of Flanders, their. own Regiments 
there Exerciſed, being to be ſent over, and ſome Ships from Spain 
allotted for Service : That this Kingdom being ſetled, There are Thir- 
by the[and mes to be ſexe imo England to joyn with the French and Spa- 
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niſh Forces ; and the Service in England performed, jointly to fall up- 
on Scotland, for reducing both Kingdoms to the obedience of the Pope, 
which being finiſhed, they have engaged themſelves to the King of 
Spain for a{liſting him againſt the Holanders. 

And for drawing their followers to ſome Head, and for giving the 
fairer Gloſs to their foul Rebellion, it is to be admired what ſtrange 
and,unlikely rumours of their own deviſing they caſt abroad ; ſome- 
times that many Sail of Spaniards are Landed, now at one Port, then 
at another ; that Drogheda was taken at ſuch a day and hour, with 
all the circumſtances at large, and Letters to that purpoſe dated from 
Drogbeda by the Rebels that that beſieged it: That Dublin was taken ; 
and being infinitely Ambitious of gaining the Earl of Ormond to their 
Part, for the greater countenance to their Cauſe, giving out that he 
was their own,which was ſo long believed by the ſaid followers, - until 
that Noble Earl giving daily thoſe Honorable Teſtimonies to the con- 
trary,and they finding it to their coſt, tho? with the hazard of his own 
Perſon, further than his place might well allow ; they are now other- 
wiſe ſatisfied, ane place him in the rank, of their mortal Enemies, toge- 
ther with that terror to them, Sir Charles Coor and others. 

And thus have I laid down all that I have heard to me related; omit- 
ting what I find others more largely to infiſt upon. All which their 
Treacherous, vain and Airy projects, God diſappoint. | 

As for my own private ſufterings by the preſent Rebellion, I refer 
them to another Schedule, this being ſo far taken up,

| joy'd at the Scets Invaſion of England, and as much dejetted 
at the Pacification, calling the Engliſh baſe degenerate Cow- 

ards, and the Scots diſbonorable Bragodechios, that merchandiz?d their 

Honor for Mony ; and being asked the reaſpn of their joy at bad 

news, and their ſorrow at good, anſwered, That if the Fewd, had 

continued, they hoped the Earl of Strafford wonld have periſhed in the 

Combuſtion. 

That the 1-;ſþ had frequent meetings Two or Three thouſand in a 
company before the Rebellion, and borrowed great Sums of Mony of 
the Engliſh without any apparent necethity, but paid little or none 
that one Mac Caſe a Prieſt, being diſoblig?d by Sir Phel:m, inform'd 
the Lord Deputy Wandesford of a Plot, but either he was not be- 
liev'd,-or {aid nothing tothe purpoſe. 

That Phelim O Neal brought home two Hogſheads of Powder un- 
der colour of Wine, a little before the R®bellion, and the Powder 
was bought by ſmall parcels, Ten or Twelve pound at a time, in 
the Names of ſeveral Gentlemen ; and he brag'd that his Servants 
Fames Warren and Paul O Neal were in the Plot, and apprehended, 
bur contrary to his expectation were diſmiſs?d at Council Table, 
and that ſome Lord or other ſpoke for them there. 

That Sir Phelim O Neal taid that the Plot was in his Head Five or 
Six years before he could bring it to maturity, and difſembled him- * 
ſelf as a Fool to bring it about, bat ſince it was concluded on by the 
Catholick Members of the Parliament, he was one of the laſt it was 
communicated to. 

That Tirlogh O Neal, (Sir Phelim's Brother) ſaid that the buſineſs 
was communicated by the 1r;- Committee to the Papiſts in England, 
who promis'd their Aſſiſtance, and that by their advice ſome things 
formerly reſolved on were alter*d, and that it was a good Omen and 
Sign of Divine Approbation that the major part of the Iriſh Committee 
were Papiſts ;, and that whilſt the Proteſtants retir'd to a ſeparate 
meeting at Chicheſter- Hall, the remaining' Papiſts fign'd a Combina- 
tory writing of this Rebellion in the To{/e{, which that Seſſion drew 
on, ſooner than was at firſt intended. , 

That Sir Phelim ſaid, That if the Lords and Gentlemen of the 
other Provinces, then not in Arms, Woes not riſe bnt leave them in

HAT he obſerved Sir Phel:m O Nealand other Iriſh over- 
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* the Lurch for all, he would produce their Warrant Signed with 
_ ods, and "Written in their own Blood, that ſhould bring 
them to the Gallows, and that rhey Sate every day at Council Board, 
and whiſpered the Lords Juſtices in the Ear, who were asdeepin that 
buſineſs as himſelf. "IS ; 

That the Earl of Antrims Siſter ſaid, Her Brother had taken Dub- 
lin Caſtle, being removed thither to that purpoſe, and her Brother 
Alexander,had taken Carigfergus, and that all Ireland was in the ſame 
Caſe with Vier : That the Britsſ» ſhould be preſery'd as long as it 
was conſiſtent with publick ſafety, and when not, ':is better an Ene- 
my periſh than ones ſelf. R 

That Alexander Hovenden, half Brother to Sir Phelim, told him 
that the Fryers of Drogheda, ( by Father Thomas, Brother to the 
Lord of Slane) had the Second time invited Sir Phelim, and offered 
to betray the Town to him ; and Sir Phelim ſaid of the ſame Fryer, 
that he ſaid Maſs at Finglaſs 07 Shnday morning, and in the afternoon did 
beat Sir Charles Coot at Swords ; and. the Fryar being by, anſwered, 
that he hoped to ſay Maſs at Chriſtchurch, Dublin, within eight Weeks. 

That ſeveral of the ri» Officers and Fryers ſaid, Why may not we 
as well fight for Religion, which # the Subſtance, as the Scots fight for 
Ceremonies, which are but Shadows ? and that Straffords Government was 
intolerable ; and being anſwered that it lay no heavier on them than 
on the Britiſh; they replied, the Britiſh were no conſiderable part of 
the Kingdom; and beſides they were certainly inform'd, that the Par- 
lianfent of Ergland had a Plot to bring the Papiſts to Church or cut 
them off, viz. in England by Engliſh, and in Ireland by the Scors ; that 
they were ſure of aid next Spring from the Pope, France, and Spain, 
and that the Clergy of Spain had already contributed Fjve thouſand 
Arms and Powder for a whole Year then in readineſs : That the 
Prieſts and Fryers were their beſt Agents, eſpecially Pau! O Neal, up- 
on Whoſe arrival with advice from Spain the War broke out, and 
fince that, he had gone to Sparz with Letters, and return'd back 
again with inſtructions in a Month. 

That being asked why they pretended a Commiſſion from the 
King, and at other times from the Queen, they anſwer*d, That it was 
Lawful for them to pretend what they could in advancement. of their 
Cauſe, and that in all Wars, Rumours and Lies ſerved to as good purpoſe 
as Arms. 

That Sir Phelim at firſt pretended only to Liberty of Conſcience, but 
as his Succeſs ſo his Demands increaſed, viz. To have all Offices of State 
and Fuſtice in Iriſh hands, and no Army, Tithes and Church- Lands be re- 
ſtor'd to the Papiſt s; all Plantations ſince I Jacobi Diſſanul'd ; 210 payment 
of Debts nor reſtitution of Goods to the Proteſtants ; all Fortiffcations in 
Popi(h bands ;, Britiſh to be reſtrain'd from coming over ; Poynings Aft 
and all Statues againſt Papiſts repealed, and the Iriſh Parliament made In- 
dependent, and ,even all this would not reduce Sir Phelim without a 
grant of the Earldom of Tyrone, and the Priviledges of O Neal. 

- That Sir Phelim pretended to a Propheſie, that he ſhould drive King 
Charles and his whole Poſterity out of England, to be profugi in terra 
aliena in zternum z and that ſeveral great Men drank a Health or the 
Knee to Sir Phelim O Neal Lord General of the Catholick Army in 
Ulſter, Earl of Tyrone, and King of Ireland. | 

.That he was informed, That an Alderman of Dublin who was 
bound in One thouſand Pound Reogniſance for the appearance of a 


young Rebel, did nevertheleſs adyiſe him to make his eſcape, as he 
afterwards did. 7 The 
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That Captain Walter White told him that Roger Aeor and Brian 
O Neal were two of thoſe that'were to Seize on the Poſtern door of 
the Caſtle of Dublin, and that bimſelf (White) was in the Plot and 
knew it to be ſo. That Sir Phelim told the Deponent, that he was 
invited to Srrabane, tho' to colour the buſineſs they ſhot Nine or Ten 
ſhot over his Head. That Dr. Daly ſaid, That Sir Phelim would never 
have undertaken Ulſter if he had not been perſwaded that the Earl of 
Antrim would have taken Arms as ſoon as himſelf; and others faid, his 
Approbation was as muh in the buſineſs as theirs, but that when it 
came to aftion ht durſt not ſhew his Face for fear of diſcompoſing his 
Cloaths: That when Owen Mac Clymon told him, that the common

That the Depo- 
nent heard that the General had his Intelligence from Mrs. May of 
Dublin, That the Rebels were afraid of their Harveſt, and if 24b:- 
roe had Garriſon'd Armagh, Dungannon, and Menaghan, he had made 
himſelf Maſter of all the Corn in thoſe Three Counties, without 
which the Rebels could not ſubſiſt the following Winter. That 
Sir Phelim and his Officers in all Warrapts, Paſſes, &c. leave out the 
words, inhis Majeſties nam#; ifea Warrant in that Form be tendred, 
they ſeldom Sign it, however they dont ſhew that for the Cauſe.

That there are not Two hundred 
Britiſh left alive amongſt the Rebels ; that Ar: O Neal's Nephew told 
him, That his Uncle had but oxe-Scotch Tenant, and that he gave orders 
to murder him to evidence his Zeal to the common Cauſe ;, that Sir Phelim 
deſign'd to write a Letter to the Biſhop of Derry, importing Cor- 
reſpondence between them, in hopes that upon diſcovery of it, the 
Scots would cuc the Biſhop in pieces. That the 1r:ſþ laught at the 
Proteſtants for keeping their words with them, ſaying, it was a tacite 
Confeſſion they were no Hereticks: He ſays, That by Sir Phelim's order 
they dragged his Brother Fames Maxwell out of his Bed in the heighth 
of a burning Fever, and murder'd him two Miles from a Church that 
he might not have Chriſtian Burial; and that his Wife. Gr:zel 
Maxwell being in Labor, they ſtript her ſtark naked and drove 
her about an Arrow flight to the Black-water and drowned her ; 
and did the like to another Woman ; and that they cut a collop 
out of each Buttock of Mr. Watſon, and afterwards Roaſted him 
Alive. That a Scotchwoman was found dead in Glyn wood, her Belly 
ripped up and a living Child crawling in her Womb cut ont of the 
Cawl. That th&y threw Mr. Srarky and his two Daughters into a 
Turf-pit, That they cut the Fleſh off from the living Engliſh Cattle

that proved faithful to the Engliſh. That Sir Phelim*'s Mother 


Mrs. Hoveden preſerved many Engliſh, and his half Brother Captain + 


Howveden was alſo very kind to the Proteſtants, and being troubled 
at the Cruelty he ſaw, he broke out into this Expreſſion, Who will 
ever truſt the Iriſb again, who have neither kept their Promiſes to God, 
nor ProteFtations to Men ? That Dr. Daly for vehemently Preaching 
againſt Murther, was forct to fly ; but Patrick O Kelly and Gilduf 
Mac Tyny never admitted Goods robbed from the Br:t:ſh into ther 

| Houſes. 
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Houſes, That very many Proteſtants were Buried alive, - aud 
the Iriſh took delight to hear them talk as they dig'd the Ditches 
vpon them ; but they buried none of them that were dead. That 
the Rebels would ſend their Children in great numbers , with 
Whips and Wattles, to beat and thraſh off the Mens privy Mem- 
bers, which done, the Children would return with joy, and were 
received by their Parents in triumph for that Service ; they 
. would leave People mortally Wounded on purpoſe that they might 
die in Torment. That one Boy having his Back-bone broken eat 
all the Graſs round him, and then they removed him to a better Pa- 
ſture, ſo keeping him in Miſery till he died. That the Rebels 
confeſs'd they had Murdered Nine hundred fifty -four in one Mor- 
ning in the County of Antrim, and they ſuppoſed they had kill'd 
Eleven or Twelve hundred more in that County ; and that Co- 
Jonel Bryan O Neal killed One thouſand in the County of Dowez, be- 
ſides Three hundred near Killeleagh, and many Hundreds both 
before and after in both theſe Counties.

and Six hundred periſt'd in the Pariſh of Ty»ov. That the Papiſts of 
the Pale were more cruel then Sir Phelim, and egged him on to 
deſtroy the Proteſtants. That he knew a Boy that kilPd Fifteen 
men with a Skein, they being diſarm*d and moſt of them 1n the Stocks, 
and another murder'd Two Women and a man, and a Woman 
killed Seven Men and Women in one Morning; and the Popiſh 
Children ugd to kill the Proteſtant Children with Lath Swords well

Hereas we are informed , that it is generally conceived and 

/ believed by the Engliſh and Scottiſh Proteſtants, Inhabitants

tirpating and baniſhing them out of this Kingdom, thereby to ac-

XN T Hereas the Roman Catholicks of this Kingdom, haye been in- 
forced to take Arms for the neceſſary Defence and Preſerya-

Ctices endeavoured to be quite ſuppreſt by the Puritan Fattion, as 
likewiſe their Lives, Eſttates and Liberties ; as alſo for the Defence 
and Safeguard of His Majeſties regal Power, juſt Prerogatives, Ho- 
nour, State, and Rights invaded upon z and for that it is requiſite, 
that there ſhould be an unanimous Conſent, and real Union between 
ALL the Catholicks of this Realm; to maintain the Premiſes, and 
ſtrengthen them againſt their Adverſaries : It is thought fit by them, 
that they, and whoſoever ſhall adhere unto their Party, as a Confe- 
derate z ſhould for the better Aſſurance of their adhering Fidelity 
and Conſtancy to the Publick Cauſe, take the enſuing Oath.

Aving taken into our ſerious conſideration the great Zeal of 
the /riſh towards the propagating of the Catholick Faith, 
A. and the Piety of the Catholick Warrtiers in the ſeveral 
Arinies of that Kingdom ( which was for that ſingular fervency in 
the true whrſhip of God, and notable care had formerly in the like 
caſe by the Inhabitants thereof, for the maintenance and preſerva- 
tion of the ſame Orthodox Faith, called of old tbe Lanid of Saints ;) 
and having got certain notice, how in imitation of their Godly and Wor- 
thy Anceſtors, they endeavour by force of Arms to deliver their thralled 
Nation from the Oppreſlions and Grievous Injuries of the Hereticks, 
wherewith this long time it hath been afflifted, and heavily bur- 
tliened 3 and gallantly do what in them lieth to extirpare and totally 
root out thoſe workers of Iniquity, who in the Kingdom of Ireland 
" had infefted end always ſtriven to infeft the Maſs of Catholick Pu- 
rity with the peſtiferons Leaven of their Heretical contagion : We 
therefore being willing to cheriſh them with the gift of thoſe Spiri- 
tual graces , whereof by God we are ordained the only diſpoſers 
on Earth, by the mercy of the fame Almighty God, truſting in the 
Authority of the Bleſſed Apoſtles Perer\and Paul; and by vertye of 
that power of binding and loofing of Sbils, which God was pleaſed 
(without our deſerving) to confer fipon us; To all and every'one

ſes, Tranſgreſſions, Crimes ard Delinquences how hainou# and 4- 
trocious ſoever they be, not omitting thoſe very enormities- in the 
moſt-peculiar Caſes, which by any whatſoever former; Conſtitutions of 
Ours, or of our Predeceflors, Popes, (than which we will have theſe to 
be no leſs valued in every point) were deſigned to be reſerved to the 
Ordinary, or to the Apoſtolick See ; from all which the Confeſſor 
ſhall hereby have Power granted him to Abſolye the aforeſaid Ca- 
tholicks at the Bar of Conſcience, and in that ſence only. And fur- 
thermore we give them Power to exchange what Vow or Vows ſoe- 
ever they were formerly aſtrifted to, (thoſe of Religion and Chaſti- 
ty excepted.) into any other pious and good work or works impoſed 
or to be impoſed on them, and every one of them, to perform in 
all the foreſaid Caſes, by a wholſome Penance according to the mind 
and will of the Confeſlor.

Firft, T HEY withhold from us the Foarth Sheaff in 'B 
more and Imokilly, albeit thoſe two intire Baronies 
were under the protection of our Army, and moſt 

of them under particular Protection until Four or Five days before 

the Ceſſation, during all which time they did contribute to our fe- 
veral Garriſons, and were under our Command at the time of Sowing 
and for *f moſt part at the time of Reaping the laſt Harveſt ; and 
the Articſts ſay, That the places Sown under our Protection ſhall pay 

the Sheaff,, &c. 

Secondly, Webeing poſſeſled of the whole Lands in Reches Country 
all the time before the Ceſſation, they pretend to a Poſleſlion gain'd 


therein ſome days before the Treaty ended. by thruſting Three or 


Four men a piece into ſome old ruinous Caſtles or Houſes (deſerted 
by us) in a skulking manner, it being very evident that they had-no 
conſiderable Force drawn into all that Country,ſave what they lipt in- 
to thoſe deſerted places as aforeſaid ; whilſt we had Two ſtrong Gar- 
riſons at Mallow and Downeraile which would eaſily have repelled noy 
Force that they brought into thoſe parts, if they hgd come in ſuch 
ſort as to be taken notice of.

His Majeſties Forces here, more eſpecially by<heir deteiner of the 
Three Houndred Pounds worth of Cattle, ordered unto me by!your 
Lordſhip, they have driven me to ſo great Streights and  Exigen- 
cies, that of Nine Hundred Men which I had ready a few Weeks

\ S it is evident to all the World , that this late horrid Re- 
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ſom z and the Proteſtant Party hath been erefted to that condition 
of S h and Hope, that their Enemies are conſtrained, (diſtruſt- 
ing their Forces) to have recourſe to their Craft. and Policies z'and 
therefore by their ſubtil: Agents at Court, and their active Inſtru- 
ments elſewhere , have been eodeyrparing now of a long time to 
make our Armies in Jreland di ed to the Parliament , what by 
occaſion of their wants, not ſq readily ſupplyed , as:their need re- 
quired ; what by amuſing them with theſe unhappy differences fallen 
in here between King and People, labouring by that means to divide 
thoſe Forces into Factions, to the end the main work they haye in 
hand, —_—_ be negletted, which is the Proſecuting the War againſt 
the Rebels, ſo far brought low-in ſome parts of reland, that it they 
can be deprived of the benefit of this Harveſt, they are not likely 
to ſee the next Summer. And therefore the Rebels finding, that 
notwithſtanding the DiſtraCtions' here, occaſioning the flownefs and

Treaty for a Ceſſation ; which Projeft of theirs doth no leſs aim 
at the overthrow of the remainder of the Proteſtants in that King- 
dom, than their treacherous taking of Arms at firſt, did intend the 
deſtruCtion of them all ; for their Ceſſation and Hoſtility, their War and >& 
Peace, are alike to be eſteemed of, and with thoſe rhat neither in Peace 
or War keep any Faith, it is bet to be in perpetual Defiance.

Firſt, From whence the Counſel and Deſign of this Ceſſation ari- 
ſth, even from the Rebels and- Papi/ts themſelves, for their own Pre- 
ſervation ; for ſoon after they had mifled of their intent to- make 
themfelves abſolute Maſters of that Kingdom of /relavd, by their 
treacherous Surpriſes z and ſeeing that this Kingdom did with moſt 
Chriſtian and. Generous Reſolutions undertake the Charges of the 
War, for the Relief and Recovery of /reland, Propoſitions. were 
brought over from the Rebels by _ Lords Dillon and Tafe ,'3t 
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| and the Counties free from the terror of the Kings Forces, were ſtill 


which time they were intercepted, -and reſtrained 'by the Order of 
the Houſe of Commons ; after that , they had the boldneſs, even 
while their Hands were ſtill imbrued in the Proteſtants Blood, to petition 
his Majeſty that their demands might be heard : And for this pur- 
poſe they obtained a Commiſſion to be ſent over into reland, to di- 
vers Perſons of Qality ( whereof ſome were Papiſts) to Hear, Re- 
ceive and Tranſmit to his Majeſty their Demands, which was done 
accordingly; and one Maſter Burk, a Notorious Pragrmatick -1rifb 
Papiſt, was the chief Sollicitor in this. buſineſs. After this, the Juſt 
Revenging God, giving daily ſucceſs to handfuls of the Proteſiant 
Forces againſt their great numbers ; ſo that by a wonderful Bleſlin 
from Heaven, they were in moſt parts put to the worſt : Then di 
they begin to ſet on Foot an Overture for aCeſlation of Arms ; con- - 
cerning which, what going and coming hath been between the Court 
and the Rebels is very well known; and what Meetings and Treat- 
ties have been held about it in [reland, by Warrant of his Majeſties 
Ample: Commiſſion ſent to that effeft ; and what Reception and 
Countenance moſt Pragmatical Papiſts negotiating the bulineſs, have 
found at Court; and that thoſe of the Srate in Dublin, who had fo 
much-Religion and Honeſty as to diſſwade the Ceſlation, were firſt 
diſcountenanced, and at laſt put out of their Places,and reſtrained to 
Priſon ; as Sir William Parſons, One of the Lords Juſtices there ; Sir 
Fol Temple, Maſter of the Rolls; Sir Adam Lofeus , Vice-Treaſurer 
of Ireland, and Treaſurer at Wars; and Sir Robert Meredith ; one 
alſo of the Council Table. 

Secondly , The Lords and Commons deſire it may be obſerved, 
that during all theſe Paſſages and Negotiations, the Houſes of Par- 
liament were never acquainted by the Srare of 7reland, with the Trea- 
ty of a Ceſſation, much leſs was their Advice or Counſel demanded ; 
notwithſtanding that the care and managing of the War was de- 
volved on them, both by A of Parliament , and by his Majeſties 
Gommiſſion, under the Great Seal, to Adviſe, Order and Diſpoſe of 
all things concerning the Government and Defence of that Kingdom. 
But the wants of the Army were often repreſented 'and complained 
of, whereby with much craft a ground was preparing for the Pretext, 
wherewith now they would cover the Counfels of this Ceſſation, 
as if nothing had drawn it on, but the extream Wants of their Ar- 
miesz whereas it is evident, that the Reports of ſuch a Treaty have 
been (in a great part) the cauſe of their wants; for thereby the 
Adventurers were diſheartened , Contributions were ſtopped , and 
by the admittance to Court of the Negotiators of this Ceſſation, 
their wicked Councels have had that influence, as to procure the 
Intercepting of much Proviſions which were ſent for Ireland; ſo that 
'Ships going for Jreland with-Victuals, and others coming from thence 
with Commodities to exchange for Victuals , have been taken, not 
only by Dankirkers, having his Majeſties Warrant, bot alſo by Exglifþ 
Ships commanded by Sir Fobn Pennington , under his Majeſty. ' And 
moreover the Parliament Meſſengers ſent into ſeveral Counties, with 
the Ordinance of Fannary laſt, for Loans and Contributions, haye 
been taken and impriſoned, their Money taken from them, and not 
one Peny either Loan or Contribution hath been ſuffered to be ſent for 
for Ireland, from thaſe Counties which were under the power of the 
Kings Army ; while in the mean time, the Houſes of Parliament

taken whereby ſuch a conſtant Weekly Contribution may be ſetled, 
as will ſupply to the Armies in Jre/and, the meer neceſſities of Na- 
ture 5 which may be more punCtually and ſeaſonably tranſmitted un- 
to the ſeveral parts of that Kingdom, according to their reſpeCtive 
Wants, that ſo the benefit and honour of ſo Pious a work happily

ſo little xemains to be done; and that the ſaving of a Kingdom, 
the re-eſtabliſhing of ſo many Proteſtant Churches, the re-polleſſing 
of ſo many Thouſand Chriſtians into their Eſtates, may not be de- 
ſerted and let fall to the ground, for a little more pains and coſt.

| * T our Firſt entrance into this Unhappy Kingdom, we had 
no other deſign than by our Swords to aſſert and vindicate 


the Right of his Majeſty, which was here moſt highly a- 
buſed, to redreſs the wrongs of his poor Subje&s, and to advance 
our own particulars in the proſecution of ſo honeſt undertakings. 
And for the reſt 'of theſe, we do believe they have, ſince our coming 
over, ſucceeded pretty well; but for the laſt which concerns our 
ſelves, That hath fallen out ſo contrary to our expectations , that 
inſtead of being rewarded, we have been prejudiced, inſtead of get- 
ting a Fortune, we have ſpent part of one: And though we behave 
our ſelves never ſo well Abroad, and perform the Attions of Honeſt 
Men, yet we have the reward of Rogues and Rebels, which is Mi- 
ſery and Want when we come home. Now (24 Lords) although 
we be brought to ſo great an Exigence, that we are ready to Rob 
and Spoil one another, yet to prevent ſuch outrages, we thought 
it better to try. all honeſt means for our Subſiſtence, before we take 
ſach indireCt courſes. Therefore if your Lordſhips will be pleaſed 
to take us timely into your conſiderations, before our urgent wants 
make us deſperate ; we will as we haye done hitherto, ſerve your 
Lordſhips readily and faithfully. But if your Lordſhips will not 
find a way for our Preſervation here, we humbly defire we may 
have leave to go where we may have a better being : And if your

Jeſuits, Fryers and Prieſts, and all others of the' Roman Clergy, be 
baniſhed out of Jreland, becauſe they” have been the Stirrers up of. all 
Rebellion ; and while they continue there, there can be no hope of ſafety 
for your Majeſties Proteſtant - Subjects : And that all the Laws and 
Statutes eſtabliſhed in that Kingdom againſt Popery and Popiſh Re-

11- That the great Arrears of Rent due to your Majeſty out of 
the Eſtates of your Majeſties Proreſtane Subjefts, art and ſince 
Michaelmas, 1641, may be paid unto your Majeſty, by ſuch of the

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iefts, and may beget great diſputes in Afrer-times for the repealings 
rs Poyning 's AQts notwithſtanding their feigned Expreſſions of their 
Loyalty; yet it plainly ap peareth they do not repoſe ſuch Truſt 
in your Majeſties ſaltice as becomes Loyal Subjects to do ( and ſuch 
they pretend themſelves to be ) for that they ſeek thereby to pre- 
vent your Majeſty, and your Council of England and Ireland of ſo 
full a View and Time of Mature Conſideration to be had of Atts 
of Parliament of 1reland before they paſs, as in prudence is requiſite, 
and hath been found neceſſary by the Experience of well near Two 
Hundred Years ; and if their intentions were ſo clear as they pro- 
feſs, we know not why they ſhould avoid the ſtricteſt View and 
Trial of your Majeſty, and your Councils of both Kingdoms ; this 
their defire, tending to introduce a grand Diminution to the royal 
and neceſſary Power for the Conſervation of your regal State, and 
Proteftion of your good Proteſtant SubjeQts there and elſewhere ; 
and what ſpecial uſe they aim at in ſeeking ſuch a repeal, your 
Proteſtant Subjefts as they know not the particular ; ſo can they 
conjecture of none, unleſs the ſaid Confederates have ſome deſign by 
way of ſurprize, to obtrude upon your Majeſty in their new deſired 
Parliament; ſome AQts of Juſtification of their ill-done, Aftions, and 
for condemning ſuch of your Proteſtant Subjefts, as have in their 
ſeveral Degrees moſt faithfully ſerved your Majeſty there ; which we 
the rather believe, ſeeing they have vowed by their Oath of Aſſo- 
ciation, and the Bull lately publiſhed in Ireland ſince the Ceſſation, 
the Deſtruction of the Proteſtants there, when they have the Sword 
in their hands to put the ſame in Execution.

endowed, with any new or farther Capacities or Ptiyiledges, than 
they have by the Laws and Statutes now in force in that King- 
dom.

Anſw., We know of no Oppreſlion by reaſon of the Court of 
Wards; and we humbly conceive, that the Court of Wards is of 
great uſe for the oy, of your Majefties Revenues, the preſerya- 
tion of your Majefties Tenures, and chiefly the Education of the 
Gentry in the Proteſtant Religion, and in Civility and Learning,

Right Trufty, &c. We greet you well, 
E have ſeen and conſidered the diſpatch direted from 
you and our Council there, to our Truſty and Welk-be- 
loved Counſellor Sir Edward Nicholas, one of our Privy 
Council of State, concerning the Earl of Glamorgar's Ac- 
cuſation, and your Proceedings thereupon; and as we could not re- 
ceive the one without extraordinary amazement, that avy mans folly 
and preſamption could carry him to ſuch a degree of abuſing our truſt 
how little ſoever, ſo we could not but be very ſenſible of the great 
affeRion and zeal to our ſervice, which you have expreſſed in put- 
ting our honour ſo highly traduced, into ſo ſpeedy and effeQtual way 
of Vindication, by the proceeding againſt the ſaid Earl of Glamor- 
gan; and though we are ſo well aſſured of yours and our Councils 
entire confidence in the Juſtice and Piety of our Reſolutions, in what 
concerns the maintenance of the true Proteſtant Religion, and parti-+ 
cularly of the Church and the Revenues thereunto belonging, and our 
conſtant care of our.good Subjects of the ſame in that our Kingdom 
as we do not think it needful to fay any more to you upon that Sub- 
ket, than what, hath' been: ſufficiently declared by the prattice and 
profeſſion of .our whole life, yet to the end that your zeal may be

good the undertaking therein expreſſed ( if they did contain advan- 
tagious Conceſſions ) 4# they do at, and then let any Man judge that 
looks with an indifferent Eye, whether the Peace of a Kingdom &0 fol- 
low thereupon, be grounded qn ſufficient Foundation. _ 

The next to be conſidered is the firſt Article, where it is expreſf, 
that there ſhall be a Reyocatiqn of all the Laws in force in his 
Kingdom, in as much as ſhall concern any Penalty , Inhibition 
or Reſtraint upon Catholicks , for the free Exerciſe of their Reli-

Theſe words ſeem plauſible, but he that will look into the Sta- . 
tute of the Second of Elizebeth, in the Firſt, Second, Third and * 
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or do the Office of a Biſhop, in conferring orders of Prieſthood , 
or granting Diſpenſations or Faculties , or any Prieſt exerciſe his 
Function after the Rights of the Roman-Catholick Church , by 
Authority of the See of Rome ; but that by expreſs words of the 
ſaid Statute of the Second of Elizabeth, in one of the ſaid Chap- 
ters, the Firſt offence of that- nature is under pain of premunire, 
which extends to impriſonment during life, and -the Forfeiture of 
Goods and Lands; the Second offence is Felony , and the Third 
offence againſt that Law , is High Treaſan in the Principals, A- 
betters, Relievers and Maintainers, &c. And the words of the ſaid 
Firſt Article do extend only to the revocation of the Penalties a- 
eainſt the Exerciſe of Religion , which will not take away the 
Branches of thoſe Laws that are againſt the Exerciſe of Spiritual 
Juriſdi&tions or FunCtions ; ſo as all our Prelates and Prieſts are 
left ſubje&t to the former dangers, which doubtleſs the Confede- 
rate Catholicks did intend to free them from, upon the taking of their 
Oath of Aſſociation. By one of the Chapters of that Statute of the 
Second of Elizabeth, Catholick Service or Maſs is excluded out of 
the Churches, and the Common-Prayer Book (which the Proteſtants 
uſed) introduced ; and clearly for any thing mentioned in the ſaid 
Firſt Article, no Maſs can be ſaid in any Church, without incur- 
ring the Penalty ordained by that Law ; and thoſe that are ver- 
ſed in the late Treaty with the Lord Lieutenant, do well know, 
and all others that ſaw an Inſtrument ſent by the Lord Lieute- 
nant ina Letter of the Seventh of Auguſt, 1644, importing a Brief 
of Collefions, whereby the Singing , Saying and Hearing of Maſs, 
was granted , -may obſerve, that notwithſtanding that Conceſſion, 
the Lord Lieutenant did add a Proviſo, that no Maſs ſhould be 
Said or Sung in Churches, Cathedral or Parochial, or Chap-- 
pel thereunto belonging; by means whereof, and of an expreſs 
denial to grant the Catholicks liberty to have a Catholick Biſhop 
by any authority from the See of Rome, and for want of other 
Conceſſions in matters of Religion , without Provifoes or Clogs 
that would ſpoil them, matters of Religion were referred by the 


late Articles, to further or other Conceſſions. And as we are 


taught by the Tenents of Catholick DoQrin, that thete can be no 
Catholick Religion, nor efſential parts thereof without Biſhops, who 
in matters of Religion, depend, and ought to depend of the See 
Apoſtolick, and without Prieſts made by ſuch Biſhops, or the Pope 
himſelf, nor the Sacraments adminiſtred, without ſuch Prelates and 
Paſtors ; therefore the Exerciſe of Religion as to thoſe and ſeveral 
other particulars eſſential, ought - to made certain ; or elſe that the 
ſaid Statutes of the Second of El;zabeth, and the Statutes of Faculties 
in the Twenty Eighth of Herry the Eighth, be totally Repealed as to 
his Majeſties Roman-Catholick SubjeCts, and a proviſion made by 
Act of Parliament for Roman-Catholick Biſhops and Paſtors, to be, 
and remain in this Kingdom: with impunity. 

Upon conſideration of the Second Article , where it is expreſſed 
that they ſhall not be diſturbed in the enjoyment of their Churches, 
or any other Eccleſiaſtical Poſleſſions, which were in their Hands at 
the publication of the late Peace, until that matter with others re- 
ferred already, receive a ſettlement, upon a Declaration of his Ma- 
jeſties gracious intentions in a free Parliament held in this Kingdom, 
his Majeſty being in afree condition himſelf. It is apparent by this 
Second Article, beſides what is ſaid before, that the Firſt Article con- 
cerning 
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cerning the Revocation of the Penal Laws , is not intended by the 
undertaking of that engagment, to extend to the taking away of 
the Penal Laws, that prohibit Maſs to be faid in Churches ,-and 
ſeemeth, as to the Churches, to put us (by our own aſſent to this Pro- 
poſition,) in worſe condition than we were By the late rejected Peace ; 
for then and ſtill we have the reſolution of the General Aſſembly, ex- 
preſſed in an order to hold our Churches always, and not to part 
with them. And now if this Second Article were agreed on, we ex- 
preſs only a promiſlive enjoying of them until Parliament, and ſo are 
left as to that, in a worſe condition than before ; and even until Par- 
liament itſelf, there is no ſecurity at all for Churches or Church Li- 
vings, within our Quarters, other than the undertaking of the ſaid 
Lord Marqueſs of Clanrickard, who is ſubjeCt to Mortality and Chan- 
ges as other Mortal Men, and who was never yet of our Union; and 
admit this were an aſſurance ti?! Parliament , the ſame will fall on 
the Kings Declaration to the contrary, if in afree condition; which 
Declaration to be contrary, may probably be expeCted , ſo long as 
his Majeſty is of a different Religion, and before that Parliament 
be, all Perſons engaged, or to be engaged, are ſubject to Mortality : 
Upon all which, we ſe no ſecurity at all for Churches or Church- 
Livings. 

As to the Third, it containeth no conceſſion, and is but an en- 
gagement of the ſaid Lord Marqueſs his Word, which is uncertain 
and unſafe to rely on z without mentioning what Garriſons and 
what Catholicks in them, and what number, and by whom they are 
to be commanded, in regard the Commander in chief, may by his 
Order remove or alter them, as he ſees cauſe, © or offi after 


the Lord Marqueſs of Clanrickard for Advice or t; andin 
effeft , if the number to be put into Garriſons be"not ſo aſcer- 
tained, that it may maſter the reſt there from the Proteſtant Party, it 
is but to offer our Men to the Slaughter, and expoſe our ſelves to 
what conditions they pleaſe, our Army abroad being thereby dimi- 
niſhed, and the Party put into Garriſon, ſubjeC(t to be removed at the 
pleaſure of him that ſhall command in chief. | 
As to the Fourth, whether the Catholick Lord General be of the Ca-. * 
tholick Union, or faithful to the ſame, and what Commands to be con- 
ferred on our Generals or CID upon waich of them, or for 
what time to continue, or to what chief Garriſons they ſhall be drawn, 
or in what number , or how long they ſhall continue there, are 
wholly uncertain, and all the particulars are alterable and ſubje& 
to the Will and Pleaſure of the Chief Governor for the time 
being. 

The Fifth only is matter of Security and mends not the conditi- 
Yons granted, if the ſame were obtained, as is propounded ; and if 
"our Union were diſſolved by any agreement before performance, + 
what means 1s left us to expect or obtain performance ? And 
certainly where the Lord Marqueſs of Clarrickard grounds all he 
doth in this, on his own undertaking , without Warrant from his 
Majeſty', we cannot prudently ſuppoſe, ( having no other Grounds 

for it) but his Majeſty will diſavow it , when he did diſavow _ 
the undertaking of the Earl of Glamorgan to the Confederate Catho- 
tholicks, made more ſolemnly to the Perſons wherewith the Govern- 
ment was entruſted, and who had thus far an advantage beyond the 
Marqueſs of Clanrickard, that his Lordſhips the Earl of Glamorgans 
Conceſſions were grounded on his Majeſties known authority, under 
his 


his Seal Manual, and atteſted with his Royal Signature ; whereas 
the Marqueſs of Clanrickard goeth only his own undertaking. 

As to the Sixth, it containeth no certalh command or order, which 
may in future be had from his Majeſty , and being a certain contin- 
gency needeth no Anſwer. s 
As to the Seventh, concerning his Lordſhips undertaking, to ſol- 
licite for redreſs to be had in the next Parliament, therein we find - 
no manner of aſſurance for all thoſe who unjuſtly loſt their Eſtates in 
trcland, other than that the Lord Marqueſs of Clanrickard will Peti- 
tion, ſollicite, perſwade and uſe his beſt endeavours, whereof no man 
is Judge but himſelf, and the event and engagement uncertain, and 
the AQ of Oblivion being only by that inſtrument of engagement 
to extend to thoſe that ſhall joyn therein, and which engagement is 
now ſuddenly expected to be concluded there ; all others of the Na- 
tion that are abſent, who cannot joyn therein ſo ſuddenly, and are 
not privy, are left open to the dapger of the extremities of the Law, 
both for their Lives and Eſtate, 

And laſtly, we conclude that the General Afſemby now at hand, is 
the only means left to conclude a certain ſtable Peace in this King- 
dom, and no private or particular undertaking of any SubjeCt un- 
qualified, with any appearing authority ; beſides the former induce- 
ments to ſatisfy you, you ought ſeriouſly to confider, that the Earl 
of Glamorgans Conceſſions grounded on his Majeſties authority, and 
read in the General Aſſembly held in Lent laſt, and on which they 
wholly relyed, will by theſe propoſitions (if accepted) be  abſolute- 
ly waved, contrary to the intention of the whole Kingdom, which 
we deſire "4 be ſeriouſly reflefted on amongſt the reſt, thoſe Con- 


cellions by degrees being more valuable, and grounded on 
clearer authorſty, than the offerings or undertakings now made,

publiſhed by the Congregation of the Clergy, then conve- 
ned at Waterford, by which the Peace contained in Thirty Articles 
paſt , betwixt the Lord Marqueſs of Ormond, Lord Lieutenant of 
Treland on! his Majeſties behalf, and certain Commiſſioners intruſted 
by the Confederate Catholicks of 1reland, was declared unſafe, and 
under penalty of Cenſure, not to be accepted or adhered unto by 
the ſaid Confederate Catholicks, and proteſted againſt, as not con- 
taining ſecurity for the free exerciſe of the Catholick Religion ;

concerneth Religion, the ſaid Commiſſioners , Council and Com- 
mittee did not rely only on the ſaid Thirty Articles, but alſo on 
certain other Articles perſefted and agreed on between the ſaid 
Commiſſioners of the one part, and the Right Honourable the 
Earl of Glamorgan on the other part , by Authority from his Ma- 
jeſty to the ſaid Earl, which Authority enſueth inhec verba; ( and 
ſo recites it verbatim, ) Which Articles contain ſo advantagious 
Conceſſions, for matters of Religion , together with ſuch other 
ſtrong motives and encouragements upon which the ſaid Com- 
wiſſioners Council and Committee reſolved to inſiſt, and upon 
breach thereof, to call an Aſſembly, and reſume their former Power, 
as by an Order of this Houſe, and other Orders of the Council 
did appear unto this Aſſembly, as did induce the ſaid Cammiſſio- 
ners and Committee to conclude the ſaid Peace ; though by reaſon 
of many Accidents happened ſince the ſaid Agreement , which 
were offered in the debate of this Cauſe in the Houſe, the ſaid A- 
reement with the Earl of Glamorgan was and is held unſecured to 
relied on, for the free exerciſe of the Catholick Religion by the 


ſaid Confederate Catholicks. 


T = Aſſembly having met to conſider of the great affairs of 
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This Aſſembly therefore moſt humbly acknowledging his Ma- 
jeſties gracious and favourable intentions expreſſed in many par- 
ticulars of the ſaid Articles and Agreements, yet foraſmuch as the 
ſaid Confederate Catholicks are not ſatisfied or ſecured by the id 
Peact in their Relifion, Lives, Eſtates or Liberties ; therefore, and 
for many Sther rtant Reaſons, and Weighty Conſiderations, 
the faid Generat Aſſembly may not accept of , #tdr ſubmit unto the ſaid 
Peace ; and do hereby proteſt againſt it, and do declare the ſame 
Invalid and of no Force, to all intents and purpoſes : And do farther de- 
clare , that this Nation will not accept of any Peace not contain- 
ing fufficient and fſatisfa ſecurity for their Religion, Eſtates, 
Lives and Liberties of the ſaid Confederate Catholicks. And this 
Aſſembly do likewiſe declare, that the ſaid Council, Committee of 
Inſtrufticns, and Commiſſioners of the Treaty , have faithfully and 
ſmcerely carried and demeaned themſelves in their ſaid Negotiation 
purſuant and according to the truſt repoſed in them , and gave 
thereof a due acceptable account to this Aſſembly.

Noble Sir, 


Am now advanced thus far on my way home, after my accus 
 ſtomed long fruitleſs attendance upon the publick affairs, being 
hopeful, that in all this time, ſome good effefts would have 

been produced out of the forward and chearful Reſolutions and En- 
deavours obſerved in you, and many other Noble Perſons upon 
your departure from hence, and the good concurrence that was 
expected from many others , well affefted to a happy and ſpeedy 
ſertlement ; but after Nine Weeks expeCtation , there- hath no- 
thing occurred to my knowledge , (but the following particulars 
which I ſhall diftin&ly ſet down, prevent miſtakes in'you, 

and clear the aſperſions that may be caſt upon others. 

1. By Vote of the Aſſembly, the total rejeftion of the Peace, and 
of all other both publick and private overtures and undertakings 
that had relation thereto, deſtroying the vnly poſſible means that 
could have united the Kingdom unto any hopeful way of preſerya- 
tion, as affairs now ſtand in the Kings Dominions. 

2. A new Union Sworn, grounded upon i ible underta- 
kings if not in the Propoſitions themſelves ; at in the moſt 
material circumſtances of ſecuring them , excluding all 
hopes of Peace, and ſetling and confirming a ng divided Go- 
vernment. 

3, That being compaſled for ſome ſeeming ſatisfaftion to thoſe 
that were drawn into it, a plauſible ſhew of ſome other accommo- 
dation was contrived ; but that being brought up to Dublin by 
Mr. Dottor Fennel and Mr. Geffery Barron, with much aſſurance given 
by divers, of _ ſatisfaction that ſuch a change of reſolutions 
could produce, there appeared but a Verbal Meſſage of ſome few 
general Heads, they refuling to give it in Writing, or to teſtify un- 
der their Hands what they acknowledgd my Lord Lieutenant took 
Verbatim from them ; neither would they aſſume any Power to make 
any particular explanations, and yet earneſtly demandedReſolutions 
with expedition. 

This unexpected delay, and continued uncertainty in ſuch a nick 
of tinge, after ſo many former breaches on your parts, and ſo many 
warnings and true intelligence given you by others, of the King's 
being delivered up to the Parliament , the vaſt Preparations by 
them wade for Reducing this Kingdom ; and even thoſe moſt faith- 
ful to his Majeſties Service in England, as forward as any to joyn 

| therein, 


þ therein, finding themſelves deſtroyed by the failing of the Peace here, 
and the promiſed Aſſiſtance thereupon ; Your not long ſince invading 
and deſtroying the only remaining Party Obedient to the Kings 
Aithority, the ſmall regard had by you of the approaching dangers, 
and the diviſions fomented and ſtill encreafing amongſt your ſelves, 
did by an unavoidable neceſſity, as I conceive, beget a reſolution ig 
my Lord Lieutenant and thoſe of his Party about Dubliz, to try 
ſome other expedient for their preſervation and redemption out. 
of the languiſhing, ſtarving condition they havetheſe many Years, , 
with much patience endured ; and for my own part, having long ob- 
ſerved the high Aﬀeronts and DiſreſpeCts put upon my Lord Lieu- 
tenant, and many other of His Majeſty's Miniſters and Servants, and 
the largeſt proportion of Malice caſt upon them, when they were 
gy induſtrious in the preſervation of the Kingdom, hath pro- 
ced the like reſolutions in me to try my Fortune in ſome other 
Climate , ſince my Three Years conſtant expence of time, health 
and fortune, for the advantage of the publick , hath gained no 
other recompence, than to be Printed agaiuſt by Declarations, Books, 
and ſeveral other Papers, the Forces of other Provinces poured 
down upon me to deſtroy my whole Eſtate ; thoſe Forces under my 
Command thereby inforced to Disband, the Officers and all other 
of my Servants and Followers proſecuted, and nothing of means 
or quarter left me to maintain a Guard of Horſe for my own Per- 
ſon, my Wife and Family readily permitted to repair to Dublin, 
but no allowance to return ; all which particulars put together, I 
leave it freely to you to judge, whether it be not high time for 
me to depart, when the voice of the Kingdom repreſented in the 
Aſſembly, have by a clear implication in their ſafe conduct declared: 
their deſires therein. 
Since my coming hither, I have ſeen fome Letters and find much 
confidence in many, that the whole Aſſembly and Clergy are now 
united to put a full power into my Lord Lieutenants hands, and 
to make proviſion for his Lordſhip and his Party, both for ſub- 
ſiſtence and maintenance of a War, to which I may not preſume 
to frame any Judgment at ſo late an hour of the day ; but this I 
conceive is moſt certain, that if it doth not appear ſuddenly, una- 
| nimouſly and clearly, with a full power and truſt, and apparent pro- 
| viſion to make it good, it will hardly be relied upon, and that fail- 
| ing, there remains nothing for me to do, but in another Country 
| to labonr the perfection of Praying as well for my Perſecutors, 
| as Benefactors z amongſt the laſt of which you ſhall be ſtill acknow-

better Government of the Kingdom ; theſe being of ſo high a nature, and 
ſo much tending to the peoples preſervation, as no other matter or Eauſes 
ſhould be interpoſed; that might give any interruption thereto. 

VII. That to the very great grievanceand'dillatisfaction of the peop!e 
the Receiver general hath failed to clear his Accompts, concerning the 
vaſt ſumsof Mony levyed from the people ſince the 17th. of Fan, 1648. 
though the ſame hath been long expeRed, and the grievances from the 
Agents of Counties long foreſ{lowed, in expectation of thoſe Accomprs. 
It is propoſed that ſome of the Commiſſioners of Truſt and ſome other 
{ele perſons, may be forthwith now named to be authorized and entru- 
ſted totake theſaid Accompts ; and to that purpoſe the perſons ſo to be 
entruſted to be authorized to call beforethem the ſaid Receiver General, 
the Commillary of the Viduals, and their Deputies, and all Receivers 
whatſoever intruſted in the ſeveral Counties as they ſhall ſee cauſe, and 
will find it neceſſary, and to take examinations on Oath, and to do all 
matters that may tend to the clearing of thoſe Accompts; whereby on 
the cloſe of fuch Accompts, due fatisfation may be givento the people in 
the knowledge of the rightdiſpoſal thereof; or the Parties failing in ſuch 
accompts due puniſhment co be inflifted on them,and their perſons,goods 
and Eſtates ſeized on, and ſecured for fatisfaRion of the People,that they 
beanſwerable for what they ſhall appear to be owing.to be applyed to the 
publick ſervice. And for avoiding all jealouſiesand miſtruſts tor the future 
inthe diſpoſal of any of the publick monies,ſofar and for what any publick 
Treafury ſhall be neceſſary, all Sums and Payments be made, with the al- 
lowance, conſent and concurrence of the Commiſſioners of Truſt, und 
not otherwiſe ; and no 2-2 tointermeddle hereafter in the receipts of 
Publick dues that ſhall fail in the accompts for the time paſt.

A DECLARATION of the Archbiſhops, and other Pre- 
lates and Dignitaries of the Secular and Regular Clergy of 
the Kingdom of Ireland, againſt the Continuance of his Ma- 
jeſty's Authority in*the Perſon of the Margqneſs of Ormond, 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, for the Miſgovernment of the 
Subjett, the.ill Condutt of his Majeſty's Army, and the V1o- 
lation of the Articles of Peace. Dazed at Jameſtown iz the 
Convent of the Friars Minors, Auguſt 12. 1650. 


- 


HE Catholick People of 7reland in the Year 1641, forced to 

take up Arms for the Defence of Holy Religion, their Lives 
bh and Liberties (the' Parliament of England having taken a Re- 
ſolution to extinguiſh the Catholick Faith, and pluck up the Nation 
root and* branch, '4 powerful Army being prepared, and deſigned to- 
execute their black rage and cruel Intention) made a Peace, and pub- 
liſhed the ſame the 17thof January 1648, with James Lord Marqueſs 
of Ormond, Commiltioner to that effett from his Majeſty, or from his 
Royal Queen, and Son, Prince of Wales, now Charles II, hereby ma- 
nifeſting their Loyal Thoughts to Royal Authority. This Peace or 
Pacification being conſented to by the Tonfederate Catholicks, when 
his Majeſty was in Reſtraint, and neither He, nor his Queen, or 
Prince of Wales, in condition to ſend any Supply or Relief to them, 
when alſo the ſaid Confederate Catholicks could have agreed with the 
Parliament of England upon as good or better Conditions for Religion, 
and the Lives, Liberties and Eſtates of the People, than were obtained 
by the above Pacification, and thereby freed themſelves from the 
Danger of any Invaſion or War to be made upon them. by the Power 
or England, where (notwithſtanding the Pacification with-His Ma- 
jeſty) they were to diſpute and fight with their and his Enemies in 
the three Kingdoms : Let the World judg if this be not an undenia- 
ble Argument of Loyalty. 

T his Peace being ſo concluded, the Catholick Confederates ran fin- 
cerely and cheerfully under his Majeſty's Authority in the Perſon of

After that the Enemy made a Bridg over 
the River of Roſs, (a Wonder to all Men, and underſtood by no 
Man ) without any Let or Interruption, our Forces being within 
ſeven or eight Miles to the Place, whereia 200 Muſqueteers at Rofſ- 
berkine, being timely ordered, had interrupted this ſtupendious Bridg, 
and made the Enemy weary of the Town, Carrig being betrayed 
by the* Proteſtant Ward there, our Army afterwards appearing be- 
fore the Place, the Souldiers were commanded to fight againſt the 
Walls; and Armed Men, without great Guns, Ladders, Petards,

there was never more need, if their Property be to inſtruCt the Peo- 

ple in their Duty of Obedience and Government 3 with this addi- 
tion, That to charge Us with want of doing Juſtice, without in- 
ſtancing the particular Caſes wherein We failed, thereby taking 
from Us the means to vindicate our Selt from ſo high a Crime, 1s 
ſuitable to the Juſtice and Prattices of theſe Declarers. 


In the Fiſth Article, We are again charged in general with diſ- 
heartning Adventurers, Undertakers, and Owners, and no Man 
named but Capt. Antonio ; nor. the particular wherein he was diſ- 


*heartned ſet down. Weare further charged with reverſing of Judg- 
- ments legally given, and definitively concluded before Our coming to 


Anthority ; but no particular Judgment ſo reverſed is, or indeed 


* can be inſtanced.' So that all We can anſwer to this part is, That it is 


not true. And for what remains, We ſay,That Weplaced the Power of 
the Admiralty in this Kingdom, according to the Aſſemblies Inſtance,

' Nor was there any Complaint made unto Us ſince the concluſion of 


the Peace till now, that the Romiſh Prelates, or Paſtors, or any of 


them have been hindred from exerciſing their reſpective Juriſdicti- 


"0s and FunQtions amongſt their Flocks, except one Complaint made 


"of the Governour of Dungarvan, whereith we were ready to have 
-givenRedreſs (upon hearing all Parties) as ſhould have been found 


"fitz if the ſaid Complaint had been proſecuted. We know of no 


. Grant made by his Majeſty of any Biſhoprick whatſoever ſince the

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concluſion of the Peace 5 nor can'we” find: any Article of the Peace 

thatreſtrains his Majeſty: from making ſach Grants, ſo the Roman- 
Catholick Biſhops be nor thereby diſpoſſeſſed of what they were -poſ- 
ſeſſed of upon conduſion of the Peace, [until his Majeſty-declare his 
Pleaſure in a Free Parliamentfin 'this Kingdom. And whatever his 
Majeſty might intend to declare, the making of Proteſtant Biſhops

And asto the Seventh Article We Anſwer, That it was conceived The Auer t 
by the Miniſters herein mentioned, that where they had poſleſſion of #he 7th Article. 


the Church-Livings, the Obventions here mentioned were alſo dye 
to them. * But whether it were or not, ſure we are, there was never 
any Complaigg made to Us in this Particular, till our coming to 
Tecroghan after the loſs of Drogheda ;, and that within a very little 
time after, before the Truth of the Allegation could -beexamined, the 
Towns of Munſter revolted, and the Buſineſs was ſo decided, at 
leaſt if any Difference of this kind continued in the County of Kerry, 
which was longer held, We never after Our being at, Tecroghan 
heard of it, that We remember.

Concerning the Defeat at Rathmints,it is as with all Misfortunes of 71 was is 


that Nature in War; every Man (at his pleaſure) making himſelf 
Jadg of the Cauſes of them, and many times, without looking in- 
to, or having knowledg ofthe true Condition of the heaten Party, 
deliver their Judgments upon-miſtaken Grounds, agd for the moſt 
part-are guided by their Paſſions (either of Envy, or Self-conceit of 
their own Abilities ) to judg, fuperciliouſly or malitiouſly of 'thoſe 
Actions whereunto they are willing Strangers. And this being a 
Diſadyantage whereunto-al Commanders have been, and ever will 
be ſubje&t, we have no Reaſon to expett'an Exemption from it z and 
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might therefore paſs by this Grievance, reſerving" Our ſelf-for an 
Account of ' Our Actions, fill it were ed from Us by him to 
whom only in this Caſe We are ob to render one. But ſuch 
is our deſire to fatisfy thoſe that are faithful to the Canſe We have 
tboured in, and may have been ſtumbled at that Chance of War, 
that We ſhall give them the Reaſon and Grounds of Our Under- 
taking, and of the ſuppoſed Omiſſion recited in what remains of the 
— 2 | | 

And firſt it is neceſſary it ſhould be underſtood, that a little before 
the time of that Defeat, the Condition of Afﬀairs in this Kingdom 
ſtood thus. The Provincesof Leinſter, Munſter, and: Comanght, were 
entirely reduced to his Majeſty's Obedience, except the City of Dub- 
lin and Baliſharmon which were block'd up with a {mall Number of our 
Men. But in Uſer the Rebels, by the Aſſiſtance of Owen O-Neil, 
and the Interruption given to the Lord Viſcount Momgggomery by the 
Scotiſh Clergy, had raiſed the Seige of London-Derry, and were be- 
come Maſters of the Field. 

. About the ſame time alſo We had certain Intelligence, that Crom- 
wet with a very ſtrong Army, a vaſt Sum of Money, and great 
plenty of. all Proviſions, was ready ſhip*d for this Kingdom. And it 
was from good Hands intimated unto Us, that be purpoſed his De- 
ſcent in 2Aunſter, and that he had Intelligence with ſome Governour 
of the Sea-ports there. 

Hereupon'it was taken into Confideration at a Council of War, 
whether the blacking up of Publix. ſhould be continued ? or, whether 
We ſhould not retire-from thence ta Drogbeds, Trymr, and the Gari- 
ſons adjacent, and. prepare -our ſelves for ſecuring 4unſfter, and 
making a defenſive or otfenſive War, as occaſion thopld afterwards 
be offered ? And of this Opinion We wete the rather, becauſe it was 
there alſo concluded, that the Lord Preſident of Adwnfter with a good 
Party of our beſt Horſe, ſhould go into Adunfter to ſecure it ; and 


that the very Day we roſe from Fng/aſs, and marched to Rathwines, 
Reynolds landed with 600 Horſe and 1 = Foot. 


Hereunto it was ſtrongly objected, That if We ſent away Our 
heavy Cannon, which we propoſed ſhould be done, the more to faci- 
litate an orderly Retreat, the People would deſpair of the taking of 
Dublin ;, that they would accompt all that was dane as good as no- 
thing, unleſs that City were reduced ; That they would not conſi- 
der that the City was to be reduced by diſtreſſingat, by blocking up, 
(which might have ſecurely been done the way We propoſed) bur 
taking the Matter to be given over, and conſequently deſpairing of 
the Eaſe they expected by the total Reduction of the Kingdom, would 
grow more and more backward in their Contribution, and perbaps 
be ſeduced to a ConjunCtion with Owen O-Neil, and a Rejetion of 
the Peace, and his Majeſty's Authority thereby eſtabliſhed over them ; 
which ever they We found was (though undex-hand privately andun- 
der other Pretences) aimed at by ſome thar fipce have taken the Ad- 
vantage of the time to declare themſelves without Diſguiſe. 

It was alſo objected that unleſs Dublin were reduced before Crom- 
wel's Landing with the Force and Treaſure we were ſure he had in 
Readineſs at the Water-ſide, that it was to be feared he would be able 
to corrupt many of the Ezg/sſb, which, canſidering the Treaſure he 
brought with him, and the want We were in, might as reaſonably be 
apprehended, as that Owen O-New, and bis Party, ſhould haye be- 
come Mercenary to Sir Charles Coor. 


Per- 
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Perſwaded by theſe Arguments delivered by the whole: Coulieil of 
War, We were reiplyed to contigue before D«blin, and to endeavour 
to approgch pear-unoit, totheend to take from them within, the 
Canveniency of- betwixt Our Camp and their Works, which 
if it had been their Horſes being 1 200, muſt in three days 
have ſtaryed, and then the Benefit'of the Sea would have been with 
much eaſe taken from them ; whichfwwould ſo much have diſcouraged 
all their Souldiers,. that it was probable they would in a few Days 
more, have forced their Officers to a Treaty and Surrender of the 
City. | 

It was then conceived that Baggatrath was the fitteſt Place to be for- 

tified. But before We gave Order for it, We ſent the Earl of Caftle- 
baves, General Prefton, Sir Arthur Aſbron, ang Major General Parcel, 
ro view it : who returned unto Us, approving the Place as in all Re- 
ſpects fit for our Purpoſe. We then gave the Major General Order to 
command thither in the beginning of the Night 1500 Foot with Mate- 
rials to fortify, which was the Number adviſed*o be ſent by thoſe 
Perſons that had ſeen it. In the Morning at Day-break we went thi- 
ther, and finding the Work not advancgd to Our Expettation, found 
faulc therewith, , The Major General told Us, That he was ſo mif- 
guided from the Camp thither (which was not an Enghiſh Mile) that 
he came not to the Place till an Hour before Day. Yet ſuch was the 
natural Strength of the Place, that being helped* with a few Hours 
Work, We conceived it might very well be made good againſt any 
Attempt of the Enemy. But the better to ſecure it, We put the 
whole Army. in Arms, and appointed jit to be drawn down near 
Baggatrath, ſhewing every General Officer where his Charge was, 
and appointing the drawing down ſome Cannon to .an Eminency of 
Coogan CE = _ __ _ of m F coor 
Dublin thither; An n, ng up all Night, in 
writing of Diſpatches, and to be in the better Readineſs Apr the 
Enemy (upon diſcovering Our Men marching) ſhould ſally, We re- 
tired to take a little Reſt, which was about nine of the Clock. * 
.- ,About ten We wakened with the Noiſe of Shot, and before we 
could get on Horſtback, Our ;500-Men were beaten out of Bag ga- 
wrath, and ſoan after was Sir Wiliam Faugban kill'd, and the Horſe 
with him routed. Whereupon all thoſe in the teft Wing, ex 
Our Brothers and Calonel files Reyly's Regiments ran away, wi 
aut once facing the Enemy, and' (as was alledged, which we have 
not, heard diſproved) againſt their Officers uttermoſt Endeavour. In 
ſhort, The Rebels gained &ield after Field, till they came up to the 
Ordnance, and thence into the Rear of Us ſtanding in a Field with a 
- Party of Foot commanded by Colonel Gifford, who gave very good 
Fire ppon them for a while, but upon Diſcovery of another Party of 
the Rebels marching up to their Front, ſome called for Quarter, 0- 
thers threw down their Arms, and ſome continued Shooting : Then 
Wequitted the Field, and endeavoured (but in vain) ſeveral times to 
rally the Horſe. : ' . 

Theſe are the Grounds for eontinuing the blocking up Dublin, and 
this is briefly as much of the manner of the Defeat as We were Wit- 
neſs of, and can readily call to mind. 

That his Majeſty's Army on that fide the River attempted by the 
Rebek, wayfar more numerous than the Rebels, is not true 3 for the 
Rebels were effecually 4200 Foot and 1 200 Horſe, and the Army en- 
camped at. Rathmines was not _ in Horſe or Foot. We deny 
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not but. that. the Defeat may reaſonably be aſcribed” to the Faithleſs- 
neſs, Negligence, Ignorance, or Cowardize of ſome of ,the Officers 
and Souldiers. Nor have we ever read or heard of any Defeat given, 
where the encountering. Numbers were near upgn'equal; but the De- 
feat,was aſcrib:d to one or more of theſe Failings. And yet itis for 
the moſt part found difficult, and many times unfit, to fix the Blame 
where it, may moſt juſtly be Po 0 Ba 
- But that the Peoples Belief of this is fortified, for that no Search 
or Inquiry hath ſince been made by a Court or Council of War of 
the Deportment of the Officers, is an Argument ſuitable to the Ma- 
lice and Miſconſtruttion all Our Actions have met with. If the Offi- 
cers were not fit for the Employments given them, they were yet of 
thoſe inſtanced to Us by the general Aſſembly. And if new raiſed 
Men under expertleſs Officers, accompanied with a general want of 
all things neceſſary for Support, Ottente and Defence; have been 
beaten. by a like, or leſs Nunfber of old, well-armed, experienced. 
and continually gafiſoned Souldiers, the wonder is not great, 
nor the Accident rare, even in this Kinzdom, and where We have 
commanded the prevailing Party. It we could have had the Free- 
dom in Election of Officers, and Power to have £ariſon'd them and 
their Souldiers, where We might have overlooked them, and cauſed 
them to have been exerciſed, as We have always in vain deſrred, it 
might yet have pleaſed God to have diſpoſed of the Victory as he 
did 3 but then We might more juſtly than now, have been charged 
with a Failure on Our Part. { 

But to return to what follows, and clear the next Objettion, it 
_ be neceſlary that We ſet down what We did preſently after that 
Detear. 

When We found it impoſlible, after twelves Miles riding, to head 
any-conſfiderable Number of the ſcattered Horſe, and that as faſt as 
We cou!d rally them, they broke from Us, We immediately directed 
Onr Letters to thoſe We had left cn Finglaſs fide of Dublin, and that 
had not that Day ſeen the Enemy, being the Lord Dillor's, Sir Thomas 
Armſtrong's, the Lord Moor's, and Lieutenant Colonel Purdon's Re- 
giments of- Horſe, Colonel Warrews, Colonel Wal's, and Col. 
Mich. Byrne's Regiments of Foot, to march immediately the one half 
to Drogheda, and the other half to Trym, for . the Security of thoſe 
Places, and went Our ſelf to Kilkenny: to rally what We could of the 
Army, and to raiſe what new Forces'We ſhould be able. This was 
accordingly done; and that Day ſeven-night after the Defeat, We 
marched out of K:kenny with what Strength of Horſe We could 
make to relieve Drogheda, before which ones was fat down. Upon 
Qur Approach to Trim with about 300 Horſe, which was all that We 
could in that time rally, he raiſed his Siege, and We went unto 
Drogheda. _ " 

. During our” being there, Cromwel landed with his -Army on or 
about the 15th of Auguſt, not a full Fortnight after the Defeat at 
Rathmines. It was then. plain we were to be on the defenſive part 
of the War, and that he would draw forth ſuddenly to recover 
thoſe Places we had gained. And firſt, we were aſſured he pro- 
poſed to attempt Drogheda, We therefore applied our uttermoſt 
Induſtry to ſupply that Place with what” it wanted, placed in it 
Sir Arthur Aſton, as expert and gallant a Governour as we could wiſh 
for, gave him the ſame Men, and the ſame number of Men, Horſe 
and Foot that, he deſired, and furniſhed him with the full Propor- 
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tion of Atnmunition and other Proviſions he'demanded, judging that 
if Cromwell could be there foiled, or kept before it -but for 2 time, it 
would much adyantage - us- that had ſo lately received ſo great a 
Blow, as required time to recover, and the Rebels in the Neck of 
it having received ſo great a Coountenance and Strength as Cromwell 
brought with him, being the beſt of the Rebels old Army in England. 
But it pleaſed God in a few days to give that Town into their Hands, 
and all the Officers and Souldiers that were within it, ro the Cruelty 
of their Swords; where there were loſt 2000 of our beſt Souldiers, 
with all their Officers, who were choſen as the likelieſt Men, by 
giving a Check to Cromwell in his firſt attempt, to recover the 
Kingdom. | | 

Now that after the Defeat at Rathmines, and that great Loſs at 
Drogheda ( for fo it was) ſo powerful and - ſo preyailing an Army as 
CromwelPs, marched without interruption from us ( that had not a- 
bove 700 Horſe, and x500 Foot; and of thoſe fome not to be truſted, 
others newly raiſed; and all diſcouraged) from Dwblin to Roſſe, is 
not much to be wondered at ; for all the Men- we could make were 
not ſufficient to man Wexford, which being taken (as we have before 
wo were loſt in it others of our beſt Men, to a conſiderable 
number. 

That the Rebels might have been prevented in building over their 
Bridg at Koſſe, conſidering the Situation of the Place, and the Power 
their Ordnance had from the Key to and upon the other ſide of the 
River, we believe they are very ignorant or malicious that will affirm. 
But if it had been a thing as eaſy as they would have -it believed, we 
were ſo far from being able to attempt any thing, that we never all 
that time had either 24 honrs Pay, or Proviſion before hand, to keep 
the Men we had together where they were upon no Duty, much lefs to 
bring them near anEnemy, where they muſt be keld to hard Duty cloſe 
together. It ſhonld here alſo be confidered, that during Cromwell's 
March from Dubliz to Wexford, 'and thoſe Parts, began the Revolt 
of the Towns and Army in Afrmfter, which occaſioned very much 
of Jealouſy, Diſtra@ion and other Interruptions, and- gave the Re- 
bels leiſure to proſecute their Vidtories. TY = 

When they marched over their Bridg at Roſe towards Carrick, 
it was believed they meant to march to - Kzlkenny, and if we had nor 
been diverted by a falſe Alarum (which coming as -it did we had 
cauſe to credit ) of their being/ gone' as far -as Benner's Bridg' to- 
wards Kilkenny, whilſt we lay at Thomas-Town, -and thereby drawn 
thither for the Defence of that City, we had, as 'our purpoſe was, 
engaged them to fight before-their getting to Carrick, _ 

In what miſerable Conditian'our Army was when we came to Car- 
rick,, which we were forced to leave meerly for want of Proviſion to 
keep it, and ſo much Money as to make neceſſary Materials to gain 
that Place, is ſo generally known, that it muſt argue the Contrivers 
of this Article guilty of a ſtrange degree of Malice to obje&t'to us 
as an Omiſſion, that the Rebels Army, whilſt it lay before Waterford, 
was not attempted or once faced/by us: And ſure we are it is as 
openly-known, that in Perſon we twice condufted Men for the De- 
fence of Waterford; and that the laſt Supply we brought, was that 
which- occafion*d the Rebels raiſing- their Siege, as-the refuſing a 
Garifon, and other Diſobediences of that City, were the Inducements 


moving tliem to come before it. 
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When by this means the Rebels were removed, and retired to their 
Winter-Quarters, ſo harralled, as that. thejr ſpeedy marching forth 
was not to be feared 3 we deſigned the-regaining of Carriak, and 
Poſſage firſt, and then of Roſſe and Wexford, and $0 that effect bropght 
with us a Party of Horſe and Foot 3. but were io far from gaining 
any Admittance for them into the City, or ta. lie pager the Walls, 
though they brought the Means with them, and were to receive 
their conſtant Pay out of the Country, that for thoſe our good 
Intentions, and former Pains taken for the Relief of that City when 
Cromwell was before it, it was there brought in queſtion, at a 
Council held amongſt ſome of the City, Whether we and the Men we 
brought ſhould not be fallen upon as Enemies ? 

We were then for our Safety forced to reitre thenoe, leaving 
thoſe indeed eaſy Works, we had delgnd, undone, there being no 
means of doing them but by and Gut of that City, whereugto as 
to the firſt viſible Cauſe, and to the Example thereby taken by 
Limerick, may be attributed all the following Succeſs of the Re- 
bels this laſt Summer. | 

What ancient Travellers or Men of Experience they were that 
informed the Declarers, that we kept a Mart of Wares, a Triby- 
nal of Pleadings, or an Inn of Play, Drinking and Pleaſure, rather 
than a well-ordered Camp of Souldiers, we know not ; but do be- 
lieve theſe Declarers theinſelves want not the maliczous Invention to 
forge it in their own Heads : Which we the rather believe they have 
done, by the ignorance appearing ma charging it as a Fault, and 
want of Ordex, that in a Camp there ſhould be a Mart of Wares, or a 
Tribunal of Pleadings, which to have in the moſt peaceful time and 
place, are amongſt the greateſt Arguments of good Government. 
But if they intend by the Trybunal of Pleadings, as that wherein we 
more buſied our ſelf, than conſiſted 'with the Duty of a General, 
that meaning is known to be maliciouſly falſe. And ſo it is if it be 
meant by us, that we kept an Ign of Play, Drinking and Pleaſure, 
being content to have all the {ies in this Declaration -taken for 
Truth, if it can be proved, that during three Months time we were 
in the Field, 'we drank twice betwixt Meals, or at Meals more than 
was fit ; that we plaid thrice at any Game, though at fit times we 
account Recreation no fault, or unuſual in well-governed Camps or 
in all that time we ever took the Pleaſure of fleeping otherwiſe than 
in our Cloaths. And of this we have better Teſtimony thay the 
Declarers, though they had been upon the place. But they being to 
juſtify with ſome. colourable Pretences, ſo high a Treaſon as the 
Uſurpation of the Regal Power, we-wonder not they ſhould make their 
way to it through any Calumny they can defame ys withal. 

Touching Drogheda, Wexford, Roſfſe, Carrick, and the not fighting 
the Enemy near Thomas-Town, we refer you to part of our forefaid 
Anſwer to the pretended Grievances ; with this Addition to that of 
Carrick, that as it is more than hath or can be proved, that Carrick. 
was betrayed by the Proteſtagt Wardthat was in it (ſurprized indeed 
it was) ; ſo the Endeavours of recovering that Place was not under 
our immediate Condy, we going that day it was attempted, with 
2a Party to Waterford. But who it was that importuned the falling 
on of the Men ſo unproyided, Sir Lucas Dillen, and others there 
profent ( as we have heard) are able to inform you. And for not 

ghting at Thomas-Town, it is here ſet down, as if the Qfficers and 
Souldiers had propoſed ſome ſuch thing, and were — 
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bidden or refnſed- leave, or to be led on by us to fight; which'is@. 
malicious and falſe Supgeſtion : For never any ſuch Motion was made. 
to us by any Officer -or Souldier, nor indegd «could be; for before: 
the Enemy were drawn/up» that. Morning: on-the. Top, of the Hill, 
on the other ſide of the Water over: againſt Thomes-Tawn, we were 
_ by a falſe Alarum drawn towards Kilkerny, (as is ſet down-in our An- 

ſwer tothe pretended Grievances) and is well known'to Mr. Patrick 
Bryen, and others ( we believe ). there aſſembled.

Biſhop of Killa{ve, who had ſigned this Declaration, We had not 
in our Power a Subject whereon 'to have manifeſted our Diſpoſition 
to revenge. Whom yet the Biſhops in a Letter. of: theirs to-the Earl 
of Weſtmeath, the Biſhop: of Leighlin, and others ( which Letter is 
before recited upon another occalion)) do acknowledg to have been 
preſerved by Our means ; though in the ſaid Letter they untruly 
charge thoſe they call Cavaliers, with any Attempt or Purpoſe of do- 
ing the ſaid Biſhops Perſon any further prejudice, than to apprehend 
him, and bring him before Us. 


As to the 11th Article, We acknowledg to. have repreſented to 
His Majeſty, That divers Places in this Kingdom: were in diſobedi- 
ence to his Authority. And that there were and are ſuch places, is 
a Truth as. well known to theſe Declarers, as any Work is known 
to the Workman tnat made it. Which to. have concealed from his 
Majeſty, had been to have betrayed the Truſt by Him repoſed in 
Us, and to have taken upon Our Self the blame due to them. We 
alſo acknowledg to have humbly deſired his Majeſty's leave to with- 


draw Our own Perſon out of the Kingdom, in caſe thoſe Diſobedi- 


ences were multiplied. Which having received, and thoſe Diſobedi- 
ences being multiplied, We had withdrawn Our Self from being an 
idle Witneſs of the loſs of the Kingdom, and the Ruin of mgny of 
Our Friends, had not divgrs of theſe Declarers ſeveral times (but 
more eſpecially at Leghreagh) diſlwaded Us from' going, and pro- 
miſed to do their-uttermolt endeayour to procure Us the Obedience 
We deſired ; without which it was plain to/all Men, We could at- 
tempt nothing for the preſervation of the Kingdom with hope of 
Succeſs: But We were not ſo bold as to direft his Majeſty to 
remove his Authority, or how elſe to diſpoſe of it, as the De- 
arers are. But how really troubled they are that the People 
ſhould be deprived of the King's Authority; and the benefit of the 
Articles of Peace, is apparent by this Declaration and Excommuni- 
cation, (wherein they deft the People to return to their Aſſociation, 
which is inconſiſtent with both) - And by the Anſwer of the Biſhops 
at Galloway to the Commiſſioners, whereof We ſhall have occaſion to 
k hereafter. And wherethey charge Us with Envy to the Na- 
tion, for doing Our Duty to the King, We hope to have given ſuch 
proof of the contrary as hath ſatisfied the moſt intereſted Men in the 


" Nation. And We conceive We could not . have manifeſted Our Af- 


feCtion to it by a mare Signal Ipſtance, thag by offering to leave his 
Majeſty*s Authority 1n the Perſon of the Lord Marqueſs of Clanric- 
kard, and to withdraw Our Self to ſollicite for Supplies when it was 
moſt probable they might be got, finding that ewr being a Proteſt ane 
gave theſe Declarers ſome adyantage to withdraw the People from 
their Qbedience to Us. . © + | 


Asto the 12th Article, we are not willing tolook back ſo far as to 
the time when, by his Majeſties Command and Commiſſion, We bore 


-- - - Arms in the War againſt the Confederates ; but muſt- juſtify Our 


Self that We were never aCtive in unnatural execution againſt them, - 
but have many times ſuffered much Calumny for Our deſire of pre- 
ferving many of them that fell into our Hands, , as ſome in that Afem- 
bly can witneſs, who were by Our means preſerved, and if they 
think fit may teſtify as much. But if the Declarers oppoſe Our be- 
ing active then to Our unativity this laſt Summer, as an Argument of 
Our 
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Our want of deſire to oppoſe the Enemy;We anſwer, T hatin thetime 
they mention, We had free elefion 6f Officers the abſolute Power of 
Dublin, and other Garriſons, where We cauſed the Soldiers to be 
continually exerciſed, their Arms kept in order, and could in a ſhort 
time, when We pleaſed, have drawn the Army together, and march- 
ed with it where Wepleaſed ; Advantages which rendred the Vito- 
ries We gained full as eaſy, as thoſe gotten by the Enemy againſt 
Us, have been upon the like advantage on their part. It is true, 
that all this laſt Summer, We, and the Lord Inchiquin have continu- 
ed in Connaught and Thomond, where there was no Enemy. But it 
is alſo true, that We were not ſuffered to have the means of preparing 
an Army fit to ſeek, or oppoſe an Enemy : as We have ſet down in Our 
Letter of the Second of Axguff, to the Biſhops at James-7own, reci- 
ted formerly upon another Occaſion. 


And ſince they here mention the Lord Inchiquin with Us, We think 
fit to mind divers in that Aſſembly, to whom it is well known, that 
many of the Biſhops did long ſince, upon ſeveral Occaſions declare, 
that all their Suſpicion, and the Suſpicion the People held of Us, was 
by reaſon of the Power the Lord Inghiquin had with Us. And that 


during his continuance in Imployment, or the continuance of any of 


his Party in the Army, it was not pollible for them to remove that 
Suſpicion out of the Minds of the People. But that if his Lordſhip 
were once out of Command, and his Party removed, they doubted 
not full and chearful Obedience would be given Us. Hereupon his 
Lordſhip veluntarily withdrew himſelf from having to do with the 
Condud of the Army z yet is he by theſe Men charged for want of 
Aftivity. When his Lordſhip had thus waved his Imploynient, and 


his Party were gone off, and that they had wrought the like diſtruſt 


of the remainder of the Party that came off to Us from Dublin, and 
other Parts, ſo that now We were forced likewiſe to ſend them a- 
way, then they judged it a fie time for them to declare alſo againſt 
Us. Then divers Biſhops, and- other Charch-men, changed their 
Note, and dealt under-hand with the Lord Inchiquin to ſtay in the King- 
dom, though We ſhould go, ſaying, That the diſtruſt and Uiſlike of 
the People was only againſt Us, and not againſt him. Then they 
fetl, firſt to call their Meeting at Fames-Town, and they to publiſh 
this Declaration, from which they were with-held for fear all the 
time the foreſaid Parties were with Us. This We ſuſpefted wonld be 
the iſſue of their working away the Proteſtant Party, and of all their Pro- 
miſes. Yet to leave them wholly without Excuſe, and to ſatisfy ſome 
that believed better of them, Weconſented to part with thoſe Men, 
of whoſe Courage and Fidelity to his Majeſty, and AﬀeCttion to Us, 
We had good Experience ; and caſt our Self wholly upon the Aſſu- 
rances theſe Biſhops and others had ſo often and ſo ſolemnly made 
to Us, of giving Us, and procuring for Us, all poſlible Compliance 
and Obedience; the Reſult whereof appears in their Declaration. 
Yet it is very well known, that when-ever the Enemy drew towards 
the Sharmon-ſide, We drew together all the Men We could to the de- 
fence of the Paſſages, which otherwiſe the Enemy had gained. And 
whatever our Play and Merriment was, Wehad certainly as great 
cauſe to grieve at the loſs of a Kingdom to his Majeſty as theſe De- 
clarers, who have not carried themſelves ſo towards him, as to ex- 
peCt a greater proportion of his Fayour than We.

Anſwer to the 
Concluſion. 


In Anſwer to the 13th Article, We ſay that Drogheda was put in- 
to the Hands and. Truſt of Sir Arthur Aſhton a Roman-Catholick 3 
and that of the Souldiers and Officers of that Gariſon, the greater 
"art were of that Religion. That for Trym, it was governed by 

r. Daniel O-Netil, who (though a Proteſtant) was yet a Natire 
of this Kingdom, and one that had manifeſted great Afﬀection to 
the Nation. That the greater part of the Officers and Souldiers 
with him, were Roman-Catholicks ; and that the Lord Viſcount 
Dillon, a Roman Catholick, had Command over the ſaid Dariel O- 
Neil. For Dundalk, it is known that Place was given up through 
the good AfﬀeCtion to his Majeſty of divers Officers and Souldiers, 
rather than forced by Siege, or otherwiſe, with ſome of whom We 
conceived it fit to leave the Charge thereof. What Actions or Ex+ 
preſſions of Ours they were that diſheartned the Roman-Catholicks 
to fight, or be under our Command, is not here ſet down. So that 
We can no otherwiſe anſwer to this, than that We never did any 
fuch Action, or let fall any ſuch Expreſſion, but were indifferent in our 
Actions and Expreſlions of Civility and Reſpect to all the Officers of 
the Army. What theſe Catholicks, and many Thouſands of the 
People with the Commiſſiozers of Truſt, or the greater part of them 
might fear, if We had maſtered the Kingdom, We are not to an- 
ſwer for. But if they feared: We would (in caſe We had maſtered 
the Kingdom )) have infringed any of the Articles of Peace, their 
Fear was unjuſt and groundleſs, nor have We ever before heard there 


was ſuch a Fear in them. 


To the 14th Article, We anſwer ; That they have in Truth no 
reaſon to ſpeak of any particular Corruptions and Abuſes in this 
Article generally mentioned ; that which they inſtance in Secretary 
Lane's having a v7 oe of Kilbeggan being ſo falſe, that he never 
had any thing to do with it. If they had a true Inſtance, We ſup- 
poſe they would not have ſpared to make uſe of it. What Daniel 
= had, they ſet not down ; nor till they do, are We able to 
aniwer It. , 


If theſe pretended Grievances (whereof moſt are diſproved, and 
ſome confeſſed and proved to be no Breaches of the Peace) were de- 
livered to the Commiſſioners of Truſt in February laſt, We never ſaw 
them till September, after the meeting at James-Town in Auguſt laſt, 
And if hereby be meant that Paper of pretended Grieyances, with- 
out Title, or Subſcription, whereunto: We haye ſent you Our An- 
ſwers, We never ſaw them till the 17th of Augyſt laſt. 


The Concluſion of their Declaration is a general Recapitulation 
of the Miſerics and Deſolation fallen upon the Kingdom and, People 
in tragical and paſſionate Expreſſions, endeavouring to infuſe into 
them a belief, that all thoſe AfiCtions are through Our means fallen 
upon them : whereas We Hppoke We have made it evident, That 
(next to the good Pleaſure of God to chaſtiſe the. Nation ) the Rea- 
ſon thereof may moſt reaſonably be attributed to the Sedition, DiC. 
loyalty, Pride, Covetouſneſs and Ambition to Rule of theſe Decla- 
rersz whom: We challenge to inſtance, whom We have born down 
that would have fought for-themz, or whom cheriſhed or advanced, 
that would or did betray them. And where they ſay that ſome are 

inclining 
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inclining to ſubmit to thoſe they call the Parliatnent, perſwading 
themſelves that there can be no'ſafety- under Our Government, at- 
tended by Fate and Diſaſter. (as they expreſs themſelves more like 
Heathen-Poets,. than Chriſtian-Biſhops and Church-men) it is known 
to ſome there, that ro Our certain knowledg divers Perſoris, and 


Places of conſideration, Would have ſubmitted to the Enemy, if 


We had gone, rather than live under the Tyranny and uſion 
of the Government projeCted by theſe Declares (which was the ptin- 
cipal Reaſon of Our ſtay) $ will (We fear) be too evidently yeri- 
fied when We are gone, \unleſs that Aſſembly prevent it, by. more 
prudent, temperate and ſolid Determinations than theſe Men art ca- 
pable of giving or receiving. - * 

Next, they ſay that for Prevention of thoſe Evils, and that the 
Kingdom ſhould not be ntterly loſt to his Majeſty, and his Catholick 
Subjects, they found themſelves bound in Conſcience to declare a- 
gain(t the Continuance of his Majeſty*s Authority in Us, and accord- 
ingly in their own Name, and in the Name of the reſt of the Catho- 
licks of the Kingdom, they do declare aÞainſt the Continuance of his 
Majeſty's Authority in Us, having by Onr Miſpgovernment and ill Con- 
du&t of the Army, and Breach of Publick Faith, rendred our- Self 
uncapable of continuing tHat treat Truſt any =o 1 To which 


We anſwer, That to prevent the Loſs of the Kin 
they taks the Kingdoms to themſalves: and without ſo much as making 
any Addreſs to him, . or pretending to Have received any DireCtion or 
Commiſſion from hitn, they dectare to the People, that they are no 
longer obliged to obey any Orders or Commands of the Perſon b 
Commiſſion authorized from Him,- but until' a Gzteral afſembly may 
conveniently be called, or uutil upott application to his Majeſty, he 
ſettle the ſame elſewhere, to obſerve the form of Governriiche th 
ſaid Congregation ſhall preſcribe. 'Whereby is to be obſerved, th: 
as they take it. upon them when they pleaſe, and in the higheſt Tet 
poral Afﬀairs in the World, to declate the Senſe of the People with 
out their Cofifent; z' a thing that We have never read or heard was 
ever till now pretended to by King,” Pope, ot Clergy : {> they 'eyi- 
dently aſſume the Power of diſſolving, and ereQting the Temporal 
Government of the Kingdom. And this they ſay they found'them- 
ſelves bound in Conſcience to do. Which being a pretence inſcrata- 
ble, and at all times readily to be taken op, can only be anſwered 
by the Laws of the Land, that will not allow the Excuſe of Con- 
ſcience for taking a Purſe on the Highway, or ( to come - home to 
this Matter) for Afts of High-Treafon. For the Clauſe (viz. or 
until upon application to his Majeſty he ſettle the ſame elſewhere ) 
it is joferted with purpoſe to abufe the People witk a belief of their 
Loyalty, when they have firſt incited them to Rebellion. 

Touching the Complaint they ſay they will make ſ Us to his 
Majeſty, it ſhould in Reaſon and Juſtice have preceded their Decla- 
ration, And if either - his Majeſty had refuſc them Hearing and 
Juſtice, or if We tizd net ſubmitted to his Determination, there 
had been ſome colour for'their proceeding as they did. 

In the laſt part of their Conclaſton they prepare the People with 
an Apology of the deſperate State the Kingdom 13: left in by Us, to 
bear the more patiently the atrey loſs of it under the Govern- 
ment they would ſet up: and with # touch indeed of Epiſcopal 
Counſel tro amend their Lives, and depend upon God's Providence 
and Protection, they diſmiſs them, wherein what Example they have

to his Majeſty, - 
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given Them,We leave to the Judgment of God.the Searcher of Hearts, 
' and the impartial Judg of. the Thoughts and Attions of Men. 

In the Order {atteſted by. the Biſhop of Clonfere,) for publication 
of the Excommunication (which poblication was made at Zoghreagh 
the 15th of September ) it is exprelled, That the Order given to the 
Committee of Biſhops at Galloway by the Congregation at James- 
Town was, That in Caſe We would not depart the Kingdom up- 
on their Advice, and depute the King's Authority with Perſons of 
Truſt, or that We denied to depart the Kingdom, and no demon- 
ſtration could be made how the Kingdom could be preſerved under 
Our Government, that then the ſaid Declaration ſhould be publiſh- 
ed. It is further expreſſed in the ſaid Order, That We, being 
ſolicited to the effect aforeſaid, with urgent Reaſons, abſolutely 
denied to conſent thereunto : and that We neither did, nor could 
demonſtrate unto them any way of preſerving the remainder of the 
Kingdom under Our Government ; and therefore, according to the 
Truſt repoſed in them by the ſaid Congregation, they did publiſh 
the ſaid Declaration, denonncing to all Arch-biſhops, Biſhops, &c. 
This is all We obſerve in this Order of Publication more than is 
contained in the Declaration at James-Town. 


What We have to anſwer in this Order for Publication is breifly 
this. They held it fit We ſhould quit the Kingdom, and depute the 
King*s Authority,with ſome Perſon or Perſons of Truſt (that is, plea- 
ſing t0 them). We refuſe ſo to do upon their Advice, giving them 
ſome Reaſons why We refuſe, and promiſing them more, if they 
would at a free Conference hear them- For not following this Ad- 
vice, without refuting the Reaſons We gave for Our not going, 
and without hearing, or ſo much as asking what other Reaſons 
thoſe were which We were unwilling to write, and yet would tell 
them at a free Conference, (by which Caution they might imagine 
they were of Moment) they proceeded to their Declaration and 
Excommunication. Here (though We have formerly touched it) 
let it be obſerved, That having ſeveral Times, and upon ſeveral 
Occaſions, offered to leave the Kingdom, and to depute the King's 
Authority. (not to diſparage the Nation) with the * oxly Perſon in 
all reſpects fit for it, and a Roman-Catholick : this was not accepted 
of; but We are made believe the Lord of Inchiquin being remoyed 
from any Chargeof the Army, and the Proteſtant Party gone, there 
remained no further diſtruſt, or diſlike of US, and that then all 
Obedience would be given Us. All this and whatſoever elſe they 
adviſed being done on Our part, Our Frigat (which lay in Ire-Con- 
naught, whence We might have ſecurely gone) being ſent away, and 
the Harbours blocked up by the Rebels Ships, they impoſe upon Us 
to effelt an Impoſlibility, namely, to go out of the Kingdom, with- 
out means of Tranſportation ; or elſe (as far as in them lies) We 
are rendred infamous throughout the World, and to all Ages, by 
their defamatory Libel. Whatever Our Demerit had been, and if 
We were the faithleſs, the negligent, the every-way unworthy Per- 
ſon they have deſcribed Us to be, certainly they cannot free them- 


ſelves from the guilt of ſo mean and baſe a Treachery. 

Lett be next conſidered, That if when a Company of Biſhops, or 
a Congregation of Arch-Biſhops, Biſhops,- &'c, have a mind to ſet 
up themſelves, or any others as Governours over the Kingdom, ( and 
this Power they aſſume at.leaſt in the interval of Aſſemblies, and have 
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now twice practiſed it) and the; Govertior - pm by Royal Au 
thority, or ( when that is abſent; which ſhould riever be ſuppoſed ) 
g <0 jaſt Repreſentative of the Nation, will not- give them room 
( by quitting the Government, he is placed in, at their deſire ) with- 
out direction from the Power whence he derives his Authority, or 
without unavoidable Necellity inforcing him ; if (we ſay ) for his 
not doing a thing ſo contrary to the Traſt' repoſed in him, to the 
Senſe of thoſe intruſted by the People, as- the Commiſſioners of Tru 

were, and contrary to the Senſe of the moſt intereſted Perſons of 
the Kingdom, the foreſaid Company of Biſhops, or Congregation, 
may therefore with impunity deliver all Men to Satan thar ſhall feed, 
belp, or adhere to him : lr is in this Caſe eaſy to diſcover that ſuth 
Biſhops, or a Congregation thus doing, do aim ar, and will (if ſo per- 
mitted ) eaſily compaſs the Supream Temporal Power. If it be ſaid, 
they only do it upon evident Necellity, for the preſervation of the 
Tag in apparent Hazard of being loſt, and that in this Caſe only 
of {0 abſolute neceſſity, they pretend to ſuch Power, and when in- 
formed, or convinced, will lay it down to the King or- Aſſembly : We 
believe no King or State careful of their own preſervation, will allow 
they have this Power even mn this Caſe. For inſtance, If the Bi- 
ſhops, or Congregation of both Clergies, of the Kingdom of Naples, 
or of any Signiory under. the State of Yenice, (ſhould pretend to 2 
Power ( upon any Neceſlity whatſcever, -whereof the ſaid Biſhops 
and Congregation to be Judges ) of diſcharging the Subjects of the 
King of Spain from obeying the Vice-Roy of Naples, or the Subjetts 
of any Signtory under theState of Yenice, from obeying the Governor 
( of any ſuch Signiory ) appointed bythe State, directing .them{"in 
the mean time to 9bſcrve and obey ſuch Form-of Government as the 
ſaid Congregation:ſhould reeſcribe, till ic ſhould be otherwiſe or: 
dered by the ſaid King or State : We ſuppoſe it would. not paſs for 
Orthodox Dodrine in that Roman-Catholick Kingdom, or State, 
that a Congregation is quatificd with” fuch Power. Nor would the 
Neceſlity of their ſo doing, nor yet” the SanCtity of their Function, 
or Perſons, protect them from ſevere Puniſhment. That our King's

Humbly Sheweth, 


HAT whereas, after a long and happy enjoyment of the 

| Peace and Proſperity under which (by his Majeſties Gracious 
Government) this Land did lately flooriſh ; the /r;ſþ Papiſts 

of this Kingdom, have on or about the. Three and Twen- 

tieth day of Ofober, 1641, entred into a moſt Wicked and Trea- 
cherous Conſpiracy to ſurpriſe the then Lords Juſtices and Council, 
together with the City of Dublin, and all other his Majeſties Forts 
and Holds within this Kingdom, intending 'thereby totally and at 
once to extirpate the Proteſtant Religion and Engl;þ Nation from 
amongſt them, 'and conſequently to alienate this Kingdom from the 
Crown and Government of - England. And for thoſe ends although 
they were by the Divine Providence difappointed in the main point 
of that Bloody and Cruel deſign, have purſued the ſame with inde-

called or admitted to any debate of the buſineſs of that main influ- 
ence upon themſelves and their Poſterity. Wherefore your Peritio- 
ners having ſeen how far ſome Perſons of Honour have been miſguid- 
ed, and by ſecret and ſubtil contrivances drawn to become abuſed pro-
